€ Washington, Aug. 1.—Secretary Al- 


ger's last day in office was a busy one, 
but he looked and acted more cheerful 
than in many months. He prepared a 
statement which was given out last 
evening, answering some of the criti- 
cisms which have been passed upon him 
of late, especially by the English press 
and defending himself, and incidentally 
the president, against the charge of 
making appointments to the army on 
political grounds alone. The statement

I would be only 
too glad to ave had the honor to have 
made these appointments. No better, 
no more loy | or more patriotic set of 
men as a whole ever served their coun- 
try, and their appointments were a credit 
not only to the appointing power, but te 
the country they served. ‘here were 
exceptions, but that could not have been 
foreseen. In every Walk of life men are 
found who cannot carry out successfully 
\he work they have undertaken, 

“There were three regiments of 
mvalry. the officers of which were ap- 
Pointed by the secretary of war. Colonel 
Leonard Wood, now a brigadier general, 
and commanding the departments of 
Santiago and Fuerto Principe, was one 
of these. Co} nel Grigsby and Colonel 
Tarrey, both gvod officers, were the other 
two. There were three regiments of en- 
gineers, the colonels of which were all 
graduates of ihe military academy, and 
not only the officers, but the enlisted 
men, were selected with a view to their 
Epecia] fitness, and in most instances 
upon the recommendations of the col- 
onels themgelyes, and all proved them- 
selves most efficient. 

“There were also 10 regiments of im- 
mune infantry, of whose colonels eight 
were graduates of the military academy, 
who were selected for special fitness to 
command, and in the short time these 
regiments were in service developed re- 
markable proficiency. 

“Criticisms as to the amounts and 
methods of expenditures which could 
imply the wrorg or careless use of money 
were also made by the London Times. 
This charge is false. So far as the con- 
duct of the service was concerned, no 
person with any knowledge of the facts 
can ever charge truthfully, and no one 
ever show that a dollar was misappro- 
priated, stolen or embezzled, out of the 
hundreds of millions of dollars that were 
expended. The records are an open 
book, and I will be glad to have them 
rigidly examined and ask my successor 
to open those accounts to the country 
whenever properly called for, in order 
that the entire truth may be known.”

AN INDIAN'S REVENGE, 


Killed Young Woman to Whom His 
Attentions Had Become Obnoxious. 


The Murderer Then Destroys 
Buildings and Contents. 


May Have Committed Suicide, but Police Think 
He Is Hiding In Woods. 


Springfield, Mass., Aug. 1.—Miss Edith 
Morell of South Amherst, aged 17 years, 
was shot last evening by an Indian 
named Eugene Pakahpuer, who then 
fired the farm buildings. Miss Morell 
is dead. She had rejected Pakahpuer's 


attentions, and this undoubtedly caused | 


jealousy which led to the murder. 

It would seem from statements mada 
by friends of the family that the In- 
dian and the girl had been quite friend- 
ly, the former taking the latter to par- 
ties and on drives. Of late, it was no- 
ticed that Miss Morell had repelled 
Pakahpuer's attentions, because she had 
said they were obnoxious. The Indian 
became so jealous that his behavior 
around the farm was very disagreeable, 
and yesterday it was found necessary to 
pay him off and discharge him. 

During tke afternoon the Indian vis- 
ited Amherst and bought a 32-calibre re- 
volver in a local hardware store. He 
returned immediately to South Amherst, 
and while on the way practiced with the 
weapon. He was seen by John Chap- 
man, as he was practicing, and Chap- 
man asked the Indian what he was 
shooting. The latter replied “wood- 
chucks.” A little later another neigh- 
bor, Henry C. Dickinson, saw the In- 
dian, and the latter said “good-bye, I 
may not see you again.” Mr. Dickin- 
son asked him where he was going, and 
the Indian replied, “Not very far.” 
This was about 15 minutes before the 
shooting. 

It is evident that Pakahpuer went 
into the cellar of the Morell house and 
Saw Edith at the refrigerator. Itis not 
known what was sald between them, 
but the Indian finally discharged the 
revolver twice, one bullet going through 
the girl's neck and the other into the 
brain. The Indian then went upstairs 
and told Mrs. Morell that he had shot 
Edith, and he was going to set the build- 
ings on fire, and then shoot himself. 
He went into the barn, and a few min- 
utes later flames broke out there, and 
the fire which followed destroyed the 
house, barn and outbuildings. 

After the Indian informed Mrs. Mor- 
ell of what he had done, she went down-

na rom the statement referred to, the 
public might be led to believe that the 
volunteer army was officered by men 
selected by political influence by the 
secretary of war by special favor and 
without any regard to fitness for the 
duties they were to perform. As is well 
known, the volunteer force, with the 
exception of three regiments of en- 
gineers, three regiments of cavalry and 
10 regiments of immune infantry, was 
made up of regiments from the various 
states, the officers of which were all ap- 
pointed exclusively by the governors of 
the respective states from which the 
regiments came, and any officer found 
unfitted for service and discharged was 
replaced by another in the same manner, 
The president had no voice or control in 
the matter. 

“The returns of the volunteer army 
show that in August, 1898, there were 
207,244 enlisted men and 8785 officers in 
those regiments. This, with the regu- 
lar army recruited up to the war 
strength, made an aggregate force of 
about 275,000 officers and men. The 
volunteer officers appointed by the 
president numbered, all told, 1032. Of 
this number 441 were taken from the 
regular army and 591 from civil life. The 
scarcity of regimental] officers in the 
regular service, owing to appointments 
in the volunteers, special recruiting and 
mustering details, had so reduced their 
number that to have taken a larger num- 
ber for service with the volunteers would 
bave seriousiy impaired the efficiency 
of the regular regiments. 

“For a little over 1000 appointments 
made by the president, the number of 
applications was over 25,000, and an ap- 
plication was accompanied by a certifi- 
eate of his ability, and in most instances 
of military service, either in the regular 
army or a. state organization, and not 
infrequently in both. These certificates 
showed that each one was as well quali- 
fied for the position he sought and to 
which he was appointed as could be 
possible for men in civil life in this coun- 
try. 

“Of the number appointed there were, 
for instance, 26 major generals, of whom 
19 were taken from the regular army and 
seven from civil life. Of these seven all 
but one were graduates of West Point 
military academy, and all had distin- 
guished themselves in command during 
the Civil war. Of brigadier generais 
there were 102 appointed, 66 from tLe 
regular army and 36 from civil life. 
Those from civil life had all seen service 
during the Civil war or on our western 
frontier, and all had proven themselves 
competent to command. 

“Tt has been stated, and repeated many 
times, that the secretary of war made 
these appointments, when the truth is 
that very few were made upon his recom-

DIRECTED BY DIVINE POWER. 


Senator Frye Says We Must Not Relinquish 
Possession of the Philippines. 

Rangeley, Me., Aug. 1.—The dedica- 
tion of the Casino building last night 
was inade the occasion of an address 
on the Philippines by United States 
Senator Frye. The strong expansion 
sentiment expressed found much favor 
with the large audience. Mr. Frye re- 
viewed the work of the Paris peace com- 
mission, of which he Was a member, and 
gave humanitarian and commercial 
reasons why that commission demanded 
theentirearchipelago. He said: 

“We could not demand simply a naval 
station, because it would have to be 
made a Gibraltar. If Luzon only were 
demanded, the other islands would be 
desirous for annexation, and war would 
continue between the Filipinos and the 
Spaniards.” He showed that if we re- 
linquished the islands, other nations 
would soon have possession of them and 
the commerce of the east, 

“Now we have shown our power and 
our Voice will be heard. We paid $20,- 
000,000 because we could not offer to do 
otherwise. We now realize our power 
and we do not intend to steal posessions. 
We have gained a foreign market. The 
Lord directed Dewey's guns. He in- 
tended that our civilization should be 
carried to the east. God opened the 
door, pushed us through, and shut the 
door. We must stay and do our duty 
like men. Our indecision and delay 
over taking the islands gave Aguinaldo 
a chance to think they would be given 
over to Spain again, and so he began to 
think he would rule the archipelago, and 
so use his forces for himself.”

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GAUGHT WW ACT. 


Clever Capture of A Pick- 
pocket. 


Arraigned in Court and 
Held for Grand Jury. 


But One Case Reported to the 
Poliee. 


The gang of pickpockets that have 
been working Boston and the larger 
cities and pleasure resorts about 
Boston for several weeks past came to 
Quincy last Saturday night to work 
the crowd that gathered in City Square 
to hear the band concert. 

As far as can be learned, there were 
four in the gang that came to Quincy. 
Three of the men got away, bnt by 
prompt action of John F. Piravano, 
Robert Smith and Albert Cappacioli, 
one of the gang, who gave the name of 
Frank Hood was landed in jail. 

Cappacioli got on to the gang early 


in the evening as he saw them going 
through people’s pockets. Realizing 


that be could do nothing alone he 
called his friend Piravano and as they 
turned they saw the four surround 
Robert Smith. They also saw Hood 
pick Smith's pocket. They lost no 
time in notifying Smith, asking if 
had lost his pocketbook? 

Mr. Smith placed his hand to his in- 
side vest pocket and immediately dis- 
covered that a pocketbook containing 
$39 was missing. 

But by this time the four men had 
made a run for the Houghs Neck car 
which they boarded. Smith, Piravano 
and Cappacioli made a rush for the car 
and grabbed Hood, whom they held 
until Officer Murray was notified when 
Hood was turned over to him. 

When Smith grabbed him on the car, 
Hood said, ‘‘I ama gentleman. If 
you do not let go I will give you a 
smash in the mouth.’’ 

Finding, when Officer Murray arrived‘ 
that he was cornered, Hood beld up the 
pocketbook which he pretended to have 
taken from Smith’s pocket at the time, 
and said: Here is your pocketbook! 
You have not lost it! 

When searched at the police station 
two pair of ladies’ stockings were 
found, and several newspaper,clippings 
of picnics, etc. The stockings Hood 
claimed belonged to his sister.

New Act of Legislature

Mayor Keith Petitioned to Take

It seems apparent that a new phase 
has been put on the Wollaston fence 
question by the passage of the follow- 
ing act (chap.—326) by the Legislature 
at its last session.

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‘SEWER CONNECTIONS 


Work Now Under Direction of 
Sewer Commissioners. 


The revised ordinance in relation to 
hoase connection with the sewer have 
received the Mayor’s approval, and the 
work of making connections has been 
turned over to the Sewer Department. 
The changes have been made to take 
advantage of the provisions of Chapter 
319 of the Acts of the last session of 
the Legislature. 

This Act provides that any city or 
town may make an appropriation for 
connecting estates within its limits 
with the public sewers and that when- 
ever the Board of Health of the city or 
town making such appropriation 
shall order any real estate therein 
abutting upon a public way in which a 
public sewer has been laid to be con- 
nected with such sewer, or whenever 
the owner of any such real estate shall 
make to the board or officer authorized 
to lay sewers application to connect 
his estate with a public sewer, such 
board or officer shall forthwith make 
such connection and shall assess the 
expense thereof upon such real estate. 

According to the further provisions 
of the Act assessments levied as above 
may either be paid at once or may be 
added with interest to the general tax 
for the ensuing year, or may upon 
request be apportioned into from three 
to five equal parts, one of which parts, 
together with interest on unpaid 
balance, shall be added to the general 
tax of each year until the 
amount has been paid. 

The new ordinance does not require 
any deposit before work is begun, but 
provides that the plumbing of any 
building shall- not ‘be connected with 
@ particular sewer until the applicant 
shall file with the Sewerage Commis- 
sioners a certificate by the Inspector of 
plumbing that the said plumbing work 
is in suitable condition 
with the public sewer.

Governor Candler issues an Urgent Appeal For 
Enforcement of the Laws. 

Atlanta, Aug. 1—Governor Candler 
has issued an appeal to the people of 
Georgia to join hands and put an end 
to mob violence in the state. The gov- 
ernor believes that the only way to 
restore a condition of peace and tran- 
quility, and to bring an end to the law- 
lessness that has been manifested in 
different parts of the state, is for the 
People to uphold the courts, and aid 
them in bringing to speedy justice crim- 
inals of all kinds. 

The governor tells of the reproach 
heaped upon the state by the repeated 
outbreaks, and in part says: 

“The purity of the fair 
Georgia must and shail be preserved, 
and at the same time the and 
liberties of all law-abiding negroes in 
Georgia must and shall be protected. 
Arson and burglary and assassination 
and robbery and rape must stop, and at 
the same time lynch law must stop. The 
good of both races and the fair name of 
the state demand this. 

“The ordihary processes of the law are 
amply sufficient to punish all criminals, 
The mob often makes mistakes and the 
innocent are made to suffer with the 
guilty. We must away with the mob. 
We must re-enthrone the law.

victorious. Ourzreaders who peruse the 
Herald accounts of the association 
races in which the Privateer takes 
part, will notice that this near 
does not ‘‘‘romp on before the fleet, *’ 
ete, etc., but is referred to, if at all, 
in anything but complimentary terms. 

A year ago when the declaration of 
trust of the challenge cup was issued 
the Herald of March 20, 1898, referred 
to the executive committee of the club 
as ‘‘it is quite evident from the word- 
ing of that document that those who 
are responsible for it knew but little 
lot American Yachting history,’’ etc., 
and otherwise so grossly misrepre-

Contrary to the Herald’s direct state- 
ment at various times through the 
winter it is not an international cup, 
and establishing it the Quincy club had 
no intention of superceding the 
Seawahaha cup. In its efforts to 
discredit the latter club, the Herald 
has placed the former in a very false 
position. ’’ 

*It will thus be seen that the Herald's 
Yachting columns are not so highly 
prized as they might be, if they were 
edited by fair and unprejaudiced re- 
porters. 

The groundless slurs on the manage- 
ment of the cup races were found only 
in the columns of the Herald, and in 
no other paper, although there were a 
dozen reporters present. 

The next time that the Herald sends 
areporter to the Quincy yacht club 
it would be more acceptable if he 
would be a reporter rather than one 
who poses as an “expert’’ critic or 
OBSERVER.

AMPLE PRECAUTIONS 


Taken to Prevent the Spread of Yel- 
low Fever From Soldiers’ Home. 


Official Report of Its Origin 
and Present conditions. 


Facts Which Make It Seem Possible to Confine 
It to the Hampton Institution. 


Washington, Aug. 1.—Following is the 
text of an order from Adjutant General 
Corbin, directing the removal of the gar- 
rison at Fort Monroe: 

“Commanding General, Department 
of the East, Governor's Island, N. Y. 

“The presence of yellow fever, having 
been officially reported at the soldiers’ 
home at Hampton, Va., the secretary of 
war directs that you give immediate 
orders for the movement of the garrison 
at Fort Monroe to some place of safety 
somewhere on the northern coast to be 
selected by you. Two commissioned 
officers and not less than 20 men will be 
left in charge of the post. If there are 
immunes in the command they will be 
given preference. Acknowledge re- 
ceipt and report action taken.” 

Some data furnished by the surgeon 
general shows the prompt manner in 
which the authorities have taken the 
matter in hand. Late Saturday night 
Dr. Wyman received a telegram from 
Surgeon Vickery at the home, asking 
for an expert. Dr. Wasdin was ordered 
there from Norfolk at once, and Sun- 
day night a dispatch came from him an- 
nouncing the disease was genuine yel- 
low fever. Surgeon White was sent 
from Washington to take charge of 
marine hospital affairs. He has hada 
large experience in yellow fever epi- 
demics. 

After a cordon had been established 
around the soldiers’ home, neighboring 
cities were warned and advised to hunt 
for any inmates of the home who might 
be visiting, and keep them under close 
observation. Dispatches to this ef- 
fect were sent Sunday to Norfolk, Ports- 
mouth, Newport News and Richmond, 
and the health officer at Washington 
was notified. In Norfolk a house-to- 
house inspection is being made. Dr. 
Farquhar at Portsmouth was appointed 
to consult the health authorities there 
and at the adjoining town of Berkely, 
and to aid in locating any refugees. 


The last official advices show a total 
of 37 cases and seven deaths from yel- 
low fever at the soldiers’ home at Hamp- 
ton. One new case occurred at the 
home yesterday. Thus far the disease 
has been confined to the home, but all 
surrounding towns are excited, and a 
vigorous quarantine is being main- 
tained. 

Dr. Wasdin of the marine hospital 
service is in charge of affairs at Hamp- 
ton, and is working in co-operation with 
the local boards of health. He has 
strengthened the cordon about the town 
of Phoebus, which he reports is in very 
bad sanitary condition. The fact that 
only one new case appeared yesterday is 
encouraging to the officials here, who 
are taking every measure to prevent a 
spread of the disease. Already a num- 
ber of inquiries have been received by 
Dr. Wyman from quarantine officers 
throughout the United States asking 
whether they shall impose a maritime 
quarantine against Norfolk. He has re- 
plied that there appears to be no nmeces- 
sity for such restriction in the case of 
either Norfolk or Newport News. 

Dr. Wasdin's official report to Dr. 
Wyman of his examination of existing 
conditions at the soldiers’ home notes 
the fact that the doctor has seen all the 
cases of suspected disease at the home, 
He sums up the history of the contagion 
as follows: 

“Barly in July an old soldier entered 
the home for a short rest and soon after- 
ward appeared at the dispensary, where 
he informed the physician in charge that 
he was but recently from Santiago via 
a transport to a northern port; thence 
he started for Manila via San Fran- 
cisco; beat his way to the home on a 
freight train and entered with his bag- 
gage. He complained of dumb chills 
and fever and was prescribed for. He 
mingled freely with the inmates of the 
home, and a short time ago disappeared. 
From this as a possible cause, the out- 
break is as follows: 

“Preceding Friday, the 21st, there had 
been noticed nothing of a suspicious 
nature. The weekly death rate was as 
usual. But on the 2lst and 22nd there 
became ill during the night with sharp 
chill, high fever, some eight or 10 in- 
mates, men of usually good health. 
These seizures, although noted as pe- 
culiar, had occasioned no alarm: until 
about the 27th, when a death occurred, 
the man becoming distinctly yellow 
some time prior to death. On about the 
Same day another one died wiftout hav- 
ing attracted particular attention; he 
algo turned quite yellow. Autopsies 
were held on both by a resident patholo- 
gist. It was then, or a little later, that 
the telegram was sent you asking for an 
expert. I found there was 3500 inmates, 
and that 35 had been taken ill since the 
Sint.”” 

Dr. Wasdin says he withheld a posi- 
tive diagnosis in his first communication 
bec ause of the assertion of Surgeon 
Vickery at the home that there had 
been no communication of the inmates 
with any Cuban soldiers returned since 
last May or early in June. 

With the discovery of the probable 
origin of the infection and the twa 
autopsies there can be no doubt, he says, 
about the disease being yellow fever, and 
continues: 

“I have advised Major Vickery to 
empty the dormitories infected at once, 
putting the men preferably in tents, 
The grounds are closed. There has been 
a very free intercommunication be- 
tween the inmates and people of 
Phoebus, a public house near the grounds 
having been freely visited until Monday | 
night. I have suggested to Dr. Pettuy! 
to meet one or more of the local boards | 
of Phoebus and, informing them of the 
state of affairs, ask their co-operation in 
watching the village. These inmates, 
as I understand it, do not mingle much

“The assassination of President 
Heureaux was not an act of revenge for 
the murder of Caceres’ father, but the 
signal for the commencement of the up- 
rising against the existing government 
there.

Horacio Vasquez, and was with him at 
the time of the shooting. General Vas- 
quez is a member of one of the best fami- 
lies of Moca. 

“Neither Mr. Caceres nor General Vas- 
quez can be considered common assas- 
sins, as their motives were not personal, 
but patriotic. They attacked the presi- 
dent in broad daylight in an open space, 
and not from ambush, although their 
little party was outnumbered two to one 
by the president and uard. 

“For 14 years Heureaux has held power 
by a system of terrorizing; citizens were 
sent to prison without the slightest pro- 
cess of law and more than 300 were clan- 
destinely shot, without any trial what- 
ever or without even being given a rea- 
son for their incarceration. 

“There has no legal election of 
any kind since 1889, and then Heureaux 
retained power through a fraudulent 
count of votes. The opposition appealed 
to arms, but was defeated. 

“The constitution of Santo Domingo 
provides that no one shall hold office for 
more than one term in succession, but 
this the late president overruled. There 
is no such thing as a free press in that 
country. The Dominicans resident in 
New York dare not give information re- 
garding the politics of their country, 
fearing that their relatives and interests 
there would suffer. 

“During the war between the United 
States and Spain Heureaux showed his 
sympathy for Spain in many acts and 
put every difficulty possible in the way 
of Americans and Cubans, The Queen 
of Spain sent him a decoration. 

“Mr. Jiminez desires the most friendly 
relations With the United States, and 
there is not the slightest fear that the 
insurrectionists will interfere in any way 
with the property of foreigners on the 
island. Mr. Jiminez and General Gomez 
are Warm personal friends. 

“As Heureaux was a usurper the vice 
president is equally so, but bloodshed 
and insurrection would cease at once if 
the latter would announce that a legal,

DINING WITH AGUINALDO. 


Captain Coffin’s Impressions of the 
Insurgent Leader. 

Captain J. W. Coffin, assistant sur- 
geon of the Tenth Pennsylvanias, now 
on their way home from Manila, who 
preceded the regiment, relates his im- 
pressions of Aguinaldo and the Fili- 
pinos as follows: 

‘‘Do I know Aguinaldo? Yes; I dined 
with him once and was present at 
Malolos when the Filipino republic was 
proclaimed. Major Neff was with me, 
It was last September. While the 
Americans there could not understand 
Spanish, we gathered enough from the 
gestures and what we could figure out 
that the Filipinos would not be satis- 
fied with anything else than absolute 
independence, and we all felt that ulti- 
mately they would fight and we would 
have to oppose them. 

**‘Aguinaldo at the dinner I had with 
him impressed me rather favorably for 
a Filipino, but candidly I would class 
him with a Pittsburg bootblack. The 
pictures of him published in America 
are good likenesses. He is a boy, not 
more than 26 years old, but through the 
assassination of his father, as I under- 
stand, by the Spaniards he is held in 
sentimental esteem by the natives. He 
could not speak English, and our con- 
versation was carried on through an 
interpreter. 

“I wish to relate this incident of 
Major Neff and myself; then I am done. 
The houses in Manila are built even 
with the pavements, and the streets are 
narrow. ‘The first story in the best 
houses is the stable, where the horses 
and penies are lodged, and all well to 
do Filipinos have plenty of these ani- 
mals. The upper stories are occupied 
by the family, where you find works of 
art and evidences of oriental culture. 

“The Filipino is fond of music and 
wine. One Sunday a wealthy Filipino, 
just before hostilities broke out, invited 
Major Neff and myself toa ball at his 
house. We went, of course, but when 
we arrived at the mansion we were 
ushered through the stable on the first 
floor, the customary entrance. When 
we reached the second floor, we met 
the family and a bevy of dashing Fili- 
pino belles. The dancing was good, and 
we spent a pleasant day, but I will 
never forget the remark of Major Neff 
as he was going throngh the stable. He 
yas not familiar with this feature of 
Filipino life. ‘Ugh!’ he said. ‘This

FILIPINO SKULLS AS RELICS, 


Pennsylvania Boys Send Home Me- 
menutos of the Malolos Battle. 
The skulls of four of Aguinaldo’s in- 
surgents, sent as relics to friends in 
Pennsylvania, were received in regis- 
tered mail packages at the postoffice in 
Washington, Pa., the other day from 
Manila. One of the packages had be- 
come broken, and, upon taking a peep, 
one of the mail clerks was badly fright- 
ened at the sight of a skull. Two of 
the packages were addressed to Ten 
Mile Village, one to SVaynesburg and 
the other to Dr. J. A. Patterson of 
Washington. The skull sent to Dr. 
Patterson is on exhibition at his office, 
and he is proud of his unique relic 
from the orient, says the New York 

World. 

The skull, the doctor says, is one of 
the best for anatomical study he has 
ever seen. It is well shaped and only 
differs materially from the Anglo-Sax- 
on type by Its low forehead, sloping 
much from the brow. J. J. Martin of 
Company K, who sent the skull to the 
doctor, says it was that of an insur- 
gent who was killed on the battlefield 
of Malolos and, he is certain, was the 
victim of a bullet from the rifle of one 
of the Tenth’s boys.

Independence 
Should Be Our Guiding Star, 


Departure From It In Dealing 


With the Filipinos. 


Conclusions Arrived at by Bryan In Summing 
Up the Philippines Question. 


New York, Aug. 2.—This week's Inde- 
pendent contains a discussion from the 
pen of William J. Bryan, who says, i 
part: 

“The Declaration of Independence as- 
serts that governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, and this is the doctrine to which 
we have adhered for more than a cen- 
tury. It is the doctrine which has 
distinguished us from European coun- 
tries, and has made our nation the hope 
of humanity. 

“If the doctrine set forth in the Dec- 
laration of Independence is sound, how 
can we rightfully acquire sovereignty 
over the Filipinos by a war of con- 
quest? How can we rightfully pur- 
chase sovereignty from a Spanish sov- 
ereign, whase title we disputed in Cuba, 
and whose rebellious subjects we armed 
in the Philippines? 

“In the resolution of intervention, con- 
gress declared that the Cubans were, and 
of right ought to be, free. Why? Be- 
cause governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, and Spain had refused to respect 
the wishes of the Cubans. If the Cu- 
bans were, and of right ought to be, free, 
why not the Filipinos? 

“In the beginning of the Spanish war 
congress denied that our nation had 
any thought of extending its territory 
by war. If we then had no thought 
of securing by conquest new territory 
in the eastern hemisphere, why should 
we now think of securing in the eastern 
hemisphere new races for subjugation? 

“A republic cannot enter upon a col- 
It cannot advocate gov- 
ernment by consent at home and gov- 
ernment by force abroad. The Decla- 
ration of Independence will lose its 
value when we proclain the doctrine 
familiar in Europe, but detestable here, 
that governments are round in shape, 
about 13 inckes in diameter and fired out 
of a cannon. 

“For more than a century this nation 
has been travelling along the pathway 
which leads from the low domain of 
might to the lofty realm or right, and its 
history has been without a parallel! in 
the annals of recordedtime. What will 
be our fate if we turn backward and be- 
gin the descent toward force and con- 
quest? 

“It is not sufficient to say that the 
forcible annexation of the Philippine 
islands is a benevolent undertaking en- 
tered upon for the good of the Filipinos. 
Lincoln pointed out that this has al- 
ways been the argument of kings. To 
use his word@ ‘They always bestrode 
the necks of the people, not that they 
wanted to do it, but because the people 
were better off for being ridden.’ 

“It is surprising that any believer in 
self-government should favor forcible 
annexation, but still more surprising 
that any one who believes in the Chris- 
tian religion should favor the substitu- 
tion of force for reason in the extension 
of our nation’s influence. 

“If we adopt the gunpowder gospel 
in the Philippines, how long will it be 
before that principle will be trans- 
planted in American soil? So long as 
Our arguments are addressed to the 
reason and the heart our progress is 
sure, but can we, without danger to 
Christianity, resort to the ancient plan 
of injecting religion into the body 
through bullet-holes?” 

“The question is frequently asked, 
what can we do? Nearly two months 
elapsed between the signing of the 
treaty and the beginning of hostilities 
in the Philippines. During that time 
the president and congress might have 
given the Filipinos the same assurance 
of independence that was given to the 
Cubans. Such assurance would have 
prevented bloodshed. If the doctrine 
of self-government is sound, the Fil- 
ipinos are entitled to govern themselves, 
and the president can now promise them 
independence as soon as a stable gov- 
ernment can be established. 

“If the president is not willing to take 
the responsibility of enforcing the doc- 
trine set forth in the Declaration of 
Independence, he can call congress to- 
gether and let it take the responsibility. 
A special session would be less expen- 
sive than war, not to speak of the prin- 
ciples involved. 

“Our nation is protecting the republics 
of South America from outside inter- 
ference while they work out their des- 
tiny. We can extend the same doctrine 
to the Philippines, and, having rescued 
the inhabitants from a foreign yoke, we 
ean guard them from molestation while 
they develop a republic in the Orient. 
They will be our friends instead of our 
enemies; we can send school teachers 
to Manila, instead of soldiers, and the 
world will know that there is a reality 
in the theory of government promul- 
gated at Independence hall and defend- 
ed by the blood of the revolutionary 
fathers.” 


Canadian Won This Time. 

Dorval, Que., Aug. 2.—With weather 
favorable to his boat and good seaman- 
ship, Duggan, the skipper of the Cana- 
dian defender, Glencairn, yesterday won 
his first race and the third of the series 
for the Seawanhaka cup. Krom the 
very start, when Glencairn crossed the 
line nine seconds ahead, it was appar- 
ent that the Canadian boat wag ata 
much greater advantage as regarded 
the American challenger than she had 
een yet during the present races. 

Peace In Venezuela. 

Washington, Aug. 2.—Official advices 
received from Venezueia are to the ef- 
fect that the country is entirely quiet.

FIFTY THOUSAND DE TITUTE ORPHANS. 


Red Cross Officials Doing Noble Work In Be. 
half of Stricken Cubans. 

New York, Aug. 2.—An article by Miss 
Clara Barton on the subject of the Cu- 
ban reconcentrados will be contained in 
the coming number of The Independent. 

Miss Barton says that there are now 
in Cuba 50,000 destitute orphan children 
of reconcentrados who have in the last 
few years died of starvation and want. 
These children are scattered throughout 
nearly every city and town which had 
been of sufficient size and importance 
to receive the driven-out country people. 
They are not children of low or doubtful 
origin; many are of the best of Cuban 
families. The reconcentrados were 
largely the country people of property— 
farmers and smal! planters. 

Miss Barton says that these children 
are utterly homeless and no one has the 
least personal interest in them or re- 
sponsibility for them. The townspeople 
still do what they can, but their main 
dependence is begging of the passengers 


of every passing train. The aspect of 
these children is often terrifying. The 


Red Cross surgeons and trained nurses 
wrought out a system which, Miss Bar- 
ton believes, simply followed out as now 


being pursued, will in less than six 
months transform these thousands of 
hapless renega®es into clean, whole- 


well-ordered children; learning to 
work, to read and to forget the lives of 
pain, want and woe they went through. 
This system gather them up, mak- 
ing small asylums of the plainest and 
simplest kind, interesting the authori- 
ties and the people of the city in the 
movement, securing their full co-opera- 
tion, providing for all wants and mak- 
ing it possible for the people of the towns 
to look after them as their own, with the 
continued care and oversight of the Red 
Cross Officials.

New York, Aug. 3.—Elizabeth, N. J., 
Was Visited by a form of tornado yester- 
day afternoon which cut a swath about 
1006 feet wide through the center of the 
city, causing great damage to buildings 
and property, but, nota 
person Was killed and no one was seri- 
ously injured. Those who were hurt 
were only slightly injured. The wind 
attained a velocity of 80 miles an hour. 

The path of the tornado included many 
of the prominent church buildings and 
other structures, and no other course 
could have been taken through the city 
where the possibilities of damage were 
as great.

nado to J s through the city, and then 
the rain fell in torrents, flooding every- 
thing and adding to the damage done by 
the wind. Just ahead of the storm 
cloud itself there Was a severe shower of 
hailstones. 

Many were slightly

The police and firemen say the loss will 
be close to a quarter of a million, but 
this estimate is believed by experts to 
be excessite, perhaps three times the 
actual loss.

Disastrous Storm In Florida. 

Tallahassee, Fla., Aug. 3.—The “Yown 
of Carrabelle, a prosperous port on the 
Gulf of Mexico, southwest of th's city, 
is reported almost completely destroyed 
by a terrific wind and rain storm which 
raged in this section all Tuesday and 
until late Tuesday night. Many bats 
in the harbor have been wrecked and 
most of the long wharf is gone, together 
with large quantities of naval stores. 
At Lanosk the houses, pavillion and 
boats have been destroyed. Uncon- 
firmed reports say that the steamer 
Crescent probably has been lost be- 
tween Apalachicola and Carrabelle. A 
few houses were destroyed at St. 
Theresa. McIntyre & Curtis’ mills suf- 
fered severely. A passenger train on 
the Carrabelle, Tallahassee and Gulf 
road, 35 miles below Tallahassee, was 
badly wrecked, but no one is reported 
killed or injured. The turpentine inter- 
ests of this section are greatly damaged 
and much injury has been done to the 
crops. The wires are down south of 
here and railroad traffic close to the gulf 
ports is suspended. The city of Apa- 
Se etanie is entirely cut off from com- 
munication and nothing can be learned 
from there. There are many rumors 
afloat here as to the loss of life. It is 
not believed here that any lives were 
lost at the numerous summer resorts, 
but reliable news is unobtainable.

| gan to Assume Private Citizenship. 


He Is Tendered a Most Mag: 
nificent Welcome. 


Evidence That He Is Highly Esteemed by the 
People of His State. 


Detroit, Aug. 3.—From 4 o'clock yes- 
terday, when the welcoming committee 
entered his private car at Toledo, until 
9 o'clock, when General Alger ceased 
shaking hands, there was a constant 
spontaneous Ovation to the ex-secre- 
tary of war. Smiles and tears repeat- 
| edly struggled for the mastery over the 
secretary’s bronzed countenance as he 
gazed into the faces of the multitudes 
who loudly insisted that “Alger’s all 
right.” Darkness fell during the 
speeches from the reviewing stand, in 
front of the city hall, giving opportunity 
for throwing a searchlight upon the 
features of General Alger, drawn in 
crayon on a canvas 16 feet square, hung 
from the city hall front, and surrounded 
by patriotic decorations. <A great crush 
at the indoor reception was the final 
feature. 

The special train, which met General 
Alger and party at Toledo, carried 400 
members of the reception committee. 
Banners stretched along the sides of 
the cars’ stated that “Michigan wel- 
comes her honored son, General Alger.” 
When the Pennsylvania train arrived 
the general’s private car was besieged 
by his old friends. On the return trip 
General Alger was escorted through the 
train and greeted by all. 

Over 1000 marchers escorted General 
Alger from the Michigan Central station 
by a route feading past the general's 
home to the reviewing stand. Fair- 
banks post, G. A. R., carried two great 
banners, stretching half across. the 
Street, whic declared ‘‘There is only one 
Alger.” 

When General Alger appeared upon 
the reviewing stand there was a roar 
of applause from the crowd which 
blocked all traffic across the campus 
Martius The ex-secretary reviewed 
the parade and returned the salutations 
of many marchers, especially those of 
veteran G. A. R. comrades. 

Mayor Maybury formally called the 
assemblage to order, and made an ad- 
dress, welcoming General Alger, saying 
in part: “I welcome you home, sir, to 
a people who love justice and fair play. 
This welcome is by your neighbors. 
They come from all parts of this glo- 
rious state, only for the purpose of say- 
ng, ‘God bless you’ and ‘Welcome 
home.” You will command and carry 
with you the same confidence, affection 
and esteem that have been with you 
all your life. Men will say that with 
an upright character, so well established, 
there is no power on earth that can de- 
tract from the fame of a good neighbor 
and citizen and honest man.” 

Governor Pingree, in his speach in 
behalf of the state, made some pointed 
references to incidents leading to Gen- 
eral Alger’s home coming, and fired 
some characteristic shots at the news- 
papers, which, he asserted, were largely 
responsible. The governor said that 
Alger’s best service for his country was 
in the efficient management of the war 
department. 

Governor Pingree said, In part: “TI 
have come to believe that the institution 
most dangerous to our form of govern- 
ment is the newspaper. Its boasted 
liberty is rather a license. It has no 
scruple and no conscience. There are, 
of course, exceptions, but I speak of the 
press asa whole. Because you, General 
Alger, would not bow to them and con- 
duct the war department in the inter- 
ests of the combines, the army contrac- 
tors and the commercial interests which 
control the newspapers, you became a 
marked man. We have every faith that 
history will rebuke the newspapers and 
politicians who have used such vile 
methods to accomplish their little pur- 
poses." 

General Alger, responding, said: 3 
can command no language to express 
my egrati(ude to you for this royal wel- 
come to my home. Iam glad from the 
bottom of my heart to be released from 
official care, and to again enter the 
old home and live among the people of 
Michigan. 

“Since I went away, two and a half 
years ago, the country has been through 
a terrible struggle. The office of which 
I was at the head was taxed to the 
utmost of every man’s strength who oc- 
cupied any position in it. I gave my 
best thought and honest effort, and did 
everything I could to carry out my part 
of that great work. What has been 
done is a matter of record, and I am 
perfectly willing to rest the case with 
my countrymen. 

“And now, my fellow citizens, I 

come home without a grievance. Dur- 
ing that struggle, and while that great 
work was upon me, I can truthfully 
say I had from the president all the 
support he could give me. We went 
through the struggle and came out vic- 
torious. We transported across the sea 
more than 150,000 men, one way and 
the other, without an accident. We 
fought battles in the Philippines, in 
| Cuba and in Porto Rico, and we never 
lost a battle, a color, a prisoner or @ 
gun. Wherever the American flag was 
planted by the American soldier there 
it stands, and there it shall stand for- 
ever. Iam glad to be among you again, 
a private citizen, and I propose to stay 
here the balance of my life. Good

-|HER MAST COLLAPSED, 


Columbia Will Have to Be Rigg 
Over at axHeavy Expense, 


Accident In Midst of a Con- 
test With Defender. 


Perfect Discipline Prevailed Aboard the Craft 
and Nobody Was Injured. 


' 

Bateman's Point, R. I., Aug, 3.—While 
the big race between the Columbia and 
the Defender was under way, about 
noon yesterday, with the Columbia well 
in the lead, the latter’s mast broke off 
about 50 feet Zrom the deck, and she was 
dismasted. A number of tugs and 
steam yachts hastened to her assistance 
at a point about four miles southeast of 
Point Judith. The Defender stood by 


ready to lend any assistance. 


CUP DEFENDER COLUMBIA, 

The new boat was towed up to her 
builders’ works at Bristol a total wreck 
above decks. Her new steel mainmast 
was bent double, just about half way be- 
tween the deck and the masthead, and 
al] that remained of her magnificent 
spread of canvas and specially made 
rigging was piled up in a heap about the 
stump of the mast, a tangled mass of 
wire shrouds, metal turnbuckles, blocks 
and ropes. Practically all that remained 
whole was the steel boom and gaff. 

The dismasting of the Columbia oc- 
curred less than an hour after the new 
and old cup defenders started on the 
beat out, when the two contestants had 
covered about half the distance. Co- 
lumbia was leading at the time and was 
steadily drawing away from her rival. 
The two boats were holding along ona 
port tack and into the Point Judith 
channel, about three miles off the point, 
the new boat having the weather posi- 
tion, when there was a sound of break- 
ing spars aloft, and in an instant the 
topmast went crashing down to leeward, 
carrying with it the fine new club topsail 
and small jibtopsail. The steel main- 
mast buckled in the middle and down 
came the upper end of the spar, and the 
huge mainsail] dropped into the water 
on the starboard side. All hands es- 
caped injury. 

The discipline Was excellent, not a 
man leaving his place until Captain Barr 
gave orders to clear away the wreckage 
and get the cunvas aboard, and then the 
crew went to work, the Columbia drift- 
ing with the waves, a dismantled and 
sad looking craft. 

As soon as the accident occurred, De- 
fender, which was the nearest yacht to 
Columbia, ranging up alongside her 
rival, stood by for a time and then went 
on a little jaunt out tosea. The steam 
craft near at hand and all kinds of yachts 
soon reached the boat, Many of the 
yachts offered to tow Columbia ‘back to 
Newport, but as Mr. Iselin had previ- 
ously accepted the offer made from the 
Associated Press tug, S. C. Hart, to 
stand by and take Columbia in tow, he 
declined the offers. 

The crew had the hardest work getting 
the mainsail on deck, for the canvas was 
weighed down with water and rendered 
unmanageable by the spars and rigging. 

For some time no one knew just what 
had been the cause of the accident, for 
there was certainly not strong enough 
breeze blowing to cause it. It was 
finally found that the port spreader had 
broken upward by the strain of the top- 
mast shroud, causing the topmast to 
break off. The sudden breaking of the 
spar, the weight of the topsail and clubs 
coming against the starboard masthead 
shrouds, was too much for the steel mast, 
and it instantly collapsed. 

The topmast shroud, which Mr. Iselin 
says was the cause of all the trouble, 
Was not in just the position to properly 
Support the topmast, which fitted into 
the masthead, telescopic fashion, instead 
of being stepped forward of it. 

No such serious accident ever before 
befel a cup challenger or defender in 
these waters as this one. The expense 
of rerigging Columbia will be heavy, and 
although most of the wire shrouds and 
stays can be used again, they will neces- 
sarily have to undergo a severe test as to 
their strength. The hull of the boat was 
not seriously damaged, the only per- 
ceptable injury being a large dent in 
one of the metal plates on the starboard 
side.

At the 
end of the first round the Britannia was 
12 minutes behind and the Meteor de- 
feated the Bona by about 10 minutes, 
The Meteor has thus won three principal 
prizes. 

Closely Watched by Miles. 

Washington, Aug. 3.—The war depart- 
ment is watching with great solicitude 
the progress of yellow fever at San- 
tiago. Reports are more encouraging, 
but it is realized that there is still dan- 
ger in the situation. In this connection 
it is learned that as late as July 8 Gen- 
eral Miles formally recommended the re- 
moval of the United States troops now 
quartered at Santiago to some port on 
the northern coast of America. It is 
said that the rate of infection among the 
soldiers at Santiago is greater at this 
time, in proportion to the number of men 
present, than last year. General Miles, 
it is understood, called attention to 
this fact in his recommendation and 
urged it as one reason for the prompt 
removal of the men to the north. Thus 
far his recommendations have not been 
carried out, but Secretary Root and 
General Miles had a conference yester- 
day on the subject. 

Pope Dencunces Italy’s Attitude. 

London, Aug. 3.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail says the 
pepe, through Cardinal Rampolla, papal 
secretary of state, has addressed a note 
to the nuncio abroad denouncing the 
attitude of the Italian government to- 
wards the holy see in connection with 
The Hague conference. The note says 
that all the governments except the 
Italian desired @ see a papal delegate 
there. “This unworthy spectacle will 
be severely judged by history,” says the 
Pope, “while the papacy will lose noth- 
ing by the exclusion.” 


Concerning Osborn’s Nomination. 

Berlin, Aug. 3—A _ dispatch to the 
Cologne Gazette from Apia calls the 
nomination of Mr. Osborn an unpardon- 
able and unjustifiable abandonment of 
lierman interests in reference to Anglo- 
American feeling. The 3erlin news- 
papers, however, express themselves 
generally as being satisfied that Mr. 
Osborn will not neglect German inter- 
ests in Samoa, 

Suicide’s Body Found. 

New York, Aug. 3.—Workmen engaged 
on the Osborne estate, 1% miles from 
Rye, discovered the body of a man 
hanging from a branch of a tree. From 
letters found in the clothing, the man is 
bupposed to have been Hans Knudsen of 
New Haven. It was evidently a case 
4f suicide. The body had evidently 
been hanging there for at least two 
months. 


Root Makes Calls. 

Washington, Aug. 3.—Secretary Root, 
accompanied by Adjutant General Cor- 
bin, called on Assistant Secretary 
Meiklejonn, General Miles and the heads 
of other bureaus of the department yes- 
terday. The conference with General 
Miles was quite extended,

Cherry Roly Poly. 

Make a dough same as for baking 
powder biscuit and roll it into a thin, 
oblong sheet. Drain two cupfuls of 
pitted cherries, spread them evenly 
over the top of the dough, leaying an 
inch wide space along each side. Sprin- 
kle a cupful of sugar over the fruit, 
sift one tablespoonful of cornstarch or 
flour over this aud form into a roll like 
jelly cake. Wring a muslin cloth a lit- 
tle larger than the dumpling out of hot 
water, four the inside, wrap it around 
the roll and baste closely together. Set 
a plate in a kettle, lay the dumpling on 
it, cover deeply with boiling water and 
boil steadily for 14% hours. Do not un- 
cover the kettle except toward the last 
to see If more water Is needed. Serve 
hot, with a sauce made of one heaping 
cupful of sugar and one-third of a cup- 
ful of butter beaten to a light cream. 
Just before serving flavor with lemon 
and whip in the white of two eggs 
beaten to a atiff froth.

Roosevelt Holds Good Citizens Re- 
sponsible For Our Shortcomings, 


Ideals Should Not Be Fol- 
lowed With Heads In Air. 


War Hasdk:apped by Failure of Congress to 
P ovide an Adequate Army.

Ocean Grove, N. J., Aug. 4.—Governor 
Roosevelt last night delivered an ad- 
dress upon “Practical Politics and De- 
cent Politics’ before a large audience 
here. On his arrival at Ocean Grove, it 
was With difficulty the governor made 
his way to his carriage through the 
cheering crowd. The governor stood up 
in the carriage, bowing right and left. 

It was estimated that 10,000 persons 
assembled in the auditorium to hear the 
orator, Bishop Fitzgerald introduced 
Governor Roosevelt, who was greeted 
with long continued applause. Before 
beginning his address Governor Roose- 
velt called to the front and introduced 
to the audience Colonel Brodie of the 
Rough Riders, who led the charge of the 
left wing and was wounded during the 
Santiago campaign. Cvolonel Brodie re- 
ceived an ovation, Governor Roosevelt 
in part sald: 

“It is idle for the mass of good citi- 
zens to try to set themselves apart as 
not responsible for our political short- 
comings. In the end the politicians must 
be exactly what the people allow them 
tou be. They must represent the people— 
perhaps the vice, perhaps the virtue, 
perhaps the indifference of the people. 
Do not let us fall into the mistake of 
thinking that we shall ever make poll- 
tics better by hysterics in any shape or 
form. Wiid denunciation of all poli- 
ticilans, good and bad, is the very thing 
must advantageous to the bad poli- 
ticlan. Your highest duty to the state 
is to see that you do all that within you 
lies to elevate the standard of public 
life, to demand honesty and efficiency in 


your public men and to frown on the 
system of lying slander which would 


teach you that there is no ggod and no 
bad; no black and no white; that every- 
thing is gray. Do not trust to sudden 
uprightness, to sudden insurrections of 


Virtue. Do not get into the habit of per- 
mitting things to drift trom bad to 
worse with the belief that you can al- 


Ways apply a fevolutionary remedy, 
Kevolutions are some times necessary, 
but government by revolution is not a 
Success. 

“We have a right to demand from our 
good citizens that they apply themselves 
steadily to their public duties and keep 
politics at a constantly high level. We 
hever have politics on a satisfac- 
tory basis in this country until we make 
{t understood that dishonesty ina public 
servant is unpardonable sin; that 
corruption of any kind or sort will not! 
condoned for any « 
expediency, 

*‘Now this is decent politics, and there- 
fore it is practical politics. But it is by 
no méans all that there is of practic 
politics. It is not enough for you to + 
What is honest yourselves and to Insist 
upon honesty in others. You have ako 
gat t@ pussess courage, and finally, you 
have got to possess cOmmon sense. j° 
New York I firmly believe that the decent 
people could combine to overthrow the 
civic corruption if they only would; but 
they ure so upt to fight one ancther, s 
apt to quarre} to exactly how high 
the ideal of their government shall te 
that they often throw the victory 
into the haads those who have 1o 
ideal at all und who, in addition to 1 
cynical belief in the power of corr uption 
and in mere demagogy, also set about 
their work with practical common sens . 
Practical politics must be the politics of 
decency, but also the politics of courage, 
of common sense, of hard work. You 
must have hivh ideals, but you must not 
follow them with your heads tn the alr, 
blind to the practical methods by which 
alone they can be even partially real- 
ize d ” 

“The call for great heroism in an in- 
dividual or in a nation does not often 
rise. If you wait for heroic days before 
yuu exert yourself, you simply will be a 
drone. Stili the need for heroism does 
now und thenarise. Justat the moment 
the nation jis face to face with a duty 
that calls for heroism. I mean our at- 
titude in the Philippines. We shall be 
guilty of a terrible wrong to humanity 
if in the Philippines we retreat before 
armed savagery instead of organizing a 
Suilalde government which shall guar- 
antee justice to everyone and an ever- 
increasing measure of liberty to those 
who show themselves worthy of it. 

“The Whole history of the world shows 
that the wrong done by the mere sen- 
timentalist is often of larger proportions 
and more elastic than any other kind of 
wrong; and of this wrong we shall be 
guilty, if we fail to do our task thor- 
vughly and well. It will call for but the 
merest fraction of our strength, provided 
only We choose to exert that strength. If, 
however, the people let their representa- 
tives in congress hamper the adminis- 
tration as they did last winter, when they 
refused to put the army upon a proper 
fooling as to size, permanence and or- 
ganization, then the people have them- 
eclves to thank if the war lingers, with 
difficulties and dangers increased. What 
the people have to do is to resolve to 
back up the president to the full in see- 
ing that outburst of Savagery is re- 
pressed once for al] and, what is even 
more important, to see that these new 
tropic fslands in the east and west alike 
are not left to be the prey of paupers and 
spoilsmen, but are governed primarily 
in the terest of their inhabitants and, 
therefore, ultimately for the honor and 
renown of America.”

Charles O’Meara was an operator in 
New York on one side of a quadru- 
plexed wire running to Chicago. The 
operator on the corresponding side in 
Chicago was Miss Amy Davidson. Both 
were expert, and the manner in which 
they kept their message hooks clear ex- 
cited the admiration of the chiefs in 
their respective offices. O’Meara was a 
handsome and intelligent young Irish- 
man, with jet black hair and mustache 
and great soulful blue eyes—one of the 
kind of men who seem almost uncon- 
sciously to possess the power of fascina- 
tion over women. 

After having worked the wire to- 
gether for a few months O’Meara and 
Miss Davidson became well acquainted, 
although, of course, neither had ever 
seen the other. They had abundant op- 
portunity for conversation in the early 
morning before the rush of business for 
the day began and in the late afternoon 
when the rush was over. 

There isa sort of telepathy in tel- 
egraphy, as all telegraphers admit, and 
there certainly was in this case.

With the exception of food products, 
the price situation is generally one of 
maintained strength, advances being 
most numerous in the line of manufac- 
tured or in raw materials for 
manufacturing industry Cereals are 
all lower on the week, retlecting the gen- 
erally favorable crop outlook, and alse 
some indifference as regards foreign 
buying of wheat, though export demand 
for corn has been apparently stimulated 
by recent price reactions 

All classes of iron and steel are either 
firmly held or tending upward, notable 
in this respect being all grades of pig 
iron, steel rails, structural material and 
bar iron and steel. Other metals are 
rather quieter, and tin shows some re- 
action from the high reached 
last week. 

Wool is still moving upward in sym- 
pathy with improved demand for the 
manufactured article, but buying is 
more closely contined to manufactures, 
speculative dealing apparently 
less noticeable. 

Activity in building reflected in 

very firm prices for lumber at the east, 
while at the west further advances, par- 
ticularly in white pine, are noted. 
Cotton is steady, pending further de- 
lopments in the crop situation. 
The boot and shoe trade continues in 
good shape, and hides are slightly high- 
er on the week, with the finished prod- 
uct firm.

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The Business Men of Quincy 
Against the Scheme. 


The proposed department store for 
Quincy does not meet with general 
approval among the business men of 
Quincy who see that it can not help 
but hurt their business. They also 
feel that there seems to be an effort on 
the part of some to contro] all of the 
business done in Quincy of what 
ever nature it may be. Department 
stores have always been a source of an- 
noyance to business houses who con- 
fine their business to one line of goods, 
for this reason that department stores 
are continually cutting prices, so that a 
man who carries one line and tries to 
do a legitimate business finds it hard to 
get a living if he sells honest goods at 
less than a living profit. Quincy up 
to the present time has been in a 
sense free from a department store 
although some stores have attempted 
it on a smell scale. 

In some States it is said that depart- 
ment stores are subjected to a special 
tax which in a measure evens uj mat- 
ters and gives other dealers a chance. 
Massachusetts has no such law at 
present but it is sure that the matter 
will be brought before the Legislature 
next winter. A movement is now on 
foot looking to the formation of an as- 
sociation to be known as the Anti De- 
partment Store Association which will 
take in the whole State. The plan 
proposed by this association is the en- 
actment of a law which will provide 
that every department store which em- 
ployes fifteen or more clerks shall an- 
bually pay a tax of $500 for each de- 
partment. 

A representative of this association 
was in Quincy last week and succeeded 
in securing a number of members. 
The business men were asked to sign 
a petition to the Legislature for the 
enactment of the above law. Then if 
they desired they could become a 
member of the association upon the 
payment of one dollar. They were 
also asked to agree to pay $2 te help 
get the law enacted. 

Several of Quincy’s representative 
business houses have been seen by the 
Ledger in relation to the proposed new 
store, and there was not one who was 
at all pleased with the idea. 

Some expressed themselves in a forci- 
ble manner, saying that they thought 
two or three men were trying to run 
the whole city. Some were willing to 
be quoted while others were not. 

Joseph W. Johnson, President of the 
Quincy Grocers’ Association, said he 
did not knew as it would injure his 
business much. He considered depart- 
ment stores but little more than the 
old-fashioned country store, where 
everything could be found. If the 
proposed new store cut prices they 
must purchase the quality of goods to 
meet those prices. People always flock 
to a new store for a while but in this 
case he could not say what the effect 
on other business would be in the long 
run. 

John W. Nash said, in a sense, de- 
partment stores are a nuisance, the 
way people are cheated. They adver- 
tise to sell cheap, but if a person wants 
good articles, they must pay for them, 
for good articles can not be sold for 
nothing. It was a shame to have these 
department stores advertise to sell 
goods cheap and then sell a poor qual- 
ity of goods. 

George H. Wilson did not think 
Quincy was yet ripe for a department 
store. It is too near Boston, for with 
the present accommodations for reach- 
ing Boston, people who have cash to 
spead will go there in spite of any- 
thing you can do. He did not think 
that it would effect the credit much, as 
people who pay by the month will not 
change. The cash trade however will 
feel the effects of it for a time at least. 

A number of business men were 
seen this morning, who had their 
private opinions as to the proposed de- 
partment store, but they declined to be 
interviewed for publication.

From a Uo. K Boy Now in 
Regular Army. 


The following letter has been re- 
ceived from Henry Collins, formerly of 
Co: K, 5tb Mass., U. S. V., but now 
of Co. L, 2d U. 8. Infantry, which is 
located in Cuba: 

Cienfuegos, Cuba 
July 27, 1899, 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I thought I would write you a few 
lines, so as to let you know that I have 
not forgotten my promise. I am in the 
best of health and enjoying myself. 
It is a great place over here and we are 
camped right on the sea coast, where 
there is a nice sandy beach. We go in 
swimming every day and the breakers 
arefas high as your tent, and I teil you 
it is fine. 

The people are very funny here, and 


they cannot talk English at all. All| 


they can say is good bye. 
wear hardly any clothing. 
ren do not wear anything at all. They 
look like a lot of rats and they will steal 
everything they can lay hands on, if 
you do not watch them. 

The buildings are old timers, and 
they look like forts. There is a lot of 
pineapple orchards, and al] kinds of 
fruits here, also lots of sugar cane. 

I went out into the country the other 
day with another fellow and took a lot 
of pictures. I 
when they are developed. 

I will tell you how I happened to get 
in this place. When I left Boston, I 
was assigned to the 13th Infantry and 
when I got to Fort Slocum, New York, 
they were all filled up, and so I was 
sent to the 2d U. S. Infantry. I was 
told I would have to goto Cuba. I tell 
you there is quite a change in this and 
the 5th Mass. Each man is supplied 
with an iron bed and spring and hair 
mattress; also a locker to keep his 
clothes in. When we move we do not 
have to carry our things in our blan 
kets. All we carry is our gun, belt, 
canteen, haversack and empty blanket. 
The rest of your stuff is shipped with

We live high—we have roast beef, 
potatoes, tomatoes, corn and 
every day for dinner; for breakfast,

we do not live so bad after all. We 
drill one houra day from 6.30 to 7.30 
a.m.,and I do guard duty every ten 
days, so you see we have lots of time 
to ourselves. Another thing, we do 
not have to dig any ditches or the like 
of that. The only thing the matter 
with this place is, I cannot get any 
chewing tobacco or anything to read.

Most, if not all, of the writers of 
‘boastful or bloodthirsty letters are 
men who never see the firing line, spe- 
cial duty men, or the class that strag- 
gie in battle. The men who do the real 
work are not boastful, nor do they 
murder prisoners in cold blood. All 
the killing they do is in the heat of 
battle, and if there has been any kill- 
ing of prisoners or helpless wounded 
it has been by these stragglers and 
camp followers. One such case I be- 
lieve to have occurred at Malabon, a 
soldier having told me that he saw a 
special duty man from the Manila 
headquarters kill a wounded prisoner 
to whom the men who had done the 
actual fighting had previously given a 
drink of water. He could not identify 
the mgn, and so I did not investigate 
it further. 

) I know a special duty man who has 
hever sniffed the smoke of battle who 
Wrote a letter home in which he said, 
“We take no prisoners, but kill them 
as fast as we come to them,” and this 
letter was published and is as good 
evidence as the letter of the Kansas 
man who said he killed four prisoners 
in order to join in a charge. I have 
heard of no instance, and do not be- 
lieve there has been one, of the delib- 
erate killing of a Filipino once taken 

Prisoner, That we do take prisoners 
48 Proved by the 2,000 to 3,000 that 
have been sent in from the front, 
nearly all of whom have been given 
their Nberty, as well as the hundreds 
Wat have been released at the front 
and never sent to town, among them 
Wen with regular insurgent uniforms 
on and captured in actual conflict.

shown by the fact that as many as

up the wounds of Filipino soldiers 
With their first aid packages and give 
them a drink from their canteens just 
as carefullyY as they had but recently 
done for their own comrades who fell 
42 the same contest. 

When the situation is understood, it 
Will be seen that there has been but 
Little opportunity to take prisoners, 
“i0ce in nearly every encounter all un- 
Djured Filipinos have been able to 
€scape. We have not been able to cor- 
Der them and compel a surrender at 
aay time except in a few isolated 
cases. The largest number captured 
at any one time was 374, sent in by 
the Washington regiment from Pasig 
at the time Wheaton’s fiying col- 
UMn swept through that region. These 
mien had no arms when captured and 
Claimed to be “amigos,” but their iden- 
tly as soldiers was fully established by 
the fact that they promptly fell into 
line when ordered to do so, the non-

with bolos can keep a thousand rifies 
in action all the time, even after 200 or 
300 men have been hit. This accounts 
for the comparatively few rifles we 
have captured and the really small 
number of wounded and dead that fall 
into our hands. Only those who fall 
during the last minutes of a fight, 
when the enemy is hastily fleeing to 
places of safety or to trenches farther 


back, are left, and I have seen fleeing | 


men stop and rush back to grasp the 
guns of men who fell in these head- 
long flights and carry them away in 
safety. It is easily seen that but few 
prisoners can be captured under such 
circumstances, the enemy almost in- 
variably deserting their trenches be- 
fore our lines reach them. However, 
occasionally small groups have been 
surprised and captured, and I have 
never heard of a case of this kind 
where the natives were killed if they 
offered tosurrender. 

The talk of taking no prisoners, 
which was quite prevalent in Febru- 
ary, and from which these bloodthirsty 
special duty men received their 
pressions and inspirations, grew out of 
incidents of the first week of fighting 
around Manila. There were quite a 
number of cases where wounded Fili- 
pinos shot our men after our lines had 
passed over them. They played pos- 
sum until they saw a good opportunity, 
and then tried to kill an American, 
either with their guns of bolos. This 
not only angered our men, but made 
them afraid to leave wounded Filipi- 
nos on the ground behind them. 

During that week I frequently heard 
it asserted that the word had 
sent out for the Eighth army corps to 
take no more prisoners, but there nev- 
er was any truth in the statement. It 
all grew out of the frequent assertions 
of our men and officers in the line that 
they would take no more chafices with 
wounded Filipinos and would leave 
only dead men behind them when they 
charged and captured the enemy’s line. 
There is no doubt that at this period 
of the war some Filipinos who had 
previously been wounded were again 
shot or bayoneted by our men in the 
heat of the strife as they rushed over 
the enemy's trenches, but 1 have yet 
to learn of a single instance where a 
prisoner once taken, either wounded 
or not, was subsequently killed except 
in the Malabon incident previously 
mentioned. 

As to the Kansas incident of four 
prisoners being shot after an officer 
bad called attention to the orders to 
take no prisoners, I believe it to be

French in Anam. There may have 
been a few sporadie cases of unneces- 
| Sary killing, but those occur in alj 
| Wars and are the result of individual 
turpitude and not of a general policy. 
While, therefore, the charges of bar- 


'barity in this respect against the 
Eighth army corps are untrue, the 
| Charges of looting and destruction of 
property are not. In this work the 


volunteers have taken the lead, though 
the regulars are not far behind 
as their longer and better education 
in the principles laid down in “Troops 
In Campaign” should make them. 

| The volunteers have here the 
longest, they have done the most fight- 
ing, they have suffered the most from 
the treachery of the natives, they 
best understand the “amigo” proposi- 
tion and therefore, the most se- 
vere upon the natives and the least re- 
gardful of their rights of person and 
property. 

The orders against looting and burn- 
| ing are very strict, and burning has 
been almost stopped and looting much 
| diminished. It must not be imagined 
| that the word “loot” covers much that 
}is of value, for as our army has ad- 
|} vanced the native population has re. 
tired and taken with it in most cases 
everything except the bare walls of 
the houses and a few domestic utensils 
of no value. Yet occasionally our ad- 
vance has been too rapid for this, and 
houses but partly denuded of their 
contents have fallen into our posses- 
sion. 

This was especially the case at the 
time of the attack on Manila, the na- 
tives being confident of the capture 
of the city, and thus fled unprepared 
when our lines advanced. In that ad- 
vance ever’ house that fell into our 
possession that had been abandoned 
was visited by the soldiers and search- 
j}ed for valuables, very few of which 
were discovered. Most of them were 
then burned, for they had been the 
hiding places of sharpshooters, and 
their destruction was a military neces- 
sity. It is due to the fact that our 
troops were constantly being fired up- 
on from the windows of nipa huts and 
from concealed rifle pits under or near 
them that the custom of burning the 
huts as the line advanced sprang up. 

The Filipino soldiers do not live in 
tents, but occupy the houses of towns 
and villages. When a town has been 
burned, it ceases to be a nest of insur- 
gents. This has led to tae destruction 
of a number of villages in the vicinity 
of towns occupied by our army. Our 
garrisons were constantly annoyed by 
night attacks aud bushwhacking until 
they raided these villages, drove out 
the enemy and sent the houses up in 
smoke. After that there was compara- 
tive peace in those neighborhoods. 

But to return to looting. As I said 
before, every house was entered, and 
if anything had been left by the form- 
jer occupants it was thoroughly over- 
hauled. Clothing was snatched out of 
bureaus and scattered over the floor in 
search of valuables. Boxes were brok- 
en open. Suspicious mounds in bavk 
yards were dug into. Cisterns were 
probed and bamboo thickets were in- 
spected. Often caches of clothing, 
crockery, books, ete., were discovered, 
| and their contents scattered in the 
search for valuables, very few of 
which were found. Probably the two 
richest places, because the most hasti- 
ly abandoned, gvere the cities of Pasig 
and Malabon. I was in Pasig the day 
after its capture, and at that time 
there was not a house that had not 
been ransacked. It was current rumor 
that several sums of money had been 
found, one soldier having discovered 
about $1,500. I was told by a saloon 
keeper in Manila a few days later that 
several soldiers had exhibited consid- 
erable rolls of Filipino paper money. 
However, such things must be chiefly 
conjecture, since a soldier finding mon- 
ley would keep very quiet about it for 
| his own protection. Only a few cases 
of such finds have come under my per- 
sonal observation, and in. those the 
amounts were small. There were.a 
number of houses in Pasig belonging 
to wealthy persons, and it may well be 
that articles worth carrying off were 
| ¢dund. I know that the floors were 
covered with clothing, much of it ex- 
| pensive goods that had been thrown 
| from wardrobes. In one house I waded 
knee deep in elegant gowns of silk, 
satin and pina cloth. The condition of 
| affairs in Malabon was much the same, 
jand in every town entered by our 
| troops until the past month, when the 
| appointment of a provost marshal and 
| guard has been the first act of the com- 
manding general. I have seen fine li- 
| braries scattered about and trampled

j} under foot, many valuable books being 
{carried away. I have seen books near- 
| ty two centuries old in the possession 
|of soldiers. 

There has been no personal violence 
at any time that I have seen or heard 
| of. Only vacant houses have been 
|searched. Whenever the occupants 
have remained instead of fleeing, they 
have been unmolested in either person 
or property. Actually there has been 
but little property taken. More has 
been damaged or destroyed than car- 
ried away.

MAKING FRUIT JELLIES. 


The Plain and Simple Road to Suc- 
cess With All Sorts. 

“Whatever is worth doing is worth 
doing well” must be the housekeeper’s 
motto when engaged in this operation, 
says Alice Chittenden, advice 
on making fruit jellies is here repro- 
duced from The Housewife: The first 


whose 


care is to be exercised in the choice of 
the fruit. The stage at which the nat- 
ural gelatinous substance is present in 
full force is that in which maturity is 
reached. 

Let me say right here that an oil or 
gas stove with one burner will give the 
necessary heat, with much less discom- 
fort to the operator than a coal or a 
wood stove. Take a granite ar porce- 
lain lined blueware saucepan, large as 
to circumference and not more than 
eight or ten inches deep. Lay the 
fruit in this and set it inside a tin pan 
of boiling water, with a couple of muf- 
fin rings underneath to keep the fruit 
from too close contact with the heat. 
Cover closely and boil fast until soft. 

Let your jelly bag be a huge cornu- 
copia of double cheese cloth properly 
scalded. Place a broom handle over 
the backs of two chairs in a room free 
from dust, hang the bag over this by 
two stout loops, pour in the hot fruit 
and let it hang all night. 

Measure the juice the next morning, 
and for every pint allow a pound of 
Be sure that you are 
buying cane sugar for this purpose, as 
beet sugar always contains a certain 
amount of moisture. Set the juice over 
the fire, and exactly 20 minutes from 
the time it has begun to boil throw in 
which in the meantime has 
heating, but not scorching 
melting, in shallow pans in a luke- 
warm oven. A fire of newspapers or 
twigs in the cook stove will heat the 
oven this purpose. Stir 
until it is dissolved, remove the spoon, 
allow it to boil up just once and pour

If your 
jellies are not sufficiently firm, set 
them in the sun for two or three suc- 
cessive days if necessary, but do not 
reboil them. 

The above rule obtains for all sorts 
of jellies, although a word or two of 
caution as to the different sorts may be 
added. For red currant jelly it is most 
important that the currants should not 
be overripe. Try to get clean fruit that 
will require no washing, and if you are 
satisfied to the cleanliness of the 
picking they need not be removed from 
their stems, but if full of leaves and 
possible insects look over them care- 
fully. Some fruits which will be men- 
tioned will require only 12 or 14 ounces 
to the pint, but currants require the 
full pound.

Was practically the opening of the road, 
which was completed only last Thurs- 
day, and was an extension of the line of 
the Bridgeport Traction company to 
Shelton, 

Only two persons are known to have 
escaped unharmed. It is believed that 
there were 43 passengers on the car, but 
the indicator was removed by a con- 
ductor of another car and spirited away, 
so that at present it is impossible to 
state accurately the number aboard. 

The scene of the accident is midway 
between Shelton and Bridgeport. The 


car Was northbound, running toward 
Shelton. It was in charge of Conductor 
John Carroll of Bridgeport, who was 


among the killed, and Motorman Hamil- 
ton of Bridgeport. He escaped by 
jumping. 

The trestle is 440 feet long, made of 
fron, with stone foundations, and was 
not protested by guard rails. South 
of the trestle is quite an incline, on 
which the car ran down at a very fast 
rate of speed. After it ran on to the 
trestle for about 10 feet the trucks left 
the rails, and then the car continued on 
the tles for about 75 feet, when it went 
off the trestle and dropped into the pond 
below, overturning completely and strik- 
ing end-up. When the car struck, the 
motor, which weighed four tons, and 
the heavy trucks, crushed into it, in- 
stantly killing many of the passengers, 

Drs. Lynch, Ivers and Johnson of 
Bridgeport, who were passengers on a 
car a short distance behind, were quick- 
y on the scene, and rendered all possible 
assistance to the injured. Word was 
quickly sent to Bridgeport, and three 
ambulances and a police wagon were 
hurried to the scene, and the injured 
were taken to the Bridgeport general 
hospital. A number of other convey- 
ances were also pressed into service to 
convey persons to the morgue in the 
main room of the town hall at Stratford, 
and in a very short time 23 bodies were 
laid out, awaiting identification, 


The road, which is practically con- 
trolled by the Bridgeport Traction com- 
pany, was opened for traffic last Thurs- 
day. President Andrew Radell was in 
Derby when he received the news of the 
catastrophe, and he immediately drove 
to the scene. He was completely pros- 
trated when he saw the extent of the 
disaster. 

Undertaker Curtis of Stratford was 
notified almost immediately after the 
accident, and he utilized all sorts of 
conveyances to convey the dead bodies 
to the improvised morgue. Nearly the 
entire medical force of Bridgeport re- 
sponded to telephone calls sent in, but 
able to render but ittle assistance, as so 
few escaped instant death. The car, 
after up-ending, soon settled over on 
its side, and there was little difficulty in 
removing the bodies of the dead, as 
well as assisting the wounded. 

The cause of the accident will prob- 
ably not be known until after Coroner 
Doten conducts an investigation. Mo- 
torman Hamilton, who escaped death, 
is suffering from. such 3 severe shock 
that itewas impossible to learn anything 
from him. 

President Radell stated that it was 
impossible for him to account for the 
accident. Immediately after his ar- 
rival at the scene he made a thorough 
inspection of the tracks on the trestle 
and he could see nothing wrong, and the 
cars were running over the trestle as 
usual soon efterwards. He denied that 
the cars were being run at a high rate 
of speed, and claimed that every pos- 
sible precaution had been taken to pre- 


vent sucn an octurrence. Seven 1n- 
spectors were put on to watch the run- 
ning of the cars, and a time allowance 
of half an hour was allowed, and extra 
cars put on to provide for this. 

One theory advanced is that faulty 
construction was responsible for the ac- 
cident. At the point wrere the cars 
leave the road for the trestle, it is al- 
leged that the rails had sunk a little, 
and though the forward trucks took the 
raiis all right, the rear trucks did not 
connect, and jumped the track, which 
caused the forward trucks to also leave 
the iron. 

It is believed that if proper guard rails 
had been placed on the trestle the cars 
would have been prevented from top- 
Pling over. 

The scene about the wrecked car was 
one of horror, and seemed to stun all 
the early ones on the scene to render 
assistance. Fortunately, all that were 
not instantly killed were rendered un- 
conscious, so that , of the gruesome 
scenes connected «ch most disasters 
were evidenced. All of the persons 
killed sustained fractured skulls. 

William Kelly of Bridgeport, who 
was in company with Miss Farrell, es- 
caped death hy jumping from the car, as 
he felt it swaying, to the flats below. 
Soon afterwards the car toppled over, 
He sustained a severe shock, but other- 
wise was uninjured. He stated that 
the car was not running unusually fast, 
but that the car was swaying consider- 
ably when it struck the trestle, and he 
raiized the danger, and knew his only 
heye was in jumping. 

Ceorge Willis was on the his 
more than 100 feet from the scene, and 
witnessed the car toppling over. He 
said that there was one unearthly shriek 
as it went down, and after that silence.

window, and it is her impression that 
the car was running very fast. She 


was sv excited that she could give but 
magre information, but avers that the 
car Was sWaying considerably as _ it 
reaiched the trestle, 

One of the pathetic scenes was that 
of a lifeless baby reclining in the arms 
of a dead man, and the infant seemed 
to be emiling and asleep. Another 
sad incident was noticed when the 
3-year-ole son of Mrs. J. H. Rugg was 
frantically appealing to his mother, who 
Was one of the victims. Mis sister, 5 
years old, had her left arm broken. 

The Stratford town hall, where the 
bodies were taken, was soon besieged by 
more than 1000 persons, some of whom 
had relatives or friends among the dead, 
and Deputy Sheriffs Blakeman of Shel- 
ton, lleisler of Bridgeport and Stagg of 
Stratford had considerable diticulty in 
hardling the crowd of weeping women 
and anxious men. 

In the early evening it was-estimated 
that upwards of 6000 people visited the 
Vicinity ef the accident, and pickpockets 
took udvantage of the and se- 
cured considerable booty.

All the bodies of the Bridgeport dead, 
and the few unidentified, were taken 
to the morgue at Bridgeport late last 
night.

The Bakers Evidently Have Faith In 
Miss Jewett’s Good Intentions, 


Accomplishes the Purpose For 
Which She Went South. 


Will Hold Mass Meetings to Arouse Sentiment 
Against Southern Mob Law. 


Charleston, Aug. 7.—Lillian Clayton 
Jewett, the Boston girl, who recently 
created a sensation among the negroes 
of that city by declaring that she would 
to Charleston and take back north 
with her the family of the late Frazer 
B. Baker, who was lynched at Lake 
City, S. C., in 1897, with a view to be- 
ginning an agitation against mob law, 
has carried out her design. Miss Jew- 
ett arrived here Friday, accompanied 
by her mother and a young man named 
R. G. Larsen, a Boston journalist. She 
had frequent conferences with the 
Baker woman and her friends, and as 
a result left here for Boston Saturday 
evening, accompanied by the entire 
Baker family, the mother and five chil- 
dren. 

Miss Jewett said her plans for the fu- 
ture were not yet formulated, but she 
proposed to hold mass meetings 
throughout the north to rouse popular 
sentiment against lynching and mob 
law generally. She did not regard her 
movement as an issue between the 
races, but she Was advocating the cause 
of humanity, irrespective of color or 
condition, She said that since her Bos- 
ton address, she had received many 
threatening letters from the south, but 
to those she paid no attention, knowing 
that they did not come from a source 
worthy of serious consideration, 

Miss Jewett paid for the tickets of the 
Paker family from here to Boston, and

Long and Bloody Campaign P Predicted. 

Austin, Aug. 7.—A special dispatch 
from Terrasa, Mex., near the scene of 
the Yaqui uprising, is to the effect that 
the Indians are rising for a prolonged 
war. The dispatch says: The Mexican 
government will need a long time anda 
big force of troops to quell the rebellion, 
The Yaquis are better prepared now 
than ever before for a long and bloody 
campaign. They are all well fixed 
financially. It has been common talk 
among the American prospectons in the 
Yaqui valley that the Indians were pre- 
paring for another outbreak, but as the 
braves had always shown a friendly 
spirit towards the Americans it was 
thought they would not molest them 
when they did go onthe warpath. They 
are determined to recover all of their lost 
country, however, and will kill every- 
body they find within the limits of their 
old possessions. 


A Gru2some Find. 

Boston, Aug. 7.—A diver sent down 
yesterday to inspect the piles of the old 
Charles River avenue bridge to Charles- 
town discovered an old gunny bag con- 
taining a human body. The body is 
wedged c= tween two piles, about 25 feet 
from the Boston side of the river, be- 
tween four and five feet from the river 
bed.

AN ORDINANCE 


in Relation to House Connections 
with the Common Sewer and 
Regulating the Same. 


Engrossed Ordinance No 33, 1899. 


Inthe year one thousand eight hundred and 

ninety nine. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 

All applications for the construction of particu- 
lar sewers and their entrance into common 
sewers shall be made upon blank forms to be 
obtained at the office of the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, and shall be signed by the 
owner or by the accredited agent of the prem 
ises to be sewered. 

The size and materials of particular sewers 
and appurtenances shall be such as the Board of 
Sewerage Commissioners shall prescribe, and in 
conformity with the requirements of the Board 
of Health. 

Said sewers shall be laid accurately to straight 
lines and grades. If angles along the lines 
thereof are unavoidable, manholes or other 
approved means of access shall be provided. 

The materials and labor required in the con- 
struction of particular sewers and appurtenances 
thereof, shall be provided and the work done by 
the Board of Sewerage Commissioners or their 
duly authored agénts, and by no other person 

__gppersofis; ‘excepting that the applicant may 
make all of the excavation and back fill outside 
the street lines, excepting so much as will affect 
the proper bedding and securing of the pipe or 
other structure. 

The plumbing of any building shall not be 
connected with a particular sewer until the 
applicant shall file with the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners a certificate by the Inspector of 
Plombing, that the said plumbing work is in 
suitable condition for connection with the public 
sewer. 

No person shall be allowed to make any 
alteration in or make any connection with any 
particular sewer, except as stated in the original 
permit. Leave to depart therefrom must be 
obtained from the Board of Sewerage Com- 
missioners on further application thereof to 
said Commissioners. 

The Board of Sewerage Commissioners may 
at any time require such grease traps to be 
introduced along the line of any particular 
sewer, or on the discharge of any fixture con- 
nected therewith as he may deem necessary for 
the proper maintenance of said particular sewer, 
or of the common sewers. 

No person shall throw or discharge into a 
public sewer or any of its connect ions, any 
steam or other matter or thing which may tend 
to, or canse, an obstruction thereof or a deposit 
therein, or any injury thereto. 

No person shall cause or allow any roof water 
or surface water, by pipe or otherwise, to be 
conducted or to flow or discharge into any pipe 
or drain connecting with, or which indirectly 
through any other pipe or drain or directly dis- 
charges its contents into any main drain or com- 
mon sewer. 

All particular sewers shall be under the control 
of, and be maintained and kept clean by the city. 
The expense in cleaning and repairing any par- 
ticular sewer shall be paid by the owner of the 
premises connected by said particular sewer, 
and pre-payment or security for the said expense 
may be required by the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, provided, however, that any 
labor on particular sewers occasioned by defects 
or obstructions in the common sewer shall be 
paid for by the city. 

The term “particular sewers"’ used in this 
ordinance is intended to mean the house connec- 
tions of the abuttor with the main or common 
sewer. 

Ang person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of these rules and regulations shall be 
liable to a penalty not excceding Twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each violation. 

This ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage and the ordinance in relation to House 
connections with the common sewer and regu- 
lating the same is hereby repealed.

“WY DOCTOR’ 


Touching Eulogy of Dr. Gilbert 
by Rev. Edward Norton. 


A Ready and Willing 
Helper Always. 


Masons of High Degree in 


Attendance at Funeral. 


The funeral service of the late Dr. 
Gilbert is worthy of a more extended 
report than was possible in Saturday’s 
Ledger. 

Seldom has there been a larger at- 
tended funeral than that Saturday of 
Dr. John H. Gilbert. Few were so well 
known to Quincy as Dr. Gilbert, and 
his many friends in Quincy, in the 
medical profession and in the Masonic 
fraternity gathered at the First church 
to pay their last tribute to him who in 
life was so well and favorably known. 

Brief prayers were said at his late 
residence on Russell Park, at 1.30, by 
Rev. Edward Norton, the Apollo quar- 
tette singing ‘‘Come unto me.”’ 

At the conclusion of these services 
the remains were escorted to the First 
church by South Shore Commandery, 


Knights Templar, St. Stephens 
chapter, Royal Arch Masons, and 
Rural lodge, F. A. M. The Grand 


Consistory of Massachusetts was repre- 
sented by Lieut. Commandery William 
S. Buttler and the United States

During the services at the house the 
many friends of Dr. Gilbert were arriv-

The flowers at the church were most 
beautiful. Directly front of the 
desk was a large pillow of ivy on the 
face of which was a circle of purple.

Steamer’s Gang Plank 
Paried In Center.

Struggling Mass of Human- 
ity Went Overboard. 


At Least Twenty Persons Are 
Known to Have Perished. 


Bodies of Others May Have Been Car- 
ried Away by Tide, 


Disaster Which Has Brought Gloom to Homes 
of Many Maine People. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 7.—While a 
crowd of excursionists were on the way 
to see the warships, a slip leading from 
the dock to the boat at Mount Desert 
ferry broke, precipitating more than 100 
into the water. Seventeen bodies have 
been recovered, and it is estimated that 
the dead will number 30 or more. 

It was the worst accident remembered 
in the history of the state and especially 
in the career of the Maine Central road, 
under whose auspices so many excur- 
About 
200 of them, rushing from the train to 
the boat which was to carry them to 
Bar Harbor, were without an instant's 
warning plunged into the water through 
a fatal trap. 


sionists had been brought here. 


Penned in on three sides 
by the piling of the wharf and on the 
fourth by the boat, they fought for a few 
minutes, while a hundred or more ex- 
cursionists, stupefied, and failing at first 
to realize the enormity of the tragedy 
they were witnessing, looked down from 
the wharf above. 

The Maine Central railroad ran ex- 
cursions to Bar Harbor from all sections 
of its line in Maine, the attraction being 
the warships which were expected. All 
the forenoon long trains packed with 
excursionists were rushing to Bar Har- 
bor. The train which left Bangor at 
8:25 consisted of 12 cars jammed with 
people. To Mt. Desert ferry, the ter- 
minus of the line, the train is left for the 
boat for an eight-mile sail to Bar Har- 
bor. The trains run out onto the wharf, 
and it is but a step from the train to the 
boat. The wharf is owned by the Maine 
Central railroad and the boat is a part 
of its system. From the wharf a slip 
or gang plank, 40 feet long and 10 feet 
wide, led up to the boat. The slip was 
hinged at the inner end, the outer end 
being supported by chains, by which it 
was raised or lowered to suit the tide. 
The wharf extends on both sides flush 
with the end of the gang plank. The 
plank was of wood. Five timbers, 4x12 
inches, set vertically, ran the length of 
the plank, and those were crossed by 
two-inch planking. It is said that there 
was no support for the plank between 
the hinges at the outer end. 


*. 

When the excursion train from Wan- 
gor arrived at the ferry there wasarush 
for the steamer Sappho. The first few 
passengers had crossed the gang safely, 
and it is estimated that 200 people were 
massed upon the plank. Suddenly they 
felt the plank give way beneath them. 
The long timber supporting the plank 
broke in the middle. The hinges held up 
one end and the chain the other, while 
the broken ends of the plank dropped, 
and a struggling, screaming mass of hu- 
manity was plunged into the water, 15 
feet below the wharf. A few clung to 
the inclined sides of the plank, but at 
least 150 were struggling in the water. 
The piling of the wharf partially penned 
them in on three sides, and the boat 
lying at the wharf closed the outer end 
of the opening. 

After the first moment of stupefac- 
tion the work of rescue began. Ropes 
and life preservers were thrown to the 
crowd, but in the panic the people in the 
water clutched one another, and many 
sank thus in groups in a death grapple. 
Many taken from the water were un- 
conscious, and were revived with diffi- 
culty. 

Doctors were summoned from all direc- 
tions, but it was half an hour before the 
first arrived. The freight house at the 
ferry was turned into a morgue, the 
bodies being taken there for identifica- 
tion as fast as recovered. By noon 17 
had been recovered. Three other per- 
sons were taken on board the Sappho 
and died on the way to Bar Harbor. 

The exact number of dead will not be 
kncewn for some time yet, as a strong 
tide sweeps under the pier, and some 
bodies may have been carried away by it. 
A diver, who was set at work without 
| delay, Was engaged in his search until 
| 5 o'clock, but only 17 bodies were found. 


Coroner Field of Ellsworth impanelled 
a jury consisting of William F. Grant, 
S. C. Moore, Nelson Stewart, James But- 
| ler, George W. Gorgins, all of Hancock, 
and Henry Eppes of Ellsworth, to hold 
an inquest, The jury begun its session 
this morning. 
| The awful nature of the accident was 
not comprehended for at least a minute 
by those who were the last to leave the 
train, although the scene changed in- 
Stantly from one of holiday galety to 
a death struggle. The drop between the 
solid wharf and the steamer, which Was 
high in the water, was so precipitate 
that those who were on the wharf’s edge 
urging forward to the 30-foot slip, 
pressed on over the brink to the waters 
beneath. Some of those w hose bodies 


were afterwards recovered died quickly, 
for they were borne beneath the waves 
by the weight of the living, who fell after 
them, asd who madly struggled to reach 
life preservers and lines thrown to them 
from both wharf and steamer. 

When the first moment of the calamity 
had passed a panic seemed to seize those 
who were safe, and they drew back from 
the edge of the water. But for only an- 
other minute, as then the cooler heads 
in the crowd, more especially among the 
officers and crew of the steamer, as~ 
serted themselves and the work of rescue 
began. 

Eye witnesses differ in their estimate 
of the number of people who were car- 
ried down when the plank broke, but it 
Was the vanguard of the crowd which 
was rushing from the train to the 
steamer. Those who fell into the W ater 
last were mostly pulled out by main 
force, but not a few were gotten out by 
the boats which were immediately 
manned. But boats could not be han- 
dled in the little space between the 
steamer and the wharf, and in five min- 
utes no living thing was seen on the sur- 
face. 

Those were moments fraught 
excitement on land, for each 
sionist was rushing around among his 
or her neighbors in quest of relatives 
and friends. In the hurry and bustle 
of alighting from the train, husbands 
and wives, parents and children had be- 
come separz.ed, and that separation at 
that moment meant heart-breaking sus- 
pense. Mrs. Estey, one of the victims, 
was one of those who, while apart from 
her husbang only a few feet, lost her 
life, while Mr. Estey was saved, al- 
though thrown into the water. 

In the course of the next half hour 
g£everal bodies were recovered from the 
water, and these were taken to the near- 
by freight house and laid out, awaiting 
identification. It was a grewsome sight 
and a more pitying scene as identifica- 
tions were made.

New York, Aug. 7.—The compositors 
and printers of the New York Sun, 120in 
number, who went out On strike Satur- 
day night, fearing a revision of the rules 
of their chapel, are still out. The Sun 
appeared yesterday with only four 
pages in its news section. The strike, 
which was ordered and sanctioned by 
Typographical] union No. 6, Was ratified 
yesterday at One of the largest and most 
enthusiastic meetings ever held by 
“big 6.” The meeting unanimously 
passed a resolution offering the entire 
funds of the union, amounting to $40,000, 
for the use of their striking brethren in 
case of necessity. 


Crazed by Daughter’s Downfall. 
Greentown, O., Aug. 7.—Ruth Swartz, 
ged 16, was killed by her mother, Mrs, 

Catherine Wise, yesterday. The mother 
then went a mile and a half and threw 
herself into a pool of water in an aban- 
doned stone quarry. The facts brought 
out by an investigation of the county 
coroner are that the young girl, who is 
unmarried, was in a condition which 
distracted her mother, who declared she 
would find some way to save her daugh- 
ter. During the night the mother arose, 
went down stairs and slashed her daugh- 
ter's throat with a razor, which was left 
lying on a table in the room. 


Swimming Instructor Drowned. 

New York, Aug. 7.—Davis Dalton, a 
well-known swimming instructor, who 
has been stopping at Far Rockaway, 
was drowned yesterday. He was giv- 
ing an exhibition of swimming when he 
suddenly disappeared from sight. He 
did not immediately arise, and it was 
supposed that he was showing how long 
he could remain under water. After 
the longest possible time for a person to 
remain had passed, boats were sent out 
and the body was recovered. It was 
found that death resulted from apoplexy.

Chattanooga, Aug. 7.—United States 
revenue officers raided two illicit dis- 
tilleries operated within three miles of 
Chickamauga park. Both establish- 
ments did a large business last year in 
supplying whisky to soldiers at Chicka- 
mauga park and had defied arrest the 
soldiers aiding the moonshiners in ke ep- 
ing the officers off the track.

Running Under D fficulties, 

Eau Claire, Wis., Aug. 7.—Asa result 
of the strike of the conductors and mo- 
tormen, the local street railway had but 
two local cars in operation last night, 
and but two on the line to Chippewa 
Falls. Crowds of strike sympathizers 
hampered the progress of the cars by 
Placing obstructions on the tracks. 
The company threatens to withdraw all 
of its cars if not given proper protection. 


AN ORDINANCE 


Regulating Plumbing. 


Engrossed Ordinance No. 28, 1899. 


Inthe year one thousand cight hundred and 
ninety nine. 

Be it ordained by the City Council ef Quincy 
as follows : 

SECTION 1. No person shall carry on the 
business of plumbing unless he is a plumber and 
shall have first registered his name and place of 
business in the office of the Board of Health; 
and notice of any change in the place of busi- 
ness of a registered plumber shall be immedi- 
ately given to said Board of Health. 

Sec. 2. Every plumber before doing any 
work in a building, shall, except in the case of 
the repair of leaks, file at the office of said 

Joard of Health, a notice of the work to be 
performed, and no such work shall be done in 
any building without the approval of said Board 
of Health or its Inspector of Plumbing. 

Sec. 3. The plumbing of every building, 
unless otherwise permitted by the Board of 
Health, shall be separately and independently 
connected with the public sewer, when such 
sewer is provided, or with a proper and sufti- 
cient drain connected thereto outside of the 
building, and if no sewer is provided witha 
proper cesspool. 

Sec. 4. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be 
covered or concealed from view until approved 
by the Inspector of Plumbing, who shall ex 
amine the same within two working days after 
notice that they are ready for inspection. 

The Board of Health must be 
notified when the main drain, soil, waste, branch 
connections or ventilating pipes are in and ready

to be tested. 

The Board must again be notified immediately 
after the work is completed and before it is 
covered from view. All work must be left un- 
covered and convenient for examination until 
inspected and approved; and no drainage 
system shall be used until a certificate of ap- 
proyal has been granted. 

If, on inspection the work is not satisfactory, 
the plumber shall be notified in writing and a 
limit of five days (unless otherwise permitted) 
given in which to complete said work ; at which 
time the Board of Health must be notified. 

Sec. 6. Drain and connecting ventilating 
pipes shall be of sufficient size, and made of cast 
iron within the building, and for a distance of 
at least eight feet outside, except that lead pipes 
may be used for short connections exposed to 
view. Such pipes shall be of uniform thickness 
throughout, and shall have an average weight 
not less than below specified, viz:

Drain pipes shall be properly secured by irons 
to walls, laid in trenches to usiform grade, or 
suspended to floor timbers by strong iron 
hangers. 

The space between these hangers shall not 
exceed ten feet. Every drain pipe must be 
provided with a running trap with an accessible 
brass screw cleanout, at or near the point where 
it leaves the building, and shall have a fall of at 
least one-quarter of an inch to the foot. Soil 
pipes shall be carried above the roof open acd 
undiminished in size, and to a distance of not 
less than two feet above the roof, or not less 
than five feet above any window within fifteen 
feet. Changes in direction shall be made with 
curved pipes, and all connections with horizon- 
tal or vertical pipes shall be made with Y or long 
T Y branches. No trap shall be placed at the 
foot of a stack. 

All branches of soil pipe twelve feet or more 
in length must be carried up not less than two 
feet above the roof undiminished in size, or 
more than two feet, if said Board shall so direct, 
or they may be connected with the main soil 
pipe above the highest plumbing fixture. 

All drain pipe shall be exposed to sight where 
practicable within the building, and shall not be 
exposed to pressure where they pass through 
walls. Every part of every drain pipe below a 
cellar floor shall be accessible through suflicient 
unattached covers. In all cases there shal] be an 
extra heavy iron pipe laid from eight feet out- 
side and carried through the foundation wall 
and connected with the drain inside by a Y 
branch with a brass screw clean out in a direct 
line with the sewer or cesspool, and the drains 
when under the cellar bottom shall be of extra 
heavy iron pipe also. 

Standard galvanized wrought iron may be 
used for ventilating pipes, when in the opinion 
of the inspector it is practical. 

Section 7. When the waste pipe does not 
exceed three feet in length from its connection 
with the fixture to its connection with the trap, 
one round trap may be used for a sink and wash 
trays or for bath tub and bowl; if over three 
feet in length the waste pipe of each and every 
sink, basin, bath-tub, water-closet, slop hopper, 
and of each set of trays or other fixtures, shall 
be furnished with a separate trap, which shall 
be placed as near as practicable to the fixture 
that it serves. - 
| Traps shall be protected from siphonage or 
air pressure by special cast-iron air pipes of a 
size not less than the waste pipes they serve, 
run from the crown or outlet of the trap. Lead 
air-pipes may be used only when they are ex- 
posed to view. 

Air pipes for water-closet traps shall be of 
wo inch bore if thirty feet or less in length, and 
of three inch bore if more than thirty feet in 
length; other air pipes shall be as large as the 
waste pipes from the trap. 
run as direct as practicable. 


Air pipes shall be 


Two or more air-pipes may be connected to- 
gether or with a drain pipe; but in every case 
of connection with a drain pipe such connection 
shall be above the highest waste connection 
with said drain pipe. No ventilation shall be 
required from a deep drum trap or traps in cases 
where all the plumbing is located on the same 
floor and where no soil matter is admitted. 

Air pipes shall be so constructed as not to 
allow the formation of a trap, nor be used as 
waste pipes. 

SECTION 8. All waste or overflow pipes 
from safes under water-closets and other fix- 
tures or from tanks shall be run separately to 
basement or cellar, and left open;in no case 

‘Shall they be connected with a soil pipe or any 


other waste pipe. No waste pipe from a re- 
frigerator or other receptacle in which food or 
provisions are stored shall be connected with a 
drain, soil, or waste pipe, but shall be separated 
therefrom by an open air sink or tray furnished 
with a trap. 

No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall 
connect with a sewer, house drain, rain-water 
conductor, soil, waste or vent pipe. 

Such pipes shall discharge into a suitable 
tank or condenser from which a proper outlet to 
the house drain shall be provided. 

SecTion 9. Every water-closet shall be sup- 
plied with water from a separate tank or cistern 
and shall have a flushin, pipe of not less than 
one and one-fourth inches in diameter; but this 
requirement shall not apply to water-closets 
substituted for vaults, where the same are lo- 
cated outside of the building proper; and such 
water-closets may be arranged so as to receive 
their supply directly from the main, with proper 
fixtures approved by the Board of Health. 

Section 10. No saddle hubs will be allowed 
on any plumbing. No return bends will be al- 
lowed except by special permission of the in- 
Spector. 

All connections of lead waste and ventilating 
pipes on sewer or cesspool side of water seal of 
traps shall be made with plumbers wipe solder 
joints, and no wipe cup joints will be allowed. 

Every joint of an iron and a lead pipe shall be 
made by a brass ferule of the same size as k ad

THE TRIAL OF DREYFUS, 


Prisoner Vehemently Asserts Inno- 
cence of Charges Against Him, 


Judge’s Attitude Appears to 
Be That of a Prosecutor. 


His Questions Answered Promptly, Emphati- 
cally and Distinctly. 


Rennes, Aug. 8.—The Dreyfus court- 


martial assembled here yesterday, and 
the second trial of Captain Dreyfus be- 
gan. The public proceedings were 
practically limited to a verification of 
the powers of the court, which then ad- 
journed after deciding to sit with closed 
doors until the famous secret dossier 
should be disposed of. The next public 
sessicn of the court will be held later in 
the week, probably on Saturday. To 
forever settle the Dreyfus question, to 
place beyond doubt either his guilt or 
his innocence, is the function of the 
Rennes court-martial. 


CAPTAIN ALFRED DREYFUS. 

It is difficult to say whether he realized 
it or not, but his vehement protestations 
were not made alone to the judges at 

Rennes. It was really an appeal to the 
civilized world, and the general opinion 
was that his impassioned appeal for jus- 
tice, his denunciation of the treatment to 
which he has been subjected and his gen- 
eral bearing strengthened immensely 
the feeling that he is innocent. 

Some of the incidents of the day were 
really dramatic. There were moments 
when the spectators held their breath in 
something like awe. There were mo- 
ments when the quivering, impassioned 
tones of the prisoner almost brought 
tears to the eyes of some of the specta- 
tors. 


There was a certain amount of pomp 
and splendor connected with the pro- 
ceedings. But from the moment of his 
appearance the generals in their gold 
lace and even the judges in their gor- 
geous uniforms were forgotten, andevery 
eye was riveted on the prisoner. Those 
who had not seen him for five years were 
surprised at the change in his appear- 
ance. His hajr has turned gray anda 
bald spot has begun to appear on the 
top of his head. He wore rimmed eye- 
glasses and a slight mustache. His 
frame seems to have shrunken consid- 
erably. 

But his earnest, impressive manner and 
bearing made up for his physical de- 
ficiencies. At times his voice rang out, 
and his right hand was raised as if call- 
ing upon heaven to attest his innocence, 
At other times his voice sounded almost 
harsh from the excess of his emotion. 

The trial began at 7o'’clock. Every- 
thing was keyed to theevent. Precau- 
tions for weeks in prepara.ion became 
visible. 

The officers of the court took their 
places on the stage, which occupies one 
end of the hall. Back of them was hung 
a crucifix, in front were places reserved 
for the press, witnesses and a few others 
specially admitted. 

Dreyfus, in a new uniform of captain 
of artillery, dark blue with red facing, 
fixedly regarded the judges, with im- 
movable features. 

The judges looked much in earnest 
and a trifle nervous. It was a few 
minutes past 7 o'clock when Captain 
Dreyfus, who was sitting to the right 
of the court, was ordered to stand, and 
the charge accusing him of betraying 
French military secrets to a foreign 
power was read. At the conclusion of 
this the prisoner gave his name, age and 
grade, and said: ‘I am Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus, who is named in this accusa- 
tion.” 

His voice was as firm as of one who 
answered a familiar question. As 
Dreyfus spoke, the audience strained 
forward breathlessly. Dreyfus ap-

At the conclusion 
of the rvileall, physicians’ certificates, 
etc., were presented explaining the ab- 
sence of Du Paty de Clam and others. 

Major Carriere, government prose- 
cutor, told the witnesses that possibly 
four days would be spent in the exami- 
nation of the secret dossier, and that 
they must retire until called The wit- 
nesses left, aud the court took a 20-min- 
ute recess, to consider the excuses of ab- 
sentees. 

Upon the resumption of the session, 
Colonel Jouast, president of the court, 
standing in his place, his associates and 
the officers of the court also standing, 
read a decision that, inasmuch as the 
defense offered no objection, the trial 
would proceed without the absentees, 

The lawyers, attired in black robes, 
took their seats. Dreyfus was brought 
back from the anteroom under guard. 
The reading of the act of accusation, 
which is identical with the charge of the 
first court-martial, was then resumed, 
and took half an hour. At the conclu- 
sion, the prisoner was ordered to stand, 
and Colonel Jouast said: 

Captain Dreyfus, you have heard the 
accusation; do you recognize this?” 
(Handing him the bordereau.) Dreyfus 
said: “I do not.” 

Jouast: “Is that your work?” 

Dreyfus: “It isnot; lam innocent.” 

As the prisoner said this he trembled 
palpably, and in a voice throbbing with 
emotion he repeated: “I am innocent; 
upon my honor, and everything I hold 
dear—my country, my children—I am in- 
nocent.” 

Dreyfus answered the questions 
promptiy, emphatically and distinctly 
without that impediment in his speech 
charged to his long, isolated imprison- 
ment. ice stood with his band ralsed in 
the attitude of salute as Colonel Jouast 
read from notes. His replies to ques- 
tions relating to different documents 
which concerned the treason were al- 
ways of the same tenor: “I had no 
knowledge of it” or simply “Never.” 

After 10 minutes’ questioning, the tone 
became conversational, and it was diffi- 
cult to hear what passed between the 
president and Dreyfus. To the question, 
“Have you ever (naming several dates) 
visited Germany or Italy?" The answers 
were “No” and “Never,” with a burst of 
indignation which sounded through the 
hall. 

There are many persons who were 
present at the trial now under the im- 
Pression that the harshness of the pre- 
siding judge was assumed, and was in- 
tended to disarmm the enemies of Drey- 
fus, who are only anxious to interpret 
ordinary courtesy into the grossest 
partiality toward the prisoner. If this 
be the case, and such an explanation is 
quite plausible, Dreyfus is naturally un- 
aware of it, and the effect upon his 
highly-strung nerves may easily be 
conceived.

Search Fails to Reveal Additional 
Victims of Mt. Desert Disaster, 


Pulling of Rod Nuts Through 
Ten-Inch Stringpiece 


The Probable Cause of the Calamily Which 
Overtook Excursionists. 


Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 8.—The cor- 
oner’s inquest into Sunday’s frightful 
accident at Mt, when 20 
persons lost their lives, and a score or 
more were badly hurt, begun yesterday. 
A night of anxiety was followed by a 
day full of effort to determine if any 
other lives had been sacrificed, and hap- 
pily the suspense was notlong. When 
daylight came the waters under the 
wharf at the ferry were carefully in- 
spected, and as the tide receded men 
wandered about in the mud searching 
for traces of other victims. Divers were 
also at work in deep places, and the fears 
that the death list was greater than 
indicated Sunday night were not real- 
ized. On shore there was no less effort 
made to relieve the sufferings of the 
injured. 

The railroad officials during the early 
morning removed much of the broken 
ferry slip, and prepared the wharf for 
the continuation of traffic. The road's 
chief engineer, Mr. Dunn, made an in- 
spection of the vicinity and fragments 
of the slip, and secured statistics for 
use later on, when the accident is offi- 
cially investigated. 

From the hasty examination Sunday 
it appeared that the only support of the 
gangway was the timbers, but when the 
wreck was removed yesterday it was 
seen that the first cause of the accident, 
apparently, was the pulling out of three 
one-inch iron rods, which ran the 
length of the gangway, with bolts. Ap- 
parently the nuts had pulled through 
the 10-inch stringpieces, throwing all the 
strain on the wooden girders. Then 
came the crash and the awful death 
struggle. 


Desert Ferry, 


The coroner's inquest was to have be- 
gun early in the morning, but the ab- 
sence of a stenographer delayed the 
proceedings until afternoon, and then 
it proceeded slowly, as testimony had 
to be taken in longhand. Coroner 
Field of Ellsworth conducted the in- 
quest. John E. Bunker, Jr., of Bar 
Harbor acted as clerk. Lawyer Addi- 
ten of Bangor appeared as attorney for 
several of the injured. 

The first witness examined was Cap- 
tain H. N. Fairbanks of Bangor. He 
Stood beside the gangway, near the 
outer end of the wharf, watching the 
people going aboard, and speaking to 
those he knew. He said it was an or- 
derly crowd, no unusual pushing, but 
the crush of a crowd of people all bent 
in the same direction, and anxious to 
board the boat. A few may have 
jumped over the chains at the side to 
reach the slip quickly, but there was 
no roughness. Captain Fairbanks said 
that an instant before the crash, he 
heard a slight noise above the rush of 
feet, which he now believes was caused 
by the bolts pulling through the head- 
piece of the gangway. Then followed 
the crash of breaking timbers and the 
fatal plunge. 

Captain Fairbanks’ wife and daughter, 
who were with him, testified substan- 
tially the same, except that they did not 
hear any noise before the great crash. 
Both said that no effort was made by 
anyone to keep back the crowd from the 
gangway. All three of these witnesses 
believed that all the dead were drowned, 
not crushed in the fall, or by planks 
being thiown in for their rescue. No 
one was pushed in by the crowds on the 
pier, for after the crash, all involun- 
tarily drew back in horror from the 
opening. 

Miss Ethel F. Stratton of Bangor tes- 
tified to the same effect. 


The most important witness was Will- 
iam A. Witham of Lisbon Falls, fore- 
man of bridges for the Maine Central 
railroad, who built the gangway last 
June. He said the material for the 
gangway Was not ordered by him, but 
was landed on the wharf for his use. 
His orders for the building of the bridge 
came from Superintendent Powers of 
the bridge and building department of 
the Maine Central. The gangway was 
27% feet long and 10 feet wide. The 
timbers were 3x12 inches, set vertically, 
and crossed by two-inch planking. 
There were five of these beams running 
the length of the gangway. These 
timbers were reinforced by three one- 
inch iron truss rods, set in a hard pine 
cross timber at the hinge of the pier, 
and a spruce timber at the outer end. 
These rods were through holes made 
with a chisel, not an augur, and were 
fastened on the outside by 21-inch nuts, 
screwed flush with the timber. He was 
not an expert of the quality of timber, 
but thought the material was good, and 
supposed the zangway was strong 
enough to bear all the strain that could 
be put upon it. He believed the ac- 
cident was caused by the nuts of the 
fron rod pulling through the outer cross- 
piece, and then the timbers were not 
strong enough to stand the extra strain 
thrown upon them. Asked why wash- 
ters or plates were not put under the 
nuts, he said he built the slip as in- 
structed. 

The railroad’s attorney, Mr. Chad- 
bourne, arrived late in the afternoon, 
and asked for an adjournment for an- 
other day, which was granted.

Early in the year when Mayor Keith 
appointed Robert T. Johnson as In- 
spector of Animals and Provisions 
there was some opposition to his con- 
firmation in the City Council because 
he was not a veterinary but the city 
fathers thonght that the chief duties 
of the office were the inspection of 
meats and provisions and they 
recognized in Mr. Johnson an expert 
and he was confirmed. 

Since accepting the position In- 
spector Johnson has very satisfactorily 
performed all the duties of the office, 
giving what time was required both for 
the inspection of animals, meat and 
provisions. 
= But since the 
legislature has revised the laws relative 
to infectious diseases among animals 
and a new act was passed and approved 
May 25. 

It provides in Section 17 that 
Mayor and aldermen in cities 
annually appoint one or 
spectors of animals, and imposes heavy 
penalties upon the city and inspectors 
for the non-performance of _ their 
duties.

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Town River Being 
by Government Contractors. 


Sometime ago Congress passed a bill, 
in which was included an appropria- 
tion of $8,000 for farther improve- 
ments in Town river. These improve- 
ments have now been commenced and 
will be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible, and will probably be com- 
pleted before winter. 

The improvements roughly stated, 
are to widen and straighten Town 
river, and to dig the channel to a width 
of 100 feet, the present width being but 
50 feet. 

In order to make these improvements 
it will be necessary to cut off the 
points extending into the river; when 
completed the river will be of uniform 
width. 

The contract for this work has been 
let to Messrs. Perkins and White, and 
a large dredger of that company is now 
hard at work. 

The dredger is at present located 
nearly opposite Johnson’s  lamber 
wharf and is working up the river. 
This section will be the first to be 
completed.

Riot at Greenville.

other waste pipe. No waste pipe from a re- 
frigerator or other receptacle in which food or 
provisions are stored shall be connected with a 
drain, soil, or waste pipe, but shall be separated 
therefrom by an open air sink or tray furnished 
with a trap. 

No steam exhaust, blow off or drip pipe shall 
connect with a sewer, house drain, rain-water 
conductor, soil, waste or vent pipe. 

Such pipes shall discharge into a suitable 
tank or condenser from which a proper outlet to 
the house drain shall be provided. 

Section 9. Every water-closet shall be sup- 
plied with water from a separate tank or cistern 
and shall have a flushing pipe of not less than 
one and one-fourth inches in diameter; but this 
requirement shall not apply to water-closets 
substituted for vaults, where the same are lo- 
cated outside of the building proper; and such 
water-closets may be arranged so as to receive 
their supply directly from the main, with proper 
fixtures approved by the Board of Health. 

Section 10. No saddle hubs will be allowed 
on any plumbing. No return bends will be al- 
lowed except by special permission of the in- 
spector. 

All connections of lead waste and ventilating 
pipes on sewer or cesspool side of water seal of 
traps shall be made with plumbers wipe solder 
joints, and no wipe cup joints will be allowed. 

Every joint of an iron and a lead pipe shall be 
made by a brass ferule of the same size as lead 
pipe, set in the hub of the branch of the iron 
pipe and caulked with lead; the lead pipe to be 
attached to the ferule by a wiped solder joint. 
Every joint in a cast-iron bell and spigot pipe 
shall be made with packed oakum and molten 
lead well caulked, at least one and one-half 
inches deep, and made water and air tight, and 
no paint or putty shall be allowed until it has 
been tested. 

Sec. 1l. A suitabie grease trap shall be 
constructed under the sink of every hotel, eating- 
house, restaurant, or other public cooking es 
tablishment so as to be easily accessible for in- 
spection and cleaning. 

Sec. 12. Existing plumbing in any building 
may be connected with the public sewer if 
considered sanitary by the Board of Health 
after a proper test. 

Sec. 13. Penalty—Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding (50) 
fifty dollars for each and every violation thereof, 
and his license may be suspended or revoked. 

Sec. 14. This ordinance shall take effect 
upon its passage, and Ordinance No. 28, of the 
City Ordinances entitled “‘ An Ordinance Regu- 
lating Plumbing in the City of Quincy” is 
hereby repealed.

In the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety nine. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 

All applications for the construction of particu- 
lar sewers and their entrance into common 
sewers shall be made upon blank forms to be 
obtained at the office of the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, and shall be signed by the 
owner or by the accredited agent of the prem- 
ises to be sewered. 

The size and materials of particular sewers 
and appurtenances shall be such as the Board of 
Sewerage Commissioners shall prescribe, and in 
conformity with the requirements of the Board 
of Health. 

Said sewers shall be laid accurately to straight 
lines and grades. If angles along the lines 
thereof are unavoidable, manholes or other 
approved means of access shall be provided. 

The materials and labor required in the con- 
struction of particular sewers and appurtenances 
thereof, shall be provided and the work done by 
the Board of Sewerage Commissioners or their 
duly authorized agents, and by no other person 
or persons; excepting that the applicant may 
make all of the excavation and back fill outside 
the street lines, excepting so much as will affect 
the proper bedding and securing of the pipe or 
other structure. 

The plumbing of any building shall not be 
connected with a purticular sewer until the 
applicant shall file with the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners a certificate by the Inspector of 
Plnmbing, that the said plumbing work is in 
suitable condition for connection with the public 


In the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety nine. 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as tollows: . 

Section 1. No person shall carry on the 
business of plumbing unless he is a plumber and 
shall have first registered his name and place of 
business in the office of the Board of Health; 
and notice of any change in the place of busi- 
ness of a registered plumber shall be immedi- 
ately given to said Board of Health. 

Sec. 2. Every plumber before doing any 
work in a building, shall, except in the case of 
the repair of leaks, file at the office of said 
Board of Health, a notice of the work to be 
performed, and no such work shall be done in 
any building without the epproval of said Board 
of Health or its Inspector of Plumbing. 

Sec. 3. The plumbing of every building, 
unless otherwise permitted by the Board of 
Health, shall be separately and independently 
connected with the public sewer, when such 
sewer is provided, or with a proper and suffi- 
cient drain connected thereto outside of the 
building, and if no sewer is provided witha 
proper cesspool. 

Sec. 4. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be 
covered or concealed from view until approved 
by the Inspector of Plumbing, who shall ex 
amine the same within two working days after 
notice that they are ready for inspection. 

Sec. 5. The Board of Health must be 
notified when the main drain, soil, waste, branch 
connections or ventilating pipes are in and ready 
to be tested. 

‘The Board must again be notified immediately 
after the work is completed and before it is 
covered from view. All work must be left uo- 
covered and convenient for examination uatil 
inspected and approved; and no drainage 
system shall be used until a certificate of ap- 
proval has been granted. 

If, on inspection the work is not satisfactory, 
the plumber shall be notified in writing and a 
limit of five days (unless otherwise permitted) 
given in which to complete said work; at which 
time the Board of Health must be notified. 

Sec. 6. Drain and connecting ventilating 
pipes shall be of sufficient. size, and made of cast 
iron within the building, and for a distance of 
at least eight feet outside, except that lead pipes 
may be used for short connections exposed to 
view. Such pipes shall be of uniform thickness 
throughout, and shall have an average weight 

not less than below specified, viz:

No person shall be allowed to make any 
alteration in or make any connection with any 
particular sewer, except as stated in the original 
permit. Leave to depart therefrom must be 
obtained from the Board of Sewerage Com- 
missioners on further application thereof to 
said Commissioners. 

The Board of Sewerage Commissioners may 
at any time require such grease traps to be 
introduced along the line of any particular 
sewer, or on the discharge of any fixture con- 
nected therewith as he may deem necessary for 
the proper maintenance of said particular sewer, 
or of the common sewers. 

No person shall throw or discharge into a 
public sewer or any of its connections, any 
steam or other matter or thing which may tend

Dra. pipes shall be properly secured by irons 
to walls, laid in trenches to uniform grade, or 
suspended to floor timbers by strong iron 
hangers. 

The space between these hangers shall not 
exceed ten feet. Every drain pipe must be 
provided with a running trap with an accessible 
brass screw cleanout, at or near the point where 
it leaves the building, and shall have a fall of at 
least one-quarter of an inch to the foot. Soil 
pipes shall be carried above the roof open and 
undiminished in size, and to a distance of not 
less than two feet above the roof, or not less 
than five feet above any window within fifteen 
feet. Changes in direction shall be made with 
curved pipes, and all connections with horizon- 
tal or vertical pipes shall be made with Y or long 
T Y branches. No trap shall be placed at the 
foot of a stack. 

All branches of soil pipe twelve feet or more 
in length must be carried up not less than two 
feet above the roof undiminished in size, or 
more than two feet, if said Board shall so direct, 
or they may be connected with the main soil 
pipe above the highest plumbing fixture. 

All drain pipe shall be exposed to sight where 
practicable within the building, and shall not be 
exposed to pressure where they pass through 


through any other pipe or drain or directly dis- 
charges its contents into any main drain or com- 
mon sewer. 

All particular sewers shall be under the control 
of, and be maintained and keptclean by the city. 
The expense in cleaning and repairing any par- 
ticular sewer shall be paid by the owner of the 
premises connected by said particular sewer, 
and pre-payment or security for the said expense 
may be required by the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, provided, however, that any 
labor on particular sewers occasioned by defects 
or obstructions in the common sewer shall be 
paid for by the city. 

The term “particular sewers” used in this 
ordinance is intended to mean the house connec- 
tions of the abuttor with the main or common 
sewer. 

Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of these rules and regulations shall be 
liable to a penalty not excceding Twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each violation. 

This ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage and the ordinance in relation t» House 
connections with the common sewer and regu- 
lating the same is hereby repealed.

# Responsibility For Trolley Disaster 


A SAFE STRUCTURE. 


Cannot Be Placed Upon Bridge. 


Railway Had Just Contracted 
For Guard Rails. 


Motorman Arraigned on Manslaughter Charge 
and Released on Bail. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Aug. 8—Coroner 
Doten and the jury which was impaneled 
yesterday started for the scene of Sun- 
day's satastrophe at about 2 o'clock. The 
big trestle across the pond from which 
the car fell first engaged their attention. 
Every portion which could in any way 
havea bearing upon the accident, as well 
as the earthen approaches at the south 
of the structure, was carefully examined. 
Several experts on bridges and bridge 
building accompanied the jury to ex- 
plain technical points w hich might have 
a bearing upon some incident connected 
with the occurrence. 

From the examination made by the 
coroner's jury, the bridge apparently is 
a good, strong, substantial structure. 
The stringers on the outside of each rail 
are of red oak, 6x10 inches, bolted to the 
ties and intended to prevent a car from 
leaving the rails. The rails, however, 
measure 5% inches from base to top, 
thus being only one-half inch lower than 
the wooden stringer or “guard rail.” 

Representatives of the jury measured 
the distance which the car ran after 
leaving the irons, as indicated by marks 
and scars on the ties, and found it to be 
85 feet. At that point the car toppled 
over into the mud flats below. 

At the south end of the bridge is an 
earthwork approach 250 feet in length, 
with a 3 percent gradient. The bridge 
experts who accompanied the jury said 
that a car running rapidly over this 
earth approach would acquire a 
“springy, swaying motion" because of 
the elastic property of the earth. Ifa 
car traveled down the approach at a 
high rate of speed, they said, it would, 
at the time the trestle was reached, be 
sWaying considerably. So long as it re- 
mained on the earthen foundation there 
would be little danger of leaving the 
irons, but when the bridge was reached 
the elasticity of the foundation immedi- 
ately would be removed, the bridge being 
rigid, and the tendency would be for the 
car to spring up from the rails. 

Two experts, representatives of the 
Berlin Iron Bridge company, who were 
present, pronounced the bridge to be all 
right in every Way and just as safe as it 
Was possible to make it. One of them 
ventured the remark that he would will- 
ingly ride over it on a train of Pullman 
cars traveling at a good rate of speed. 
The element of safeness in a bridge of 
this kind, he said, was the light weight 
of the cars and the short whee! base. 

The car Which had sunk in the mud of 
the flat beneath the bridge was removed 
and carefully examined. The wheels 
were examined and the tlangers found 
to be in perfect condition, not being 
broken in any way. The brake and 
brake rod also were uninjured. The 
brakes were set. The condition of the 
lever by which the power to run the car 
is regulated showed that at the time the 
car left the bridge the power was turned 
completely off. Everything about the 
car, all the parts, all the surroundings, 
were carefully examined by the jurors, 
and when they thought nothing re- 
mained to be done there adjournment 
was taken until today, 

An Official of the Shelton Street Rail- 
Way company stated last night that 
President Radell last week had con- 
tracted with a steel concern to place 
steel guard rails inside the rails running 
over the trestle where the accident oc- 
curred. The arrangements for placing 
the guard rails, just as they are placed 
on bridges and trestles used by steam 
railroads, had been completed, the com- 
pany guaranteeing to have the irons on 
the ground and ready to put in place 
next week. 

George Hamilton, the motorman of 
the ill-fated car, was arraigned before 
Justice Peck in the Stratford court last 
evening. 

The charge brought against Hamilton 
Was that of manslaughter. He pleaded 
not guilty, and without having heard 
evidence of any kind, Justice Peck con- 
tinued the case for one week and fixing 
the prisoner's bail at $2000. Hamilton 
Was released soon afterwards. 


Death of Holyoke’s Mayor. 

Pittsfield, Mass., Aug. 8.—Mayor W. 
W. Whiting died last night while pre- 
siding at a meeting of the board of al- 
Germen. The business of the meeting 
had been nearly completed, and Clerk 
Lewis was reading a recommendation 
from the highway committee, when the 
mayor said: “Alderman Stevens, I wish 
you would take the chair.” With these 
words his head fell forward, and his 
face grew pale. The aldermen ca rried 
the mayor to an improvised couch and 
summoned a physician. Mr. Whiting 
was taken to a hospital, where he died 
at 10:30. He was serving his second 
term as mayor, being a Democrat in 
politics. He was a tax collector from 
1881 to 1883, and selectman from 1885 to 
1887. He was born in Bath, N. Y., in 
1847, and came to Pittsfield in 1866 He 
established a wholesale paper business 
in 1873 and continued it until 1881, when 


he commensed the the manufac ture of 
fine stationery.

Brutal Trea'ment Caused Death. 

New York, Aug. 8.—An examination 
of the body of James McGuire, formerly 
a paretic patient at the Manhattan state 
hospital on Ward's island, who died in 
that institution on Saturday, led to the 
arrest last night of four keepers, Thomas 
Sexton, Patrick Ryan, Daniel O'Connell 
and Martin White, who may have to 
answer to a charge of murder. The ar- 
rests Were made on the strength of the 
report of Coroner's Physiclan Williams, 
who conducted the post mortem and 
reached the conclusion that McGuire 
met death by violence. Scarcely a spot 
on the dead man’s body was free from 
bruises, which apparently were the re- 
sult of pressure from the knees of the 
attendants. From his head to his knees 
deep, blue dents were discernible on the 
flesh. Six of the ribs on the right side 
were broken. The intestines had broken 
through the abdominal membrane, while 
the membrane itself had been torn al- 
most to ribbons. The kidneys and liver 
had been badly bruised and there was a 
large abrasion at the back of the head,

COLUMBIA WINS AGAIN. 


—_____. 


Four Minutes Faster Than Defender 
In a Thirty-Mile Contest. 


Vigilant Makes Poor Showing 
Against Newer Boats. 


More Than Fifty Contestants In First Run of 
New York Yacht Club. 


New London, Conn., Aug. 9.—A mag- 
nificent spectacle presented itself to the 
eyes of those fortunate enough to look 
out into the harbor yesterday, where lay 
at anchor the largest fleet that ever had 
a rendezvous here under the auspices 
of the New York Yacht club. Nearly 
200 boats Noated calmly and majestically 
On the waters and gave some idea of the 
magnitude to which pleasure yachting 
is carried. The Columbia, America’s 
pride and hope, was the central figure 
for admiring eyes, and many were the 
comments and discussions about her 
shapely lines. She was compared with 
the stately Defender, which always will 
hold a high place in patriots’ hearts. 

The first run of the club must be set 
down as one of the most successful in 
the club's history. The club watched 
with pride the magnificent run of Co- 
lumbia, which fairly distanced every 
other yacht with the exception of De- 
fender, and she, too, was defeated by 
4 minutes and | second in a 30-mile race. 

The old cup defender, Vigilant, was 
beaten by the two flyers by nearly an 
hour, but much of this was no doubt 
due to the fortunate run of the Columbia 
and Defender along the Fisher Island 
shore, while the rest of the ficet kept 
over on the other side of the sound. 
The Amorita was also held in under 
Fisher Island, and beat out all the 
schooners with ease, winning in her 
class, by a number of minutes. 

Over 50 yachts crossed the line at 
New London, and nearly all finished in 
Gardiner’s bay. The run gave the 
yachts a good broad reach to Race Rock 
of 3% miles, a fine run before the wind 
to Watch Hill of 8% miles, and a grand 
beat of 184% miles in a constantly in- 
creasing breeze to the finish, an ideal 
course. 

There were many interesting and ex- 
citing moments from the time that the 
great bunch of sloops, followed by the 
schooners, swept over the starting line 
until the last of the racers finished, but 
by far the greatest event was the 
magnificent seven-mile run of the Co- 
lumbia from Fisher’s island to Great 
Gull island, during which she averaged 
close up to a 13-knot gait. It was on 
this leg, made very close to the wind, 
that the Columbia pulled out so far on 
the Defender, for where the boats were 
but a short eighth of a mile apart under 
Fisher's island, there was nearly a 
mile and a half of water between them 
at Great Gull island. Both yachts had 
all the wind they could stagger under, 
and the Columbia hauled down her jib 
topsail during a 10-minute interval, 
when it blew the hardest. She set it 
again, however, when the Defender be- 
gan to pick up, and held her advantage 
to the line. Neither boat was held 
back. It was a good square test of 
the merits of the old and new boats, and 
the latter may be put down as a good 
four minutes faster under the present 
conditions, and with her steel mast in, 
a couple of minutes more. 

Once during the day, just after the 
start, the Columbia seemed inactive and 
lifeless, and the Defender almost got by 
her. But just before reaching Race 
Rock, the new boat seemed to find her- 
self again, and from there she was never 
in danger. 

The fleet started out soon after 10 
o'clock, but Commodore Morgan did not 
send them away until nearly 11, wait- 
ing for a little more breeze. The feature 
of the fieet outside of the big sloops was 
the great number of schooners. 

Nearly all the cracks participated, and 
some of the older ones showed them- 
selves still in the game. 

It was a fine spectacle at the start, and 
an even finer one as coming down to 
Watch Hill buoy, with every kite set 
and spinnakers to starboard, they all 
folded their extra wings and rounded 
the buoy for the beat to the finish. 

Quisetta looked a winner at this point, 
but Captain Lippitt made a mistake in 
seeking the Long Island shore, and his 
rival on the Amorita easily beat him. 

The wind held throughout the day, and 
during the afternoon reached up to al- 
most 12 knots. 


Sergeant and Private Killed. 

Salt Lake City, Aug. 9.—First Ser- 
geant John Jackson was shot and killed 
at Fort Douglass last night by Private 
W. E. Carter, and the latter was then 
shot and killed, while resisting arrest. 
Both were colored and belonged to the 
Ninth United States cavalry. Jackson 
ordered Carter taken to the guardhouse 
for inattention to duty, and Carter was 
sent to his quarters for his blankets, 
but he got his rifle and went to Jackson's 
room and shot him twice. Carter at- 
tempted to escape, and 26 soldiers pur- 
sued him. Carter shot several times at 
his pursuers, and was fatally shot him- 
self. Jackson and Carter both par- 
ticipated in the battle of San Juan hil 


Drank Wood Alcohol. 

Elmira, N. Y., Aug. 9.—Four young 
men in Elkiand, Pa., died suddenly 
within 24 hours.

It Was a disastrous 
game for the visitors, their only catcher, 
Joe Sugden, meeting with a bad accident, 
which will lay him up for some time per- 
haps. Sugden is the only catcher with 
the visitors, and a foul from Bergen’'s 
bat hit him on the right knee cap, dis- 
locating it until a surgeon appeared. By 
skilful manipulating the injured part 
was shoved back into place, and Sugden 
won applause by his gameness in con- 
tinuing.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


New Hampshire Tragedy Brought 
About by Jealousy and Liquor, 


Ida Miller, Divorced Woman, 
Killed on a Highway. 


Slayer Then Puts a Bullet Into His Own Head, 
Both Dying Instantly. 


North Conway, N. H., Aug. 9.—Charles 

ennett of Windham, Me., shot and 
killed Ida Miller of Standish, Me., on the 
highway at Quint’s Siding, on the line 
of the Boston and Maine railroad, near 
Conway Corner, yesterday afternoon. 
The murderer then turned the weapon 
on himself and committed suicide, while 
near the scene of the murder. The act 
Was caused by jealousy, superinduced 
by drinking. There were three wit- 
nesses to the affair. 

The murder and suicide have caused 
intense excitement in this section of the 
State, where both parties were known to 
a great many of the people. Ida Miller, 
the victim of the act of Bennett, was 
the divorced wife of Maynard Miller, her 
maiden name being Langdon. The re- 
Sult of their marriage was a daughter of 
12 years, who has resided with her 
mother since the divorce was decreed. 

For six years after the divorce, Mrs. 
Miller lived with Charles Bennett at 
Ossipee, N. H., though it is said they 
Were not married. It is claimed that 
drunken abuse .on the part of Bennett 
caused a Separation in the early part of 
the present year, and for four months 
Mrs, Miller had not seen Bennett. About 
two weeks ago Mrs. Miller, her daugh- 
ter and a 16-year-old girl named Morrill 
drove up from Windham on a bluet berry- 
ing expedition on Moat mountain, and 
during their stay they occ upied a tent 
on the mountain. On Friday last they 
Were joined by Harry Morrill, the girl's 
brother, and since that time the party 
had great pleasure in climbin g the moun- 
tainous country for berries, 

About 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Bennett appeared at a wagon which the 
merry berry pickers had driven on the 
High street road, about a mile and a half 
from their tent. Bennett was under the 
influence of liquor, but appeared kindly 
to the members of the party, and es- 
pecially toward Mrs. Miller, and re- 
mained in their presence about 30 min- 
utes, when young Morrill started for 
their temporary home in thetent. The 
other members of the party drove down 
on the west side road with Bennett in the 
wagon, and during the trip he partook 
of more liquor, but was not angry upon 
the refusal of the others to join him. 


About 40’clock the party drove toward 
North Conway, and upon nearing the 
Village the girls walted at the Saco 
bridge while the couple went into the 
village for more liquor. Upon their re- 
turn to the bridge the party started for 
Quint’s siding, where they arrived be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock, 

After driving up and down the road 
near the house of A. H. Quint, Bennett 
began to quarrel and forced the children 
from the carriage with cuffs and threats. 
They grasped the horse by the bridle, but 
upon being whipped up by Bennett the 
animal broke loose, and the children 
started for the village after Harry 
Morrill, the last words of Mrs. Miller 
being: “Get to Harry as quick as pos- 
sible.” She was then struggling in the 
grasp of Bennett, who was attempting 
to choke her. 

The children met Morrill near the Red 
Eagle House, and but 20 minutes elapsed 
in making the trip, but when they re- 
turned they found the two dead bodies. 
However, passersby had heard the 
quarrel and there were three witnesses 
to the shooting which followed. 


The witnesses were A. H. Quint and 
his two farmhands, Cyrus and Obed 
Hallett. Their story is to the effect that 
they understood the mantosay: “Will 
you go back with me,” to which Mrs, 
Miller answered: “No.” Bennett then 
drew a revolver and Shot her twice in the 
neck and once in the body. He then 
threw her from the wagon and turned 
the revolver on himself and fired one 
shot, which entered the skul! under the 
left ear. Both deaths were undoubtedly 
instantaneous. 

Bennett's body then fell from the 
wagon after he had gone a distance of 
about 150 feet from the spot where the 
body of Mrs. Miller was lying in the road. 
As the laws of the state do not allow the 
removal of the bodies until an inquest is 
held, they remained there last night, 
awaiting the return of Coroner Shedd 
from Portland. 

Both of the actors in the event were in 
abject poverty. 

It is thought that Bennett was about 
40 years of age. He resided here for a 
short time, but about three years ago 
engaged at wood cutting for William 
Kennett of Madison. 

Mrs. Miller was 30 years of age. As 
this was the first murder in this section 
for many years, the affair has terribly 
excited the residents of the ordinarily 
peaceful! district.

to walls, laid in trenches to uniform grade, or 
suspended to floor timbers by strong iron 
hangers. 

The space between these hangers shall not 
exceed ten feet. Every drain pipe must be 
provided with a running trap with an accessible 
brass screw cleanout, at or near the point where 
it leaves the building, and shall have a fall of at 
least one-quarter of an inch to the foot. Soil 
pipes shall be carried above the roof open and 
undiminished in size, and to a distance of not 
less than two feet above the roof, or not less 
than five feet above any window within fifteen 
feet.

A score of 
peasants have already been killed and 
many wounded.

Manila, Aug. 9.—General MacArthur's 
force, consisting of 4000 men, advanced 
five miles beyond San Fernando today 
and encountered and defeated a Filipino 
force of 6000 men. The enemy retreated, 
leaving many dead and wounded. The 
American loss, killed and wounded, was 
20. 

Sunk by a Warship. 

Torquay, Aug. 9.—The British warship 
San Pareil, while returning from the 
maneuvers, sank a full-rigged ship off 
the Lizard. One marnwas drowned. The 
vessel sunk by the San Pareil is the Brit- 
ish ship East Lothian, Captain Mce- 
Farlane, of 1389 tons.

SECOND DAY’S CRUISE 


—_—__ 


In Which Columbia Again Demon- 
strates Superiority Over Defender, 


Vigilant Defeats Colonia In a 
Fifteen-Mile Contest. 


O-her Crack Yachts Furnish a Good Day's 
Sport For New York Club. 


Newport, R. L., Aug. 10.—The New 
York Yacht club succeeded in keeping 
its hold on good weather for the second 
day’s run—a cruise to Newport. The 
run was a distance of 43 miles, and, 
while full of interesting brushes, was not 
quite as satisfactory as the first one, for 
while the yachts ran the last half of the 
42 miles in a constantly increasing south- 
weet breeze, the first half of the day was 
fluky and many boats received more than 
due credit for a seemingly glorious vic- 
tory. 

It is no disparagement of Celumbia to 
say that her defeat of Defender by over 
22 minutes was due more to bad judg- 
ment and hard luck of the latter boat 
than to actual superiority. Still the new 
boat showed herself very able ina broad 
reach with a constantly increasing 
breeze, and made an average of 13 knots 
in the run along shore from Watch Hill 
to Point Judith. So rapidly did she drop 
Defender that when she gybed round 
the whistling buoy off Point Judith her 
rival was hul! down to the westward over 
five miles astern. On the run up from 
Point Judith, dead before the wind, the 
Columbia gained a minute or two more, 
so that al the finish the old Defender had 
received the worst beating in her his- 
tory. 

There Was never a moment during the 
day that there was not wind enough to 
fill the sails, while the last 15 miles was 
Sailed in a grand breeze from the south- 
west. All Newport saw the finish at 
Brenton's Reef lightship, the cup de- 
fender of 1893, Vigilant, leading the fleet 
over the line after a warm contest with 
the schooner Colonia of 15 miles or more. 

The brush between these two boats, 
and the great luffing match between 
Amorita and her great rival, Quisetta, 
as weil as that between Hildegarde and 
Constellation, claimed attention after 
Columbia had jumped so far in ahead of 
Defender. 

For miles and miles the sloop Vigilant 
sailed abreast of the schooner Colonia, 
neither getting the advantage until af- 
ter rounding Point Judith whistling 
buoy. From here in, before the wind, 
Vigilant pulled away and gained some- 
thing more by changing her spinnaker 
from starboard to port. At the finish 
there was 55 seconds between the boats, 
but as the Vigilant started six minutes 
ahead, the Colonia beat her easily on the 
run, although the boats sailed in differ- 
ent classes. 


Amorita and Quisetta had another of 
their famous luffing matches, and sailed 
miles off the course towards Block isl- 
and before the swinging off for home. 
Amorita, on the last 10 miles, pulled 
away and won easily, while Quisetta 
was beaten by the new Latona. 

Hildgarde and Constellation, the 
two largest yachts in the fleet, had an- 
other great tussle, Hildgarde finally win- 
ning. 

The yachts started at 10:30 in a fairly 
strong westerly breeze, all breaking out 
epinnakers on crossing the line. The 
first three or four miles was quickly 
sailed, but half an hour after the start 
the wind began to slacken and soon some 
were almost becalmed. Half a dozen 
stood over into the Long Island sound, 
among them Amorita, and nearly all 
gained by this move, as they held the 
westerly breeze strongly until the shift 
came to the southwest about 1 o’clock. 

All during this soft spell of two hours, 
Columbia seemed to be specially fav- 
ored, for she carried a breeze right 
through, and she gained rapidly on De- 
fender. The latter, too, made a mis- 
take in getting too near the Fisher isl- 
and shore, so that when the wind did 
come round the Columbia caught it half 
an hour ahead. It was at this time, as 
the boats passed the entrance to Fisher 
island sound, that Columbia made the 
great gain that gave her sucha lead. 
From Watch Hill to Point Judith she 
fairly flew over the water. 

All the boats went well on this reach 
along shore, and looking back every 
yacht seemed fairly buried in canvass. 
The home stretch of seven miles from 
Point Judith to Brenton’s Reef lightship 
was made dead before the wind in a 
freshening breeze. The entire fleet was 
over the finish line within an hour after 
the Vigilant, and at 6 o'clock the flag- 
ship had dropped anchor in Brenton’s 
cove. 

From Vermont to Philippines. 

Burlington, Vt., Aug. 10.—Troops E, C 
and F of the Third United States cavalry, 
stationed at Fort Ethan Allen, left yes- 
terday in two special trains for Seattle, 
where they will go on board transports 
for Manila, to take up active service in 
the Philippines. The horses went in one 
gection and the officers and men in the 
other. 


Little Brothers Drowned. 

Boston, Aug. 10.—James, Frank and 
Ray Morrison, aged 7, 6 and 5 years re- 
spectively, sons of John Morrison, were 
playing on the bank of the Charles river 
at Brighton yesterday, when the young- 
est boy slipped into the water. James, 
the eldest, Jumped in to rescue Ray, and 
both were drowned. 


THREE RUNS IN THE EIGHTH 


Settled Matters In the Champion's Favor in the 
Same With Cleveland. 

Boston, Aug. 10.—Boston won the sec- 
ond game of the final series from the 
Cleveland Harlequins. Nichols twirled 
for the champions, while Knepper, the 
German recruit, was in the points for 
the visitors. The home team found 
Knepper a rather difficult proposition 
to solve for hits or runs until the 
eighth inning, and then they tore off five 
hits and three runs, which settled mat- 
ters. 

The Lake Front tourists got away 
with a good lead in the first inning by 
good, hard batting. Nichols was 
touched up for five hits, and the three 
runs which ensued were well earned on 
hitting by Harley, Quinn, Sullivan, Tuck- 
er and Lockhead. The visitors did no 
“pulling away” from Nic’s fast ones, 
as the balls were served up without a 
break and with few curves. After the 
first inning Cleveland failed to score, 
though they made one or more hits in 
six of the remaining eight innings, and 
had men left on third and seconu bases 
a few times.

TEXTILE MILL CONSTRUCTION. 


Hundred and Sixteen New Plants During the 
Past Six Months. 

Boston, Aug. 10.—The American Wool 
and Cotton Reporter says: The first 
half of the year 1899 has slightly sur- 
Passed the last half of 1898 in the num- 
ber of new and proposed textile enter- 
prises entered into in the United States. 
Thus the total number of new enter- 
prises launched in the first six months 
of this year was 116, against 107 in the 
last half of 1898, and 155 in the first 
half of 1898. The south continues to 
lead in new mill construction, and the 
number of new enterprises compares 
very favorably with those of any half 
year for a long time. The number of 
new enterprises in the north is consider- 
ably greater than that of the last half 
of 1898, but it is decidedly less than that 
of the first half of that year. North 
Carolina, as usual, leads the list of new 
enterprises, With a total of 33. Georgia 
comes second, With a total of 26. South 
Carolina and Virginia each show seven, 
Texas six, Rhode Island five, New York, 
Massachusetts and Tennessee four, Al- 
abama, Maine and Pennsylvania three, 
Mississippi, New Jersey and Louisiana 
two, Connecticut, Missouri, Maryland, 
New Hampshire and Vermont one each.

Have Excite’ the Natives, 


Story of MacArthur’s Latest 
Victory Over Insurgents. 


Latter Followed Usual Tactics by Retreating 
When Trenches Became Too Warm. 


Manila, Aug. 10.—Captain Deems, with 
a@ provost guard, has captured a noted 
Filipino fakir, with several aliases, who, 
by means of ventriloquism, has _ per- 
suaded the natives that he has super- 
natural powers. Heraised much money, 
ostensibly for the insurrection, which he 
kept for himself. Our sur- 
rounded his house and corralled 30 Fili- 
Pinos. Many others escaped. The troops 
also captured $1000. 

Immanuel, as the fakir is generally 
known, has been predicting the fall of 
Manila. His “prophecies” have created 
excitement among the natives who be- 
lieved them, 

Reports from rebel sources say 150 Fili- 
Pinos Were killed in General Hall's en- 
gagement at Calamba and in the subse- 
quent skirmishes.

Angeles is one of the richest towns 
north of Manila, and is considered to be 
a better base of operations than San 
Fernando. The forces at San Fernando 
consisted of the Iowa regiment, the 
Seventeenth regiment, the Ninth regi- 
ment, the Twelfth regiment, Bell's new 
Thirty-sixth regiment, a battalion of 
the Sixteenth regiment, troop E of the 
Fourth cavalry and 15 guns. 

The movement was planned some 
time ago, but was delayed by rains. 
Finally two days of sunshine dried the 
rice fields sufficiently to warrant the 
attempt. 

The position of the Americans had long 
been unpleasant. The rebels almost 
surrounded the town, and fired almost 
nightly into it, the Americans not re- 
plying except on extreme provocation. 
It was necessary td@ keep 500 or 600 men 
on outpost duty constantly. 

The American loss in the fighting about 
San Fernando is between 30 and 40, The 
loss may possibly exceed these figures, 
as the line is five miles long, and it is im- 
pessible to hear from every point. Our 
troops are now about Angeles waiting 
for the artillery, which has the greatest 
difficulty in moving owing to the wet 
ground. 


The attack was opened at 5 o'clock in 
the morning, a battery of the First ar- 
tillery shelling Bacolor on the left. Sim- 
ultaneously Bell’s Thirty-sixth infantry 
struck Bacolor from the rear and drove 
the rebels out. Armored cars, each with 
a six-pounder and two gatling revolving 
cannon on board, then moved out on the 
railroad track in the center of our lines. 

Soon afterwards these guns did sharp 
execution. Battery K of the Third ar- 
tillery and 100 men of the lowa regiment 
made a feint towards Mexico, while the 
main body of troops, consisting of the 
Iowa regiment, the Seventeenth regi- 
ment and a battalion of the Twenty- 
second, under General Wheaton, on the 
right, and the Ninth regiment, Twelfth 
regiment and Bell's regiment, under 
General Liscum, on the left, advanced 
steadily, pouring their fire into the rebels 
and receiving a heavy fire in teturn, 

The rebels were well protected by 
trenches, and seemed not to lack ammu- 
nition. They were unable, however, to 
withstand for a length of time the hail of 
shots our artillery and infantry poured 
in on them and retreated, leaving dead 
and wounded on the field. A dozen pris- 
oners Were captured by our troops. 

The reports indicate that the Ninth in- 
fantry suffered the most, though the 
casualties of all the regiments are not 
yetreported. The weather was extreme- 
ly hot and our troops suffered greatly, 
but there was no faltering. A company 
of the Sixteenth regiment went to the 
relief of Bell's regiment yesterday after- 
noon. 


Campaign Will Be Actively Pushed. 

Plattsburg, N. Y., Aug. 10.—President 
McKinley has nothing to add to the 
statement made by Secretary Root in 
regard to the campaign in the Philip- 
pines, but there is no doubt that the 
president and the secretary are in ac- 
cord and favor pushing operations with 
all possible vigor. There is reason to 
believe that Secretary Root will soon 
have a conference with General Miles 
for the purpose of deciding whether 
changes ought to be made among the 
officers in command of the American 
forces in the Philippines, in accordance 
with the expressed determination to 
push the campaign there with all pos- 
sible vigor. 


Cloakmakers Returning to Work. 

New York, Aug. 10.—More than 600 
cloakmakers in the employ of a Broad- 
way firm resumed work yesterday, hay- 
ing gained their demand for an increase 
of 25 percent in the weekly scale of 
wages. According to General Secretary 
Levy of the United Brotherhood of 
Cloakmakers more than 2000 hands will, 
under similar conditions, return to work

With Reference to the Transvaal In 
Queen Victoria’s Speech. 


Boer’s Internal Independence 
“Gift” From Great Britain. 


fhamberlain Again Declares That England Will 
Not Recede From Her Position. 


London, Aug. 10.—Parliament was pro- 
rogued yesterday by royal commis- 
sion. The house of lords met and sum- 
moned the commons to the bar, and the 
proceedings terminated with the read- 
ing of the queen’sspeech. That part re- 
lating to Transvaal] affairs was as fol- 
lows: 

“We have received a petition from a 
considerable number of my subjects re- 
siding in the South African republic 
praying my assistance to obtain a re- 
moval of grievances and disabilities of 
which they complain. The position of 
my subjects in the South African re- 
public is inconsistent with the promise 
of equal treatment whereon my grant 
of internal independence to that republic 
was founded, and the unrest caused 
thereby is a constant sourag of danger 
to the peace and prosperity of my do- 
minions in South Afvica. Negotiations 
on this subject with the government of 
the South African republic have been 
entered into and are still proceeding.” 


Replying to various questions in the 
house of commons yesterday Joseph 
Chamberlain said no official confirma- 
tion had been received of the report that 
the Transvaal! had declined to agree toa 
joint inquiry into the effect which the 
franchise reforms will have on the out- 
landers. 

Several regiments, he added, were 
about to be dispatched to South Africa 
for the defense of Natal, in response to 
the request of the Natal government, 
and preparation wag ‘being made for all 
contingencies. 

Later, replying to T. P. O'Connor, Mr. 
Chamberlain deprecated a resumption 
of the debate on the Transvaal situation, 
which, he pointed out, while serious, still 
remains doubtful. The colonial secre- 
tary added that he sincerely hoped that 
the report saying the inquiry proposal 
had been rejected was untrue. While 
he regretted the necessity of answering 
Mr. O'Connor, it would be a fatal mis- 
take to allow the latter’s views, thata 
War was entirely needless, that the 
government ought to express willing- 
ness to Wait, maybe 25 years, for redres- 
sal of the grievances of which they com- 
plained, to be considered. He added: 

“The representative opinion of even 
the smal! minority in the house of com- 
mons or anything but the most insignifi- 
cant minority in the United Kingdom 
on the government's policy, have been 
clearly expressed. We recognized the 
grievances of the outlanders and have 
said these grievances are not merely 
themselves a serious cause for interposi- 
tion, but are a source of danger to the 
whole of South Africa. Wesay our pre- 
dominance is menaced by the action of 
the Transvaal in refusing to redress the 
grievances or give consideration to re- 
quests hitherto put in the most moderate 
language of a suzerain power. We say 
that this state of things cannot be tol- 
erated. We have put our hands to the 
plough and won't draw back. With that 
statement I propose to rest content.” 


The editorials in the morning papers 
take a rather pessimistic tone in deal- 
ing with the references to the Trans- 
vaal in the queen's speech and that of 
Mr. Chamberlain. 

Troops will be dispatched on Aug 24 
to replace those sent from Cape Town 
to Natal. 

It is said that after parliament rose 
most important telegraphic dispatches 
were received from Sir Alfred Milner 
at the colonial office. 


Pacific Settlement Hcped For. 

Cape Town, Aug. 10.—The Transvaal 
government has not yet forwarded to 
Alfred Milner its reply to Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s proposal of a joint commissién of 
inquiry into the effect upon the out- 
landers of the new franchise legislation; 
but Milner still hopes for a pacific settle- 
ment. It is reported that a movement 
is on foot among the burghers to send 
petitions urging the volksraad to make 
further concessions. The Liverpool regi- 
ment sailed for Natal yesterday. While 
the transport was leaving the bay the 
crew of the United States cruiser Chi- 
cago loudly cheered the troops, who re- 
dlied vigorously. 


Disastrous Railway Wreck. 

Ottawa, Aug. 10.—An Ottawa express 
for this city on the Canada Atlantic 
railroad was wrecked near Coteau Junc- 
tion, while running ata fast rate. The 
engine left the track, taking with it the 
baggage car and a second-class coach. 
The first-class coach and two Pullmans 
did not leave the track. Seven persons 
were killed. A number were injured, 
but none of them seriously. It is not 
known what caused the accident, but it 
is believed that the rails had spread. 

Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Madden has decided upon a plan for the 
registration of mail matter by letter 
carriers at the door in the residential 
rections of cities having the free de- 
livery system. 


Acceptable Immigrants. 

St. John’s, Aug. 10.—A deputation of 
Finlanders is here inspecting the cou 1- 
try with a view to arranging for the 
immigration of thousands of Finlanders 
who are emigrating because of the 
tyranny of the Russian government. 
Joseph Chamberlain sent with them a 
special request to Governor McCallum 
that all assistance practicable be ren- 
deredthem.

Philadelphia, Aug. 10.—The shoe man- 
ufacturers who have been in session here 
yesterday decided to forma permanent 
national organization, and after electing 
officers adjourned, delegating the com- 
pletion of details to the newly elected 
board of directors. The resolutions pre- 
sented by the committee on permanent 
organization embodied the following 
recommendation: That a national or-

The preparation of a constitution for the 
national body, the fixing of a time and 
place for the new organization's next 
meeting and sundry other matters were 
referred to the board of directors. 

Robberies of Frequent Occurrence. 

New York, Aug. 10.—Almost all of the 
testimony elicited at the meeting of the 
Mazet investigating committee yvester- 
day was for the purpose of showing how 
frequently men are robbed in this city 
while paying visits to sections of the 
city where groups gather after the mid- 
night hour. Mr. Moss had iifficulty in 
obtaining witnesses. The men who had 
been victims of this sort of crime ap- 
peared averse to appearing before the 
committee and telling about it. Never- 
theless Mr. Moss was able to secure ac- 
count after account of robberies allege 
to have occurred in disorderly houses in 
this city.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Seventeen members from Franklin 
county, survivors of the freesoil party 
of 1848, and four from outside the county, 
met at Greenfield, Mass., at the 11th an- 
nual reunion. When the organization 
was formed 11 years ago the survivors 
numbered 184. 

Judge Charles P. James, asssociate 
justice of the supreme court of the Dfs- 
trict of Columbia, retired, died near 
Leesburg, Va. He was more than 80 
years of age. Death was due to ad- 
vanced age. The remains will be taken 
to New Haven for interment. Justice 
James Was a native of Ohio and was ap- 
pointed to the local bench by President 
Hayes in 1879. 

Sophia Veagu of Bangor while visiting 
Gardiner, Me., took arsenic and died. 
Temporary insanity Was the cause. She 
Was 55 years old, 

The promotion of the German ambas- 
sador to France, Count Von Muster- 
Ledenburg, to princely rank is regarded 
as another step in the direction of a rap- 
proachment with France, and as due to 
the ability he has displayed in improv- 
ing the relations between the two gov- 
ernments during his ambassadorship. 

Emperor William, it is said, has de- 
cided to assent to the resolutions of the 
peace conference. 

Emperor William will visit the queen 
at Windsor Castle in November, remain- 
ing a week. 

The quartermaster’s department has 
chartered the City of Sydney, and she 
will at once be fitted up to take marines 
and recruits to Manila. 

The war department probably will take 
from the navy the Wasp, which figured 
in the Spanish war as one of the auxiliary 
fleet. If found suitable she will be used 
in the Cuban customs service. ~ 

Vice President Hobart having sold his 
holdings in the Paterson, N. J., Street 
Railway company, has forwarded his 
resignation as president of the company. 
It is understood that David Young will 
succeed him. 

At Some roa& wagon races at the Read- 
ville, Mass., track, Charies M, Jewett 
drove Timbrel, br. m., a mile in 2:11%, 
the fastest ever trotted to a wagon. 

Charles R. Bliss, cashier of the New 
England Mutua] Life Insurance com- 
pany at Washington, was caught in the 
undertow at Ocean City, Md., while bath- 
ing and was drowned. 

Rev. J. M. Keiley, pastor of the Catho- 
le Church of Transfiguration, Brooklyn, 
died from injuries received by being 
thrown out of a dogeart. He wasone of 
the best known writers and orators of 
the Catholic faith in Brooklyn. He was 
born in Ireland about 40 years ago. 

One of the most violent thunder- 
storms experienced in many years broke 
over Rome, fusing the wires connect- 
ing telephone batteries, and seriously af- 
fecting the electric tramways. 

It is announced that under the_will of 
Baroness Nathaniel Rothschild the 
Louvre will receive her splendid col- 
lection of pictures, including a Laitere, 
several paintings by Greuze, and nu- 
merous fine Botticellis, 

Robert Porterfield, one of the best 
known shipping masters in the country, 
died at New York from Bright's disease. 
He was born in Bristol, Me., Sept. ai. 
1816. 

It is announced that the American 
Hide and Leather company, commonly 
spoken of as the “upper leather trust,” 
will soon be launched with a capital of 
$35,000,000, instead of $70,000,000, as orig- 
inally contemplated. 

Seward S. Stearns, judge of probate 
for Oxford county, Me., is dead, aged 43. 
Judge Stearns was internal revenue col- 
lector for the Maine district under Pres- 
ident Harrison, and at the time of his 
death was treasurer of the Norway Sav- 
ings bank and the first selectman of the 
town, and had held other offices.

WORK OF A HURRICANE, 


Path Marked by Death and Desolation 
In Porto Rico and Leeward Islands, 


Several Towns Reported to 
Be Totally Destroyed. 


Food Supplies Destroyed, and Survivors Are In 
a Deplorzble Condition. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, Aug. 11.—A hur- 
ricane broke over the south coast Tues- 
day and swept northwest. There was 
no abatement for nine hours. The wires 
are down, and communication with the 
interior was for a timeimpossible. Itis 
now chiefly carried on by couriers. 

Here, at San Juan, four natives were 
drowned in the harbor, 80 houses were 
demolished and hundreds were un- 
roofed. The damage to property is 
estimated at $500,000. Commissary 
stores to the value of $50,000 were de- 
stroyed. 

A dispatch by cable from Ponce says 
the town was almost destroyed. Al- 
most all the frame buildings are down, 
the bridge is swept away, and there is 
no communication between the port and 
the city proper. The damage to the 
port is estimated at $250,000. Two na- 
tives are known to have been drowned. 
The records and property of the custom 
house are ruined and all the vessels are 
ashore. 

At Aibointo very little remains stand- 
ing, except the cathedral and the bar- 
racks. Four natives perished and three 
United States soldiers were badly in- 
jured. As the town is without food 
government relief has been Gispatehed 
thither. 

El] Caney was leveled to the etl 
200 houses being demolished. Two 
United States soldiers were injured and 
many cavalry horses killed. 

At Catano the entire plant of the 
Standard Oil company wasruined. The 
loss On the property is $200,000. 

At Bayamon a majority of the houses 
were destroyed, and the rest were 
flooded. Two hundred cattle were 
killed and the railway was seriously 
damaged. 

The village of Carolina was literally 
razed. Af Caguas four persons were 
killed. 

A courier, who has just arrived from 
Humacao, capital of the province of 
that name, on the eastern coast of the 
island, reports awful destruction there. 
The loss to property is estimated at 
$500,000, but this is the least item of the 
disaster. The courier brought an offi- 
cial report from Captain Eben Swift of 
the Fifth United States cavarly, wh» 
gays: 

“Humacao was totally destroyed by 
the hurricane. Forty-six bodies have 
been recovered, and there are many 
more in the debris. Eight privates of 
troop C were injured, two fatally. Ser- 
geant King of the Eleventh infantry 
was injured. North, a discharged pri- 
vate, is missing. At the port of Hu- 
macao 18 bodies have been recovered. 
Eight hundred persons are starving 
here.” 

Three persons were killed at Las 
Piedras and five at Junco. 

Couriers from other districts are anx- 
fously expected at the palace. 

Steamer Slocum, en route from May- 
aguez to San Juan, was caught in the 
storm, but her passengers and crew were 
saved through the heroism of Mr. Single, 
the first mate. The coffee crop is 
ruined, and the loss will leach millions. 
Very great injury has been done also to 
the orange crop. 

No definite returns have yt been re- 
ceived from the southern section of the 
island, apart from Ponce. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the food supplies in 
the stricken districts have been de- 
stroyed, and in those quarters the quan- 
tity of government stores on hand is 
small. Relief wagons will be sent out 
tomorrow in different directions. 

General Davis, the governor general, 
has cabled to the war department for as- 
sistance. 

As late advices come in from Montser- 
rat it is seen the first reports conveyed 
only a faint idea of the sufferings of the 
people and their deplorable condition. 
The administrator appeals for help. 

At La Pointe-a-Pitre, Island of 
Guadeloupe, immense damage was 
wrought, and according to reports, not 
yet confirmed, 102 persons were killed. 

In the island of St. Croix, the largest 
of the Virgin islands, the destruction 
was appalling. It was chiefly wrought 
at the west end, where the smaller 
houses are a tangled mass of wreckage. 
Thirty persons were killed, and the in- 
habitants are in great distress. 


Leeward Islands Suffer. 

St. Thomas, D. W. IL, Aug. 11.—The 
island of Montserrat, British West In- 
dies, was completely devastated by a 
hurricane Monday. All the churches, 
estates and villages were destroyed, and 
nearly 100 persons were kilted. In ad- 
dition many were injured and rendered 
homeless, and terrible distress exists 
among the sufferers. 

Late advices from St. Kitts say that 
a hurricane with a velocity of 70 miles 
destroyed about 200 small houses ia the 
towns and did considerable damage to 
the harbor. Antigua also suffered se- 
verely in damage to estates and build- 
ings in the towns. Late reports from 
St. Croix increase the amount of damage 
done.

INTERVIEW WAS INCORRECT.

Chicago, Aug. 11.—in a personal letter 
to H. H. Kohlsaat of the Chicago Times- 
Herald, Sir Wilfrid Laurier denies the 
truth of an interview recently given out 
by F. W. Fitzpatrick of the treasury de- 
partment, Washington, in which Fitz- 
patrick asserted that Pre =mier Laurier 
had stated to him he would not accept 
an invitation to the Chicago autumn 
festival, believing the somewhat strained 
relations between the cwo countries 
might result in some unpleasant incident 
during his visit. In his letter Premier 
Laurier says: 

“You are at liberty to say that I have 
paid no attention to an interview pub- 
lished recently in a Washington paper, 
in which the reporter purported to give 
to the public words not spoken to him by 
me, but to somebody else. Life is too 
short for a busy man to take notice of 
this kind or any other kind of hearsay 
evidence. If I had any communication 
to make to the public I would prefer to 
make it directly and in my own words, 
It seems to me that I need hardly add 
that the invitation of the Chicago au- 
thorities wil! receive from me the most 
courteous consideration.” 

At the next meeting of the committee 
on invitations and arrangements the 
Canadian premier wil be invited to at- 
tend the This will be the first 
invitation extended to Laurier, as the 
members of the committee deny that 
Fitzpatrick had any authority to invite 
the premier or that he is in any way 
connected with the festival.

Hot Politics In Taiheel State. 

Washington, Aug. 11.—The effort of 
Richard Pearson of the Asheville (N. 
C.) @eongressional district to unseat 
William T. Crawford, who holds the 
certificate of election, has resulted in 
some very plain talk between these 
two men. Mr. Pearson charges that 
Crawford secured the election th rough 
“intimidation, violence, bloodshed, 
ruption of voters, stuffing of ballot 
boxes” and all other kinds of robbery, 
while Mr. Crawford retorts that Mr. 
Pearson's political somersaults have 
never inspired the people of the district 
with confidence in his political integrity. 
Much more word slinging to the same 
effect is found in the printed testimony 
of the case, which has just been issued. 


For Peace and Harmony. 

Rio de Janeiro, Aug. 11.—At the ban- 
quet given yesterday in honor of Presi- 
dent Roca of Argentina by Campos 
Salles, president of Brazil, the latter, 
discussing international policy, said this 
must not be limited to the interests of 
America or of the South American re- 
publics. General Roca, in his reply, 
said that both governments desired 
peace and harmony in the sphere of in- 
ternational politics, and their policy was 
not concerned solely with people of the 
same origin or Mhabiting the same 
regions, but rather exp ed the uni- 
versal aspiration of these people toward 
tranquility through reciprocal guaran- 
tees.

Hailsiorm’s Terrible Havoc. 

Fargo, N. D., Aug. 11.—Two million 
bushels of wheat are estimated to have 
been lost in yesterday's hailstorm, which 
partially destroyed the crop on nearly 
250,000 acres of land in the state. Losses 
are estimated at from 25 to 100 percent 
of the crop Several big farms were 
wiped out. The total loss will be $1,000,- 
000. 


Vanderlip’s Good Work. 

Washington, Aug. 1L.—An increase in 
the salaries of about 180 persons in the 
bureau of engraving and printing h 
been made by order of Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Vanderlip. Mr. 
Vanderlip, by the introduction of econ- 
omies, has effected a saving of about 
$20,000 a year, which he can spend in 
deserved increases of salaries, prin- 
cipally among the poorer paid employes. 
Of the 180 who will receive advances, 
only six have heretofore drawn salaries 
above $1000 a year. All the others were 
paid from $300 to less than $900 annually.

The Trolley Disaster Inquest.

On the Deep Blue Sea, 
Tuesday, Aug. 1, 1899. 

Dear Editor: We are now nearing 
land, after being five days with | 
nothing but the deep waters in view. 
We will let our friends know through 
the Ledger how God has led us thus 
far. 

The first day, July 26, we made 392 
miles; light breeze, hazy horizon. 
Second day, 434 miles; light northerly 
breeze with rain. Third day, 450 
miles; light breeze, clear sky. Fourth 
day, 448 miles; wind, very 
heavy rain, rough Fifth day, 
fresh breeze, rough sea, rather cloudy. 
Sixth day, 438 miles; light breeze 
and smooth, beautiful day.

will be concluded. Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the court-martial, on leav- 
ing the court, said a public session would 
take place tomorrow. 

Maitre Demange, the principal coun- 
sel of Captain Dreyfus, in an interview 
after yesterday's session, expressed him- 
self as very well contented with the way 
in which matters are proceeding. and, 
judging from his manner, one may say 
that the defenders of the accused have 
have not yet met anything very sur- 
prising or alarming for him in the secret 
dossier. 


MAITRES LABORI AND DEMANGE, 
Naturally Maitre Demange declined to 
give any particulars respecting the con- 
tents of the dossier, but he declared that 


he and his colleague, Maitre Labori, 
were Satisfied of the conscientious desire 
of the members of the court to thresh 
the whole matter out, and to have full 
light turned upon the accusations 
against their client. 

This will take some time, and the end 
of the month will be reached before 
judgment can be given. Meantime the 
strain is telling on Dreyfus, who is 
showing evident physical distress. 


Commandant Carriere, commissary of 
the court-martial which is trying Drey- 
fus, is said to have received a letter from 
Major Esterhazy. The letter is Ester- 
hazy’s refusal to return from London as 
a witness at the trial] in response to a 
subpoena and guarantee of safe conduct 
from the French government. 

The letter is a rambling and disjointed 
communication of 4000 words, evidently 
the work of a disjointed mind. That 
Esterhazy is practically mad everybody 
who has met him knows. His emaciated 
face, his burning, glittering eyes, sunken 
deep in their sockets, his deeply fur- 
rowed forehead, and his high, spasmodic, 
nervous tension, all show clearly to any 
alienist the ineurable result of sleep- 
lessness, dissipation and absinthe. 

Before quoting from the letter, how- 
ever, a word must be said as to the very 
extraordinary way in which partisan 
feeling and the long and varied discus- 
sion of the case have blinded all con- 
cerned to the simple facts which under- 
lie the whole matter. The mystery is, 
why should a great conspiracy, includ- 
ing generals, statesmen and officers of 
all ranks, force itself on a simple cap- 
tain of artillery, who, as far as has 
appeared, had done no one any harm 
or excited anenmity? Also, why should 
those conspirators, after condemning 
Dreyfus to unheard of torture, then com- 
mit perjury, forgery, suicide, and prob- 
ably murder in the case of Lemercier 
Picard, in order to keep Dreyfus a 
prisoner on Devil's island. when few, in 
fact, practically none of them, had any 
personal acquaintance with him what- 
ever? 


It has remained for the Esterhazy let- 
ter to furnish the missing link, and any 
sane mind should have no difficulty in 
seeing the true state of affairs at a 
glance without giving Esterhazy’s ex- 
tuses, explanations and accusations 
against Dreyfus, all of which are twisted 
around a dead man, Colonel Sandherr, 
who cannot now deny them. 

Esterhazy makes specific statements 
in the letter just received, which are of 
the highest significance, as follows: “I 
entered into relations with Schwarz- 
koppen, the German military attache, 
in 1894, Schwarzkoppen told me that 
he had in his service at the French min- 
istry of war a captain of artillery. [ 
told this to Sandherr, and he said: ‘I 
know the man, and I’ve got him.’ I 
wrote the bordereau on Sandherr’s in- 
structions, and took it myself to the 
German embassy when I knew 
Schwarzkoppen was away from Paris on 
leave. It was seized there by one of 
our agents, a German, and taken to Col- 
onel Henry. Henry was my friend. I 
had lived beside him for a long time. 
He knew me very well. He knew my 
handwriting better than anybody. 
| Henry said to me ‘Our hands are full 
of proof against Dreyfus.’ ” 


a 


These are specific statements, and 
this was the absolute beginning of the 
action against Dreyfus. The two ac- 
tive agents in causing it were Esterhazy 
and Henry. Esterhazy wrefe the bor- 
dereau and had it delivered by a spy 
to Henry, who knew he wrote it. The 
arrest having been made and the court- 
martial instituted, the further action of 
these two conspirators is full of the 
greatest interest. All the evidence 
against Dreyfus on which he was con- 
demned, degraded and transported con- 

‘sisted of two things, the bordereau, now 


to the general plan of mobilization for 
the French army. The proceeds of this 
traffic were divided between Esterhazy 
and Henry. In Parisian diplomatic 
circles the latter was known to be the 
real traitor for several months before 
his arrest and suicide, and, besides the 
power most directly concerned, nan:ely, 
Germany, more than one European gov- 
ernment received information to this 
effect early in 1898.

asked him to then appoint a colored man 
to the office The resignation of Mrs. 
Jewell, as president of the society, was 
accepted. 


Mutinous Chinese Overcome. 
Seattle, Aug. 11.—Trouble that had 


Vineyard Haven, Mass., Aug. 11.—It 
Was not very promising for fair weather 
as the New York Yacht club fleet pre- 
pared for the third run of the cruise, to 
Vineyard Haven.The yachtsmen were 
up early, and those who were on deck at 
colors saw the flags go up on the largest 
fleet of yachts ever anchored in the har- 
bor. Five minutes after colors boomed 
out from the flagship, signals were set 
directing the fleet to go to Vineyard 
Haven. 

The old yacht champion, Defender, 
practically won a race against Columbia, 
if time allowance was given, in the dirt- 
jest sort of weathed for a yacht club 
cruise. But the victory was more than 
well earned, and the yachtsmen of the 
New York club and the guests never 
saw before such a Sailing event. 

The margin between the two famous 
sloops was 14 seconds over a minute in 
the 37-mile run from Brenton’s Reef 
lightship, off Newport, to the West Chop 
buoy in Vineyard sound. Taking out of 
consideration the magnificent spectacle 
of the great fleet of craft sailing under 
heavy canvass only, some of the smaller 
ones with reefs taken in their mainsails, 
the race between Columbia and Defen- 
der Was fairly soul-stirring. After both 
got away over the starting line it was 
nip and tuck, with eased sheets, for al- 
most an hour, Defender slightly in the 
lead, with Columbia abeam. Even after 
Columbia made a gain so that Defender 
could cross under her stern, Columbia 
did not walk away, as the heavy breeze 
hove the latter down and made her lose 
distance on repeated luffs, 

The race and the performance of Co- 
lumbia was satisfactory on the score of 
heavy weathe She took all that came, 
and, while eased up several times, it was 
no evidence that she would have had too 
much of a good thing if a stake was pend- 
ing on the outcome of the race. 

All the other boats found that the 
weather was boisterous enough for the 
time being. Sloop Vigilant, which head- 
ed the fleet, finished first, with Navahoe 
second. Al] the craft finished in a nasty 
squall, which made the turn at the West 
Chop buoy particularly exhilirating for 
all hands. 


Races Won by Americans. 

Montreal, Aug. 11.—Another beautiful 
day and a crowd of 7000 persons greeted 
the riders at the world’s cycle meet. 
There were two world’s championships 
on the card, the 100-kilometer race and 
the mile professional. The former race 
was a gift for the Chicago rider, John 
A. Nelson, who had no difficulty in 
winning, beating Ben Goodson, the Aus- 
tralian, by nearly four miles, and Riddle 
of Winnipeg, the only other finisher, 
by seven miles.

Washington, Aug. 11.—Minister Buck 
has reported to the state department 
that the Japanese government has con- 
cluded arrangements for the purchase 
of tobacco through agents, and will ob- 
tain supplies generally from the United 
States. Japan has recently established 
the tobacco monopoly a3 a means of 
increasing her revenues, and Americans 
interested in tobacco have feared this 
might cut off the trade they have here- 
tofore enjoyed with thatcountry. But 
Minister Buck's report seems to as- 
sure a continuance of the trade. 

Quarantine Raised. 

Newport News, Va., Aug. 11.—The yel- 
low fever epidemic is practically at an 
end. The quarantine established by this 
eity against Hampton and vicinity was 
raised last night, following a conference 
between the health boards of Newport 
News, Richmond, Norfolk and Hampton 
with the state board of health and rep- 
resentatives of the marine hospital 
service. The local quarantine against 
Norfolk remains in force, but will be 
raised tomorrow evening. The record 
of the scourge to this date shows a total 

}of 43 cases, of which 11 resulted fatally.

Topic For the Week Beginning Aug. 
13—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—A service of promises.—John xiv, 1-14. 

The preciousness, number and variety 
of God’s promises in Christ are strik- 
ingly illustrated in this passage of 
Scripture. God’s fidelity to His prom- 
ises is also revealed, for some of them 
bave already been fulfilled. Here are 14 
verses, the dying words of Christ to His 
disciples. And yet laden down with the 
richest and most precious promises, in 
their extent embracing the end of time 
—yes, even the breadth of eternity. 
Let us study some of these invaluable 
promises here recorded. 

1. The promise of a future home in 
heaven. ‘‘In My Father’s house are 
many mansions. * * * Igo to prepare 
a place for you * * * that where I am 
there ye may be also.’’ What a precions 
promise We have here. Millions of 
dying pillows have been lightened by it 
and millions of broken, bereaved hearts 
comforted by these priceless words of 
Christ. No promise of Christ is more 
often read than this one. None has 
brought greater comfort and strength 
to His disciples amid the afflictions, be- 
reavements, temptations and hardships 
of life. : 

2. The promise of His second coming. 
“J will come again.’’ If they had only 
understood Him, how the disciples 
would have been comforted in the midst 
of their sorrows, how they would have 
been inspired to increased zeal and 
fidelity in His cause. Christ has gone 
from earth, but, mest precious promise, 
He is coming again. 

8. The promise of power, ‘‘He that 
believeth in Me, the works that I do, 
shall he do also, and greater works than 
these shall he do, because I go unto 
My Father.’’ Divine power is here 
promised. The work that Christ did the 
disciples were to do and even greater 
works. Christ was going to His Father, 


the source of all power, and thence He | 


would be able to give them even greater 
power. This promise was fulfilled to 
the disciples. The power of Christ be- 
came their power. They performed 
miracles, as He had performed them, 
and even greater spiritual works were 
performed by them after the Holy 
Ghost came. By belief, by faith we can 
possess this power to do wonderful 
works for Christ. 

4. The promise to answer prayer, 
“Tf ye shall ask anything in My Name, 
I will do it."" Ob, the privilege and 
power of prayer. We may not under- 
stand the philosophy of prayer, but 
we can accept the promise of Christ to 
answer our prayers. 

How precious, how priceless these 
promises, but they are only so to those 
who believe them and act upon them. 
Let us do so, for ‘‘Heis faithful who 
hath promised.”’

THE HONEY HUNTERS. 

It is a mistake to let a colony of bees 
be overstocked with drones. 

The life of a bee depends upon the 
work it does. When it works, its life is 
shortened. 

Each frame of comb in a hive should 
occupy 144 inches of space, taking care 
to space with exactness. 

A worker grub can be transmuted with 
a queen if it is as old as 5 or 6 days, but 
generally such queens are not fully de- 
veloped. 

At intervals during the summer, when 
the bees cannot gather honey, the queens 
quit laying and the strength of the colony 
is curtailed. 

A swarm of bees hived upon a full set 
of combs at the opening of the honey sea- 
son will fill ther hive full in a week, 
ready for surplus boxes. 

Drones are the male bees. Their use- 
fulness extends only to the fertilization 
of queens. If bees are allowed to build 
their own comb, there is always an excess 
of drone comb. 

To introduce a queen a colony should 
be made queenless some three or four 
days prior to introducing the new queen. 
The bees will take more kindly to her.— 
St. Louis Republic.

In many cases, at private 
sale as well as at auction estates have 
sold below assessment. His Honor 
said: ‘* Assessors should bear in mind 
what property brings or would bring if 
sold under ordinary circumstances.’

Over one-third of the gain was in 
Ward One, while the Wollaston ward 
is a good second. Atlantic which is 
growing rapidly, has strengthened her 
claim to third place, and the Quincy 
Point ward which is the smallest in 
valuation gained more than Wards 
Three and Four. The West Quincy 
ward lost nearly as much as the South 
Quincy ward gained. 

There were increases in all the items 
which go to make up the tax levy. 
Norfolk county called for $692.56 
more, and the Metropolitan water 
system raised the State tax $1,270.99. 
The increase in current city expenses 
was $12,269.93, while the debt can- 
celled was unusually large, exceeding 
the amount paid ie 1898 by $21,284 40. 
The current receipts were estimated 
over $5,000 larger, and the polls will 
help out neariy $1,000, but these were 
largely offset by the much larger sum 
raised for overlayings; hence the 
increase in the tax rate. 

Every ward and every precinct of 
the city has more assessed polls than 
last year. Ward Six, the smallest 
ward of the city in population, made 
the largest gain, viz: Ward VI, 99; 
Ward V, 95; Ward I, Ward IV, 
68; Ward II, 25; Ward IIT, 13. 

In 1890 and 1895 the population was 
three and one half times the number 
of polls. The same basis would give 
the city last May a population of 


99 757 


25,108. 

Wards One and Six are the only 
wards where the land is assessed for 
more than the buildings, both wards 
being large in area. In the South 
Quincy ward, which is small in area- 
the buildings are worth fifty per cent. 
more than the land. 

The large amount required this year 
to pay the maturing debt and interest 
may give non-residents the impression 
that Quincy has a big debt, but by an 
unfortunate apportionment about one 
third of the municipal debt fell due 
this year. Permission was obtained of 
the Legislature to refund some of it, 
but the movement was defeated in the 
City Council. Therefore while our 
taxes are higherthan usual this year, 
the municipal debt will be reduced. 
Quincy is an exception in this particu- 
lar, as most cities are plunging rapidly 
into debt.

PORTO RICO’S DISTRESS 


Was In No Wise Exaggerated In First 
Reports of Hurricane’s Work, 


Governor Davis Urges Prompt 
Response to His Appeal. 


One-Fifth of Dwellings Destroyed and Owners 
Without Shelter or Food. 


Washington, Aug. 14.—Two dispatches 
from Governor General Davis of Porto 
Rico, giving additional details of the 
fearful havoc wrought by the hurricane 
of last week, were received at the war 
department yesterday. They were im- 
mediately sent to Secretary Root, who 
already has taken measures for dis- 
patching relief to the people of the 
island. The secretary expects the trans- 
port McPherson, with a large quantity 
of rice and beans, will leave New York 
today, and this will be followed by other 
vessels as fast as arrangements can be 
made for sending supplies. He thinks 
it is the duty of the government to make 
provision for feeding the people until 
the aid voluntarily given by the citi- 
zens of the country reaches them, and 
he will exhaust every means at his dis- 
posal! to this end. 

The secretary contemplates supple- 
menting the appeal made last week to 
the mayors to assist in raising subscrip- 
tions and will issue an appeal to the gov- 
ernors of the states with a view to arous- 
ing general interest in the relief work. 
The dispatches receMed from General 
Davis Were sent to the president at Lake 
Champlain last night. 

The dispatches received from General 
Davis Were sent to the president at Lake 
Champlain last night. They are as fol- 
lows. 

“The true state of affairs throughout 
the island not yet known because of 
total destruction of al] telegraphic con- 
nections and great destruction on all 
roads. Not more than one-fourth of the 
towns yet heard from, but enough is 
known to warrant the statement that 
one-fifth of the dwellings in the island 
are totally destroyed and their owners 
are without shelter whatever, or any 
food beyond what has been saved from 
the debris. The coffee crop and most of 
the trees are ruined, and thus reliance 
for support is gone. Fully one-third of 
the people subsist entirely on fruit and 
a small] degree on tubas. All the former 
is destroyed and much of the latter are 
rotting in the ground. A great many 
thousands of cattle are drowned and the 
debris carried down by the rivers is 
strewn over the ocean with the wreck of 
the storm and the dead bodies of ani- 
mals. 

“The deaths from falling walls and 
Growning will number more than 1000, 
and may be severa! times this number. 
The state of distress is very great, and 
when green fruits saved from the debris 
are consumed the suffering will be very 
great, lam relieving the suffering every- 
where within reach as much as possible, 
but in out of the way places are many 
thousands who cannot be reached for 
some time. The supplies ordered sent 
by the government will help much, but 
will last only for a few days, while des- 
titution must continue for some weeks 
or even months until the bananas grow 
up from the ground, for which five 
months at least are required. 

“Food of all kinds is needed, especially 
rice, beans »nd codfish, which has been 
the main support outside of fruit. Cheap 
cotton clothing is also needed, for thou- 
sands rushed naked from their dwellings 
at night when the gale broke. Medi- 
cines are also needed most pressingly, 
especially quinine and other simple 
medicines. I estimate that at least 1000 
tons of food will be required weekly for 
several weeks. 

“I have constituted boards all over the 
island to regulate assistance and a gen- 
eral board here to conduct the relief 
work. While I have not yet ful] details 
I repeat the estimate that at least 100,000 
people are homeless and destitute. Re- 
lief ration proposed one pound of food 
per day, composed of seven ounces of 
beans, seven ounces of rice and two 
eunces of codfish. In addition to the 
food ordered by the McPherson I ask 
that 2500 tons above proportions should 
be shipped next week. Before this is 
consumed I will have full data respect- 
ing future needs, but I fear extensive 
issues of provisions will be necessary 
for several months. I shall push work 
on the roads and give employment to as 
many as possible. I hope the charitable 
people of the States will contribute food, 
clothes, medicines and money. Colonel 
Hofer, chief surgeon of the department, 
is chairman of the board of relief, and 
auxiliary boards are organizing in all 
the towns. Five military posts not yet 
heard from. 

“Further, but still incomplete reports, 
contirm previous cable reports as con- 
servative. I suggest the appointment 
of an office in New York to receive funds 
and supplies, cabling quantities and kind 
shipped on each boat. There should be 
shipped this week not less than 2500 tons 
of food. Money will be applied in assist- 
ing to rebuild houses and huts and hire 
of help. I recommend that bags for 
sugar and coffee, all kinds of rough lum- 
ber for building and fencing, hooks, 
gtaves and hoops for sugar packing and 
galvanized iron and nails for roofing 
purposes be placed on the first list.”

DR SIMPSON’S. POWERFUL SERMON 


Had the Effect of Bringing in Contributions 
Amounting to $55,000. 


Old Orchard, Me., Aug. 14.—At the 
Christian Alliance convention here yes- 
terday, Rev. Dr. A. B. Simpson raised 
$55,000 for foreign missions. The great- 
er part of the sum was raised during the 
forenoon service, but a second collection 
Was taken in the afternoon, and pledges 
continued to come in at the evening 
meeting. 

Dr. Simpson preached a powerful ser- 
mon in the forenoon on the subject of 
“Missions.” He reviewed the work the 
Christian Alliance has done, showing 
that it has about 300 workers in 70 cen- 
tres of heathendom. More than 1000 
converts have been gathered in, as the 
first fruits of the harvest. 

He appealed for a greater force of 
workers, and a larger contribution, to 
the end that the world may be eyan- 
gelized, and the second coming of Christ 
hastened. 

At the conclusion of his sermon, col- 
lectors were sent among the audience 
and pledge cards distributed. These 
cards, after being filled out by contribu- 
tors, were handed to Dr. Wilson, who 
read the amounts, and the pledgs and 
cash were given in charge of Mrs. Simp- 
son and one of the elder-. 

The pledges came in with such rap- 
idity that at times Dr. Wilson had 25 
or 30 to read at once. There were two 
pledges of $5000 each, two of $3000, one 
of $2500, two of $200, two of $1500, oneof 
$1300, two of $1000, five of £500, and many 
ranging from $100 to $400. More than 
100 pledges of $1 each were received. 
The cash contributions of the day 
amounted to about $800, and to this was 
added checks for about $2000 more. The 
remainder of the $55,000 was in pledges, 
to be paid within periods ranging from 
One to 12 months. Several watches, 
rings and lockets, and a pair of brace- 
lets were contributed by members of 
the audience.

Filipinos, Under Flag of Truce, Fired 
a Volley at Detachment of Troops. 


Lieutenant Gilmore Fairly 
Treated by His Captors. 


Three Columns of Americans Advance Upon 
San Mateo, Which Is Captured. 


Manila, Aug. 14.—The insurgents have 
taken the aggressive in the neighbor- 
hood of the railroad. On = 
night they unsuccessfully attacked S 
Luis. on the Rio Grande, near pa 
which is garrisoned by two companies 
of the Twenty-second infantry. The 
Americans had one man, a sergeant, 
killed and two privates wounded. 
Yesterday morning a similar affair 
took place at Gringua, four miles west 
of Malolos, where another small gar- 
rison is stationed as a safeguard against 
a@ possible attack upon the railway. A 
special train took reinforcements to Ma- 
lolos and Guiguinto, just north of Bul- 
acan, 

While the Seventeenth infantry, dur- 
ing last evening’s battle, was approach- 
ing Calulut, along the road, the troops 
Saw a group of 50 Filipinos outside the 
town under a flag of truce. Some, who 
were in white clothing, held up their 
hands, to signify that they were un- 
armed. Captain Hart, with a detach- 
ment, advanced cautiously to a point 
within 200 yards of them, when the 
Filipinos picked up their guns and fired 
a volley. The Americans dropped into 
the bushes unhurt on the first move- 
ment, and returned the fire. At this 
the Filipinos ran off. 

Word has been received from Lieu- 
tenant Gillmore, of the United States 
gunboat Yorktown, who, with 14 mem- 
bers of the crew of the gunboat, was 
captured by the insurgents last April 
near Balor, on the east coast of Luzon. 


LIEUTENANT GILMORE 


The message, which came through a 
Spanish prisoner, is to the effect that the 
officer and his men are at Vigan, in the 
province of South Ilocos, on the west 
coast of Luzon. All but two are well. 
Lieutenant Gillmore is allowed a house 
and a servant, and Is fairly treated. 


A reconnoissance by troops of Gen- 
eral Samuel B. M. Young's brigade, with 
the object of discovering the where- 
abouts of the enemy near San Mateo, 
about 10 miles from Manila, resulted in 
the occupation of San Mateo. 

The American loss was three killed 
and 13 wounded, including a lieutenant 
of the Second infantry. Twenty-three 
of the enemy are known to have been 
killed. 

The Americans approached San Mateo 
in three columns Major Cronin, with 
150 men of the Twenty-fifth infantty, 
advanced from Novaliches, five miles 
west of San Mateo. Captain Rivers, 
with 100 men of the Fourth cavalry, and 
Captain Parker, with 280 men of the 
Twenty-first and Twenty-fourth infan- 
try, and the Fourth cavalry, approached 
in two colum.is from the south. 

Major Cronin experienced many dif- 
ficulties arising from the condition of 
the country, and failed to effect a junc- 
tion with Captain Rivers west of San 
Mateo, as had been planned. 

Captain Rivers, advancing, took an 
outpost of the enemy two miles south- 
west of San Mateo. He then en- 
countered strong resistance among the 
hills, the enemy firing from excellent 
potitions. Having failed to connect 
with Major Cronin, and seeing that the 
town was already occupied by the 
Americans, Cantain Rivers withdrew, 
covering his withdrawal by heavy vol- 
ley firing. He lost a sergeant killed. 
“Captain Parker, on advancing, found 
the enemy strongly entrenched on the 
far side of some rice fields, about a mile 
wide, and covered with deep mud. 
Pushing forward rapidly, he routed the 
Filipinos, after 40 minutes’ fighting, and 
then continued the march upon San Ma- 
teo, which he entered without serious re- 
sistance about 1:30 in the afternoon. 
Major Cronin entered the town about 
4:30. The Americcns still occupy the 
place. The Americans were exhausted 
by the heavy marching. 


Sunday Tragedy ragedy at Denver. 
Denver, Aug. 14.—Two police officers 
were killed here yesterday by Welling- 
ton C. Llewellyn, a recruit belonging to 
company L, Thirty-fourth volunteer in- 
fantry, now stationed at Fort Logan. 
Three soldiers had been raising a dis- 
turbance in a saloon and Officer Clifford 
was notified of their action and asked to 
watch g,hem. He followed them and was 
about to accost them when Llewellyn 
turned on him and sent a bullet through 
his heart. Clifford died almost immedi- 
ately. All three of the soldiers then ran, 
but two were overtaken and captured. 
Llewellyn continued running, with Of- 
ficer Griffith in pursuit. The officer shot 
at him twice, the soldier returning the 
fire, mortally wounding Griffith. He died 
afew minutes later. Llewellyn escaped.

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~— AN ORDINANCE 


in Relation to House Connections 
with the Common Sewer and, 
Regulating the Same. 


Engrossed Ordinance No 33, 1899. 


In the year one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine. 
se it ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 

All applications for the construction of particu- 
lar sewers and their entrance into common 
sewers shall be made upon blank forms to be 
obtained at the office of the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, and shall be signed by the 
owner or by the accredited agent of the prem- 
ises to be sewered. 

The size and materials of particular sewers 
and appurtenances shall be such as the Board of 
Sewerage Commissioners shall prescribe, and in 
conformity with the requirements of the Board 
of Health. 

Said sewers shall be laid accurately to straight 
lines and grades. If angles along the lines 
thereof are unavoidable, manholes or other 
approved means of access shall be provided. 

The materials and labor required in the con- 
struction of particular sewers and appurtenances 
thereof, shall be provided and the work done by 
the Board of Sewerage Commissioners or their 
duly authorized agents, and by no other person 
or persons; excepting that the applicant may 
make all of the excavation and back fill outside 
the street lines, excepting so much as will affect 
the proper bedding and securing of the pipe or 
other structure. 

The plumbing of any building shall not be 
connected with a particular sewer until the 
applicant shall file with the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners a certificate by the Inspector of 
Plnmbing, that the said plumbing work is in 
suitable condition for connection with the public 
sewer. 

No person shall be allowed to make any 
alteration in or make any connection with any 
particular sewer, except as stated in the original 
permit. Leave to depart therefrom must be 
obtained from the Board of Sewerage Com- 
further application thereof to 
said Commissioners. 

The Board of Sewerage Commissioners may 
at any time require such grease traps,to be 
along the line of any particular 
sewer, or on the discharge of any fixture con- 
nected therewith as he may deem necessary for 
the proper maintenance of said particular sewer, 
or of the common sewers. 

No person shall throw or discharge into a 
public sewer or any of its connections, any 
steam or other matter or thing which may tend 
to, or cause, an obstruction thereof or a deposit 
thereia, or any injury thereto. 

No person shall cause or allow any roof water 
or surface water, by pipe or otherwise, to be 
conducted or to flow or discharge into any pipe 
or drain connecting with, or which indirectly 
through any other pipe or drain or directly dis- 
charges its contents into any main drain or com- 
mon sewer. 

All particular sewers shall be under the control 
of, and be maintained and keptclean by the city. 
‘The expense in cleaning and repairing any par- 
ticular sewer shall be paid by the owner of the 
premises connected by said particular sewer, 
and pre-payment or security for the said expense 
may be required by the Board of Sewerage 
Commissioners, provided, however, that any 
labor on particular sewers occasioned by defects 
or obstructions in the common sewer shall be 
paid for by the city. 

The term “particular sewers” used in this 
ordinance is intended to mean the house connec- 
abuttor with the main or common

Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of these rules and regulations shall be 
liable to a penalty not excceding Twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each violation. 

This ordinance shall take effect upon its pas- 
and the ordinance in relation to House 
connections with the common sewer and regu- 
lating the same is hereby repealed.

Rules and Regulations 


FOR THE GOVERNMENT AND USE OF 


PARKWAYS AND BOUNDARY ROADS. 


Rutz 1. No person shall cut, break, remove, 
deface, defile or ill-use any building, fence, tree, 
bush, plant, turf, or other thing herein, belong- 
ing to the Commonwealth, or have in possession 
of any part thereof. 

Ruiz 2. No person shall throw any stone or 
other missile; or have possession of any fire- 
cracker, torpedo or firework; or make a fire; 
or sell, expose for sale, or give away any goods, 
wares or circulars; or post or display any sign, 
placard or advertising device. 

Rouxz 3. No person shall accost or follow or 
otherwise annoy another person; or utter any 
profane,threatening or abusive language or loud 
outery; or solicit any subscription or contribu- 
tion; or play any game of chance; or have 
possession of any instrument of gambling; or do 
any obscene or indecent act. 

Rue 4. No person shall preach; or pray 
aloud; or make any oration or harangue, or any 
political or other canvass; or sing or talk ina 
loud tone; or play a musical instrument; or 
display a flag or banner; or discharge or have 
possession of any firearm; or move in a military 
or civic parade, dril! or procession. 

Ruiz 5. No person shall go within the 
shrubberies or upon the grass or stand or lie 
down upon a bench, or go to sleep therein. 

Rute 6. No person shall play ball or any other 
game or sport; or have possession of or drink 
any intoxicating liquor; or, except in a place 
designated therefor, eat any food, or drop or 
place and suffer to remain any piece of paper or 
other refuse. 

Rue 7. No person in charge of any animal, 
other than a dog, shall allow it to go upon the 
parkways or boundary roads, unless such animal 
be used for pleasure travel on a way or place 
provided therefor. 

Rute 8. No person shall ride an animal ex- 
cept upon the driveways, or ride or drive a cycle 
or other vehicle, except upon the driveways, or 
ride or drive an animal, cycle or other vehicle 
upon other than the right hand side of the road, 
except to cross, or to turn out for an obstruction, 
or a person, animal, cycle, or vehicle going in 
the same direction. 

Rutz 9. No person sha’l ride or drive an 
animal, cycle or vehicle past an animal, cycle or 
vehicle going in the same direction, except to 
the left; or take a road runniag to the left, 
unless the right of way is given to all other 
animals, cycles or vehicles passing in either 
direction; or ride a cycle past an animal, cycle 
or vehicle going in the same direction without 
sounding a bell. 

Rue 10. No person shall ride or drive an 
animal not well broken and under proper con- 
trol; or ride or drive an animal or cycle faster 
than eight miles an hour or coast with a cycle or 
sled down any hill. 

Rove ll. No person shall drive a wagon or 
other vehicle for carrying merchandise or other 
articles, or a hearse, or any vehicle in a funeral 
procession, except upon a traffic road or to gain 
access by the shortest way from the nearest 
street to the front entrance of a house facing on 

___a parkway or boundary road. 

Roe 12. No person shall refuse or neglect 
to obey any reasonable direction of a police 
officer. 


Any person violating any one of the above 
rules is liable to a fine of twenty dollars for each 
offence. 

The parkways and boundary roads are public 
property, and itis the duty of every person to 
see that the above rules are observed, and to 
call the attention of the police to any violation 
thereot.

Rules and Regulations 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT AND USE OF THE 
SPEEDWAY. 


CHARLES RIVER RESERVATION. 


The two extreme ends of the Speedway are 
defined by signs and the side lines are 
marked by fences. 


Ruel. No person on foot shall be allowed 
within the limits of the Speedway. 

Rue 2. The use of the Speedway is re- 
stricted to light vehicles of the classes known as 
buggies (top and no top), runabouts, surrics 
and other light vehicles adapted to the speeding 
of light harness horses and not capable of seat- 
ing more than two persons and not drawn by 
more than two horses, but no two-wheeled 
vehicle of any description will be allowed with- 
in the limits of the Speedway after the hour of 
two in the afternoon. 

Light sleighs adapted to the speeding of light 
harness horses and not capable of seating more 
than two persons and drawn by not more than 
two horses may be used on such days in the 
winter time as the Speedway may be open for 

The use of any other classes of vehicles than 
those above enumerated is forbidden. 

Rute 3. No person shall drive on the Specd- 
way except in a north-easterly direction. 

Ruie 4. The use of bicycles, tricycles and 
horseless motor carriages on said Speedway is 
forbidden, neither shall any person ride thereon 
on horseback nor stand a horse nor drive slowly 
in such s manner as to obstruct speeding on 
said Speedway. 

Rove 6. The Speedway shall be open at 
such hours during week-days as the Superin- 
tendent, acting under the direction of the 
Metropolitan Park Commission, shall from 
time to time determine. 

Rute6. The Speedway shall not be open 
por used for any purpose on Sundays. No per- 
son using said Speedway shall make loud out- 
cries for the purpose of urging his horse or 
horses, nor shall any person abuse or overdrive 
any horse. 

Roure7. No person shall drive a horse on 
said Spéedway which is not well broken and 
under proper control. The use of hopples is 


forbidden. No person shall continue to drive 
on said Speedway after having been directed 
by the Superintendent or 4 police officer to 


leave the same. 


Ruiz 8. No person shall have possession of 
or drink any intoxicating liquor, nor drop or 
and suffer to remain any piece of paper or 

any other refuse within the limits of said Speed- 


way. 
Rue 9. No person 


shall cut, break, remove, 
deface, defile, or ill-use any building, fence, 


tree, bush, plant, turf or other thing within the 
limits of said Speedway, belonging to the Com- 
monwealth, or have possession of any part 
thereof, or sit or stand upon the fence on either 
side of said Speedway. 


Rue 10. No person shall throw any stone 
or other missile, or have possession of or set off 
any firecracker, torpedo or firework, or make a 
fire, or sell, expose for sale,or give away any 
goods, wares or circulars, or post or display any 
sign, placard or advertising device. 

Rue ll. No person shall annoy another 
person, or utter any profane, threatening or 
abusive language or loud outcry, or solicit any 
subscription or contribution, play any game of 
chance, or have posse3sion of any instrument 
of gambling, or do any obscene or indecent act. 

Rute 12. No person shall preach, or pray 
aloud, or make any oration or harangue, or any 
political or other canvass, or sing or talk in a 
loud tone, or play a musical instrument, or dis- 
play a flag or banner, or discharge or have 
possession of a firearm, or move ina military 
or civic parade, drill or procession. 

tuLE 13. No person shall refuse or neglect 
to obey any reasonable direction of the super- 
intendent or of a police officer. 

Any person violating any one of the above 
rules is liable to afine of twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

The Speedway is public property, and it is 
the duty of every person to see that the above 
rules are observed, and to call the attention of 
the police to any violation thereof.

Rules and Regulations 
FOR THE GOVERNMENT AND USE OF THE 


CHARLES RIVER RESERVATION. 


Rute 1. No person shall cut, break, re-

No person shall throw any stone 
or other missile; or have possession of any 
firecracker, torpedo or firework; or make a 
fire; or, eXcept with written authority from 
said Metropolitan Park Commission, engage in 
business, sell or expose for sale, or give away 
any goods, wares or circulars; or post, paint, 
affix or display cny sign, notice, placard or 
advertising device. 

{ULE 3. No person shall accost or follow or 
otherwise annoy another person; or utter any 
profane, threatening or abusive language or 
loud outery; or solicit any subscription or con- 
tribution; or have possession of or drink any 
liquor; or play any 
sion of any instrument 


intoxicating game of 
chance; or have poss 


of gambling; or do any obscene or indecent 


act. 

2uLE 4. No person shall preach; or pray 
aloud; or make any oration or harangue, or 
any political or other canvass; or display a flag 
or banner; or discharge or have possession of 
any firearm; or move in a military or civic 
parade, drill or procession. 

Rue 5. No person shall bathe except in a 
proper costume and at places designated there- 
for, and bathers shall not loiter or run about or 
lie upon the shore in bathing costume. 

Rute 6. No person in charge of any ani- 
mal, other than a dog, shall allow it to go upon 
the Reservation unless such animal be used for 
pleasure travel on a way or place provided 
therefor. 

Rute 7. No person shall ride an animal 
except upon the driveways, or ride or drive 
a cycle, or other vehicle, exeept upon the 
driveways, or ride or drive an animal, cycle or 
other vehicle upon other than the right hand 
side of the road, except to cross, or to turn out 
for an obstruction, or a person animal, cycle, 
or vehicle going in the same direction. 

tuLE 8. No person shall ride or drive an 
animal, cycle or vehicle past an animal, cycle 
or vehicle going in the same direction, except to 
the left; or take a road running to the left, 
unless the right of way is given to all other 
animals, cycles or vehicles passing in either 
direction; or ride a cycle past an animal, cycle 
or vehicle going in the same direction without 
sounding a bell. 

RtuLEe 9. No person shall ride or drive an 
animal not well broken and under proper 
control; or ride or drive an animal, cycle or 
other vehicle faster than eight miles an hour or 
coast with a cycle or sled down any hill. 

RuLE 10. No person shall drive » wagon or 
other vehicle for carrying merchandise or other 
articles, ora hearse, or any vehicle in a funeral 
procession, except upon a traffic road or to gain 
access by the shortest way from the nearest 
street to the front entrance of a house facing on 
the Reservation.

TIDETURNING 
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Lies of Anti-Dreyfusites 


Are Being Nailed.

Rennes, Aug. 14.—M. Casimir-Perler 
gave to the court-martial on Saturday 
a history of the Dreyfus case. He spoke 
in an emphatic manner, with strong 
emotion and often in a strong tone of in- 
dignation. He appeared to greater ad- 
vantage than I ever remember to have 
seen him before and was honest and 
truthful, though not free from poso un- 
less when angered by the lies being told 
about him rendered him quite natural, 

General Mercier was allowed to sit 
while giving his deposition. He spoke 
for hours in a scarcely audible voice. 

Failing to demonstrate the guilt of 
Dreyfus, General Mercier turned to- 
ward the prisoner and said: “If I had 
the slightest doubt of the justice of the 
1894 sentence, I would now say to the 
prisoner, captain,\I have wronged you.” 

Dreyfus for the first time burst the 
bounds of his strict self-control. The 
blood rushed to his face, and, starting 
to his feet, he cried: “But that is what 
you ought tosay.” This brought down 
the house and the bar, the press and the 
public applauded. Dreyfus stood while 
the “‘bravos"’ were repeated, quivering 
with anger. Then the cowed look re- 
turned, and he sat down rapidly in the 
square military position he thinks re- 
spectful to the court. 

General Mercier's deposition was in 
such contrast to the graphic, powerful 
story of M. Casimir-Perier, which had 
throughout the ring of truth, that the 
general was hooted as he left <he stand. 
The proceedii.gs were thrilling, a sign 
that the tide is on the turn. Colonel 
Jouaust, the president of the court-mar- 
tial, Who was so stiff with Dreyfus and 
ignored his salutes, returned them. 

There were other depositions of great 
importance, though they were not sen- 
sational. Their importance lay in their 
coyernig the anti-Dreyfusites with con- 
fusion, by naiiing their Hes to the coun- 
ter. The evidence that Dr. Ranson 
who is now in India, was said to be pre- 
pared with, was stigmatized in a letter 
from him as “futile inventions.” He 
did not witness the search made of the 
person of Dreyfus for documents when 
the latter arrived at Isle de Re to be 
shipped to Cayenne, and he never heard 
of the search or the finding of concealed 
documents on him. 

M. de la Roche-Vernet, a typical at- 
tache of embassy, now serving at Ber- 
lin, had been greatly boasted about by 
the anti-Dreyfusites as able to smash 
M. Paleologue’s testimony, given on be- 
half of the foreign office before the 
court of cassation. Well, de la Roche- 
Vernet was summoned to Rennes as a 
witness for the defense. Everything he 
said confirmed Paleologue’s testimony 
and confounded Mercier. His evidence 
related to interpretations sent to the 
war office in a cipher telegram to the 
Italian government about the arrest of 
Dreyfus. MM. de la Roche-Vernet and 
Paleologue were confronted with the re- 
sult of mutual confirmation. 

I like to look at the counsel‘s bench. 
Maitres Demange and Labori and two 
more advocates were there. You could 
fancy Roentgen rays of intellectuality 
and strength of purpose to emanate 
from that bench. An advocates pro- 
fession, rightly understood, is a noble 
profession. The military judges look, 
as such, contemptible, beside the wear- 
ers of the toga. They have each and 
all a something in them reminding one 
of Esterhazy. The minds of all move in 
the narrowest groves, and are bandaged 
up in action of military authorities and 
convention. The tone of the military 
bench is dull and unintellectual, and [ 
prefer the treachery of a French civil- 
ian judge to the blockheadism of the 
military. The former tries at least to 
worry the evidence out of a prisoner, 
but the military judge disdains evidence 
end he does not mind letting the pris- 
oner feel at the outset that he thinks 
him guilty. 

The officers who judge Dreyfus may 
have, for decency’s sake, to acquit him, 
but they will do so reluctantly, and with 
hearts filled with gall. They are not to 
be converted by evidence, but it may, 
and I believe will, overbear them. 


It can now be said that the battle has 
begun in earnest. Its political bearings 
are shown in the arrest of Paul Derou- 
lede, the deputy and poet, and 23 of his 
numerous royalists and Bonapartists 
allies who have pooled with him against 
the republic. As to the Boulangist con- 
epiracy, the pool would be of little conse- 
truthful, though not free from pose un- 
has found representative men in Genera! 
Negrier and some other generals having 
great commands. 

It is strange how the fight thickenea 
#round the shadowy and emaciated red- 
haired Jew, whose uniform of an ar- 
tillery captain so ill-fits his figure and 
physiognomy. Last Monday's sitting of 
the court-martia] and the subsequent 


non-public sittings were the first skir- 
mishing aperations; but Saturday wasa@ 
field day, in which the two hostile forces 
into whieh France is divided, and has 
been since the revolution, set them- 
selves in array of battle and drew the 
first blood. Each side stands committed 
to a certain course and has burned its; 
ships. The actual Dreyfus trial is a 
trial of strength. I cannot see a possi- 
bility of its ending ina drawn game. It 
is now a “neck or nothing” combat, a 
desperate fight in which neither side will 
give in unless utterly routed. 

The moral situation of the forces en- 
gaged reminds one of that of the armies 
of the French revolution and those they 
had to fight. The Dreyfusites have the 
brains, the forward impulse, the dash 
and the flexibility. At the same time 
they are raw recruits, gathered spon- 
taneously from the four parts of the com- 
pass: Hatred of the military caste, and, 
it may be, the secret hope of rewards, 
have made them homogeneous, 

The nationalists have social and other 
prestige, numbers and organization. 
Their center is composed of the majority 
of Frenchmen and Frenchwomen; their 
left wing is formed of 22,000 officers, and 
their right wing consists of the church. 
All profess Pespect for legality, but only 
from the lips out. 

One side is just as unscupulous as the 
other; but the most active and less 
numerous side does really fight for the 
cause of humanity, justice and truth. 
The Dreyfusites have, at any rate, won 
belligerent rights, and they are sure of 
the friendly neutrality of the govern- 
ment. 

Their adversaries can no longer make 
use of the rope that hung Lemercier 
Picard, or the razor that cut Henry’s 
throat. The minister of war could not, 
if he wanted to, read a forged document 
in parliament. It is impossible now to 
stuff the dossier with fables fit for 
Mother Goose's tale. But organization, 
numbers, prestige and wealth mean stay- 
ing power. 


Doubtless the Dreyfusites are supplied 
with Jewish funds without accepting M. 
de Freycinet’s estimate of 39,000,000 
francs. The sums subscribed by Eng- 
lish and German Jews must be enor- 
mous; but like wealthy gentiles, rich Jews 
are fond of the pomp and vanities of life, 
the titles of aristocratic society. Many 
of them are frightened already at the 
onward pace of the Dreyfusites. 

General Mercier’s deposition was in- 
audible unless to the judges and short- 
hand reporters. It fell flat, his voice and 
delivery being bad. But we have it now 
in print. 

It has qualities for which we did not 
give it credit during delivery. They are 
easy, flowing statements, with plausi- 
bility and the art of lulling suspicion. 
As the deposition appears in fullin the 
reports it will everywhere be read with 
delight by those already persuaded that 
Dreyfus is a _ traitor. Figuratively 
speaking, the deposition, which was 
really a speech for the prose sution, shows 
Mercier to be a flautist of the highest 
order. He never loses hi3 way in the 
most intricate variations and keeps in 
view the motif, namely, that Dreyfus 
is a cool, calculating, well-informed 
traitor. 

The immediate issue of the fight is the 
freedom of Dreyfus; but Saturday’s in- 
cidents and episodes are the beginning 
of a struggle of far reaching conse- 
quence, 

I must give the nationalists credit for 
having, from the very beginning, fore- 
seen what revision would leadto. They, 
in many things, showed blindness. They 
accepted the madman, Quesnay de 
Beaurepaire, as their spokesman. But 
they had a keen insight for the ultimate 
trend of the revisionist movement, 


Dreyfus is generally unfortunate in 
the use of the pen. He lacks artistic 
sensibilities and cannot disassociate 
himself from entering into the feelings 
of others. One sees this harsh egotism 
in his correspondence with his wife. He 
Was never more unfortunate than in the 
letter complaining that Casimir-Perier 
did not keep a promise to him. It ex- 
asperated Casimir-Perier, who treated 
as a foul libel the assertion that he, as 
president of the republic, entered into 
a@ pact with an officer accused of treason. 

Casimir-Perier has a habit of think- 
ing morbidly. He has taken deep of- 
fense at several assertions of Mercier 
and will try conclusions with him. We 
expect fur to fly; in Casimir-Perier’s case, 
canine, in Mercier’s, feline. Some of 
Countess Marie von Munster’s letters in 
the secret dossier were to Mlle. Lucie 
Faure. They may be forgeries. I can- 
not imagine that she gave them to the 
minister of war as proof that the family 
of the German ambassador took an in- 
terest In Dreyfus, 

The Schwartzkoppen letter, speaking 
of the impetuous intervention in the af- 
fairs of the German emperor for reasons 
unknown even to Hohenlohe, is believed 
to be genuine. In this connection it is 
said in military circles that a lady in 
whom Emperor William took a deep in- 
terest had fished out for him Dreyfus as 
a person competent to inform his majesty 
on French military questions. This 
lady, it is said, was a relative of the late 
Jacques Saint Cere of The Figaro, who 
Was condemned to 13 months’ imprison- 
ment for blackmailing the late million- 
aire, Max Lebaudy,

After the talk Senator Platt 
said: “The visit of General Henderson 
was purely of a social character.” 

General Henderson was asked con- 
cerning Richard Croker's statement pub- 
lished upon the arrival of the latter from 
Europe that it is almost incredible that 
a president of the United States is willing 
to shed the blood of the unfortunate Fili- 
pinos chiefly to keep himself and friends 
in office. 

He said: “If I remember correctly 
some people accused Abraham Lincoln 
of a similar thing in the war of the Re- 
bellion. But the American people did 
not believe it then of Lincoln.” 

Senator Platt said he had not read 
Croker’s statement and, consequently, 
had no opinion to offer. 


A Transport’s Close Call. 

San Francisco, Aug. 14.—The United 
States transport Centennial arrived here 
from Manila yesterday after an excit- 
ing trip. She narrowly missed a couple 
of typhoons, was ashore on a coral reef, 
where the entire crew barely escaped 
capture at the hands of the Filipinos; 
one of the sailors was killed by a parting 
hawser and one of the quartermasters 
was stabbed by a colored cook. Dur- 
ing the lightening process, necessary to 
get the Centennial off the reef near Ma- 
nila on her outward trip, a quantity of 
government stores, to the value of $13,- 
000, had to be jettisoned, and were eager- 
ly appropriated by the Filipinos, who 
swarmed about the reef, and made more 
than one attack for the purpose of cap- 
turing the vessel and crew. Upon her 
return trip to this port, the Centennial 
brought a number of invalided officers 
and men from various regiments. 

Both Duelis!s Dead. 

Dallas, Aug. 14.—A duel, fatal to both 
participants, took place here yesterday 
between Policeman A. P. Rawlings and 
Charles A. Daniels, Fourty-five-cal- 
ibre revolvers were the weapons, the 
distance three paces. Rawlings lived 
10 minutes and Daniels an hour after the 
shooting. Rawlings was drunk, and a 
friend was trying to induce him to go 
home, when Daniels crossed the street 
and sat down in front of a store. Raw- 
lings pointed his finger at Daniels and 
gaid, with anoath: ‘There sits a cow- 
ard.” This was repeated three times 
before Daniels got up from his chair and 
approached Rawlings. Not a half 


dozen words were spoken before the 
shooting began.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


It is reported that the imperial! heir 
presumptive of Austria, the Archduke 
Francis, is betrothed to the Gaind Duch- 
ess Helene Viadimirovna of Russia. 

It has been decided by the Russian 
government that hereafter any univer- 
sity or high school student creating or 
instigating disorders shall be forcibly 
drafted into the army and compelled to 
render from one to three years’ service. 

It is stated that one of the companies 
of royal! artillery at present attached to 
the Halifax garrison will shortly be 
transferred to Victoria, B. C., being re- 
placed by a company now in the West 
Indies. 

The North Atlantic squadron has Sailed 
from Bar Harbor. The squadron will go 
to sea for a few days’ practice and then 
proceed to Newport, 

Charles P. Bryan, United States min- 
{ster to Brazil, in a communication to 
the Argentine and Brazilian press, as- 
serts that the United’States wants noth- 
ing of South America but trade and 
harmony. 

Colonel Mulford, First Nebraska, who 
has just returned from the Philippines 
with his regiment, has accepted a cap- 
tain’s commission in one of the volunteer 
regiments, and will return to the Phil- 
ippines. 

Horatio N. Slater, the millionaire 
manufacturer of Boston and Webster, 
Mass., died at his summer home at Mag- 
nolia, Mass., after a short illness, 

Rev. Aloise Russell Nevins, a Paulist 
father of the community, died at New 
York. Father Neving died from Bright's 
disease, which developed into a serious 
etage nearly a year ago, altfough his 
health had long been poor. Two weeks 
ago he had a stroke of paralysis. Father 
Nevins was born in Philadelphia Feb. 11, 
1853. 

A two-story wooden building in the 
yards of the Boston Fireproof Brick com- 
pany, South Boston, was destroyed by 
fire. A falling timber struck Lieutenant 
Adams, dislocating his shoulder. The 
loss is about $50,000. The fire was 
caused by an overheated kiln. 

The navy department has received 
nothing in confirmation of the reported 
trouble in Samoa, the news of which 
came by way of Vancouver. 

Twelve hundred insurgents crossed the 
Yaque river, in San Domingo, under fire. 
In the engagement the government 
forces lost 18 men killed, but there were 
no fatalities among the insurgents. 

William Spear and Daniel Holden es- 
eaped from the New Jersey state prison 
some time Saturday night, and have not 
been heard of since.

Dreyfus Will Lose Case 
by Labori’s Absence. 


The Evert Now Looked Upon 
as a National Calamity. 


Advocate Had’ Just Recov- 
ered From Typhoid Fever. 


Nerves Overcome and In Bad Con- 
dition to Withstand Shock. 


Ex-President Casimir-Perier and General Mer- 


cies Snarl at Each Other In Court. 


London, Aug. 15.—The correspondent 
of The Times at Rennes, who comments 
upon the “prodigious drama being en- 
acted here,”’ and the “loss to the Drey- 
fus cauée through the disablement of 


Labori,” says: There is a terribly sug- 
If the 


fates had been combining against Drey- 


gestive timeliness in the crime. 
fus they could not have armed a more 
efficient agent of their designs than the 

unknown man Who shot Laborj just as 

about to riddle with shot and 

with his invective, irony and 

arguments of the public 

accuser, Mercier. 

It Was a master stroke. The one in- 
dispensable man was thrown hors du 
combat just at the moment when most 
Was expected of him. J do not exag- 
gerate the general impression when I 
affirm that with Labori absent the bot- 
tom seems t0 have dropped out of the 
defense. The examination of Mercier 
by Maitre Demange was ont of the 
weakest exhibitions of forensic ingenuity 
and presence of mind which it Is possible 
toconceive. Mercier, Billot and Cavaig- 
nac, With the others, held the floor just 
as thair predecessors in the trial of 1894, 
while the prisoner was left almost with- 
out defense 

Doubtless Maitre Demange is a great ( 
lawyer, and he may well have been up- 
set by the terrible events, but his formal 
and antiquated methods stood him in 
sad stead yesterday, and it was yester- 
day that was most dreaded by all the 
adversaries of Dreyfus. 

Then, to cap all, Mercier called upon 
Mme. Laborj to proffer his sympathy. 
It must be remembered that M. Labori 
had but just recovered from the typhoid 
fever; and his ardent, nervous organiza- 
tion, overstrung by the tension of thig 
trial, is in a bad condition for combat- 
ting a fresh shock. The worst news 
would gurprise no one. For reasons 
which I am bound not to give the event 
is a national calamity, 

Emily Crawford, in a copyright As- 
sociated Press dispatch, says that the 
drama at Rennes grows tragical by the 
well-nigh successful attempt to kill M. 
Labori. The would-be assassin was 
evidently a crank, and looked like a 
workman. His weapon was a re- 
volver, the theatre of the crime the quay 
Pichemont. It was while Labori was 
going to the court, with Colonel Pic- 
quart and his cousin, M. Gast. 

Colonel Picquart describes the would- 
be murderer as swarthy and thick-set, 
resolute and intelligent looking. The 
country around Rennes. is a country of 
small, patchy fields, separated by 
hedges, which he was evidently familiar 
with. Apparently he knew places in 
the thicket into which he could dive, and, 
in doing so, remained concealed for some 
time from a pursuer. The gendarmes 
that Colonel Picquart met joined in the 
pursuit, but fleet running and knowledge 
of the locality enabled the would-be 
murderer to escape. 

Maitre Lavbori is young, fair, hand- 
some and full of lusty life and high 
spirits. His talents as a speaker are 
not of the highest order, but no other 
member of the Paris bar knows better 
how to use law to defeat its object. He 
can drtve a motor car through the code. 
Until he pleaded for Zola his luck was 
uninterrupted. He then had an at- 
tack of typhoid fever, which greatly 
weakening him, and forced him to neg- 
lect business. The Zola affair was a 
great advertisement, but it brought him 
no direet profit, and created for him 
endless enemies. He refused the hand- 
some fee the novelist offsred; nor does 
he accept pecuniary reward froin Drey- 
fus.

I heard of the attempted assassination 
as I was entering a corridor leading to 
the hall of justice in the Lycee. There 
I saw Madame Labori rushing from the 
opposite direction, with a surgeon in 
military uniform beside her, and a fol- 
lowing of other persons. Ali had anair 
of intentness. Their thoughts certainly 
did not run on the Dreyfus case. Then 
officers and police rushed out of the 
guard room, and ran in the same di- 
rection, 


‘Ine president of the Association of 
Legal Journals, M. Taunay, well known 
as the organizer of the international 
press congress, jumped upon a table and 
exclaimed: ‘M. Labori has been fired at 
and wounded.” 

The announcement caused a deep hush. 
Solemn silence reigned for perhaps three 
or four minutes. Possibly it was the 
silence of stupor, for all seemed stunned, 
At length the nationalists and Drey- 
fusites declared their horror of the 
crime and their sympathy with the vic- 
tim. 

The sitting was adjourned for a shori 
time to enable Maitre Demange to in- 
quire after Labori’s condition. During 
the proceedings pendiug the inquiry the 
ladies grew excited and communicated 
their nervousness to the gentlemen. As 
a precaution against canes and parasols 
being used in a faction fight, a gendarme 
Was sent around to take them into his 
care. This led to masculine protests 
and much feminine cackle, but the gen- 
darme insisted, 

The court then entered, Colonel 
Jouaust, the president of the tribunal, 
alluding to some manifestation of opin- 
fon last Sunday in the tribune, 
threatening to clear it if either approval 
or disapproval of any witness Was ex- 
pressed there. He then ordered the con- 
frontation of M. Casimir-Perier and 
General Mercier. 

These witnesses were more a cat and 
dog than before. Casimir-Perier seemed 
like one of those fussy mongrels that 
one sees on the box of a French peasant’s 
market cart. The dog sits beside the 
driver, looking intently forward and 
ready to pick a quarre! with no matter 
whom. He seems to think he runs the 
whole concern. 

Casimir-Perier spoke of himself only— 
of what he did and sald when president, 
He often snubbed Mercier verbally and 
by almost turning his back upon him. 
He had little to say of the Dreyfus af- 
fair. 

General Mercier paid him back in 
scratches that almost drew blood. 

General Billot sat while making his 
long deposition. He still believes Drey- 
fus guilty, but gave no strong reason. 
He said that Colonel Picquart 
tematically, as head of the intelligence 
department, kept back all new facts un- 
favorable to Dreyfus and stifled inquiry.

She is hound for Mil- 
ford Haven, where she will be docked 
for repairs. Divers have been working 
On her day and night for weeks past, 
sheathing and caulking the damaged 
portions of her hull.

SHOT DOWN HIS WIFE 


Vermont Man Than Killed 
Mother and a Man, 


Her 


Tried to Murder Latter’s 
Wife, but Failed. 


Went Gunning For His Brother-In-Law and 
Then Left Town. 


Middlebury, Vt.. Aug. 15.—Last even- 
ing a man named Eastwood hired a 
team here and went to East Middlebury 
a short distance from here, to the resi- 
dence of his wife, who lived with her 
mother there, and shot his wife and her 
mother, killing both. 

He then rapidly drove back to this 
town, went to the residence of Frank 
Fenn, driver of a team for Marshall & 
Co., and deliberately shot him through 
the heart. He next fired at the murdered 
man’s wife, but did not kill her, the bullet 
grazing her head. 

He then went to the residence of E. D 
Brown, brother of his wife, and tried to 
find Brown, evidently with the intention 
of shooting him. Eastwood has not been 
seen or heard of here since. A watch is 
being kept around here for him. 

An officer boarded the sleeper here last 
night going south, but did not see any- 
one he suspected until a few minutes be- 
fore the train arrived at Brandon. This 
man Was outside the door of one of the 
vestibule cars, when Conductor Amblo 
saw him and shouted to him to come in- 
side. The man began to cry, and the 
conductor tried to drag him in, but he 
refused to come. 

Mr. Amblo then called the officer, who 
threatened to shoot the man if he did 
notcomein. Just as the train wasslow- 
ing up at Brandon the conductor made 
another effort to drag the man in, andin 
the scuffle which followed the man would 
have fallen off the trainif the conductor 
had not held to his wrists. Just as the 
train stopped the man broke away, 
jumped from the car and fled. Con- 
ductor Amblo describes the man as a 
large person, wearing a brown coat, light 
trousers and a calicoshirt. His hat was 
blown off during the scuffle. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Giowth In Northern New England Retarded, 
but Southern Portion Benefited 


3oston, Aug. 15.—The following bulle- 
tin is issued by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, New England sec- 
tion, climate and crop service, for the 
week ending Aug. 14: 

The weather during the past week was 
favorable to crop conditions in Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
and in some sections of Vermont. The 
rain of the 10th and llth was, in most 
instances, generous in amount and 
timely, resulting in great benefit to all 
vegetation. Little rain fellin the north- 
érn portion of the district, where it is 
greatly needed. The weather, especial- 
ly at night, has been too cool in Maine, 
New Hampshire and Vermont for corn 
and potatoes, and crops generally. 

The temperature ranged several de- 
grees lower in all sections than during 
the preceding week. The average for 
the district was 65 degrees, which is 6 
degrees lower than for the week ending 
Aug. 7. The mercury fell to the frost 
point in numerous sections of Maine, 
Vermont and New Hampshire, but with- 
Out damage to vegetation. It dropped 
to within 4 to 6 degrees of freezing in 
Several localities in the lowlands of 
Maine. 

Copious rains fell in southern New 
England on the 10th and 11th; also in 
coast sections north to Portland. The 
largest amounts were noted in eastern 
Massachusetts. Oniy light showers oc- 
curred in the more northern sections of 
the district. The average precipitation 
for New England was one inch, or double 
that of the preceding seven days. 

The seasonal temperature of the week 
with the plentiful supply of rain of the 
10th and llth has improved the general 
conditions of al] growing crops in south- 
ern New England. With few exceptions 
the precipitation was sufficient for pres- 
ent needs and in many cases to last corn 
and vegetables to maturity. In many 
sections .tie rain Was most timely, and 
without which certain crops would have 
suffered great injury and in others total 
loss. More moisture will be shortly 
needed for pastures and meadows and 
for fall plowing and seeding. Also to 
replenish streams, springs and wells. 

The conditions are less satisfactory in 
the greater portion of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. There are 
some sections in these states where little 
or no rain has fallen for the past two to 
four weeks, and some crops have reached 
a critical condition. The drought is be- 
coming especially severe in parts of 
Piscataquis, Washington and Waldo 
counties, Me. The correspondent at 
Foxcroft, Me., reports that the ground 
is like an ash heap; in other sections it is 
described as a bed of dust. 

The dry weather is also seriously felt 
in many sections of New Hampshire and 
Vermont, though the need of rain in 
these states is not so great as in Maine. 
The cool weather has also served to re- 
tard crop growth in the northern states. 
Reports indicate that light frosts were 
of general occurrence in favorable lo- 
calities on the 8th and Sth, mostly in low- 
lands of northern New England.

‘WHO WILL ANSWER?) BEAUTIFUL TRIP. 


Some Knotty Questions Relative yr, Albert Keating Writes from 


Newfoundland. 


Current Island, Newfoundland, 
August 8th, 1899. 
Editors Quincy Daily Ledger: 

1 left Boston, Saturday, July 29, 
upon the S 8S, La Grande Duchesse and 
arrived at Halifax,N. S., Sunday night. 
Sailed Monday morning and arrived at 
Hawksberry Monday night. Took the 
Steamer Marion same night through 
‘‘Bras de Or Lakes’’ and arrived at 
Sydney Tuesday night, at 10 o’clock, 
then in the morning took Steamer 
Harlaw for Newfoundland and I am 
still on board, and have just got to 
her journey’s end two hundred miles 
beyond the last place I can mail a 
letter. We have just turned her bow,on 
her return, 

The Labrador coast can be plainly 
seen from the ship’s deck. I have not 
slept on shore but one night since I 
left home ten days ago. There are only 
three other passengers on board; they 
got on when I did at Sydney. We have 
taken on and left, a great many at the 
different points along Newfoundland 
coast going up. The other three are 
Mr. and Mrs. Frazer of West Virginia, 
who are just taking the round trip for 
pleasure, and Mr. Reed of Quebec, who 
has a large wrecking steamer working 


upon the wrecked English steamer 
Gangus. We passed her-on our way up, 


the weather being so rough we could 
not stop, but will in the morning going 
down. 

This trip is one of the most beauti- 
ful that one can take. The whole coast 
is attractive. Mountain after mountain, 
over one thousand feet high, and a 
great many two and three thousand feet 
above the level of the sea, and covered 
with snow. While in one of the ports 
Mrs. Frazer and two gentlemen climbed 
to the top of one, twenty-four hundred 
feet high. In their ascent they passed 
large fields of snow, which could be 
plainly seen by ns. The inhabitants 
have christened it Frazer mountain, 
in honor of her; she being the only 
woman known to have gone to the top. 

If any one contemplates a sea trip 
next summer they should take this one 
The steamer makes only one trip a 
month. It is getting rather cold here. 
now to take one this season. At Bay of 
Islands we took on the member of 
Parliment for this district and he 
assigned a berth in my state room and 
jolly good room mate he proved to_ be. 
We left him at the last port, port 
Saunders. 

On Tuesday evening, Aug. 8, we left 
Current Island and put into 
inside of where the wrecked steamer 
lay, and came out a little after daylight

next morning and went to the 
wreck and anchored in order to put 
Mr. Reed, the owner of the wrecking 


steamer on to the wreck. 
of the Harlaw and the 


The captain 
four passengers 


mentioned above, went out on to the 
wreck and it was a grand treat. 
The wrecked steamer was very 


large,and had on a valuable cargo; was 
bound from Quebee to England. This 
steamer the Harlaw, was the first one 
to go to her after she was wrecked and 
took off all on board, and five thousand 
boxes of cheese. While on board the 
wrecking steamer, Mrs. Frazer was very 
much attracted by the divers suits and 
said she would go down to the bottom 
if they would put it on to her. So the 
diver did and she was lowered over 
board; went to the bottom and brought 
up shells, It was a very courageous 
act, and one never known to have been 
done by a woman, or at least by any of 
the diver’s officers or passengers. 

At every port or stopping place, for 
not half of them have wharves, we just 
dropped anchor. Lobster and salmon 
canning factories are at every place, 
and we have taken on hundreds and 
hundreds of cases; brought out to the 
steamer in boats. 

If one wants to see human nature as 
it is nowhere else, you ought to come 
here. We are picking up a great many 
workmen who are going home, as the 
canning season is over. 

I only wish I could describe to you as 
I see it. I have come up the coast over 
four hundred miles and stopped at a 
great many places, and have not seen 
one horse. All their travel is by boats 
in the summer and by Esquimo dogs 
in the winter, most every family have 
from one to five dogs. There are no 
streets—just narrow foot paths from 
house to house. 

On our up trip we had on three 
explorers; one going to Labrador one 
to the main land of Newfoundland and 
one was set off in his boat for an 
island without a living person on it. 
He had his provisions and his man 
Friday. The passengers were all very 
intelligent and interesting. 

It was my intention to leave the 
steamer at Bonne Bay and join my 
nephew Mr. Edward Sheldon, whose 
business, is along the Newfoundland 
coast in a forty-five ton yacht. I found 
him there Sunday and as he was not to 
sail till Thursday, the officers and 
passengery urged me to go on with 
them as the steamer would stop there 
on her way down. 

Too much cannot be said for the 


comforts of the steamer and of its 7 


pleasant officwrs. They give a great deal 
of time and swttention toward making it 


pleasant and interesting to passengers. 
The table is excellent. When I get 
back to Bonne Bay, and join Mr. 
Sheldon, we will go right over the same 
route that I have been in the steamer, 
and if it is not toorough, or cold, we 
shall go to the Labrador coast. 

I am going to send this letter by the 
steamer to be mailed and I don’t ex- 
pect to see another chance to send a 
letter home for a great while.

Ruz 1. No person shal! cut, break, remove, 
deface, defile or ill-use any building, fence, tree, 
bush, plant, turf, or other thing herein, belong- 
ing to the Commonwealth, or have in possession 
of any part thereof.

LOUISIANA LYNCHING 


Brings Up a Controversy Over the 
Subject of Naturalization. 


Review of Compacts Regulat- 
ing Rights of Immigrants. 


Exceptions to Section Requiring Five Years’ 
Residence Preliminary to Citizenship. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—The controversy 
now in progress with Italy over the 
lynching affair in Louisiana promising 
to turn upon the question whether the 
victims have duly transferred their al- 
legiance from Italy to the United States, 
it is of interest to review the understand- 
ings between the United States and 
various foreign powers on the general 
subject. Treaties regulating the rights 
of naturalized immigrants have been 
concluded with Austria, Baden, Bavaria, 
Belgium, Denmark, Ecuador, Great 
Britain, Hesse-Darmstadt, the North 
German Union, Sweden and Norway, 
and Wurtemburg. 

The treaties with Austria and the 
states now included in the German em- 
pire provide that their citizens or sub- 
jects who have become naturalized in 
the United States and resided here “un- 
interruptedly” for five years, shall be

We require five years’ residence pre- 
liminary to naturalization except in five 
cases, and in these consists the differ- 
ence between the terms of the two sets 
of treaties. Our exceptionsare: First, 
soldiers honorably discharged from our 
army, who are permitted to naturalize 
without any previous declaration of in- 
tention or more than one year's resi- 
dence here; second, seamen who have 
served three years On an American mere 
chant vessel after declaration of inten- 
tion; third, the minor children of natural- 
ized persons, if dwelling here; fourth, 
the children of citizens, though born out 
of the country; fifth, the wives of citl- 
zens and of immigrants who have de- 
clared their intention. 

The treaties generally provide that 
“the decluration of the intention to be- 
come a citizen of one or the other coun- 
try has not for either party the effect 
of naturalization.” Besides this, our 
laws forbid the tissue of passports to 
persons who are not{full citizens. Some 
of the treaties provide that if a citizen 
or subject of the other power, after nat- 
uralization here, renews his allegiance 
without the intent to return to the 
United States, he shall be held to have 
renounced his naturalization here. Re- 
nunciation is assumed in the case of 
even native-born citizens who leave the 
country obviously with no intention to 
return. 

As to the countries with which we 
have no naturalization treaties, all in- 
formation must be gathered from their 
works of jurisprudence, their statute 
books, etc. In France, Itaiy, Russia 
and Turkey, it is held that a citizen or 
subject cannot expatriate himself with- 
out obtaini: g the consent of his gov- 
ernment. in Switzerland there is a 
modified assumption of perpetual citi- 
zenship, which takes the form rather 
of preserving to a Swiss citizen and to 
his descendants certain rights and priv- 
iliges there, than of greserving to the 
government its right to make demands 
upon him; indeed, it has heen held in 
Switzerland that natyralization in the 
United States, when preceded by an ac- 
cepted renunciation of Swiss allegiance, 
dissolves such allegiance. 


AN APPEAL TO COVERNORS 
To Ask Citizen: of Their States to Contribute 
Toward Relief of Porto Rieans, 

Washington, Aug. 15.—Secretary Root 
has sent an appeal to governors to aid 
in furnishing r@glief to the Porto Rican 
storm sufferers. General Weston, chief 
commissary, is establishing supply sta- 
tions at Savannah, Atlanta, New York 
and Chicago, for the purpose of re- 
ceiving and caring for relief stores. The 
following has been sent to the governors 
of the several states: 

“I enclose herewith copies of two tel- 
egraphic dispatches received from the 
governor general of Porto Rico, by 
which it appears that the devastation 
wrought by the recent hurricane in that 
island is even greater than was at first 
supposed. It is evident that a great 
multitude of people, rendered utterly 
destitute by this awful calamity, must 
be fed and cared for during a consider- 
able period, until they can have the op- 
portunity to produce food for them- 
selves. Enormous quantities of sup- 
plies of the kinds indicated by the gov- 
ernor general must be procured, 

“The magnitude of the work to be ac- 
complished leads this department to 
suppiement the appeal already made to 
the mayors of the principal cities of the 
country, by a more general appeal, and 
I beg you to ask the people of your state 
to contribute generously to the relief of 
the people of Porte Rico. 

“Swift steamers have been provided 
to Jeave the port of New York to carry 
the supplies directly to Porto Rico as 
rapidly as they can be collected. 

“Contributions should be either in sup- 
plies of the character indicated or in 
money, in order that the supplies can 
be purchased. The supplies should be 
sent te Colonel F. B. Jones, army bui)d- 
ing, foot of Whitehall street, New York 
City, in packages plainly marked “Porto 
Rican Relief.” and Ge should be con- 
sulted ag to time of shipment. Money 
should be gent to the Nationa! Bank of 
North America, New York city, whicn 
has been designated as a depository for 
the relief fund.”

July the imports of merchandise 
amounted to $59,925,178, of which nearly 
$26,000,000 was free of duty- The in- 
crease, as compared with July, 1898, was 
about $9,000,000. The exports of domes- 
tic merchandise during July amounted 
to $92,958,468, an increase of over $20,- 
000,000. During the seven months of 
the calendar year the dutiable imports 
of merchandise exceeded those of the 
corresponding period in 1898 by nearly 
$33,000,000, and the domestic exports 
were nearly $8,000,000 less than for the 
corresponding months in 1898. For 
the seven months the gold exports ex- 
ceeded the imports by nearly $4,000,000.

Washington, Aug. 15.—E. S. Holmes, 
Jr., an expert of the statistical bureau 
of the department of agri ulture, has 
just completed a report embodying the 
results of a tour of the flood devastated 
region of Texas and making a careful 
estimate of the damage done, the ag- 
gregate of which he places at $7,414,000. 
The number of farms submerged is esti- 
mated at 8100, with a total area of about 
1,380,000 acres.

While the crops over a very large area 
were practically destroyed, the effect of 
the rains on the upland crops will be 
highly beneficial.

Are Thoroughly Enjoying Trips to 
Famous Suburbs of the Hub, 


_—_—. 


Tom Butler Wins Third-Mile 
Professional Ceampionship. 


Five Men Finished In a Buach in Quarter-Mile 
Championship For Amateurs. 


Boston, Aug. 17.—Weather gods and 
Wheelmen have dwelt in the most com- 
plete harmony thus far in the 20th an- 
nual meet of the League of American 
Wheelmen, and while storm signals have 
been displayed at the local weather bu- 


reau, toynadoes predicted from the 
signal service towers in Washington, 
the visiting and local members of the 


great organization 
thoroughly delightful 
and suburbs. There were runs yester- 
day to many important and historical 
points, and the city entertained the yvis- 
itors with a band concert and fireworks 
on the common lastevening. Bicyclists 
are in evidence everywhere throughout 
the city and suburbs. 

The racing program, which is an im- 
portant part of the meet, began at the 
Charles River park. Twoevents wére of 
great interest, the one-third mile na- 
tional championship for professionals 
and the quarter-mile national champion- 
ship for amateurs. The former went to 
Tom But! by a few inches over Major 
Taylor in a sensational finish. The 
amateur event Was captured apparently 
by E. W. Peabody of Chicago, with Al- 
bert Tallandier of Paris second and Les- 
ter Wilson of Pittsburg third. Five 
riders had finished in a bunch, and it was 
immediately claimed that Ben Goodson 
of Australia had crowded the others on 
the home stretch. After appeal to the 
referee it Was announced that the final 
Was a dead heat between Peabody and 
Tallandier, and it will be ridden again. 

The racing conditions were excellent, 
but the attendance was small. Eddie 
McDuffee started behind motor pace for 
a five-mile exhibition, but quit at three 
miles. Several other events, of localin- 
terest chiefly, combined to give a fairly 
good program. The Associated Cycling 
clubs of this vicinity is conducting the 
racing. 

The two national events furnished the 
only excitement of the afternoon. In 
each the contestants represented wheel- 
men from all over the globe, but the 
foreign professionals Were not the equal 
of the New Englanders, 

In the one-third mile professional the 
field was put into four heats, and those 
qualifying went into the semi-finals. 
In the first heat Major Taylor had an 
eusy Win; time, 49 seconds. In the sec- 
ond heat Tom Butler, by taking the lead, 
thought he 
Carthy of St. Louis beat him at the tape; 
time, 443-5 seconds. In the third heat 
Nat Butler was expected to win, but 
after leading the bunch all the way 
Hammer of Philadelphia won; time, 44 
seconds. The fourth heat went to Frank 
Butler easily in 44 3-5 seconds, 

The semi-finals were made interesting 
by a Butler in each. In the first one 
Frank Butler and Major Taylor loafed 
in the rear, watching each other. Then 
McCarthy shot out and stirred up the 
rest. It was a great finish, Taylor get- 
ting the heat by half a length, Butler 
second and McCarthy third; time, 46 
seconds. In the other semi-final Frank 
Sutler pedalled for dear life all the time 
and won in 44 2-5 seconds, with Hammer 
second and McLeod third. 

The prettiest fight was in the finals 
with two Butlers against Taylor. Atéthe 
pistol Frank Butler shot ahead, draw- 
ing McCarthy and McLeod after him, 
leaving Taylor watching Tom Butler. 
Rather than risk the result, Taylor, at 
half the distance, spurted. He caught 
the leaders in the stretch, but Tom was 
with him and the finish was at a terrific 
clip, the major losing by a few inches. 
Frank Butler brought up the rear. 

The quarter-mile amateur chamfion- 
ship had enough entries to keep every- 
body guessing. Moran of Chelsea, who 
has been doing great work, finished third 
in the first heat, but couldn't qualify in 
the semi-finals. 

The two-mile multicycle handicap was 
an easy affair for Poutch and Wilson of 
Louisville, the limit men. Their handi- 
cap was not reduced during the first 
mile and then other machines slackened 
up to making good running for second 
and third places. This brought Taylor 
and Casey against two Butler boys, and 
the last half mile wasa warm one. Tay- 
lor’s machine won out for second place. 

The other races had no special interest. 

One of the features of the day outside 
the runs and racing was the untiring 
efforts of a large delegation from Mil- 
waukee to persuade the league to meet 
in that city next year, and there seems 
to be little doubt that the movement will 
be successful. 

During the day President Keenan 
talked interestingly to the newspaper 
men, and said that the L. A. W. was in 
a@ most satisfactory condition. The 
great aim in the future must be cen- 
tralization of power and thus benefit the 
majority of the members. The league 
hag lost its “‘boom’’ membership, and is 
now on a healthy basis, with a member- 
ehip of about 60,000.

THE ABSENCE OF LABORI 


Makes Proceedings In Dreyfus Court 
Martial Unfavorable to Prisoner. 


Colonel Henry’s Widow and 
General Roget Testify. 


Dreyfus and the Audience Affected by Recital 
of Tortures on Devil’s Island. 


Rennes, Aug. 17.—The general impres- 
sion left by yesterday’s court-martial 
proceedings is unfavorable, owing to the 
absence of such cross-examinations as 
M, Labori would have submitted M. 
Lebon and M. Guerin to, and owing to 
the facts that General Roget’s argu- 
ments received noreply. This, however, 
it is hoped, will prove damaging when 
M. Demange cross-questions him, al- 
though M. Demange cannot be said, up 
to the present, to have shown up to any 
great advantage, 

The feature of the day's proceedings 
was the story of the sufferings of Drey- 
fus on Devil's Island, his prison, off 
the coast of French Guiana. 

Dreyfus wept in court when the clerk 
read a document recounting the details 
of his incarceration. 

The proceedings opened with the ap- 
plication of M, Demange for an ad- 
journment. 

This was followed by the deposition of 
M. Guerin, the former minister of jus- 
tice, who, however, only repeated the 
evidence he had given before the court 
of cassation. 

M. Lebon, the former minister of the 
colonies, a big, red-bearded man, then 
testied in justification of his instruc- 
tions to treat Dreyfus rigorously, de- 
claring that the extreme stringency 
only dated from the time he thought 
an attempt would be made to rescue 
the prisoner. 

Colonel Jouaust, president of the 
court martial, asked Dreyfus if he had 
any questions to put to the witness, and 
he replied in an emotional voice: 

“No, I am here to defend my honor, 
I do not wish to speak of the atrocious 
suffering, which, for five years, I, a 
Frenchman and an innocent man, suf- 
fered on the Ile du Diable.” 

M. Demange here asked that the of- 
cial report of the treatment of Drey- 
fus on the ll? du Diable, which was pub- 
lished ijn the newspapers last week, 
should be read. The clerk of the court 
did so, and, in a sympathetic tone, re- 
counted the harrowing tale of Dreyfus’ 
mental and physical sufferings and ine 
human treatment on the island, 

Dreyfus at first watched the faces of 
the judges with his usual composure, 
but gradually, as the story proceeded, 
and incidents of his awful existence 
were brought up before him, his eyes 
grew dim and tears glistened in his 
eyes, Then they slowly trickled down 
his cheeks. Dreyfus could stand it no 
longer, and for the first time during his 
trial gave way to his emotions and si- 
lently wept. 

The faces of the audience expressed 
sympathy with the prisoner's emotion, 
and even the captain of the gendarmes 
sitting beside Dreyfus turned and gave 
him a look of concealed compassion. 

Gen, Mercier, who, with M. Lebon, 
was seated in the front row of the wit- 
nesses’ seats, listened to the reading of 
the report unmoved, while Col. Jouaust 
followed it with an air of bored toler- 
ance. 

M. Lebon afterward returned to the 
stand and added a few more words in 
justification of his conduct, and then 
Col. Jouaust ordered the next witness 
to be brought in. 

All eyes were turned toward the door 
on the right of the stage, and, a mo- 
ment later, the form of a woman, dress- 
ed in deep mourning, appeared in the 
doorway, and, accompanied by a non- 
commissioned officer, advanced to the 
platform. 

It was the widow of Col. Henry, the 
French officer who committed suicide 
in prison after confessing to forging cer- 
tain documents in the case. With pale 
face and hand upraised before the cru- 
clfix, she took the oath to tell the truth. 

She admitted the frequent visits of 
Esterhazy to her husband, and de- 
clared her husband told her he had 
forged one document “in order to save 
the honor of the country.” She gave 
her evidence in a very matter-of-fact 
way, and was in nowise the sympathetic 
figure the anti-Dreyfusards havetried to 
make her. Her evidence, however, was 
of very little weight. 


Gen. Roget, in undress uniform, fol- 
lowed. His evidence waga vitrolic dia- 
tribe against Dreyfus from beginning to 
end. 

General Roget spoke for three hours 
without adducing any new facts, only 
reiterating in the most forcible terms 
what has been bandied about in the 
anti-Dreyfusard press for a year past. 
The most interesting part of his tes- 
timony was his attack upon Colonel Pic- 
quart, which will undoubtedly lead to 
the confrontation of the two men, 

He treated Dreyfus without mercy, 
both in words and attitude. In fact 
it seemed at times as though he would 
provoke the prisoner into striking him. 
The general's manner was most passion- 
ate. In his outburst at the end of his 
testimony he uttered the most ruthless 
attack, with the air of one delivering 
a pleasant Sunday school address, lean- 
ing over the front of the witness rail, 
sipping from a glass of water, wiping his 
lips and mopping his brow with perfect 
self-satisfaction. But again and again 
he would half turn in his chair, and 
pointing his finger at Dreyfus would 
repeat some cruel accusation, at the 
#ame time fixing his eyes on the accused 
man, his body inclined forward like that 
of 4 cobra awaiting the moment to 
strike. 

Dreyfus, however, steadily returned 
his gaze, sometimes throwing a glance 
at the president of the court, as though 
appealing for permission to repiy, Once, 
when General Roget had flung one of 
these darts, he stopped ang dejiberately 
paused. One could s¢¢ the fire in Drey- 
fus’ eyes, and in his tight!y-cleneched 
jaws could be divined the struggie that 
Was going on witbin him. The captain 


of gendarmes, seated beside Dreyfus, 
watched him closely. 

The seconds passed like hours, and the 
spectators held their breaths. General 
Roget seemed purposely to prolong the 
silence in order to make a deeper im- 
pression. It was a perilous moment. 
But Dreyfus won the battle over his pas- 
sions, and when Roget's voice was at 
length heard again everybody knew the 
danger was past, and a deep-drawn 
sigh of relief came from the audience. 

Colonel Jouaust then addressed the 
prisoner, asking him if he had anything 
to say in reply to General Roget. Drey- 
fus replied: 

“No, my colonel. It is frightful that, 
day after day, for hours, I should thus 
have my heart, my soul and my very 
entrails torn out without being per- 
mitted to reply. Itis a terrible torture 
to impose upon an innocent and loyal 
soldier. It is a frightful thing, fright- 
ful, frightful.’ 

This outburst caused a great sensa- 
tion. The audience, profoundly stirred, 
began to applaud, but the applause was 
quickly suppressed. Colonel Jouaust 
pointed out to Dreyfus that the court 
had given him an opportunity to speak 
at the end of every deposition. 

The court then adjourned. As the 
prisoner passed out in front of the seats 
assigned to the representatives of the 
press, his face was pale, but animated. 
He seemed to be in a state of great 


nervous excitement, and in a furious 
temper. 
Maitre Mornard, who represented 


Madame Dreyfus in the revision pro- 
ceedings before the court of cassation, 
has been summoned to replace Maitre 
Labori until the latter is able to return 
to his post. M. Mornard is expected to 
appear in court today. He is, however, 
a poor substitute for Labori. 
New Fngland Delegates Withdrew. 

Chicago, Aug. 17.—At the very end of 
the convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Colored Women of America seri- 
ous trouble arose over the election of 
officers, and the final crash came in the 
withdrawal of all the delegates from 
the New England states. The unpleas- 
antness started over the re-election of 
Mrs. Terrell of Washington as president 
of the association, a motion prohibiting 
re-election of officers having been previ- 
Terrell was re- 


ously carried. Mrs. 
elected after a long struggle. An at- 
tempt Was made to propitiate the New 
Englanders by proposing that a new 
office of assistant secretary be created 
and Miss Carter be chosen to that posi- 
tion by acclamation. Mrs. Ruffin of 
Boston stated that there was no such 
office provided for in the constitution. 
In spite of this the delegates chose Miss 
Carter to the ofmce of assistant revoerd- 
{ing secretary. Miss Carter said she did 
not want the office and would not take it. 
The New England delegates, she said, 
had been unfairly treated, and she an- 
nounced the withdrawal of the northeast 
faction, comprising the New England 
states and its 1000 members, from the as- 
sociation, 


Anti-Gobel'tes’ Convention. 

Lexington, Ky., Aug. i7.—The anti- 
Goebel Democratic state convention as- 
sembled here yesterday. Over 3000 men 
Were in the hall, of whom over 900 were 
delegates. John W. Greene was chosen 
chairman. He made a strong speech. 
Congressman Owens and others also 
made -address¢s. Resolutions were 
adopted, declaring that the Louisville 
nominees were not the nominees of the 
Democratic party; demanding the en- 
actment of a law giving effect to the gec- 
tion of the state constitution yhich 
provides deprivation of office for any 
person who, to secure his nomination or 
election, has been guilty of fraud or in- 
timidation, bribery or corrupt practices, 
etc; endorsing the Chicago platform 
and Bryan for president; denouncing 
the Goebel election law, and ecndemning 
President McKinley for alleged ad- 
vancement of the interests of trusts. 
John Young Brown was nominated for 
governor by acclamation. 

Blow to Methods of Faith Heaters. 

Chicago, Aug. 17.—Mrs. Henrikka 
Blatch was charged with violating the 
medical practice act in administering 
to Mrs. Anneta Flanders, who died un- 
der the faith “divine healing” treatment 
of Alexander Dowie, who claims to pos- 
sess the power of healing the sick by the 
laying on of hands. Mrs. Blatch was 
found guilty, and a fine of $140 and costs 
was imposed. Justice Everett held that 
within the law the followers of the faith 
healer must resort only to spiritual and 
mental means of treating the sick. 
When material means are used, then 
the state law governing the practice 
of medicine had been violated. 


No Strike on Boston and Maine. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—A satisfactory 
agreement has been reached between the 
officials of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road and their employes, and the threat- 
ened strike will not take place. With 
regard to the employes of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford, the officials 
of the Federated Board of Railway Em- 
ployes, who settled the Boston and 
Maine affair, state that they have no 
official knowledge of any grievances on 
the Consolidated road.

EWS IN BRIEF. 


The 122nd anniversary of the battle of 
Bennington was generally observed in 
Vermont, it being a legal holiday 
throughout the state. The victory of 
General Stark over the British in 1777 
Was appropriately celebrated in Ben- 
nington. 

Governor Stone of Pennsylvania has 
issued a proclamation to the people of 
the state requesting prompt contribu- 
tions for the sufferers of Porto Rico by 
the recent storm, 

As Emperor William's yacht Meteor 
has finished her racing season, Captain 
Ben Parker, the skipper of that craft, 
and 11 members of her crew have re- 
ceived permission from the emperor to 
Start for the United States immediately 
in order to help sail the Shamrock in the 
races for the America’s cup. 

The auxiliary cruiser Panther, now at 
the League Isand nav y yard, has been 
temporarily transferred to the War de- 
partment for use in the transportation 
to Porto Rico of relief supplies collected 
in Baltimore and Philadelphia. 

Assistant Secretary Vanderlip has 
given a $1200 position in the treasury 
aepartment to Miss Portia Sprague, a 
daughter of the late Kate Chase 
Sprague, ang sranddaughter of Salmon 
P, Chase, secreta ry of the treasury dur- 
ing the Civil war, : 


E SERIES OF BRUTAL ASSAULTS. 


Five White Women of Little Rock the Victims. 
Fears of Lynching. 

Little Rock, Aug. 17.—Five brutal as- 
saults by negro men on white women 
have occurred in Little Rock in the past 
24 hours. The victims of the assaults 
are all highly respected white women 
of this city. They are Mrs. Belle Aiken, 
Mrs, Milton Young, Mrs, Kennedy, 
Emma Longcoy and a young woman 
whose name is withheld. 

All the assaults occurred in the sub- 
urbs. The first was that on Mrs. Aiken. 
She was passing by Twenty-first and 
High streets when the negro seized her 
and dragged her to the woods. She re- 
sisted and cried for help. A passerby 
frightened the negro away after he had 
severely beaten his victim, 

A few blocks from the scene of the 
first crime Mrs. Young was assaulted in 
about the same ma&nner. The negro 
knocked her down with such force thata 
rib was broken, causing serious internal 
injuries. He choked and beat her about 
the head and on the side. The negro 
finally seized her purse and fled. Mrs. 
Young is in a precarious condition. Her 
clothing was torn almost entirely off in 
the struggle. 

An hour lafer Mrs. Kennedy was at- 
tacked at her home near West End park. 
She was knocked down, beaten and 
choked. Her child ran for assistance 
and the negro fled. Mrs, Kennedy’s in- 
juries are very painful. 

Emma Longcoy, 11 years old, was at- 
tacked and beaten by a negro half a 
dozen blocks from West End park. 

The fifth assault occurred on a well- 
known young woman at Twentieth and 
She was knocked down 
and badly beaten. 

Governor Jones has offered a reward 
of $100 each for the arrest and conviction 
of the guilty parties, 

Four negroes have been arrested as 
suspects and lodged in jail. They each 
answer the description given by some 
of the victims. They are Ed Wright, 
Joe Gardner, Will Morgan and James 
Randle. Wright has been positively 
identified by Mrs. Kennedy as the man 
who assaulted her. As soon as dark- 
ness fell men began flocking toward the 
jail, and by 140 o’¢lock 2000 were on the 
streets. About 11:30 o'clock an attempt 
Was made to storm the jail. The leader 
of the mob was arrested by Sheriff 
Kavanaugh on a charge of inciting a 
riot and lodged in Jail. The sheriff has 
placed a heavy guard at the jail.

Fifteen Hundred Rebels Routed. 

Manila, Aug. 17.—The Twelfth infantry 
left Calulet at sunrise today and ad- 
vanced up the railway. Captain Evans’ 
battalion deployed to the right of the 
track and Captain Woods to the left. 
Two companies remained on the track 
with the artillery. The insurgents were 
found well entrenched in front of the 
town. At a distance of 1500 yards the 
Filipinos, with an estimated force of 
1500, opened fire. The enemy sent heavy 
volleys against the whole American line. 
Most of their shooting was high. Col- 
one! Smith kept the whole line moving 
rapidly, with frequent rushes. The in- 
Surgents attempted to flank Captain 
Evans, and therefore two companies 
Were sent to the right and drove them 
back. Unable to stand our continuous 
volleys the Filipinos abandoned cne 
trenches and retreated through the town 
northward. It appeared that they had 
only received their supply of aitnmuni- 
tion this morning. Had they been at- 
tacked sooner they could have made little 
resistance. The intense heat caused 
much suffering among the Americans. 

pe Ras 
Rushing Troops For Otis. 

Washington, Aug. 17.—Secretary Root 
has been in consultation with the officers 
of the quartermaster’s department with 
a view to expediting the movement of 
the Philippine reinforcements, and as a 
result he has directed that four ad- 
ditional transports be chartered. They 
are the Pueblo, Belgian King, Columbia 
and Charles Nelson. These four ships 
have a capacity of 2550 men. It is ex- 
pected that all of them will be ready to 
Sail for Manila by Sept. 10. It is secre- 
tary Root’s desire that the entire body 
of reinforcements for General Otis’ army 
may reach the Philippines for service 
during October at the latest. It is now 
believed that all of the 10 regiments will 
have landed at Manila by the time the 
dry season opens. A short and suc- 
cessful campaign by this new army 
would obviate the necessity for sending 
any additional volunteers to the Philip- 
pines, 


Talk of Cotton Mill Combine. 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 17.—The !ndi- 
cations in local mill circles point to the 
formation of a cotton mill combine, with 
its financial end in New York, which will 
absorb $35,000,000 worth of Fall River 
manufacturing property. The trust 
movement appears to be spontaneous in 
its origin. It hag been felt here for 
weeks, and even months, and promoters 
seem almost ready to tell all about it. 
In event of a combine of the mills the 
prices to be paid for the stock will be 
based upon the earning capacity of each 
mill per spindle, A mill trust will be 
welcomed by many and deprecated by 
some, but middle men will view it with 
distrust until its selling agencies are 
fixed upon,

Convention of Anti-Imperialists. 

Boston, Aug. 17.—Secretary Winslow 
of the Anti-Imperialist league, in an in- 
terview, said that while it was not likely 
that the league would @rganize a na- 
tional party and put a ticket in the field, 
It is proposed to calla national conven- 
tion in October for the purpose of dem- 
onstrating the opposition of the people 
of the country to the present policy of 
the administration. 


Bicycle Accident Proved Fatal, 
Boston, Aug. 17.—Professor George A. 
Heuch of the University of Michigan 
died at the city hospital yesterday after 
undergoing an operation.

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 18.—No sooner 
had the fact of the offer by a syndicate 
to purchase the Fal] River cotton mills 
been announced than it became known 
that another and much larger syndicat 
had entered the fieldg and was busy 
through a New York man in arranging

matters preparatory to making a larger 
offer than that of the English people. 
At present the names of the men who 
compose this styled the 
national syndicate, are unobtainable, as 
it is their desire not to become known to 
the public until affairs are in the proper 
condition, but it is stated that the capi- 
tal of this new concern is to be $13 
000 at least, and the aim is to consolidate 
all the cotton mills in the country under 
one management, the purpo 
reduce the cost of production. 

The New York man, who declines to 
state his name to the press, was in the 
city yesterday in consultation with mill 
directors and stockholders. He states 
that he will confer with the backers of 
the national syndicate, and within 48 
hours will offer a bidin competition with 
the English concern, 

From present appearances it seems 
that the situation may develop into an 
auction sale, to all intent, of $50,000,000 
worth of Fall River cotton industries to 
the highest bidder. At present, how- 
ever, the only bid in evidence is that of 
the English syndicate. 

No offer is made for the Bourne mill, 
because the present owners have an- 
nounced that they will not sell anyway. 
The Barnaby mills, which make ging- 
hams, and the Stevens mills, which 
manufacture quilts, being out of com- 
petition, have been overlooked. The 
Globe yarn milland the Sanford spinning 
mill are not included in the offers be- 
cause of their connection with the yarn 
trust, so-called. Although no offer fs 
made for the Robeson mill as yet, it is 
stated that it will be included with those 
already chosen by the syndicate. 

There is much strong objection to the 
scheme among interested parties, the 
point being taken that good mills 
ties have, for the past 10 years, paid an 
average of 5 percent. If the amount 
which has been offered is paid Into the 
banks it would only pay its holders 


about 3 percent. Naturally the ques-

TEN MORE REGIMENTS, 


Philippine Rebellion to Be Wound 
Up In Shortest Possible Time. 


Activity In All Branches of 
the War Department. 


Will Increase the Strengih of the Army to 
Nearly a Hundred Thousand Men. 


Washington, Aug. 18.—An order has 
been issued directing that 10 additional 
regiments of infantry volunteers be or- 
ganized for service in the Philippines. 
The regiments will be numbered from 
Thirty-eight to Forty-seven, and will 
be organized at the following placts in 
the order named: Fort Snelling, Minn., 
Fort Crook, Neb., Fort Riley, Kan., Fort 
Niagara, N. Y., Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan., Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo., South Framingham, Mass., 
Camp Meade, Pa. 

“The policy of the war department,” 
Says Secretary Root, “is to furnish 
General Otis with all the troops and sup- 
Plies that he can use, and which are 
necessary to wind up the insurrection 
in the Philippines in the shortest pos- 
sible time.” 

The secretary was speaking of the 10 
regiments which were called out yes- 
terday by order of the president. He 
said that no delay would be allowed in 
enlisting, equipping and supplying the 
new regiments, nor in transporting 
them, as well as the other regiments al- 
ready organized, to the Philippines, as 
soon as they were needed for active 
operations. If the present number of 
transports is insufficient more will be 
procured. 

The men already enlisted for the Phil- 
ippine service will be sent at once, and 
the new regiments will be forwarded 
as fast as they are organized and 
needed. While there has been some sug- 
gestion that the new regiments will be 
used as a reserve force, it may be stated 
Positively that these regiments, as well 
as more, if they can be used, will be 
Sent to reinforce General Otis. 

Secretary Root sent a copy of the or- 
der to the various departments of the 
army, and they at once began prepara- 
tions for supplying the new organiza- 
tions. Within half an hour the ord- 
nance bureau had sent orders to the 
different arsenals directing that com- 
plete outfits of arms and ordnance sup- 
plies for each regiment be sest to the 
rendezvous where they are to be organ- 
ized. The quartermaster’s department 
gave orders for supplying tents, cloth- 
ing and other equipments furnished by 
that department, while the commissary 
department ordered a sufficient supply 
of rations to be on hand to feed the 
troops as fast as they arrive. The 
medical department was also directed to 
see that supplies were sent. 

The districts which were not very 
thoroughly covered in recruiting for 
the first regiments will be visited by the 
officers in the new organizations. It is 
the intention of the department to have 
the regiments give more attention to 
firing than to any other feature of the 
drill. The men will be armed as arethe 
regular infantry regiments, with the 
magazine army rifle. 

The selection of the majors and com- 
pany officers for the regiments is now 
occupying the attention of the secre 
tary, and the men are being chosen from 
among the volunteers who were called 
out in the Spanish war. The officers 
will be distributed as equitably as pos- 
sible among the different states, but the 
efficiency record of the men will govern 
to a great extent in their selection. 

It appears from the orders that the 
new regiments are to be mainly re- 
cruited in New England and the middle 
and central western states. Kansas 
and Pennsylvania have apparently been 
selected as the best field for recruits. 
It is said that no special effort is to be 
made to secure recruits in the southern 
states. This is due, it is said, to the 
experience of officers who operated in 
that quarter for recruits for the 10 vol- 
unteer regiments just organized. The 
only places where difficulty was expe- 
rienced in securing men was in Georgia, 
Alabama and the Carolinas, and the 
gulf states and the two northwestern 
Pacific states. 

Yesterday's action will add 18,000 men 
to the enlisted strength of the army, and 
increases the strength of the army to 
95,045 men. The total number of yol- 
unteers called into service is 30,170 men, 
being only 4893 men short of the total 
authorized volunteer establishment of 
$5,000. It is stated at the department 
that the number of volunteers already 
called into service is regarded as amply 
sufficient to meet all possible needs of 
the army, and that there {is no possibility 
that the remaining 4893 volunteers will 
be called for. 

Wednesday's recruiting for the vol- 
unteer army amounted to 289 men, mak- 
ing the total recruitment to date 14,- 
122, or 1032 in excess of the number 
required to complete the 10 regiments 
organized under the order of July 5 

All of these regiments have seoured? 
their full quota, except the Twenty- 
ninth regiment at Fort McPherson, Ga,; 
the Thirty-third at Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex, and the Thirty-fifth at the Van- 

couver barracks. These three regi- 
ments will be filled by the use of the 
overflow from the more successful regi- 
ments. The remainder of the excess 
will be used in filling the volunteer 
regiments being slowly organized in the 
Philippines, which are about 1800 men 
short. 


Vassel Lost In Hurricane. 

Pensacola, Fla., Aug. 18.—The steamer 
Germ arrived here yesterday with the 
crews of three Norwegian vessels, which 
were wrecked in the Carabelle hurri- 
cane. There were about 45 men. The 
Germ will later bring to Pensacola the 
crews of the Italian barks wrecked in 
the storm.

Had the refunding order for $40,000 
passed the City Council, the tax rate 
this year would have been $2.05 less, 
or probably $17 per $1,000, Without re- 
funding in 1900 there is very little 
show of reducing the rate much that 
year. Present indications are that after 
1900 the tax rate will be considerably 
reduced. Refunding may be an issue 
in the election of Councilmen and 
Mayor this fall. 

The tax rate of Boston will be fifty 
cents less this year, but how was it 
accomplished! By big loans and an 
increase of $53,708,702 in valuation. 
Just think of it over one milion dollars 


per week. The real estate in every 
ward was marked up; in one ward 
alone $13,635,500. Costly improve- 


ments, which were voted,don’t enter at 
all, but are carried to sinking funds 
which will mature in ten, twenty, 
thirty and even forty years from date, 
when this generation have passed 
away. 

The increase in valuation alone nets 
the city $705,584.00, but this does not 
begin to meet the current expenses. 
Loan orders for current expenses are 
made annually to the full limit of the 
city debt allowed by law, and special 
loans have been authorized greatly in 
excess of the limit. 

The increase in the debt of Boston 
is alarming and it is of some concern 
to the taxpayers of Quincy, for some 
kind of union is probably within 30 or 
40 years, Quincy cannot afford to 
‘*pay-as-you-go’’ and then be gobbled 
up and help Boston pay old debts. 
Although the sewer maintenance special 
assessment law was repealed and Bos- 
ton must refund about $500,000, the 
maintenance of sewers is not paid for 
out of the tax levy this year, but 
borrowed. The finanical condition of 
Quincy is much better than Boston. 


Quincy is fortunate in having gentle- 
men of business integrity who are 
willing to serve the city as Mayor and 
Councilmen. The salary of the Mayor 
is but $1,000 and is but little 
pensation for the service and time re- 
quired of the executive of a city the 
size of Quincy; while the Councilmen 
receive no salary not even expenses, 
and are apt to receive as much 
criticism as honor. Mayor Keith will 
undoubtedly be the Democratic candi- 
date for reelection but as he was ad- 
mittedly elected by chance last year it 
is doubtful ig he can be successful, as

Vacation For Troops. 
Washington, Aug. 18—The United 
States troops now serving in Cuba are 
to be brought to the United States for 
the purpose of giving the men a change 
of climate and an opportunity to re- 
cuperate. When a portion have re- 
mained what is deemed a_ sufficient 
period in this country they will return 
and relieve their comrades in the regi- 
ments, this practice being kept up until 
the entire body has enjoyed a rest in fhis 
sountry. The authorities intend to keep 
an adequate number of troops in the 
island to preserve order. 


Dynamite Exploded. 

New York, Aug. 18.—All that part of 
Harlem and the Bronx which lies within 
a radius of two miles of St. Ann's avenue 
and One Hundred and Eighty-fifth 
street was shaken last night by an ex- 
plosion of a large quantity of giant 
powder stored in a shanty in a vacant 
lot. Immense damage to surrounding 
property resulted and scores of persons 
were injured. The explosion, it is said, 
originated in a bonfire built by boys. 
The damage visible at present iy placed 
at $15,000, but this may run into much 
larger figures.

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ROGET WAS CORNERED 


But He Knew How to Speak to Spe- 
cialized Military Minds, 


Dreyfus’ Cause Helped by the 
Testimony of Picquart. 


intimates to the Court Martial That De Clam 
Is the Real Traitor. 


Rennes, Aug. 18.—With the usual at- 
tendance and without any noteworthy 
incident, the second trial by court-mar- 
tial of Captain Dreyfus was resumed 
yesterday in the Lycee. Generul Roget, 
M. Bertullus, the investigating magis- 
trate; the widow of the late Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry and Colonel Picquart 
Were on the stand. Mme. Henry, after 
M. Bertullus had deposed, asked leave 
to speak. She stood upina Sstagey man- 
ner, raised her left hand and asked to 
be heard. She wanted to contradict 
what Bertullus had said regarding the 
friendship of her husband and Ester- 
hazy. 

She wanted to show that Bertulus 
could not possibly have wrung an 
avowal from Henry that he and Ester- 
hazy formed an association of traitors. 
Her story coincided with what General 


toget said on this subject. So far 
from Bertulus appearing to suspect 
Henry and crushing the latter with 


words of suspicion, she said her late hus- 

band had described that magistrate 
as “charming.” She said that Bertulus 
even embraced Henry when the latter 
Was taking his leave, a circumstance 
which struck the wife when she heard 
of it, as boding no good. She jumped 
to the conclusion that falsehood lay be- 
hind the kiss, and that Bertulus was a 
Judas. This idea she then developed 
in a passionate peroration that seemed 
a lesson learned by heart. Bertulus 
felt that it would never do to argue with 
her, for te?@s were standing in her 
eyes, and the judges were looking sym- 
pathetic. So he said that he preferred 
saying nothing to a lady whose grief he 
respected, and whose angry excitement 
he pardoned. 

General Roget again showed extraor- 
dinary forensic ability. Ido not know 
what the military worth is of the gen- 
erals who are acting here as witnesses, 
but I do not wonder at the old judges 
of the court of cassation being jealous 
of their argumentative capacity, their 
skill in turning a case inside out, in 
puzzling innuendo, in casuistry and in 
elegant verbal facility. 

Dreyfus was under Roget as an out- 
sider at the general staff, and seemed 
tortured by his arguments and the 
points he made, points that went home 
to the military judges, and were in- 
tended to poison their minds. Finally 
he could stand it no longer, and, starting 
up, his eyes gleaming with anger, he 
cried: “You deal only in argumenta- 
tion. I have listened to you for hours 
without hearing a single fact.” 

There were, nevertheless, some facts, 
but they were adduced to destroy the 
credit of Colonel Picquart, who was 
represented, when head of the intel- 
ligence department, as playing a crooked 
part, and keeping back every piece of 
information unfavorable to Dreyfus. 

Maitre Demange made many happy 
points in putting questions to General 
Roget, who dodged them with presence 
of mind and adroitness, and, when ina 


corner, with cool impudence. Still 
Roget had the ear of the court. He 


knows how to speak to specialized mil- 
itary minds. 

General Roget was unable to conceal 
his annoyance and anger when M. De- 
mange scored. The ends of his fingers 
twiched nervously, and he frequently 
turned for consolation toward Generals 
Billot and Zurlinden, former ministers 
of war, who were seated on the witness 
seats behind him. The general also 
threw glances of savage resentment at 
the audience when, as happened sev- 
eral times, suppressed titters went 
round the court room when M. Demange 
cornered him. Finally General Roget 
became quite red in the face, and an- 
swered M. Demange in a hollow voice, 
contrasting strangely with the confident 
tone of Wednesday. 

The evidence of M. Bertulus was, on 
the whole, favorable to Dreyfus, in the 
judgment of civilian listeners, Un- 
fortunately, his reputation is blown 
upon. He belonged, when at Nice, to 
«he south railway gang, and as the mag- 
istrate sent to investigate their swindle, 
played into their hands. 

Roget alluded to this and to other 
doings of Bertulus, and showed that 
he did not respect him. M. Bertulus 
is an epicurean, and has rather shocked 
Rennes people by his rather gay re- 
lations with a former actress, who, 
somehow, rolls in riches. 


Colonel Picquart protested most for- 
mally against all suspicion of having 
caused the disappearance of any docu- 
ment relating to Dreyfus. Documents 
had disappeared, but he was not con- 
nected with their disappearance. He 
also repelied with scorn the assertion 
that he had endeavored to put another 
officer in the place of the real author of 
the bordereau. 

“It is true,” the witness continued, 
“that the name of Captain Dorval being 
mentioned to me as a dangerous man I 


had him watched, and do you know, 
gentlemen, by whom Dorval was 
watched? By his own cousin,” cons. 


tinued Picquart, “Major du Paty de 
Clam” (sensation). 

Colonel Picquart then next proceeded 
to reply to the various attacks made 
upon him. “These tactics,” he said, “are 
evidently pursued with the object of 
lessening the value of my testimony.” 

The colonel next outlined his connec- 
tion with Dreyfus at the military coi- 
lege, and afterwards at the ministry of 
war, where, owing to anti-Semite 
prejudices of the general staff, he first 
appointed Dreyfus to a department 
where probationers had no direct cogni- 
zance of the secret documents. He then 
described the consternation in the war 
office when the treason was discovered 
and the relief experienced when it was 
thought the guilty person had been dis- 
covered. It was then the Witness dis- 
covered the similarity between the hand- 


- 


writing of Dreyfus and that of the 
bordereau, amd he had recourse to 
du Paty de Clam, “who was supposed to 
have graphological knowledge.” 

Then the witness described what he 
characterized as “the irregular steps” 
taken by Genera! Mercier to accomplish 
the arrest of Dreyfus. 

Referring to the dictation test, the 
witness earnestly and emphatically af- 
firmed that he saw no signs of pertur- 
bation in the handwriting of Dreyfus on 
that occasion and, moreover, shortly 
afterwards du Paty de Clam admitted 
he had not found a fresh charge against 
Dreyfus. “Beyond the  bordereau,” 
added the witness, “there was nothing 
against Dreyfus—absolutely nothing.” 

His impression during the investiga- 
tion was that the accused man’s ac- 
quitt&l was probable, as the evidence 
was insufficgent. Witness believed he 
had even told the minister of war that 
the condemnation of the accused could 
not be secured unless the court-martial 
had been shown the secret documents 
which it had been agreed to submit to 
the court. 

The colonel next declared that in 1894 
he did not know the contents of the 
secret dossier. But he believed, like all 
other officers, that it contained frightful 
proofs against the prisoner. But, when 
he became acquainted with its contents, 
he found that his “earlier impressions” 
were entirely wrong. (Prolonged sen- 
Sation.) Picquart then recalled the 
vehement protests of innocence which 
the prisoner had not ceased to recall 
during all phases of the degradation. 
The witness declared he was quite igno- 
rant of the confessions Dreyfus was al- 
leged to have made to Captain Lebrun- 
Renault. 
working on the plan of the concentra- 
tion of troops and the Madagascar ex- 
pedition. He added: “It was in De 
Clam’s department that the search 
should have been made, or rather in his 
private room, where he worked quite 
alone.” (Sexsation.) 

De Clam, continued the witness, had 
been guilty of grave imprudence in hav- 
ing, contrary to the regulations, had 
confidential documents copied by simple 
secretaries, non-commissioned officers 
and even private soldiers, whereas the 
custom was that such 
solely by officers. 

Later on the witness said he wondered 
if it Was not to avoid the tisk of punish- 
ment that Paty de Clam advanced the 
date of the reception of the bordereau at 
the intelligence department so to 
make it prior to the date of his (Paty de 
Clam’s) arrival in the third department. 
(Sensation.) 

A few minutes later 
journed for the day. 

Continuing, Colonel Picquart defended 
himself against the charge that he had 
always directed his efforts towards the 
rehabilitation of Dreyfus. He said he 
had only directed the investigations 
made to that end when he became aware 
that the writings of Esterhazy and the 
bordereau were identical, and that con- 
sequently the charges against Dreyfus 
no longer existed. 

During the course of his deposition, 
Colonel Picquart asked to be confronted 
with Major De Claim and to be permitted 
“to deal with some of his peculiarities” 
when De Clam is in the witness box. 
Next the colonel examined the bordereau 
and declared Dreyfus could not have 
disclosed part of it. 

Colonel Picquart then declared he had 
never seen Dreyfus copy the smallest 
document in the war office. In the opin- 
jon of the witness the department where 
the bordereau was discovered ought to 
have been searched when the discovery 
Was made. This, he explained, was the 
department in which De Clam worked, 
and that was the department which was

Toric.—The leaven and the meal.—Math. xiii, 
$3; Dan. ii, 81-35, 45. (A missionary meeting.) 


The ultimate diffusion of Christiani- 
ty throughont the world and its tri- 
umph over the kingdoms of the world 
are assured. Christ’s parable of the 
leaven and the meal bears testimony to 
the first statement, and Daniel's inter- 
pretation of the dream of Nebuchadnez- 
zar to the second. But these references 
also point out some of the characteris- 
tics of the worldwide spread and tri- 
umpb of Christ's kingdom. 

1. Christ's kingdom is to spread 
gradually throughout the world. Small 
in the beginning, yet gradually the 
leaven diffuses itself thronghuut all the 
meal. One part is leavened, and it 
leavens another until] the whole is leavy- 
ened. How characteristic of the growth 
of Cbrist’s kingdom. First two disciples 
called; then 12; at the ascension, 500; 
at Pentecost, 8,000; today millions un- 
der every clime in the world. First 
Asia Minor, which touches continental 
Europe, which in turn leavens England, 
which leavens America, and today Eng- 
land and America are touching and 
leavening the world. Gradually, but 
surely, the kingdom spreads, and, if 
discouraged that it is not fast enough, 
let us recall the parable of the leaven. 

2. The spread of Christ’s kingdom is 
to be universal. The spread of the leav- 
en was gradual, but at last it leavened 
the whole lump, and the stone not only 
smote the image, but became a great 
mountain and filled the whole earth. 
Christ’s kingdom is to be a worldwide 
kingdom. Men have tried to found uni- 
versal kingdoms, but have failed. 
Worldwide empire has been the dream 
of more than one earthly potentate, but 
has always fiiled of realization. But 
Christ will not fail. His kingdom shall 
extend from sea tosea and from the 
rivers to the ends of the earth. 

8. Christ’s kingdom will triumph 
over allotherkingdoms. In Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s dream the kingdoms of the 
world were represented by an image 
composed of various metals.

So confident are the promoters that 
they are about to revolutionize the 
coke industry for the middle west that 
subsidiary coking companies are being 
organized at several of the mining 
towns in Lllinois, lowa and Indiana, 
and it is the expectatio that the erect- 
ing of coke ovens will be begun in all 
these states within a few weeks. At 
the office of Levi Z. Leiter it was said 
that contracts for the building of the 
ovens were partly made out and prob- 
ably would be signed within the next 
few days. 

The Chicago coke ovens are being 
erected for Mr. Leiter under the super- 
vision of Joseph Hemingway, the in- 
ventor of the new coking process, and 
the consulting engineer of the compa- 
ny, W. J. Warr, is secretary and treas- 
urer of the new concern, and W. E. 
Rothermel is general manager. An of- 
fice has been opened at the location of 
the ovens. Two of the ovens are com- 
pleted, and fires were recently kindled 
in them for the first time to dry them. 

Mr. Leiter is taking up what the 
Illinois Steel company tried fruitless- 
ly for years to accomplish. Ever since 
the first steel mill was erected away 
from the Pennsylvania coalfields ef- 
forts have been made to devise some 


process for economically coking the

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cheap grade of coal mined in the mid- | 


dle west, so as to save the 
freight charges on the West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania product. In every 
case the experiments have failed, ei- 
ther on account of the inferiority of 
the coal or the expensive processes of 
coking. 

The statement is made that almost 
all of the $1,000,000 capital stock of 
the company has been subscribed. The 
subsidiary companies, which will be 
organized either in the coal mining 
towns or in localities where the by- 
preducts can be disposed of easily, are 
to have the same relation to the origi- 
nal company as the state automobile 
companies have to the automobile 
trust. The Universal Fuel company 
will control the Hemingway patents. 

“We have been making a test of Pro- 
fessor. Hemingway’s patents for 
months,” said Mr. Leiter. “The compa- 
ny at Iast bas taken definite shape. 
We have found that by using the 
blowpipe to aid combustion we can 
make as good coke out of the better 
grades of Illinois and lowa coal as is 
made in Pennsylvania or West Vir- 
ginia, Of course we do not claim to 
be able to make the best coke out of 
coal that is half slate, but we shall 
make the cheaper grades of coke out 
of that too. 

“There is nothing secret about the 
process, but I do not feel like giving 
out the details just now, as some mat- 
ters relating to the patents are still 
pending. We expect to have coke 
ovens built at various points of Illinois 
and Iowa /before many months. The 
byproducts, like gas, will be salable in 
Illinois and Iowa, where they would 
be of no use in Pennsylvania. 

“We have made no contracts yet 
with any of the western steel mills, as 
we intend to have our plant in work- 
ing order before we begin selling the 
products. Put we intend to furnish 
as good coke from Illinois coal as can 
be bought in Pennsylvania. That 
means an enormous saving for the 
steel mills in the west. We shall not 
invest in any coal mines, but simply 
buy the western coal and coke it.”

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GARNER TO EDUCATE APES. 


Will Try Kindergarten and Deat | 
Mute School Methods on Them. 

Professer R. L. Garner, who has made | 
two trips into the Freneh Kongo for 
the purpose of studying the language 
and habits of apes, is in Cleveland for 
a few days. He is soon to make anoth- 
er journey to Africa for a further in- 
vestigation, and the other day he gave 
a reporter of the New York Sun some 
account of the work he is contemplat- 
ing. 

“My first trips to the French Kongo,” 
said he, “were made in 1892-4 and 
During the time that I spent 
there I was chiefly occupied in study- 
ing the means of communication which 
the apes have. Within a few months I ! 
shall make another trip to the same | 
part of Africa for further study. This 
time I am for the purpose of | 
looking into the psychie character of 
apes, with the intention of teaching 
them human speech and of finding how 
far they are able to distinguish num- | 
bers aud colors, and so on. 

“T shall take along phonographs and 
appliances which are used in teaching 
feeble minded children. Indeed, I hope 
to give them a regular kindergarten 
course, using blocks, geometric figures | 
and the other things with which chil- 
dren are taught. I shall also use some 
of the methods which are applied in 
the education of deaf mutes.” 

Professor Garner's home is in Chica- 
go. 


Saw an Iceberg 75 Miles Long. 

The presence at this time of the sea- 
son of icebergs in the straits of Belle 
Isle has given rise to a rumor that 
steamships would leave this shorter 
route to travel through the south chan- 
nel only. The presence of these ice- 
bergs at this time of the year is indeed 
extraordinary, says the Montreal Her- 
ald. When first navigation opens in 
May, and up to the early part of July 
or the end of June at least, all ships 
come through the channel south of the 
island. But in July the strait of Belle 
Isle is usually free from the ice. This | 
year, however, has been an exception, 
and on its inward journey the Paris- 
fan, whtch arrived in Montreal the oth- 
er evening and left again for Liver- 
pool the other morning, encountered 
several icebergs, one of which was 
over 75 miles in length. This ice was 
not in the strait proper, but well on its 
way to the ocean, or some 160 miles 
east of Belle Isle. Captain Brown has 
had many experiences with icebergs. 
He has seen all kinds, but none to 
equal the one which met the Parisian 
on its way through the northern chan- 
nel to Montreal. This one, the captain | 
claimed, was 75 miles long and rose 
several hundred feet above the water.

HARRISON ON FOREIGN RELATIONS. | 


Former President Tells France That | 
the United States Are Not to Be Re- 
garded as a Menace to Older World 
Powers—Will Fulfill Our Responsi- 
bilities. 


General Benjamin Harrison, former 
in Paris as counsel before the Vene- 
zuelan arbitration commission, 
asked by Tne Petit Bleu whether tue 
United States must be regarded as a 
menace to European states, says the 
New York Journal. General Harrison 
replied forcibly and fully to the fears 
of the French, saying: 

“The United States have no desire 
for war or conquest. Their attitude ts 
limited outside their own boundaries 
to the safeguarding of liberty. At home 
the country is devoted to the various 
pursuits of labor and the development 
of commerce. There is for Europe, 
then, no American question nor Ameri- 
can menace. 


was | 


“As opposed to France the question ; 
could exist least of all. France will re- 
main for us always the country of La- 
fayette, whose genius, truth and jus- 
tice made our independence one of the 
grandest manifestations and one of the 
most complete conquests of right ever | 
known. 

“America knows what she owes 
France, and she is far from ready to 
deny the obligation. If she was capa- 
ble of such a misunderstanding of her 
first duties, she would have indeed de- 
generated. She would be also lost for 
the future, as she would have become 
absolutely incapable of any interna- 
tional friendship. 

“We have not arrived at that point. | 
True, we have in the world other 
friends, but we have none for whom | 
friendship could possibly lead us to |} 
become the enemies of France. 

“You become disturbed over the | 
speeches of our politicians and our 
party leaders. You are led to believe 
from their utterances that we are an 
ambitious people who dream of war 
and conquest. That is a mistake. Our | 
written constitution is so constructed 
that no act of the party in power can | 
become an actuality without the con- 
sent of the people, and the people are 
peaceful, industrious and opposed to 
new ventures. They prefer to consult 
their own intelligence and reason 
things out for themselves rather than 
listen to the clamor of their leaders. 
Americans can be patriotic in their 
feelings without being in favor of any 
precipitate action. 

“Ideas on colonization have been at- 
tributed to us that are not ours. If 
such plans could find a place in the 
minds of our statesmen, they would of 
necessity be modified by geogigphical 
conditions, both physical and political | 
of the continents and islands to be con- 
quered. No, the United States do not 
dream of taking for themselves Is- | 
lands that from their position could be 
considered as prolongations of the 
American continent. Our relation with 
the world should remain peaceful; 
America wishes to grow by the expan- 
sion of her commerce by exporting her | 
products and not by force of arms. | 

“Why should any one fear that we | 
shall mix ourselves up with European | 
affairs? Our attitude has never justi- 
fied such a suspicion. In Greece, in | 
Armenia and in South America we 
have deplored the cruelties practiced | 
there and the persecutions that have | 
existed, but no one can say that we | 
have ever shown any tendency to po- | 
lice the universe or to interfere in 
quarrels that do not concern us. 

“In Cuba, even, America would have 


| welcomed an arrangement which would 


have assured the island a liberal and | 
just government under the control of | 
For our true position, I repeat, | 
is to guarantee the liberties of people, | 
but not to dictate their laws. 

“We have been forced there, as in 
the Philippines, to assume great re- 
ponsibilities. But we will not fail to | 
discharge them, you can rest certain, | 
as soon as the course of events will | 
permit. 

“We have undertaken the responsi- 
bilities that were Spain's, and we will 
find a way to fulfill them in all loyalty. 
Any quarrels in which Great Britain 
might be involved would in no way 
alter the policy of the United States. 
The United States want peace more | 
than ever and sympathize with every 
idea which tends to diminish the influ- 
ence of the armies in a settlement of 
international questions. 

“The policy of arbitration has not 
yet been established because of the 
difficulties in finding an important tri- 
bunal. But, as the principle of arbitra- 
tion has been accepted today with can- 
fidence by all states, we will stand by 
it with enthusiasm. When a proper 
court of arbitration has been created, 
a great step will be made toward the 
disarmament, and the great struggles 
which prevent the economical develop- 
ment of nations will be ended. Then | 
will the dream of peace be realized. 
America longs anxiously for that great

IN AMERICAN WATERS. 


Shamrock Arrives at New York---Was Towed 
Two Thousand Miles. 

New York, Aug. 19.—Cup challenger 
Shamrock, towed by a tug and followed 
by Sir Thomas Lipton's private steam 
yacht Erin, arrived in New York har- 
bor yesterday and proceeded directly to 


quarantine. There both vessels were 
boarded by an officer and promptly 
cleared. 


In the trip across the Atlantic the 
Shamrock carried a loose-footed main- 
sail of heavy canvas, having besides 
three sets of reef points a “bonnet” in 
the foot of it. Her jibstay sets up with 
a turnbuckle to the end of a bowsprit, 
extending not more than four feet out- 
board. No gaff was carried on the 
jigger mast, the sail being of the leg-of- 
mutton type. Straight as a reed and 
very strong is the Shamrock’s main- 
mast. It is held by three steel wire 

-ehrouds on each side, set up with turn- 
buckles. 

A great deal of the green paint has 
been washed off the bows of the yacht 
where she pounded in the heavy swells, 
leaving her bronze plates bare, and 
showing the fine rivetting work done by 
the builders.

Story of the General's Death as Told 
by a Manila Paper.

~ General Luna, as is well known, has 
| been the backbone of the insurrection. 
IIt has been especially relentless in 
lis hatred for everything American 
| and has even gone so far as to impris- 
on a great many insurgent officers and 
| soldiers for their suspected sympathy 
with the American cause. 

These imprisonments were without 
the authorization of Aguinaldo and 
entirely unwarranted and consequent- 
| ly made Luna unpopular with many in 
|the army. Luna, accompanied by his 
aid-de-camp, Colonel Romana, came to 
Cabanatuan to confer with General 
Aguinaldo with a view to obtaining 
his sanction, for these wholesale ar- 
rests and to have orders issued that 
all men suspected of a friendly feel- 
ing toward the Americans or their 
cause might be severely punished. Ar- 
riving at the chief's palace, Luna de- 
manded of a captain, who was acting 
as officer of the guard, if Aguinaldo 
wus at home, failing to refer to him as 
president or general. This angered the 
| captain, who looked at Luna for a mo- 
|; ment and then, turning on his hee 
| remarked, ‘*Yo no se.” 

Luna stepped up to him, took him 
by the shoulder, turned him around, 
commanded him to salute and stand 
at attention and proceeded forthwith 
; to censure him in the strongest terms 
he could command for his discourteous 
conduct. While the captain stood lis- 
tening his hand wandered to his re- 


to draw, whipped out his own pistol 
and fired, and in much less time than 
it takes to tell it the captain did like- 


wise. Neither shot was effective, and 
before others could be fired Romana 
interposed with his drawn sword, 


whereupon the sergeant of the guard 
ran him through with his bayonet. 
The whole guard was by that time in- 
flamed, and one struck Luna on the 
| head with a sword, and another thrust 
him in the abdomen with a murderous 
| bolo. 

The guards were not even satisfied 
with killing Luna and his aid, but they 
hacked them to pieces in their now 
thoroughly aroused blood passion. And 
thus did Luna die, a victim of his own 
insane pride and cussedness.

Alleged Abuse of Children. 
Hartford, Aug. 19.—An investigation 
into the management of the county tem- 
porary home at Warehouse Point was 
begun yesterday and a number of wit- 
nesses testified to alleged cruelty and 
parsimonious conduct on the part of 
Superintendent Adams. The home shel- 
ters upwards Of 100 children, boys and 
girls. Riehard McTighe testified to see- 
ing the superintendent knocking the 
head of a little girl between 4 and 5 
years of age against a stone because she 
had taken a piece of ice from thé cart; 
and again, after beating a smal! boy, 
Adams took him by the heels and ducked 
his head in a pail of water twice. Adams 
also choked children, and the imprints 
of his fingers were visible on the throat 
of a 12-year-old girl and a boy of the 
Same age.

General Mercier considers anything he 
might say explaining his position, which 
is that of a majority of the French peo- 
ple, would be useless. The best reply 
to Dreyfusard statements abroad will 
be the condemnation of Dreyfus. 

“This condemnation is only a matter 
of 10 days of a fortnight, for condemned 
Dreyfus certainly will be. Foreigners 
will then see that their journals have 
deceived them: for they will recognize 
that the mass of the French nation—who 
will receive the news of the conviction 
of Dreyfus as joyful tidings—is not com- 
posed of fools, and that, if the majority 
of the French applaud the condemna- 
tion. it will be because it is just and 
merited.”

The stage was occupied Saturday suc- 
cessively by three enemies of Dreyfus, 
Major Cuignet, General De Boisdeffre 
and General Gonse, Who mainly devoted 
themselves to reiterating what they 
had said in evidence against the pris- 
oner, who followed them with com- 
posure.

HAD POLICE AT WORK, 


Case Was Thoroughly Believed. 


Told of Mysterious Woman 
and Anonymous Note. 


Neglect to Disguise Handwriting Uncovered a 
Most Peculiar “Mystery.”

Thomas had reported to the police that 
his 10 months old had been kid- 
napped. A general alarm was sent out, 
and for 10 hours every effort was made 
to locate the child. Late last night the 
father notified police that he had 
snatched the chi}i from the arms of the 
kidnappers, but when closely questioned 
admitted that the whole story was a lie. 
He gave no excuse for his action in 
spiriting away his own child, but it is 
believed that there 
plications. 

The story toll by Mr. Thomas to the 
police was extremely ingenious. his 
grief, apparently sincere, was so marked 
that they thought they had another 
Marion Clark case on their hands. In 
the story told by Thomas, a note, which 
he claimed was left by the kidnappers 
in the baby’s carriage, figured quite 
prominently, but it happened that it 
this very note which proved his 
duplicity. About 9 o’clock last night he 
notified the police that the child had 
been found, and at the same time wrote 
a letter to one of the local papers, ask- 
ing that the story of the kidnapping be 
suppressed, claiming that it would shock 
his mother-in-law. The two letters were 
compared, and the writing found to be 
identical, and his confession followed. 

If Thomas desired to create a sensa- 
tion, he certainly succeeded, for his 
story was belleved absolutely by the po- 
lice. Thomas told the officers that he 
left the child Saturday afternoon in its 
carriage in the parlor of his house. He 
went out for 20 minutes, and when he 
came back the child was gone, while 
in the carriage was a note. 

The note Was as follows: 
your boy and am going to keep him, 
whatever you do. Lam acquainted with 
you and Mr. Thomas and have been de- 
termined that I would steal Ralph. I 
think that is his name. Now I dare you 
to say a word outside sol will have your 
child at my disposal to clear myself, and 
you will be a sorrowful woman, If you

He gave no excuse for waiting nearly 
24 hours before calling for assistance 
to find the child, but instead told a long 
story about a mysterious woman, who 
frequently admired the child while its 
mother was pushing it about in its car- 
riage in the parkway. He gave the 
police to understand that the woman 
was somehow connected with the kid- 
napping, and for a number of hours 
every effort was made to locate the 
woman described by Thomas. 

About 9 o'clock last evening, Thomas 
suddenly notified the police that he had 
recovered his child, and gave as thrill- 
ing an account of his rescue as he did 
of his loss. He said that he was walk- 
ing on the street when he saw two men 
driving by with the child in the arms 
of one of them. He said that he rushed 
to the side of the carriage and snatched 
the boy away and then ran home with 
his prize. At the same time he notified 
the police he sent the letter to a local 
paper, and it was an easy matter to 
compare the writing with that of the al- 
leged note left in the carriage, and de- 
tect the similarity of the writing. 

Thomas is being held by the police, 
but has not yet been formally arrested, 
though It difficult to see what the 
actual charge could be. 

Bad Youngsters Escape. 

Boston, Aug. 21—The north wing of 
the city reformatory for boys at Rains- 
ford island was burned Saturday even- 
ing, and, amid the excitement, 16 of the 
youngsters seized a rowboat and es- 
eaped to the mainland. The fire is 
believed to have been of incendiary ori- 
gin, and some of the officials on the isl- 
and are inclined to the belief that it was 
started by some of the boys.

WOLLASTON FENCE. 


It Will be Replaced by a Neat 
Iron Fence. 


The preliminary steps towards 
affording the people of Wollaston more 
convenient access to the railroad 
station were commenced on Saturday. 
The New Haven road has decided to 
remove the obnoxious stockade which 
abuts on Newport avenue and replace 
it with a suitable iron fence baiit 
just inside of the old concrete sidewalk 
which borders on that street. There 
will be gates in the fence. 

In connection with this improvement 
the city will build a footway on the 
northerly side of the Beale street 
bridge, outside of the present structure, 
so that hereafter pedestrians will pass 


from Newport avenue to the top land- 
ing of steps without danger from 
passing teams. Mayor Keith obtained 


the Railroad Commissioners’ consent to 


build this addition to the bridge last 
week. 
Residents of Wollaston still insist 


that these two changes are but a small 
part of the improvements in the ap- 
proaches to the station to which by 
right they are entitled. 

A subway running from 
the iron fence beneath the track to the 
station itself is where the fight now 
The New Haven road has seen 
fit to build subways at Brockton. 
Montello and Campello. As the

Genesee Racing. 

The cup races between » Canadian 
yacht and the American boat, Genesee, 
begin today. The Genesee was built 
in Quincy, and is a Hanley boat. The 
boat that will race against her was 
designed by Arthur Paye of Southamp- 
ton, Eng., and, as she beat all comers 
in the Canadian trial races, she must 
be very fast. There is a radical 
difference between the yachts, the 
Hanley craft being of the wide, flat- 
bottom order, while the Payne yacht 
is a fin boat. 

The Globe says, The American 
challenger Genesee was designed and 
built by Hanley at Quincy Point, 
Mass., for a Rochester syndicate. The 
challenge was sent from _the Chicago 
yacht club, The Genesee isa centre- 
board boat and is 44 feet over all, 27 
feet water line 11 feet beam and 2 feet 
draft. She won in the trial races at 
Chicago easily, taking three straight 
by from 12 minutes and 28 seconds to 
30 minutes and 36 seconds.

PLAN FOR DOUBLE HOUSE. 


Design Provides Abundance of Light. 
Costs About 86,000. 


When two home builders can agree to 
pool their issues and erect a dwelling to- 
gether, the design here shown provides a 
plan that has many commendable fea- 
tures. While it is a double house in 
construction, each is separate and dis- 
tinct from the other and possesses all 
the privacy of a detached house. 

It is a means of economizing in con- 
struction which few people think of, but 
which will enable them to accomplish a 
good deal with a smal’ amount of money. 
It is to make a combination with some 
one else and build a double house. Each 
one of the combiness owns a 25 foot lot. 
Together thee give a frontage of 50 feet. 
The house is placed directly in the center 
of the combined plot, with the party wall 
on the center line. In this way a wide 
passage for light and air is secured on 
each side of the building. The rooms can 
be made larger and are better lighted, 
and a much more pretentious and attract- 
ive design can be built than would be 
possible with the same expenditure if

The outside door of the kitchen is pro- 
tected by a small porch. 

In the second story are two large 
chambers, bathroom and closets and a 
smaller bedroom, with a practicable orie) 
window on the corner, which enlarges 
the room and gives a prettier interior 
effect. 

In the attic are two bedrooms and an 
unfinished storeroom. 

The hall is finished in red oak, with a 
handsome staircase, the flights of which 
are vroken by broad landings and sur- 
mounted by a neatly molded hand rail- 
ing, turned newels, rails and balusters, 
finished with a wood filler arfd three coats 
of varnish, rubbed smooth. The parlor 
and dining room are finished in light ash; 
kitchen and bathroom in Georgia pine, 
filled, varnished and rubbed smooth as 
required. 

The building is of wood, resting upon 
stone or brick foundations. ‘The outside 
walls are sheathed and covered with wa-

terproof paper. The lower story is clap- 
boarded and the side walls, roof and ga- 
bles shingled. 

In the halls of the first story are two 
small windows, glazed with prettily 
stained glass, which adds much to the 
cheerfulness of the hall. 

The hip roof of the building, broken by 
dormer windows, verandas, porches and 
oriel windows, give a very picturesque 
effect to the exterior of tue building, as 
shown by the perspective view.

Mob of Parisian Anarchists. 


Demonstration May React to 


Detriment of Dreyfus. 


Sovernment’s Toleration In Guerin Affair Mis- 
interpreted With Worst Results. 


Paris, Aug. 21.—It appears that a se- 
ries of anarchist demonstrations was 
decided upon at a meeting held Saturday 
night. The Journal Du Peuple, edited 
by Sebastian Faure, published a mani- 
festo denouncing the military party, the 
anti-Semites, the Monarchists and the 
priests, and urged its supporters to meet 
force with force. “Should Dreyfus be 
convicted,” said the manifesto, “it will 
be the triumph of bandits. Should he 
be acquitted the military section will be 
in open rebellion.” 

The paper called on all anarchists to 
demonstrate the priests and the jesuits. 
Copies of the manifesto were scattered 
broadcast, and the result was that the 
anarchists flocked into the streets, sing- 
ing the “Carmagnole,” and crying “A 
bas Rochefort,” “a bas Drumont” and 
“a bas Guerin.” 

Sebastian Faure and Faberot, well- 
known revolutionary anarchists, were 
the ringleaders. Faure, standing on 
the pedestal of the statue, which rises 
in the centre of the Place de la Repub- 
lique, addressed the crowd. Among 
other things he said that the anarchists 
should be maeters of the streets. 

The police then interfered and di-s 
lodged Faure and Faberot, making 
three arrests. The crowd at this point 
dispersed, but a column of demon- 
strators, headed by Faure and Henri 
ad’Horr, made for the Place de la Na- 
tion. 

The police broke through the column, 
and a struggle for the mastery followed. 
Shots were fired, and M. Goullier, com- 
missary of police, was stabbed with a 
knife. This threw the police into mo- 
mentary confusion. The mob re-as- 
sembled and ‘ran toward the Place de 
la Nation. The police, reinforced by 
a squad that had been held in reserve, 
made another attempt to stem the cur- 
rent, and fresh, fierce fighting occurred, 
three constables being wounded. 

Faure and d’'Horr jumped into a pass- 
ing street car that was going to the 
Place de la Republique, and the car 
driver, on arriving there, gave a signal 
to the police, who immediately arrested 


them both, together with two other 
anarchists, Joseph Ferrier and Jean 
Perrin. All were conveyed to the 


Chateau @’Eau barracks. Only d’Horr 
was found in possession of firearms. 


In the meantime the anarchist mob re- 
traced its course to the Place de la Re- 
publique, smashing the windows of re- 
ligious edifices on the way. Suddenly 
the column made a loop and curved to- 
ward the Church of St. Ambrose, where 
the rioters smashed the windows. 

Proceeding thence to the Fanbourg du 
Temple, they formed up into a compact 
body. Hatchets were suddenly pro- 
duced, with long knives, stolen from the 
counters of shops, and a concerted rush 
Was made upon the Church of St. Jo- 
seph. The aged sacristan, seeing the 
mob, hastily closed the outer gate, but 
this was soon forced with hatchets and 
bars of iron. The massive oaken doors 
were then attacked. 

According to the first account, the 
wild horde burst into the church, which 
instantly became a scene of pillage and 
sacrilege. Altars, fonts and statues 
were hurled to the floor and smashed, 
pictures were rent, candlesticks, orna- 
ments and hosts from high altars were 
thrown down and trampled under foot. 
The crucifix above was made the target 
for missiles, and the figure of the Saviour 
was fractured in several places. 

Then, while rancous voices sang the 
“Carmagnole,”” the chairs were carried 
outside, piled up and set on fire {n the 


centre of the square, fronting the 
church. 
When this stage was reached, the 


crucifix as pulled down and thrown into 
the flames. Suddenly a cry was raised 
that the statue of the Virgin had been 
forgotten, and the crowd returned and 
tore this down also. 

Meanwhile the sacristan, who had 
been captured by the anarchists, es- 
caped, and called for the police and Re- 
publican guards, who promptly arrived 
with many constables. They were com- 
pelled to fall back, in order to form up 
into line of defense, as the anarchists 
attacked them fearfully with knives. 

At length, the officers began to gain 
the mastery. A score of anarchists 
took refuge in an adjacent house. 
Others entrenched themselves in the 
belfry, and flercely defended themselves 
by throwing tnisajles on the Republican 
Guards, but finally these were dislodged. 
Twenty anarchists were arrested, taken 
to the police station, searched and found 
to be carrying revolvers, loaded sticks 
and knives. 

When the police entered the church, 
they had just set fire tothe pulpit. The 
interior of the edifice was a complete 
wreck. Seven valuable old pictures, 
| that can never be replaced, were ruined. 
| 


After the mob had been driven away, 
Abbe Lacour, the incumbent, collected 
the fragments of the sacrament and re- 
placed them in the ciberium. The peo- 
ple living inthe houses near by extin- 
guished the bonfire. 

Besides St. Joseph's church two cafes 
were wrecked. 

In the collisions between the anarchists 
and Guerinites the scuffling was serious, 
and three campaniés of the Republican 

| guards charged the contestants, several 
| persons being injured. Fifty or 60 police- 
| men were seen striking wildly at every 
person within reach on the Boulevard 
de Magenta. 

In the Avenue de Taillebourg there 
Was a fierce conflict. The police had to 
@raw their swords against the anar- 
chists, who assailed them with stones 
Your policemen were wounded, two £0 
seriously that they had to be taken to 
the hospital.

At a late hour 20,000 people were in the 
Boulevard de Magenta, which runs past 
the end of the Rue de Chabrol. They 
were kept constantly moving by the Re- 
publican guards, who made a remark- 
able display of force. Large bodies of 
police were constantly operating in and 
around the Rue de Chabrol, and a large 
force was held in readiness at the neare- 
est barracks. 

The prefecture of police gives the fol- 
lowing statistics of yesterday's riots: 
Three hundred and eighty persons were 
injured. Three hundred and sixty were 
taken to the Lariboisiere and St. Louis 
hospitals. Fifty-nine police agents were 
wounded, besides Commissaries Gouller 
and Domsimone. One hundred and 
fifty persons were arrested, of whom 80 
are detained in custody.

The Transvaal Situation. 

Cape Town, Aug. 21.—The Transvaal 
government, it is reported, has handed 
its reply to the British agent at Pretoria. 
Conflicting accounts are given as to its 
contents, and it is possible that the re- 
port is premature, and that the reply 
will be delayed owtmg to trouble vaith 
Portugal about the transport of am- 
munition consigned to the Transvaal 
now in Delagoa Bay. Strong feeling has 
been aroused here by the fact that the 
Transvaal is sending large quantities of 
war material for distribution among its 
supporters in Cape Colony and the 
Orange Free State 

Murdered Brother-In-Law. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 21.—Edward F. 
Rich of Schenevus, N, Y., was shot and 
killed by William J. Haugh, his brother- 
in-law, at Paulsboro, N. J., a few miles 
south of here. Rich arrived in Pauls- 
boro to visit his sister, Mrs. Haugh. On 
account of an old feud Rich and Mrs. 
Haugh met at the house of a friend 
Haugh learned that they were together 
and went to the house. Forcing an en- 
trance he attacked Rich, who, in de- 
fending himself, stabbed his assailant 
three times. Haugh then sha Rich 
through the heart. Haugh was arrested. 


Probable Double Murder. 

Huntingdon, Pa., Aug. 21.—Basil Bell, 
a licensed preacher, who has been living 
with a white woman named Mary Win- 
ters for several years, while in a drunk- 
en frenzy, attacked the woman with an 
axe, with which he knocked her down. 
He then kicked her in a brutal manner. 
Bell then called on John Rumsport, a 
neighbor, whom he accused of making 
love to Miss Winters, and cut him dan- 
gerously with the axe. Neither of the 
injured persons is expected to recover. 
Bell is in jail. 


Food For Hurricane Sufferers. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 21.—Five hundred 
tons of supplies for the Porto Rican suf- 
ferers were placed on board the trans- 
port Panther here yesterday. It is 
expected that 300 additional tons will 
arrive at the dock today, in which event 
Lieutenant Commander Aaron Ward 
*ays the vessel will be ready to sail at 
once. 


Snubbed the Governor. 

Boston, Aug. 21.—The Central Labor 
union yesterday decided not to “invite 
Governor Wolcott to review the Labor 
day parade, because of the veto placed 
by him upon the trade union amendment 
to the insurance law last winter. Atthe 
time of the veto the labor bodies were 
highly incensed over the matter. 


Gold From Cape Nome. 

Seattle, Aug. 21—The steamer Roa- 
noke arrived last nightfrom St. Michaels, 
Alaska, with 350 miners and gold dust 
estimated at $250,000. Most of this was 
brought out of the Cape Nome district. 
G. Price had the largest individual 
amount, about $60,000,

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CHURCH WAS WRECKED 


Terrible Fury Displayed by a Fierce 


AFRA'D OF AMERICAN TYRANNY. 


—- 


Dne of the Chief Causes of the Latest Rebellion 


in the Philippines, 

Chicago, Aug. 21.—Jacob G. Schur- 
man arrived in Chicago yesterday from 
the Philippine islands, where he has just 
completed a six months’ study at the in- 
gtance ef President McKinley. He left 
last night for his home in Ithaca, N. Y., 
and will report to the president as soon 
as a meeting can be arranged. In an 
interview he said: 


PROFESSOR SCHURMAN. 

“So far as the results of my officia! 
negotiations With the representatives of 
Aguinaldo or other Filipino oflicials are 
concerned, I am not at liberty to talk of 
them till I have made my report to the 


president. Concerning the island in 
general, however, there is much to be 
told. In my opinion the rebellion, the 
last of which we are trying to suppress, 
wag due, in the first place, to several 
causes, the principal of which was the 
tyranny of some religious orders, the 
exercise of arbitrary power by the gov- 
ernor generals and the delay and corrup- 
tion of justice. 

“The leaders of the rebellion tell their 
followers the mo&t astounding tales of 
the Americans, and the common peorle 
believe that the priests, under American 
rule, would subject them to the same 
tyranny. That the American army 
killed priests or otherwise maltreated 
churenmen or church property fs, I be- 
lieve, utterly without foundation. 

“Aguinaldo is believed in the islands 
to be honest, and I think that he is act- 
ing honestly in money matters, but 
whether from moral or political reasons 
} would not say. While I do not care to 
discuss the real motives behind the re- 
bellion at this time I will say that if it 
were suppressed there would be many 
prominent native officials out of an oc- 
cupation.” 

Mr. Schurman declined to answer the 
question whether he had been the sub- 
ject of any anti-imperialist communica- 
tions, saying that on that question, or 
any which touched it even indirectly he 
would not speak. He also declined to 
give an opinion on the length of time it 
would take to suppress the rebellion. 
When asked if he considered the reten- 
tion of the Philippines good policy on 
the part of this country, Mr. Schurman 
said that the resources of the islands 
were great, but that he must decline to 
commit himself on the subject of making 
them a part of this country. 


Is Otis to Go? 

Washington, Aug. 21.—Secretary Root 
has in contemplation a visit to the presi- 
dent at Lake Champlain, He has not yet 
finally determined whether to go, but 
will decide in a day or two. The fact 
that General Merritt is to have a con- 
ference with the president during the 
week, combined with Mr. Root’s pro- 
spective trip, has given rise to fresh 
rumors of a possible change in the com- 
mand of the troops In the Philippines. 

Three Aaainst One. 

Lake Butler, Fla., Aug. 21.—Deputy 
Sheriff Kite attempted to arrest a party 
of illicit disti‘lers known as the “Rich- 
ard Bros." After arresting one, the 
other two brothers began firing. Four 
shots took effect in the sheriff's back, 
causing his death. Deputy Sheriff Kite 
returned the fire and wounded each of 
them, but not fatally. The three Rich- 
ard brothers were placed in jail at Stark 
to await preliminary trial. 


Prince Henry May Visit Us. 

London, Aug. 21.—Prince Henry of 
Prussia, who commands the German 
squadron in the Pacific, will visit San 
Franciseo, according to the Berlin cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, on board 
his flagship, the Deutschland, after he 
leaves China. It is possible, accord- 
ing to the same authority, that he will 
also go to Washington to see President 
McKinley, who has sent him an invi- 
dation. 


Pope In Good Healih. 

Rome, Aug. 21.—At the festival of St. 
Joachim yesterday the pope granted an 
Audience to 300 persons, all of whom 
were presented, in addition to 16 car- 
dinals and many other prelates. The 
pope expressed his happiness at being 
able again to celebrate the feast and 
gave numerous historical reminiscences, 
He conversed freely with the cardinals 
and appeared in excellent health and 
spirits. 

Killed Brother by Mistake. 

Utica, N. Y., Aug. 2L—Ralph H. Rob- 
bins of Warren, Mass., was accidentally 
killed while deer hunting at Eighth Lake 
last night. He and his brother, William 
Robbins of Passaic, N. J., started out to 
hunt deer. The latter mistook Ralph 
for one and fired, death occurring in- 
ttantly.

Counsel scoreda 
distinct hit when he got M. Gribelin to 
admit that he mixed the intrigues of 
Paty de Clam and Henry to shield Es- 
terhazy, and when M. Gribelin was 
finally disposed of his evidence had suf- 
fered badly. 

The session wound up with a scene, 
on account of the extraordinary conduct 
of Colonel Jouaust, president of the 
court, who permitted himself to make an 
unwarranted display of partiality. M. 
Bertulus had been confronted with the 
last witness, Captain Junck, and General 
Gonse had defended the latter, when 
Colonel Picquart rose and asked to be 
allowed to refute some of Junck’s re- 
marks. Colonel Jouaust made a gesture 
of impatience, and shouted: “What! 
Again?” 

An outburst of hooting and hissing 
came from the audience at such a display 
of unfairness from the president. 

Judges and gendarmes quickly sup- 
pressed the noise, but Jouaust under- 
stood the well-merited rebuke adminis- 
tered to him, and turned very red. He 
adjourned the court a few minutes later. 

Maitre Labori was present at the open- 
ing of today’s proceedings. He walked 
quite briskly, but holding his left arm 
close to his side in order not to disturb the 
wound.

PROSECUTION DISCONCERTED. 


London Correspondents See Changed Condi- 
tions In Favor of Dreyfus. 

London, Aug. 22.—Th 
spondent of London papers at Rennes 
upon the 
changed aspects of the trial. To be- 
gin with, Captain Dreyfus is becoming 
his own advogate. He has ceased his 
passionate, mechanical, blank denials, 
and now defends hims-!f by well-ar- 
ranged arguments and short speeches. 
He takes frequent notes, This, together 
with Maitre Demange’s careful check- 
ing of statements, is beginning to dis- 
concert the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion, who are now making more positive 
detailed statements, and are observed 
putting their heads together and whis- 
pering. 

Maitre Demange's cross-examination 
shows that the witnesses are quite un- 
prepared, and scowls and shakings of 
the head, indicating displeasure, are not 
infrequent on the part of General Roget 
and the other generals when their sub- 
ordinates are nonplussed. 

The Rennes correspondent of The 
Times says: The sittings of the court- 
martial are fast degenerating into a 
medium for pouring out odious and ir- 
revelaunt tittle-tattle. The greater por- 
tion of the matter put in as evidenc? 
Monday would shame the gossip of an 
afternoon tea party of village spinsters. 
In the presence of such a debauch of 
old wives’ tales, no wonder the little 
messenger, who sits on the platform be- 
low the bench of the prosecution, ready 
to run errands fof the court, went to 
sleep. Most of the rest of us were 
tempted to do the same thing. 

This reiteration of twice-told tales, th 
irrelevance of which was long ago dem- 
onstrated, is becoming intolerably mo- 
notonous. The generals and ex-min- 
isters sit there on the front benches of 
the witnesses, like a little clot of con- 
federates, whispering in each others’ 
ears while a comrade Is at the bar, or 
comparing notes with oneanother. Dur- 
ing the recess they are actually seen 
promenading with members of the bench 
of judges in the court yard of the Lycee. 
General Roget, for instance, accosts a 
judge, after having affectionately 
tapped him on the shoulder. Before the 
close of these astonishing proceedings 
some hundreds of kodacs will have re- 
corded for all time numerous tell-tale 
proofs of the surprising intimacy be 
tween the judges and the military wit- 
nesses. 

Colonel Jouaust provoked a burst of 
spontaneous disapproval at the close of 
the proceedings by exclaiming: ‘What, 
again?” when Colonel Picquart asked 
him leave to speak. I am still con- 
vineed for many reasons that, in the 
struggle between Picquart and the staff 
officers, it is this brilliant champion of 
light who is winning. Nobody has yet 
caught him tripping, but his adversaries 
are each day revealed in chameleon-like 
attitudes of self-contradiction, which 
are gradually becoming so numerous 
that it seems absolutely impossible for 
the judges to fail to draw the necessary 
conclusions.

Loss of $2,000,000 by Fire. 

Cripple Creek, Col., Aug. 22.—Fire has 
entirely destroyed the business portion 
of the « ity of Victor, causing a loss es- 
timated at $2,000,000. Beginning short- 
ly after noon, the fire raged until night, 
consuming everything in its way. It 
had its origin, it is thought, in the Mer- 
chants’ cafe. A strong wind from the 
south fanned the flames, and in a few 
minutes all the surrounding houses were 
afire. Efforts were made to stop the 
progress of the flames by blowing up 
buildings by means of dynamite, and all 
afternoon the hills roared with the ex- 
plosions, but the effort wasin vain. The 
first house was built in Victor in Oc- 
tober, 1893. In July of the following 
year the city was Incorporated and a few 
years later contained 10,000 inhabitants. 
That is about its population now. 


LABOR MEN AT ODDS, 


Brockton Shoemakers Objeet to Ae- 
tion of Rochester Convention. 


Question as to the Use of 
Union Stamp Is an Issue. 


Complaint Also Made of Allegea Unfair Ap- 
portionment of Dues. 


Brockton, Mass., Aug. 22.—The con- 
tention between the local labor unions 
connected with the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers’ union and the general officers of that 
union seems to have reached a critical 
stage. The new constitution, as adopt- 
ed by the Rochester convention in June, 
is supposed 
this week. 


to go into effect in this city 
The joint council of the local 
unions declared against this convention 
@early two weeks ago, and an extended 
discussion and correspondence have been 
going on ever since. 

The local unions and the general offi- 
cers have been preparing for battle ever 
Since the opposition was openly de- 
clared. Up to today six of the seven 
unions of this city have held meetings 
and all have voted tostand by the action 
of the loca] joint council. Each has‘ap- 
propriated money and adopted means of 
securing More to keep up the opposition. 

These unions together represent 3100 
workingmen, and there are 8000 in the 
national body. The local joint council 
has employed the best legal counsel ob- 
tainable in the city, and their opinion 
is to the effect that the convention was 
illegal. One labor leader of this city 
Says: “Our servants (the general] offi- 
cers) have posed as dictators.” The 
local men claim that the officers have no 
power to grant or cancel the union 
Stamp; that the power belongs to the 
joint council. Many of the local shops 


have the union stamp, and these may 
have io deal with the general officers, 
The new constitution increased the 


dues to 25 cents a week and ga 
general office 66 2-3 
$ cents, 
The new constitution also suspended the 
referendum and gave the general offi- 
cers a two yeurs’ lease of office with- 
out a possibility of being succeeded by 
others. 

The local unionists complain of the un- 
fair apportionment of dues. Under the 
old system the local unions had 32 cents 
out of 48, and now they only get 33 1-3 out 
of $1. Of the 66 2-3 which goes to the 
genera] office, one-third is to go to a 
strike fund, One-third toa newly created 
death and relief fund and the remainder 
B0es to the general office for current ex- 

Thus the genera] office will re- 
ceive 22 cents where is used to get 8. It 
will increase the income from a little 
over $7000 to Over $21,000. President 
Tobin has been receiving $25 a week and 
Secretary Eaton $20. Recently they 
fixed it so each gets $22.50. Secretary 
Eaton has claimed that the stamp was 
the personal property of President 
Tobin, and that the joint council only 
had a voice in issuing it.

STRERT ISLANDS, |HERE AND THERE 


Would be Source of Comfort 
and Safety in Dewey Square. 


Those who leave the Terminal 
station in Boston at the main corner 
exit run considerable danger. This 
can be obviated to a large degree by 
the use of the exit between the 
restaurant and waiting room, directly 
at the head of the tracks used by the 
Plymouth division, or the exit into 
Cove street. The Herald realizes the 
danger at the Square, and says: 

“The inereased use made of the 
South station by the transfer to that 
railroad terminal of the Boston and 
Albany railroad system, and the 
promise of a great increase in usage 
by the transfer of the trains of the 
Providence line, bring into evidence 
the need of certain improvements in 
the means of access to the station. The 
square in front forming the junction 
of Atlantic avenue and Summer street 
is a broad area across which passengers 
going to or from the station have to 
pass. At certain times of the day, 
particularly in the late afternoon, these 
thoroughfares are used by a large num- 
ber of wheeled vehicles, including 
street cars. 

“If we had definite rules of the road 
in Boston, such as are in use in most 
of the large European com- 
pelling teams to keep strictly on one 
side of a thoroughfare, even though 
they were compelled in order to do 
this in turning a corner to take a wide 
detour, a regularity might be es- 
tablished which would be greatly to 
the advantage of numerous pedestrians. 
As it is, the footway across the square, 
either to Summer or Federal street, is 
crossed at all points by teams going 
in different directions in a manner 
calculated not only to startle but to en- 
danger, the persons of those proceed- 
ing on foot.

Packard’s Gardens. 


Anyone who admires flowers cannot 
pass along Hancock street without 
having their attention attracted to and 
expressing their admiration of the dis- 
play made on the estate adjoining the 
conservatory of Mrs. A. B. Packard. 
The grounds always looks attractive 
and beautiful but never more so than 
at the present time. 

The front near Hancock street has 


been laid out in mounds, crescents, five 


pointed stars, ete.,upon which different 
designs have been brought out success- 
fully by the use of flowers and plants 
whose foliage has striking colors. In 
these the red and yellow coleus form 
a good part, the background of several 
of these set pieces, if such they can be 
called is made of a beautiful fine green 
plant known as menthol. This is a 
Spanish plant from Gibraltar and was 
obtained by Mrs. Packard from the 
convent at the World’s Fair. This is 
a rare plant in New England and is as 
beautiful as it is rare. 

Other plants used in the display are 
the Egyptian paper plant, Century 
plants, rubber tree,  sanseveria, 
acalphas, eucalyptus or blue gum tree, 
strobilanthus, fancy caladium, 
altheranthia, and pine apple tree. 
Near the walk leading from the street 
to the conservatory is a large mound 
with the foundation of menthol, and 
the initials E. A P. worked out in 
echaveria. There is also near by a 
rockery made of rocks gathered by 
Mrs. Packard in her numerous travels. 
In the conservatory among other plants 
are two new plants known as the 
Dewey plant which derive their name 
from Admiral Dewey. 

Hundreds of people visit Forest 
Hills every summer to admire the 
beautiful flowers and plants, although 
the same collection perhaps, not quite 
as large, but fully as beautiful, can be 
seen right at home at Mrs. Packard’s. 

For 27 years Mrs. Packard has bad 
a greenhouse,and daily she toils among 
her plants. In fact she gives all her 
time to them, and it continues a work

in the greenhouse _by Mrs. Walter M. 
Packard, her son’s wife who has been 
with her several months, Outside, the 
work in the gardens is done by Mr.

te The right of the newspapers to 


attend the meetings of public bodies 


rests upon the fact that they are neces- 
sary to the public enlightenment. 
They have become, partly by associa- 
tion and partly by necessity, the only 
medium there is upon which the pub- 
lic can rely for information. It matters 
not that oftentimes their work is un- 
satisfactory and inadequate; there is 
no other agency to take their place. 
There is no official medium of publica- 
tion. The advantage, therefore, of the 
presence of reporters is self evident. 
It goes without saying that a properly 
conducted newspaper seeks to report 
the proceedings of each meeting 
accurately, for it is a well understood 
fact in such newspaper offices that 
nothing so surely depresses the valu- 
able and convertible good will of a 
publication in the long ran, as in- 
efficient reporting or wilful mispre- 
sentation. Nor is the publication of 
conclusions and votes enough, except 
when the business done is routine, and 
therein lies the disadvantage of the 
developing tendency of making a hired 
clerk—the creature of the board—the 
intermediary of the administrative 
body and the public. It is necessary 
that the public should know what each 
commissioner, councilman, or select- 
man says, what his attitude is toward 
general questions, and in what general 
direction his influence is thrown. 
These necessary, and often vital, facts 
are essential to a proper valuation of a 
public servants usefulness and provide 
the only means known of determining 
the intellgence with which government 
is being conducted. — New Haven 
Register.

Extraterritorial Jurisdiction Has 
Been Abandoned. 


COMMERCE IS IN ALIEN HANDS. 


How the Foreigners Have Been Af- 
fected—Disposition of the Japanese 
to Leok to the United States For 
Their Educational Advancement. 
Trade Relations With America, 


Over 1,000 citizens of the United 
States, 2,000 Englishmen and about 
1,000 German and French citizens will 
be directly affected by the new order 
of things in Japan, by which extrater- 
ritoriality disappears and foreign resi- 
dents are made subject to the laws and 
business regulations of that empire. 
Fully 5,000 of the 10,000 foreigners 
now residing in Japan, says the Phila- 
delphia Ledger, will be thus affected 
by this feature of the 15 new treaties 
which have abandoned their consular 
courts and extraterritoriality and made 
the citizens of the 15 countries in ques- 
tion subject to the laws of Japan when 
residing in that country. The total 
number of foreigners residing in Ja- 
pan, as shown by a monograph on 
Japan just prepared by the treasury 
bureau of statistics at Washington, 
was, on Jan. 1, 1898, 10,531, as against 
9,238 in 1897 and 8,246 in 1896. Of this 
number, in 1898, 5,206, or nearly one- 
half, were Chinese, 2,118 English, 1,076 
Americans, 523 Germans, 491 French, 
297 Rus@#ans, 155 Koreans, 109 Por- 
tuguese, 104 Dutch and the remainder 
divided among other countries in num- 
bers less then 100 each. Of the 10,531 
foreigners residing in Japan in 1898, 
9,538 were classed as merchants and 
other professions, while of the 1,076 
from the United States 879 were class- 
ed as merchants and other professions. 
Of the 2,118 British subjects, 1,761 
were thus classed, and of the 523 Ger- 
mans 453 were so classed. 

The number of foreigners residing in 
Japan is only about one-sixth as great 
as the number of Japanese residing in 
foreign countries. The Japanese census 
of Dec. 31, 1897—it is interesting to ob- 
serve that the Japanese take a census 
each year—showed 58,785 Japanese re- 
siding in other countries. Of this num- 
ber, 7,610 were in the United States 
and 27,354 in Hawaii, so that 60 per 
eent of the Japanese now residing 
abroad are subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States. Of the remain- 
ing 23,791 Japanese residing abroad, 
13,615 were in Korea, 5,599 in England 
and English colonies, 2,861 in Russia 
and Russian colonies and 1,165 in 
China. Of the 7,640 residing in the 
United States, 2,178 were students and 
729 merchants. It is interesting to ob- 
serve that the disposition of the Japa- 
nese is apparently to look almost exclu- 
sively to the United States in educa- 
tional matters, as the total number of 
Japanese students residing abroad, as 
shown by the census figures was 2,465, 
gnd of this number, 2,178 were in the 
United States, 129 in Germany, 47 in 
Russia and Russian colonies, 46 in 
Englund and English colonies, 21 in 
China, 14 in Korea and 10 in France. 

The new relation in which the for- 
eigners in Japan stand to its citizens, 
laws and government is especially im- 
portant because of the unusual relation 
they hold to its foreign commerce. 
Both the import and export business of 
Japan are conducted largely by foreign- 
ers residing in that country. More than 
66 per cent of the exportations from 
Japan and more than 67 per cent of its 
importations are conducted by foreign- 
ers. Of the total exports from Japan 
in 1898, over 107,000,000 yen were sent 
abroad by foreign merchants doing 
business in that country and 55,000,000 
by Japanese merchants, while of the 
total imports of the year, 184,000,000 
yen in value were imported by foreign- 
ers and 90,000,000 yen in value by Jap- 
anese merchants. 

That the Japanese have proved apt 
pupils in the study of foreign com- 
merce as an art is shown by an exam- 
ination of the record of Japan's foreign 
trade during the past few years. In 
1883 only 4.85 per cent of the imports 
into Japan and 14.4 per cent of the ex- 
ports were made by Japanese mer- 
ehants. In 1SS88 the percentages of Im- 
portations made by Japanese mer- 
chants had increased to 17.8 per cent; 
by 1804 they had reached 29.2 per cent, 
and in 1898 32.6 per cent of the total 
imports was made by Japanese mer- 
chants. Meantime their share in the 
exportation business increased rather 
more slowly than that of importation, 
reaching 18.4 per cent in 1894, 25.8 per 
cent in 1895 and 33.7 per cent In 1898. 
The total value of imports by Japanese 
merchants in i883 was 1,383,101 yen 
and in 1898 90,472,259 yen, while the 
total value of the exports by Japanese 
merehants, which in 1883 was 5,149,- 
078 yen, was in 1898 55,000,559 yen. The 
fact that two-thirds of the exports of 
dapan still find a market through for- 
eigners residing in that country, and 
that over two-thirds of the imports are 
brought in and distributed by foreign 
merchants doing business in Japan, 
adds greatly to the importance of the 
new relations which now exist between 
the Japanese government and foreign- 
ers residing and doing business In that 
country. 

The commercial relations between 
Japan and the United States differ ma- 
terilally from those of many other 
countries. While our total exports 
largely exceed our total imports, the 
conditions are reversed in our com- 
merece with Japan, as our imports 
from that country greatly exceed our 
exports to it. This is due to the fact 
that Japan is the producer of certain 
articles absolutely required in the 
United States and which cannot, or 
at present are not, produced in the 
United States. Of raw silk for our 

manufacturers our imports from Ja- 


im round numbers to $15,000,000, or 
nearly as much as our total exports 
to that country, while practically one- 
half of our tea imported was also 
from Japan, the total from that coun- 
try during the year being over $4,000,- 
000. Of rice the imports range in the 
vicinity of $500,000; flax, hemp and 
jute for manufacturing in round terms 
$500,000, while manufacturers of silk 
from Japan range between $2,000,000 
and $3,000,000 annually. Japanese offi- 
cial figures show that the exports 
from that country to the United States 
were in 1898 47,311,154 yen, and her 
imports from the United States 40,- 
001,097 yen. An examination of the 
total figures for 1898 shows that Ja- 
pan’s total with the United States is 
larger than that with any other coun- 
try, the exports to the United States 
being 47,311,154 yen against 30,473,- 
895 to Hongkong, 29,198,175 to China, 
20,496,406 to France and 7,783,643 to 
the United Kingdom, while the im- 
ports from the United States were 
40,001,097 yen against 62,707,572 from 


the United Kingdom, 40,764,244 from | 


British East Indies, 30,523,360 from 
China and 25,610,961 from Germany. 


KITEFLYING IN THE SURF. 


Newport Bathers Invent a New Sport 
For the Bathing Hour. 

Tennis in bathing suits at Bailey's 
beach, Newport, has aroused the envy 
of the patrons of Hazard’s beach, and 
a new amusement has been invented, 
says the New York World. 

The other morning pedestrians along 
the beach walks near Hazard’s were 
attracted by a couple of dozen large 
kites fiying in the air and peals of 
merry laughter from the bathers. In 
the surf were a score of young men 
and women, and a dozen canoes were 
bobbing and tossing on the waves. The 
young folks, among whom were Miss 
Fifi Potter, Miss: Eustis, Miss Kane, 
Miss Grant, Miss Ella Potter, Robert 
L. Gerry, George B. Eustis, Potter 
Palmer, Jr.; H. Rogers Winthrop, Hon- 
ore Palmer and a dozen others—had 
equipped themselves with Blue Hill 
kites, to which were attached stout 
cords, the ends of which were fastened 
in rings in the backs of leather belts 
the bathers had about their waists. 

The sport was to raise the kites a 
considerable distance and then enter 
the canoes. The young men paddled 
the canoes out from the beach. When 
a desired point was reached the bath- 
ers would leap from the boats into the 
water and would be towed ashore at a 
lively rate by the kites. 


SOLDIER’S HEROIC DEED. 


How Sergeant Harvey Dusenberry 
Saved One Hundred Men. 

That was a heroic deed that won for 
Harvey Dusenberry the chevrons of a 
sergeant. Dusenberry saved 100 Ore- 
gon soldiers from death and mutila- 
tion. The Oregonians, according to the 
story told by one of their number to 
the Salt Lake (Utah) Herald corre- 
spondent in San Francisco, had been 
caught in an ambuseade where they 
were exposed to a murderous fire from 
three sides. They could not extricate 
themselves nor could they see their 
enemy. All that was permitted them 
was to stand up like American soldiers 
and blindly fight a concealed foe so 
long as life remained to them. 

Dusenberry, then a corporal of Bat- 
tery B, saw the terrible position of the 
Oregonians from an elevation. He se- 
cured help and drew up a Hotchkiss 
gun on the hill, whence he was able 
to pour a fire into the treacherous 
Filipinos. He kept up the cannonade 
for two hours, all the time exposed to 
a galling return fire. Fortunately he 
escaped unhurt, and was able to ex- 
tricate the Oregon men from their 
daggerous position.

HAS SPREAD DISMAY, 


Labori’s Reappearance Is 
Worrying Military Party. 


General Mercier Makes a 
Most Pitiable Exhibition. 


Driven Into a Corner and Rendered 
Liable to Arrest at any Moment. 


Witnesses Who Made Depositions During 
Labori’s Absence to Be Recalled. 


Rennes, Aug. 23.—The third session 
of the third week of the second trial 
by court-martial of Captain Alfred 
Dreyfus, on the charge of treason, be- 
gan at the Lycee at 6:30 this morning. 
Maitre Labori was present. 

The session opened with the testimony 
of ininor witnesses, Roy and Dreviell. 
The later deposed that Dreyfus, while 
with the general! staff, could have access 
to documents, unperceived, during cer- 
tain hours of the day. Captain Dreyfus, 
replying, admitted that he was presept 
during those hours, but explained that 
his presence was connected with his 
duties. 

The confusion into which the ranks 
of the military witnesses are thrown 
by anything approaching a lively cross- 
examination is due to the fact that their 
cases are all prepared for them, and in 
some Instances even written out by 
Maitre Ployer, who pulls the strings 
from Paris in the interests of the mil- 
itary party. Hence the dismay spread 
by the reappearance of M. Labori. 

The spy, Lajoux, prominent in yester- 
day's evidence, was one of the least 
reputable connected with the intelli- 
gence bureau. He was paid to leave 
France, and is still paid 200 franes a 
month. He knows all about Cuers, who 
betrayed Germany's secrets to France, 
and, among others, that a decorated col- 
onel of the general staff supplied Ger- 
many With important mobilization plans 
and other secrets. This was two years 
after Dreyfus was condemned, and the 
traitorous colonel was Henry. 

When Picquart was investigating this 
affair, Henry got himself sent to Baloto 
take the statements of Cuers, and to 
browbeat him into suppressing the 
truth. 

Hush money is still being paid. On 
one occasion Lajoux was thrust into a 
lunatic asylum to prevent awkward dis- 
closures. 

Considerable impression was made by 
the reading of the notes madé by the 
superiors of Dreyfus, showing that, 
throughout his career, he displayed in- 
dustry and good conduct, until the mo- 
ment he entered the general staff, when 
the records suddenly changed from in- 
dustry to laziness and from discretion to 
haughtiness, while he was thereafter 
credited with developing a taste for pry- 
ing into state secrets. 


Tuesday was Maitre Labori’s day at 
the Lycee. He was the central figure 
of the scene. As the Dreyfus drama 
unrolled before a crowded court his tall 
form was the magnet which, from the 
moment the curtain was rung up until 
it fell, drew all regards, not merely 
glances of curiosity, but the steady gaze 
of admiration. His mere presence 
brought brightness into the court room, 
and fresh light into the proceedings. 

Labori did what people had expected. 
He galvanized the dormant defense into 
an active, living thing. Maitre De- 
mange was conciliatory. He has al- 
Ways seemed to fear to tread on the mil- 
itary corn. lLabori is a gladiator, and 
always speaks to touch his foe to the 
quick. Let there be the slightest 
opening in his opponent's defense, and he 
thrusts home. 

When Maitre Demange found nothing 
to ask a witness, Maitre Labori's quick 
eye had discovered weak spots, and he 
came forward with searching questions. 
Generals Roget, Billot, Mercier and 
Boisdeffre, with the other military wit- 
nesses, gave one another anxious 
glances, and put their heads together 
to exchange obviously disagreeable im- 
pressions, as Labori plied the smaller 
military fry, who occupied the witness 
stand successively, with disconcerting 
questions. 

Labori cornered General Mercier on 
the Schneider letter, which the latter 
had used as evidence, and which Col- 
onel Schneider had repudiated as a 
forgery. The general was surprised 
when Labori suddenly demanded that he 
be recalled. Evidently he hoped the 
tribunal would support him in refusing 
to explain how he got a copy of a letter 
which was of later date than his in- 
cumbency at the ministry of war. 


But Labori was not to be denied. He 
insisted that Mercier should give some 
explanation. Then, after hesitating, 
Mercier declared that he would assume 
all the responsibility attaching to his 
possession of the document. This, as 
Labori intended it shauld be, was a 
demonstration of communication by the 
general staff of part, at least, of the 
secret dossier to an ordinary soldier, 
such as Mercier became immediately 
on leaving the ministry of war. When 
Labori had attained his object and 


rorced a confession or grave viomnon or 
law on the part of General Mercier, he 
gave a smile of satisfaction, and then 
added significantly: “I shall have 
other questions to put to General Mer- 
cier.” The scene was highly dramatic, 
and made a profound impression upon 
all the spectators. 

General Mercier made a pitiable exhibi- 
tion. M. Laberi, in a passion, fairly 
thundered his questions. ““‘What can be 
the value of documents,” said he, “which 
we cannot see and cannot discuss; docu- 
ments for which it is impossible to know 
who takes the responsibility? I appeal 
to you, Mr. President, to be good enough 


to ask General Mercier now this docu: 
ment came into his possession.” 

Mercier, driven into a corner, feebly 
evaded the question. 

“Mr. President,’ continued Labori, “1 
insist that a reply be given. General 
Mercier hag sworn to speak the whole 
truth. I must insist that questions re- 
spectfully tendered by the defense be 
answered by him. The court-martial, 
unlike the court of cassation, has to deal 
with the whole range of the affair; and 
it is necessary that complete light be 
thrown upon it. I insist that General 
Mercier answer me, for it is my right.” 

After Mercier’s shuffling collapse, M. 
Labori sank back into-his arm chair, 
great beads of perspiration standing on 
his forehead, but his countenance radiant 
at the impression he had made. 

General Mercier must have spent a 
very miserable evening, for, as the result 
of his admission, and with the additional 
charge of communicating secret docu- 
ments to the court-martial of 1894, he Is 
liable to arrest at any moment. Indeed 
some people think it not impossible that 
he wil! be lying in the military prison 
adjoining the cell of Captain Dreyfus 
before the week is out. 

Another series of questions put by 
Maitre Labori concerned Lajoux, a spy 
formerly in the service of the French 
war office, but packed off to South 
America, according to various military 
witnesses, because he proved a swindler. 
Labori asked how it was, if that were so, 
that Lajoux was still receiving monthly 
payments. 

Commandant Rollin, completely taken 
back, replied that a cessation of pay- 
ments was under consideration. 

The iMpression conveyed by Labori's 
questions and the replies given was that 
Lajoux was being paid by the war office 
to keep out of the way in the interests of 
Esterhazy, whom Lajoux, in a letter 
read in court offering revelations in the 
Dreyfus affair, indicated as the real 
traitor. M. Labori's cross-examination 
in this matter therefore was a distinct 
advantage to the accused. 

M. Labori announced that he intended 
to recall several witnesses who had 
made depositions during his absence. 
This means Mercier, Roget and others, 
who will be put to the test of a severe 
cross-examination. To his friends, M. 
Labori has expressed himself confident 
of being able to tear to pieces the evi- 
dence these generals have given so con- 
fidently before a sympathetic tribunal. 

Captain Dreyfus pursued the attitude 
he took up Monday and replied to the 
statements of hostile witnesses with 
arguments and the presentation of coun- 
ter-facts, only once giving way to his 
feelings and offering a cry of protest. 
This was at the conclusion of Colonel 
Bertin’s deposition, when, with broken 
voice, the accused declared his love of 
France and the army. “Yes,” he cried, 

love France and I love my country; 
but it is with sentiments different from 
those animating them who come here 
today to testify against me.” 


M. Labori, if anything, was better af- 
ter his exertions than beforethem. The 
excitement under which he labored 
seemed to act as a stimulant, although 
many friends, noticing his flushed face, 
feared there might be a relapse. So far 
from this being the case, he was able to 
go for a drive with his wife in an auto- 
car in the afternoon and, on his return, 
he held quite a reception, afterwards 
spending the time until] dinner in going 
over the evidence. 

The scurrilous tactics of the anti- 
Dreyfusard newspapers may be illus- 
trated by a paragraph appearing in their 
organ here last evening, declaring that 
the attack on Labori which, it insinu- 
ates, did very little harm, was made 
solely to arouse the sympathy of the 
people of Rennes for the lamentable lot 
of an escaped convict from Devil's isl- 
and. 


Developments Pending In Strawboard Trade. 

Boston, Aug. 23.—The Transcript says 
that the general business activity which 
has extended to every class of industry 
has greatly increased the consumption 
of strawboard. All the mills of the 
American Strawboard compeny, 15 in 
number, are running ful] time with an 
average output of 20 tons of strawboard 
each. Negotiations are now pending 
for the acquisition by the American 
Strawboard company of several im- 
portant independent concerns, This deal 
has so far progressed that it is under- 
stood that an advance in price will be 
ordered simultaneously by the trust and 
its present competitors on all grades, to 
take effect Sept. 1. 
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IMPENETRABLE HAZE 


Responsible For a Collision of Two 
Steamers In Boston Harbor, 


Excursion Boat Mayflower 
Cut Down by Yarmouth. 


Former Beached to Prevent Sinking, While 
Latler Is Not Badly Damaged. 


Boston, Aug. 23.—With her fine prow, 
which the builders had shaped for speed 
@s Well as beauty, resting on rocks, the 
magnificent steamer Mayflower of the 
Nantasket Beach Steamboat company 
lies On the beach at Deer island, with a 
ragged wound in her side, the result of 
a collision with the fast steamship Yar- 
mouth in the harbor yesterday after- 
noon, 

The two big boats came together at a 
point about half way between buoy 6 
and Long island head, at 2:30 o'clock, 
as the Mayflower was coming up to the 
city, while the Yarmouth was on her 
way out for her long trip to the prov- 
inces. The Mayflower was cut down 
and badly damaged, the injury extend- 
ing below the water line, 

As the Yarmouth backed off torrents 
of water poured into the Mayflower, 
and soon she Was settling by the head. 

The 95 passengers on board were soon 
taken off by the tug Confidence and 
brought to the city, while the Mayflower 
was beached at Deer island. 

The Yarmouth, after the accident, 
anchored and lowered several boats, but 
they were not needed. Later, the Yar- 
mouth proceeded to sea, and is believed 
to have escaped without any serious in- 
jury. 

Had the Yarmouth struck the May- 
flower five feet further back the boilers 
would have been exploded. 

Deep, impenetrable fog was the direct 
cause of the accident. Nothing but the 
holding of a water-tight bulkhead, which 
the prow of the Yarmouth bent, but did 
not injure, prevented one of the most 
disastrous accidents ever oct urring 
Within the space of water intervening 
between the wharf piers of Charlestown 
and Boston light. 

Under the shroud of haze which shut 
out from the sight of many of the craft 
that chanced to be in the vicinity of the 
place Where the collision occurred, there 
was a terrible 20 minutes’ experience for 
the passengers and crew of the pleasure 
boat, 118 in all; and in that time there 
were men whose actions approached the 
heroic—men who likewise played the 
parts of cowards—and women whose 
fright and wild shrieks for succor were 
only offset by the composure of others. 

Thanks to the coolness of the officers 
of the Mayflower and to the brave work 
of Captain Baker of the Boston Towboat 
company's tug Confidence, who, from 
his pilothouse as the fog cleared for an 
instant following the collision, had seen 
the danger that threatened, everyone of 
the passengers which were on the injured 
boat were speedily transferred to tiie 
little tug and taken up to the city. 


Some of the passengers lost their hats, 


some of them lost money and articles of 
wearing apparel, some lost their pres- 
ence of mind and tried to jump ever- 
board, so eager were they to get to the 
tug. 

But no one lost his or her life, and 
each and every one of them considered 
this especial cause for thanksgiving, and 
did not hesitate to say so when they 
found themselves safe and sound once 
more on the company’s pier at Rowe’a 
wharf. 

The name of the towboat, the Confi- 
dence, Was just what was needed then, 
and when they stepped ashore there 
were faces in the group that were 
Wreathed in smiles, and everyone was 
happy. 

Not for years in the history of Bos- 
ton shipping has there been a day more 
conducive to accidents on account of the 
fog than was the case yesterday. 

Incoming and outgoing craft were be- 
ing run at half speed only, but in spite 
of the greatest watchfulness there were 
many hairbreadth escapes, and just at 
the time that the Yarmouth and May- 
flower came together, it is stated by 
many other skippers, the haze was sim- 
ply impenetrable. 


Mrs. Todd Must Go Back. 

Washington, Aug. 23.—Commissioner 
of Immigration Powderly has finally 
decided the case of Mrs. L, M. Todd,a 
British subject, who is now in the San 
Fransisco pest house, suffering from 
leprosy. The commissioner directs that 
she be sent back to the Hawaiian isl- 
ands and confined in the leper colony 
there. Inspectors have recently re- 
ported it as their belief that a colony of 
lepers exists in the northern part of 
Washington. 


Editor Whi'eeapped. 

Tampa, Fla., Aug. 23.—Editor W. C. 
Crum of the Florida Republican was 
badly beaten by whitecaps at Peck. He 
Was postsnaster at that place, and re- 
cently appointed Morrison, a colored 
man, as his assistant. A committee of 
citizens compelled Morrison to give up 
his office, and Crum was held up by a 
mob of armed men, and whipped and 
kicked. Carbolic acid was applied to 
the gashes made by the whip. Crum 
has closed the office and resigned.

Havana, Aug. 23.—General Jiminez ar- 
rived at Manzanllo yesterday on board 
the Polaria.

He expressed the 
hope that the settlement would be fair, 
and that the Cape Colony would let the 
imperial gi vernment deal with that 
matter also. 

It is rumoreg at Cape “own that the 
Boers intend to attempta coup to obtain 
forcible possession of the ammunition 
detained by the Portuguese. 


It is ascertained, on the highest au- 
thority, says a dispatch from Pretoria, 
that no definite reply has been sent to 
the proposal of Joseph Chamberlain to 
submit to a joint commission of inquiry 
the effect upon the outlanders of the 
recent franchise reforms. 

The precise situation is that a com- 
munication was dispatched Monday to 
Sir Alfred Milner, which embodies cer- 
tain alternative proposals. For various 
reasons these are kept strictly confi- 
dential, but it is believed that they will 
admit of the conclusion of a modus 
vivendi. 

It is understood from unofficial sources 
of information that the alternat:ve pro- 
posals of the Transvaal government are 
for a five years’ franchise and a one- 
fifth representation of the outlanders 
in the first raad, provided the imperial 
government does not further interfere 
in the internal affairs of the Transvaal. 

Official circles at present regard thé 
situation as tending to improve. 


The War ammunition consigned to the 
South African republic is still detained 
by the Portuguese authorities in Dela- 
goa Bay. 

The government of the Transvaal has 


received a communication from the 
governor of Lorenzo Marquez relative 
to the stoppage of arms there, to the 


effect that Portugal's obligationa to all 
nations, including Great Britain, re- 
quired the enforcement of the Transvaal- 
Portuguese treaty, and, as an unsatisfac- 
tory explanation existed as to the trans- 
portation of arms, they were stopped at 
Delagoa Bay, and until the terms of the 
treaty should be complied with, though 
no doubt the matter will dltimately be 
arranged satisfactorily. The Transvaal 
government regards the communication 
“extremely vague.”

FALL RIVER'S MILLS, 


Plans of National Trust Opposed by 
Local Financiers, 


Promoters of First Offer Con- 
fident of Success. 


Will Requ're $23.000,000 to Insure Purchase 
of Properties If Cash Is Called For. 


Fall River, Mass., Aug. 24.—Two new 
features of importance have been inter- 
jected into the struggle for mill con- 
solidation. One is the expression of a 
wish by some local financiers for the 
evolving of some plan whereby the local 
banks can carry out a scheme such as 
has been outlined by Barrows, Wade, 
Guthrie & Co., and retain the control 
of the mills in the hands of local people. 
The other is the receipt of letters from 
Nelson G. Greene, who speaks for a 
syndicate that has in view the consoli- 
dating of the ownership of all the cotton 
mills in the United States 

Nelson G. Green is popularly supposed 
to represent John E. Searles, the finan- 
cier, now operating in the formation of 
a cotton baling trust. 

It may be said that the offers are not 
popularly believed to be parts of a 
feasible plan in so far as the Fall 
River mills are concerned. Some treas- 
urers have hoped for a national trust for 
a long time, but it was only with the 
desire for a management that should 
in some measure control competition in 
selling. It has never been the desire 
of local people to have the financial con- 
trol of the mills go out of the city. 

A capital of at least $23,000,000 will be 
required if for no other purpose than 
to insure the purchase of the properties 
if cash is called for. 

The promoters of the first offer say 
that they have the fullest confidence 
that unless something very different ap- 
pears than has yet been in evidence all of 
the mills offered will be in their control 
within three months. , 

Each corporation has been valued for 
consolidation purposes, and the extreme 
results obtained are very striking. The 
wide difference in some of the mills’ 
valuations per spindle may be explained 
by the difference in age and condition of 
the equipments, the location of the mills, 
their real esate and the surplusses which 
some of the corporations have accumu- 
lated. For instance, the Durfee mill, 
which shows a capitalization of only 
$3.80 per spindle, is counted worth $10.94 
by the promoters of the trust. This is 
due to the surplus which has been al- 
lowed to accumulate and put into new 
Luildings and equipment. In the case 
of the Troy, the real estate owned by the 
company in the centre of the city brings 
up its valuation to $17.32 per spindle, or 
$10.53 in excess of the amount shown by 
the capitalization. 

On the whole, the price per spindle of- 
fered would seem large if applied to 
mills outside of Fall River, but it was 
recognized by those who made the fig- 
ures that the production per spindle is 
probably greater here than in any other 
Amevican manufacturing centre. In 
fact, the values are considered to show 
an intimate knowledge of the plants, and 
a long study of the stock markets in 
this city and Boston, where Fall River 
mill shares are disposed of. The pro- 
ductive capacities of some of the mills 
warrant better prices than have been 
offered, and it may take some little time 
to convince owners that higher figures 
are not obtainable. 


Conditions Have Changed. “= 
Providence, Aug. 24.—There is no 
longer the possibility of a strike by the 
telegraph operators of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad com- 
pany. The representatives of the men 
have been given assurances that their 
complaints would be listened to and be 
given consideration, and the members 
of the Order of Railway Telegraphers 
have been informed by their president 
that the conditions which prevailed at 
the time they voted to strike have been 
changed. It is expected that after a 
few weeks there will be an amicable ad- 
justment of all differences,

Leominster, Mass., Aug. 24.—The po- 
lice of this and neighboring towns are 
hunting the woods in this vicinity for a 
man who is charged with having as- 
saulted Miss May Baldwin of Ster- 
ling, aged 17, while she was bicycling 
from her home to this town yesterday. 
Miss Baldwin is in a state of collapse 
from her rough experience at the hands 
of the man. Her description of him is 
meagre. She says he was masked. 


Rail Was Removed. 

Brunswick, Me., Aug. 24.—An engine 
and two cars of a special freight ran off 
the track near Brunswick yesterday. 
The engineer and fireman jumped and 
were uninjured. The freight cars were 
hauled on the track without much 
trouble, but the engine lies on its back 
in the gully badly smashed. The acci- 
dent was caused by a rail removed by 
the section men, who forgot to use a flag. 


G bson Breaks a Record. 

Brockton, Mass., Aug. 24.—At the bi- 
cycle races here on the new board track 
the special feature was the breaking of 
the world's professional two-mile paced 
record by Harry Gibson of Cincinnati. 
Gibson rode the distance behind a steam 
pacing machine in 3:09 4-5, the former 
record being 3:13, held by Major Taylor.

A GENERAL SURPRISE,| : 


Chinese Exclusion Law Apvlied to 
Philippines by General Otis, 


Not Done on Authority of 
Officials at Washington. 


it May Be but a Temporary Move, Incident to 
Military Occupation, 


Washington, Aug, 24.—General Otis 
has applied the Chinese exclusion laws 
to the Philippines, according to diplo- 
matic advices received by the state de- 
partment. The information was a sur- 
prise to the authorities here, both state 
and military, as the matter has been 
under consideration for some time, and 
it was not known that General Otis had 
put the exclusion laws into force. 

The first intimation in that direction 
came in a dispatch, received a few days 
ago from the Chinese consul at Ma- 
nila, telling the Chinese legation here 
that the exclusion laws against Chinese 
had been applied to the Philippines, 
The dispatch was brought to the at- 
tention of the state department, and in- 
quiry was made as to how the action 
was brought about, as the Chinese gov- 
ernment has been solicitous, since Amer- 
ican military control was established in 
the Philippines, that the United States 
exclusion laws should not be extended 
over the islands. Thestate department 
knew nothing of such an extension, and 
made inquiry of the war department. 
The military authorities, however, were 
equally without information as to Gen- 
eral Otis’ course in this particular. 

Accordingly the Chinese officials were 
advised that any action taken by Gen- 
eral Otis in applying the exclusion laws 
to the Philippines was not the result 
of instructions sent from here, but was 
doubtless due to an exercise of his au- 
thority as governor general of the Phil- 
ippines. 

What further steps the Chinese au- 
thorities will take has not been de- 
termined, as Ministe® Wu Ting Fang Is 
out of the city for a few days. Thereis 
little doubt, however, that he will seek 
to have General Otis’ order held in 
abeyance until the authorities here pass 
upon the general question, which has 
been under consideration between the 
two governments, 

In this connection, the state depart- 
ment has received an important letter 
from Mr. Williams, our former consul 
at Manila, who still remains there in a 
confidential capacity. He says the na- 
tive Filipinos are strongly opposed to 
Chinese labor, and, in his opinion, the 
exclusion of the Chinese from the isl- 
ands would materially aid in bringing 
the war to a He places the 
Chinese population at 52,000, which is 
considerably more than estimates from 
official sources, The letter is dated 
July 26. It has been turned over to 
the war department, to be used in the 
general consideration of the exclusion 
question. 

The Chinese government has shown 
more anxiety 
government toward the Chinese in the 
Philippines than towards those in Cuba 
or other parts of the world, mainly be- 
cause the Philippines are so near China 
and large numbers of Chinese are es- 
tablished there. 

They carry on the bulk of the retall 
trade, have an extensive quarter in Ma- 
nila, and send out traveling salesmen, 
carrying packs, to the remote interior of 
the islands. Seme of the official re- 
ports, including those of Admiral Dewey, 
have paid a tribute to the work per- 
formed by the Chinese, and Naval Con- 
structor Hobson has recently reported 
to the navy department on the va!ue of 
Chinese labor in naval and commercial 
pursuits in the far east. 

This has I«d the Chinese officials here 
to believe t] at the exclusion laws would 
not be applied to the Philippines, and 
they are still hopeful that General Otis’ 
action will be a temporary move, in- 
eldent to military occupation, and not 
a part of the permanent policy of this 
government toward the islands. 

The only cction taken here as to the 
Chinese exclusion laws has been in 
ruling that they were not a part of the 
immigration laws, and did not apply to 
Cuba and Porto Rico.

Our Sovereignty Over Moros. 

Manila, Aug. 24.—General Bates has 
returned from Sulu, having successfully 
accomplished his mission there. After 
five-weeks’ negotiation an agreement 
was signed, which in substance was as 
follows: “American sovereignty over 
Moros shall be recognized and there 
shall be no persecution against religion. 
The United States shall occupy and con- 
trol such parts of the archipelago as 
public interest demands; any person 
can purchase land, with the sultan’s 
consent; the introduction of firearms 
shall be prohibited; piracy shall be sup- 
pressed; the American courts shal! have 
jurisdiction, except between the Moros; 
the Americans shall protect the Moros 
against forelgn imposition, and the sul- 
tan's subsidy from Spain shall be con- 
tinued.” The sultan and several! chiefs 
signed the agreement. 


Troops to Be Rushed to Philippines. 

Washington, Aug. 24.—Secretary Root 
tas returned from his visit to the presi- 
dent at Lake Champlain. That the cam- 
paign in the Philippines is to be pushed 
vigorously and promptly is evident from 
a remark the secretary made to the re- 
porters. He was determined, he said,

To Give a Receipt. 

The Post Office Department has 
adopted a new form of domestic money 
order, which will be  introdaced 
gradually,or as supplies of the old form 
become exhausted, at the various post 


offices throughout the country, after 
the 4th of September. 

The new form is somewhat smaller 
than the order now in use, Its 
dimensions are about those of the 
ordinary bank draft. It has two ad- 


juncts—the advice, or notification to 
be sent by the issuing to the paying 
postmaster, is a reproduction of 
order through the carbonized 
paper (the manifold process,) and that 
receipt for the amount to be furnished | 
by the issuing postmaster to the re- 
mitter.

Granite Breakwaters. 


The county commissioners of 


Ply- 


mouth county have advertised for 
proposal for constructing a stone 


breakwater at North Scituate, and also 
a stone breakwater at Scituate harbor. 

The work at North Scituate consists 
of about six hundred feet in length 
of‘stone retaining wall, which wall is 
to be about nine feet in height, five

LATEST LINGERIE. 


Clever Parisian Variations of Two 
Important Garments. 

To meet the demand of the luxury 
loving and prompt paying American 
the Parisians set the pace in under- 
garments and do all their labor of con- 
struction by hand, but our own manu- 
facturers follow their lead so closely 
and admirably in machine wrought 
pieces that it is really a matter more 
of sentiment than worth that dictates 
the purchase of the French article. 

On both sides of the water the effort 
is always tending toward a reconcilia- 
tion between excessive graceful dainti- 
ness, that every woman demands, and 
precautions against bulkiness, that no 
woman can allow. Turn over a heap 
of garments all fresh from Paris, and 
you will find that, though silk is so 
slightly used in their make up, none 
save the petticoats perhaps but will 
run through the circle of a thumb ring. 

Everywhere that an inch of goods 
might be pruned away the artist’s scis- 
sors have sliced to good effect and 
with no loss in the charm of the gar- 
ment. For example, all chemises are 
sloped to fit the figure like a glove. 
The newest French pattern shows a 
novel arrangement by which a tiny 
side body is introduced under the arm 
and the seam so skillfully manipulated 
that it can never act as an irritating 
cause against tender flesh. To obviate 
any awkwardness in getting In and out 
of such a chemise the long slip either 
buttons or ties on the shoulders or fs 
opened down the front well below the 
waist line, and this delicate garment 
is shuffled off as easily as a pinafore. 

In taking away from the chemise 
about the waist line the skirt length 
has been increased. The long chemise

The prettiest and most useful 
styles are made in bolero and handker- 
chief shape, and an exceedingly recent 
invention in this line is cut to fold 
fichuwise, but perfectly flat, over the 
shoulders, across the bust, and, pass- 
ing under the arms, the ends of it 
fasten by two flat pearl buttons in the 
center of the back. Those that button, 
orthodox fashion, down the front are 
cut off sharply at the waist, a broad 
embroidered beading serves as a belt, 
and through this a ribbon is run for 
beauty’s sake, says the New York Sun, 
from whose summary of this year’s 
attractions In underwear the illustra- 
tions and present fashions are repro- 
duced.

Weak Points of Evidence Against 
Dreyfus Laid Bare by Labori, 


Esterhazy Was Shielded by 
the General Staff. 


Men Put Up to Sully Dreyfus’ Character Show 
Astounding Forgetfulness. 


Rennes, Aug. 24.—The fourth sitting of 
the third week of the second trial by 
court-martial of Captain Dreyfus on the 
charge of treason began at 6:30 o'clock 
this morning reading of the 
deposition of M. Penot. No special in- 
cident marked the opening of the day's 
proceedings. 

M. Labori’s vigor and tact have dis- 
armed the distrust of the judges. He 
ig succeeding, like a skillful, but kindly 
surgeon, who uses the scalpel at just 
the right moment, and carries the in- 
cision only just so far as is necessary to 
reveal the true nature of the wound. 
aney tee] that he does not probe merely 
for the sake of probing, but in order to 
diagnose and prepare the wound for the 
proper dressing. He takes no 
unnecessary advantage of them. They 
are beginning to look upon him as a loyal 
Frenchman, convinced only that the in- 
terests of France require courageous 
determination to deal with the 
resolutely. 

The session of the court-martial yes- 
terday was comparatively uneventful. 
The depositions were not productive of

any really thrilling incidents. The 
systematic production of the flimsiest

which the latter accept as evidence, was 
proceeded with. 

Much of the stimony of 
the morning was devoted to an attempt 
to blast Dreyfus’s private character, 
though, when Maitres Labori and De- 
mange had finished with the witnesses, 
their bubbles of tittle-tattle were badly 
pricked. Much of time was occu- 
pied in reading the testimony of Ester- 
hazy and Mile. Pays before the court of 
cassation, during which many of the 
audience left the court. 

M. Laborj again distinguished him- 
self in laying bare the weak points of the 
evidence. He was less flerce, however, 
than on Tuesday, though quite aggres- 
sive enough to arouse the latent hos- 
tility of the judges, which showed itself 
in various little ways. 

M. Labori is no favorite, either, with 
Major Carriere, the government's com- 
missary, and the latte 
ous effort to conceal his feelings towards 
the lawyer. 

M. Labori bore little traces of the ef- 
fects of the outrage upon him. He rose, 
sat down and moved his body and limbs 
apparently without much difficulty. 
Only occasionally he put his 
his back as though suffering pain. 

The only dangerous opponent to Drey- 
fus yesterday was General Gonse, who 
mounted the stage with a quick step and 
apparently light heart, but he left it 
badly mauled by M. Lebori. 

General Gonse began by declaring he 
came to defend his honor against those 
“drivelling’ againsthim. But, when his 
cross-examination was finished, he re- 
turned to his seat crestfallen, for M. 
Labori had driven him into a corner on 
the attempts of the general staff to shield 
Esterhazy and had shown that the gen- 
eral staff, for which Was re- 
sponsible, had engineered Esterhazy’s 
escape from the hands of justice. The 
confident tones of the genera] had by 
then dwindled into the proverbial still, 
small voice, and his defiant bearing had 
changed into the abashed air of a school- 
boy caught tellinga lie. The day proved 
certainly a poor one for the general] staff. 

Two good samples of the men put up 
to sully Dreyfus’ private « 
the third and fourth witnesses. 

First, Major de Chatelet repeated an 
alleged conversation of Dreyfus regard- 
ing a lady at Whose house Dreyfus is al- 
leged to have gambled and lost money. 
But, when cross-examined, De Chatelet’s 
memory failed him entirely, especially 
when asked the name of the lady, the 
street she resided in and the sum Drey- 
fus lost. 

Next M. Dubreui] showed equally as- 
tounding forgetfulness on essential 
points of his evidence concerning Drey- 
fus’ acquaintanceship with a foreign at- 
tache, and when M. Demange capped 
his successful examination of this point 
by promising to show that Dubreuil's 
record in the law courts is far from 
clear the witness left the stand badly 
discredited,

Thus Mercier and Gonse 
are both practically shelved, and the 
general staff is beginning to show signs 
of wavering. : 

Ancther good sign was whena point of 
law arose on a certain matter, and Col- 
onel Jouaust, the preSident of the 
martial, replied: “I am not up in law.

I have the right to do so, I will make the 
order.” 

This was in reply to Labori’s request 
for certain information concerning the 
character of a witness, to be furnished 
by the public prosecutor, and it seemed 
to indicate a desire on the part of the 
judges to honestly seek the truth.

Panizzardi May Testify. 

London, Aug. 24.—Official permission 
to appear at the Rennes court-martial, 
if cited, has been granted, according to 
the Rome correspondent of The Daily 
Mail, to Colonel Panizzardi, formerly 
Italian military attache in Paris, who 
recently denied, in a communication to 
The Figaro, the statement of General 
Roget, in his evidence at Rennes, that 
Panizzardi addressed a report to Signor 
Ressman, former Italian ambassador to 
France, to the effect that Colonel 
Schwartzkoppen, former German mili- 
tary attache in Paris, had relations with 
Dreyfus. 


Death Defeats Jus‘ice. 

New York, Aug. 24.—The health board 
recently received complaints from per- 
sons in various parts of the city stating 
that valuable articles had been stolen 
from their residences by a Dr. Wood, 
who claimed to be a health board in- 
spector, and was allowed to go through 
the residences. The amount of prop- 
arty Wood is said to have stolen ag- 
gregated $20,000. The police learned that 
Wood was in New Jersey. Complaints 
began to pour in to headquarters at 
Jersey City of robberies committed by 
Wood, who was representing himself as 
inspector of the Jersey City health de- 
partment. He was arrested and the 
New York department was notified. Ex- 
tradition papers were drawn up, but 
word came that Wood died yesterday in 
the Jersey City jail of Bright's disease,

Funston Laid Up. 

Kansas City, Aug. 24.—A letter to The 
Star, dated Manila, July 16, says: Gen- 
eral Frederick Funston has been tem- 
porarily relieved from duty at San Fer- 
nando, and will go to the second reserve 
hospital to receive treatment neces- 
sitated by the re-opening of a wound in- 
curred while in the Cubanarmy. Itis 
thought General Funston will not again 
return to active duty, as his term of 
service will expire Sept. 3, and he has 
requested and been granted permission 
to return to the United States with the 
Kansas regiment. 

Kaiser Will Have to Wait. 

Berlin, Aug. 24.—It is understood that, 
as a result of the Prussian council, the 
cabinet will remain im office and there 
will be no dissolution. It is possible, 
however, that the minister of the in- 
terior will be replaced, he having bungled 
some instructions from the emperor re- 
garding the votes on the canal bill. The 
dismissal of some dozen district presi- 
dents who contributed to the defeat of 
the bill is also expected. It is believed 
that Emperor William will wait until 
next session, when he will try to arrange 
some compromise.

LYNCHING BEE AVERTED. 
Troops Guarded Alleged Negro Father of a 
White Woman's Child. 
Savannah, Aug. 24.—Acting under or- 
ders from Governor Candler, Captain 
Gleason of the First Georgia infantry 
took 200 men to Darien, 56 miles from 
here, on a special train to suppress an 
incipient riot and bring here Henry 
Delgall, a negro, charged with an as- 

sault upon a young white girl. 

Word came from Mayor Keenan of 
Darien that the town was in charge of 
an armed negro mob, and he urged that 
troops be sent with all speed. When the 
troops arrived last evening they found 
many excited negroes, but otherwise 
there had been no disorder. Captain 
Gleason marched his men up to the Mc-

SHOT BY HIS BROTHER, 


Baker Trenkaus Will Probably Die 
From Serious Wounds Inflicted, 


His Wife’s Life Ended by a 
Bullet In the Neck. 


Murderer Turns Piste! Upon Himself When Pur- 
sued and Falls Dead. 


New Milford, Conn., Aug. 25.—A triple 
tragedy occurred here shortly before 
10:30 last night, when K. Trenkaus, a 
German baker, and his wife were shot 
by his brother. the wife dying instantly. 
Trenkaus received one bullet in the 
breast and two in the arm, and his death 
is momentarily expected. The shoot- 
ing took place in Trenkaus’ bake shop, 
at the corner of Railroad and Bank 
streets. 

After the shooting the murderer fled 
from the shop, but the baker was able 
to reach the street and give the alarm. 
Dennis Cronin, a brakeman, saw the 
fleeing murderer, and started in pursuit, 
and he was soon joined by Night Watch- 
man Neary. They had almost over- 
taken tbe man, on Bridge street, scarce- 
ly 100 yards from the scene of the crime, 
when he turned about and sent a bullet 
through his own temple, falling dead 
in his tracks. 

The affair occasioned great excite- 
ment, and Medical Examiner King was 
soon on the From the ante- 
mortem statement it is inferred that the 
brothers had quarreled. Edward 
wanted some money to go to New York, 
and Karl refused it, and the shooting 
followed. Mrs. Trenkaus was shot in 
the neck, and the jugular vein was sev- 
ered 

As the murderer fled from the shop he 
was heard to exclaim: “Now I will go 
and kill the children,” and he started 
for the Trenhaus home on South Main 
street, where the two children were. 

The proprietor of the bake shop is 
about 40 years of age, and the murderer 
was about 35 years old. Little is known 
about him, only that he came to New 
Milford from New York three weeks ago. 
He stayed a week, and then came back 
six days age, and it is believed he was 
engaged by the brother to work in the 
shop. He, however, spent considerable 
time riding with Joseph Clike, who 
drove the bread wagon, and it is said 
his attentions to young ladies and his 
attempts at flirtations, as well 
unwillingness to work caused the broth- 
er much annoyance, and quarrels have 
resulted. A sister of Mrs. Trenkaus 
lived with them, but she is unable to 
understand Englash, and could throw 
no light on the tragedy. 

The remains of Mrs, Trenkaus and the 
murderer were taken to a local under- 
taking room, while the wounded man 
was carried to his home.

Wi'nesses and Accused Don’t Agree. 

Hartford, Aug. 25.—The county com- 
missioners and the board of manage 
ment of the county temporary home for 
dependent children, at Warehouse Point, 
held another hearing yesterday at the 
home on the charges of penury, cruelty 
and immoral conduct on the part of 
Superintendent Adams. Adams denied 
the charges that witnesses had testified 
to, although admitting that he had pun- 
ished children mentioned by witnesses, 
though not in the cruel manner alleged. 
The most sensational testimony was 
that given by Mary Stalninger, aged 15 
years, a former inmate of the home, 
who testified that Mr. Adams had taken 
immodest measurements of her. Adams 
claimed that he only secured the girl's 
height and weight at her request. Sev- 
eral witnesses testified to seemingly 
cruel punishment on the part of Adams.

Alleged Abuse and Starvation. 

Torrington, Conn., Aug. 25.—Humane 
society agents have discovered what is 
believed to be a shocking case of cruelty 
to a child. Mary Conran, aged 15, was 
found lying helpless and emaciated in an 
upper room of the farmhouse of her 
parents. The agents say that the girl's 
condition is undoubtedly due to lack of 
proper food and care, and that proceed- 
ings will be taken against her parents. 
It is said that the girl is neither mentally 
nor physically strong, and it is alleged 
that her inability to do her share of 
the farm work has led to her abuse and 
starvation by her parents.

Harrisburg, Aug. 25.—James E. Bar- 
nett for state treasurer, J. H. Brown of 
Lancaster for supreme court judge, and 
Josiah R. Adams of Philadelphia for 
superior court judge, were the nomina- 
tions made by the Republican state con- 
vention yesterday. ‘The nomination for 
supreme judge is equivalent to an elec- 
tion by reason of two vacancits in the 
court and no elector being entitled to 
vote for more than one person.

Revenue Cutter Bear Renders Great 
Service In the Gold Region, 


Awful Result of Rush of Peo- 
ple to Kotzebue Sound. 


Many Drowned, Others Succumbed to Ravages 
of Starvation and Scurvy. 


Washington, Aug. 25.—Captain Shoe- 
maker of the revenue cutter service has 
received a report from Lieutenant D. H. 
Jarvis, commander of the revenue cutter 
containing an account of the 
rescue of the gold seekers who rushed 
into the Kotzebue gold country, Alaska, 
in the summer of 1898, Lieutenant Jarvis 
Was taking the Bear north to Cape Bar- 
row on her regular trip.

At Cape Prince 
of Wales he learned of the awful desti- 
tution which had overtaken the gold 
Seekers at Kotzebue sound. 

On arrival there he found a terrible 
condition of affairs. Men had died of 
starvation, scurvy and by drowning, and 
he obtained a list of 48 deaths. But the 
list is by no means complete. 

Over 1000 of the gold seekers had win- 
tered there. The Bear after relieving as 
much of the distress as possible and leav-

plorable affair. Misled by false infor- 
mation and advertisements, 1200 people, 
many totaliy unfitted to stand hard con- 
ditions and climate, rushed to the coun- 
try during the open season of 1898. Dur- 
ing the winter no gold whatever was 
found, and in the spring they sought 
every means Of escaping from the region. 

“Many were drowned in the swift cur- 
rents of the rivers in the fall of 1898, 
Others lost their lives during the winter 
from the cold and, worst of all, in the 
spring scurvy broke out in nearly all the 
camps. 1 apprehend also that many of 
those who started coasting along the 
shore for Cape Nome may have lost their 
lives in the ice and weather.” 

Lieutenant Jarvis is the officer who 
distinguished himself In the winter of 
897-98 by leaving a relief expedition 
from Tunnuak, 200 miles below St. 
Michael, to Point Barrow. Over 1500 
miles of snow and ice in the dead of win- 
ter he pushed an expedition for the re- 
lief of the ice-imprisoned twhalers at 
Point Barrow. 

He arrived there with nearly 500 rein- 
deer 
scribable hardships. For his heroism 
on that occasion the president recom- 
mended that congress give a vote of 
thanks and award him a gold medal, 


Another story of Misery. 

Duluth, Aug .—John C. Morrison, an 
Alaskan prospector from Duluth, re- 
ported dead in the Kotzebue country, has 
written home telling of the suffering of 
those who have been at Cape Nome, 
On July 24, from Anvil City, Cape Nome, 
Mr. Morrison wrote that over 100 miners 
and prospectors must have perished in 
the Kotzebue district last winter. Six 
of the party he was with died. His en- 
tire party was sick and nearly starved 
when a relief expedition rescued them. 
Mr. Morrison says: 

“There is no gold in the Kotzebue 
country. The transportation companies 
succeeded in getting over 1000 people, 
poor fellows, there last winter. When 
We came out there were 800 people on the 
beach waiting for a revenue cutter to 
come along and take them home, as all 
were without money. There is plenty 
of gold at Cape Nome, washed up out of 
the ocean in the shape of nuggets, but 
I don’t know whether there will be any 
claims left by the time I get well. 

“Wages here are $8 per day with board. 
Anvil City is only a month old, but has 
about 800 tents, houses and stores. Board 
is $3 a day and board one night costs $1. 
Beer Is 50 cents a glass.”

Bomb For Archbishop. 

London, Aug. 25.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Chronicle from Rome reports the 
throwing of a dynamite bomb into the 
villa of the Archbishop of Gallipoli, 
Province of Leece, seriously damaging 
the walls of the building. The motive 
for the outrage is believed to have been 
political.

HOW FUNSTON LEADS. 


No Truth In the Pictures Which 
Show Him Waving a Sword. 

“There is one thing,” writes Ser- 
geant Ozias, “that should be spoken of 
to correct misapprehension of facts. 
General Funston is spoken of and pic- 
tured as rushing at the insurgents with 
uplifted sword and scabbard swinging 
high. He did nothing of the kind, nor 
dtd any other officer worthy of being 
called one. At Marilao I stood (up) on 
the east bank of the river with the 
first plateon of Company H, firing over 
the river at the rebels to protect Fun- 
ston and the men crossing the river. 
None of us were more than ten feet 
from the river bank, in full view of 
the enemy and without even a blade 
of grass to protect us, but they were 
hid from us. We yelled to Funston 
that Pennsylvania was attempting to 
cross to claim our victory. He started 
on a run as fast as his legs would car- 
ry him, shouting to the squad with 
him, ‘Come on, boys; deploy,’ and to 
us, ‘Give 'em fits, boys! Seeing him 
there without so much as a stick in 
his hand, speeding his way like a shad- 
ow through the trees and banana 
stalks, over fences and bushes, ten 
yards ahead of his party, still yelling, 
‘Come on, boys! stampeding chickens, 
hogs and dogs from among the houses, 
would have made a dead man laugh, 
serious as the affair was. 

“Our platoon was firing at will, yet 
we guarded it so carefully that none 
but Filipinos felt it. At Calumpit, 
when Funston and the eight sets of 
fours,crossed and ran the rebels out of 
their trenches and won in a few min- 
utes a battle that had been fiercely 
fought for two days, Funston was 
again barehanded, as were all officers 
except a few who carried native canes 
they had picked up, more as an ald to 
walking than anything else. I speak 
of these things to show that the sword 
should be left out of all pictures of 
this war. It is ornamental, not useful, 
and as I was there and saw these 
events as they happened I am (mod- 
estly) glad to tell of bravery not often 
paralleled in commanders.”—Kansas 
City Journal. 


A VALUABLE STRAWBERRY. 


New Variety of Plants Discovered by 
Agricultural Department. 

Professor Walter T. Swingle, one of 
the agricultural explorers sent abroad 
by the United States department of 
agriculture to look for rare and yalua- 
ble seeds and plants likely to be grown 
with profit in the United States, has 
sent to the department a strawberry 
which possesses peculiar and valuable 
qualities, says the Washington Post. 
It is a plant that produces berries 
for four months in the year. The fruit- 
ing season of the ordinary strawberry 
in the United States is not longer than 
a month, and it can be seen that if this 
berry. Is grown in the United States 
it will become very popular, especially 
with small gardeners who raise the 
berries for home consumption. The 
berry is of good size and has a de 
licious taste. Professor Swinzle ob- 
tained the berry from M. Villamorin, 
the famous French seedsman and 
plant grower, and its origin, according 
to M. Villamorin, possesses consider- 
able interest. 

Several years ago an old Catholic 
priest living in France became an 
ardent grower of strawberries and 
was continually experimenting in their 
cultivation. One day while walking 
in the forest he found a berry which 
he had observed frequently before and 
had noticed that it was continuously 
flowering. Upon closer examination 
he found that it was a wild straw- 
berry, and he concluded to experiment 
with it. By growing it with another 
berry which he had long been cul- 
tivating he found that he could pro- 
duce the present continuous fruiting 
strawberry. For years he grew these 
berries for the pleasure it afforded 
him and was very chary dbout letting 
any of his neighbors into his secret. 
Finally one day he told a neighbor, 
and inside of a year half a dozen berry 
growers were marketing the berry, 
each claiming it as the product of his 
own cultivation. 


DREYFUS’ DAILY LIFE. 


Lives Almost Exclual+ely on a Diet 
of MIk and “ges. 

Captain Dreyfus still ves almost ex- 
clusively on milk and eggs at Rennes. 
On rising at 5 o’clock he takes a glass 
of milk. He is then escorted to the 
courtroom under a strong guard. On 
returning to prison he takes a second 
glass of milk, and at 1 o'clock a soft 
boiled egg and another glass of milk. 

At 2 his wife calls upon him, spend- 
ing a couple of hours with him dally 
without restrictions of any kind. After 
their interview another member of the 
family sees him for half an hour. 

M. Demange arrives daily at half 
past 4 in the afternoon and remains 
until 7, discussing the progress of the 
ease. During the remainder of the 
time the accused generally reads or 
studies mathematics. He retires to 
bed about half past 9. Dreyfus retains 
his good spirits and expresses confi- 
dence that he will be acquitted, es- 
pecially now that he believes M. La- 
bori will be able to return to the active 
work of the defense.

POULTRY POINTERS. 

A full grown goose picked regularly 
will yield a pound of feathers. 

One way of making poultry pay is al- 
ways to have something to sell. 

Chickens fatten faster on cooked food 
than on raw, because it is easier di- 
gested. 

Though turkeys are good foragers, it 
will not pay to let them go without 
proper feeding daily. 

Paralysis in chickens is due to over- 
feeding and lack of exercise. Give less 
food and make the fowls scratch for a 
part of their living. 

It is rarely the case that it is advisable 
to stimulate egg production by the use of 
irritating condiments. Plenty of whole- 
some nutritious food is what is needed. 

The profits from poultry are often 
wasted by feeding more fowls than 
should be kept. When a hen is not lay- 
ing, she is expensive. Roosters are also 
expensive. 

One of the best ways of removing lice 
from fowls is to make them do it them- 
selves by having a lot of dry dirt where 
they can dust themselves whenever they 
feel inclined, having first sprinkled the 
earth with carbolic acid.—St. Louis Re- 
public. 


ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Salt is beneficial if scattered under the 
grapevines and pear trees. 

All fungous diseases of plants, such as 
mildew, scab, blight, rust, rot, etc. are 
contagious. 

It is not the growth of the tree so much 
as the formation of the seed that ex- 
hausts the tree. 

If all wormy fruit is destroyed as soon 
as it falls, your orchard will eventually 
be made free from worms. 

One of the best arguments in favor of 
a good fruit supply for the farmer is that 
it will contribute to the health of the 
family. 

It is a safe plan at all times to burn 
the trimmings from the berry and grape- 
vines, as well as from the trees. They 
are troublesome if left on the ground. 

Props under the branches of a tree 
should never be allowed. If the load of 
fruit is too heavy for the branch to hold 
up, trimming is the proper thing to do,

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Says He Knew Nothing About Evi- 
dence In Esterhazy Prosecution. 


Judges Show Marked Hos- 
tility Toward Laborl. 


Presideni of Former Court Martial Convinced 
by Ove Document of Secret Dossier. 


Rennes, Aug, 25.—At the opening of 
the session of the Dreyfus court-martial 
this morning a medical certificate, signed 
by doctors unknown here, was read, de- 
claring that it was impossible for Du 
Paty de Clam to leave his bed and come 
to Rennes to testify. 

M. Labori asked that two well-known 
medical men should be instructed to ex- 
amine him, but Colonel Jouaust refused. 

Rowland Strong, the English news- 
paper man, then deposed to the circum- 
stances in which Esterhazy confessed 
to him that he wrote the bordereau. 

Thursday's session was marked by one 
of the most exciting scenes of the trial. 
The proceedings opened with a skirmish 
entirely favorable to the defense over 
Colonel Maurel, president of the court- 
martial of 1894, who admitted reading 
One of the secret documents to the court 
which had not been seen by the defense. 
He protested that only one document 
Was looked at, alleging that this suf- 
ficed to enable him to form a conviction 
that could not be shaken. 

This protest made matters worse, be- 
cause, as M. Labori pointed out, if he 
perused one, it was his bounden duty to 
peruse all. Colone] Jouaust upheld Col- 
onel Maurel in his refusal to indicate 
the nature of the document he read, but 
M. Labori announced that he would 
summon Captain Freystatter, another 
member of the tribunal of 1894, and get 
his version of what passed behind the 
backs of counsel for the defense. Col- 
onel Maure] felt his position keenly and 
continually hesitated before replying to 
Labori's questions. 

All this, however, was only preliminary 
to a fierce battle that ensued between 
M. Labori and General Mercier, the latter 
receiving reinforcements from Generals 
Roget, Gonse and De Boisdeffre, as well 
as invaluable assistance from Colonel 
Jouaust himself. M. Labori took Gen- 
eral Mercier over the whole ground of 
his previous deposition. This led to sev- 
eral sharp passages at arms between the 
advocate and Colonel Jouaust, who up- 
held Mercier in refusing to reply to sev- 
eral questions which, in the general 
opinion of those in the courtroom, were 
distinctly pertinent. 

Whenever General Mercier was cor- 
nered he declined to answer, and Colonel 
Jouaust invariably supported him. M. 
Labori protested most energetically. His 
words and manner breathed the deepest 
indignation, but the president of the 
court-martial was inflexible, 

The intervention of Generals Gonse, 
Roget and De Boisdeffre and Major 
Lauth, who in rapid succession mounted 
the stage or rose in their seats and inter- 
posed remarks, was very exciting, and 
carried the spectators along on a wave 
of breathless interest. One after the 
other, these officers, who were in full 
uniform, would jump up and cry, “I de- 
mand to be heard,” and without further 
wailing ascend the steps of the platform 
and begin a statement in support of a 
brother officer. Some times four officers 
were on the stage at the same moment, 
It Was a marvelous display of military 
clanishness. At one time a perfect babel 
of voices reigned for several minutes, 
until Colonel Jouaust intervened and re- 
stored order. 

M. Labori's cross-examination was 
successful as far as it went; but Colonel 
Jouaust prevented his pressing his ad- 
vantage to the utmost. In fact, Jouaust’s 
hostile attitude toward the counsel for 
the defense then and during the cross- 
examination of the witness, De Grand 
Maison, evoked the severest criticism on 
the part of the public present and bodes 
ill for Dreyfus. Not only Colonel 
Jouaust but the other judges displayed 
considerable impatience during Labori's 
scathing cross-examination, shifting 
restlessly in their seats and drumming 
the table with the tips of their fingers 
General Mercier faced Labori's fire w ith 
callous demeanor, standing on the plat- 
form, his hands behind his back and his 
face only half turned toward his ques- 
tioner. Once or twice a savage look in 
the eyes, an elevation in the tone anda 
Swaying to and fro of the body revealed 
the inner fires of resentment. 

——— 

The general, however troubled his 
mind might be, seldom departed from 
the callous demeanor characteristic of 
him. The lawyer made a strong point 
on the part Esterhazy played. Mercier 
said he did not know Esterhazy, and only 
saw him once—at the Zola trial. 

“That is very interesting,” exclaimed 
M. Labori. “But surely General Mer- 
cier was present at the Esterhazy trial.” 

The general replied that he was not 
there, and that he knew nothing about 
the evidence in the Esterhazy prosecu- 
tion. 

“What,” cried M. Labori, “General 
Mercier, who was the chief accuser of 
Dreyfus, did not even follow the proceed- 
ings in the Esterhazy trial?” 

A loud murmur of surprise and indig- 
nant comment came from the audience 
but Colonel Jouaust immediately sup- 
pressed it.

General Roget faced the court with an 
air of unblushing effrontery. His hand- 
some but unsympathetic features ex- 
Pressed the bitterest scorn as he spun 
round on his heel and, with arms crossed 
faced Labori or the audience, oniihe 
judges. He is extremely vain and is 
always striking attitudes for the bene- 
e of newspaper artists, quite a num- 

er of whom regularly attend the ses- 
sions His impertinent behavior eae 
Strikingly illustrated yesterday when he 
interrupted M. Labori’s examination of 
General Chamoine, whicb had resulted 
in Labori's scoring heavily agains 
Mercier, with the exclamation: “This 
examination is a waste of time.” 

As a matter of fact the examination 
of Chamoine showed Mercier in a very 
bad licht as it brought out that he had 


ee 
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privately communicated to Chamoine, 
on the first day of the secret sessions, & 
report on the Parizzardi dispatch for in- 
sertion in the secret dossier. General 
Chamoine admitted that he did wrong 
in accepting the report, but pleaded 
ignorance in judicial matters. 

The report consisted of three pages, of 
which the second and third, Chamoine 
declared, contained fantastic and, in 
fact, false representations. : 

M. Labori brought General Mercier to 
the bar in reference to this. Mercier ad- 
mitted that the report emanated from 
Du Paty de Clam, but claimed that he 
himself did not understand its contents, 
though he thonght it would be interest- 
ing and, perhaps, useful to Chamoine. 
This explanation was regarded as very 
lame and, combined with other shady 
actions, would damn Mercier as a wit- 
ness in the eyes of any impartial tri- 
bunal. 


Ccnviction May Mean Revolution. 

Chicago, Aug. 25.—Benjamin Dubuffet, 
a wealthy silk merchant of Paris, 
passed through Chicago yesterday, en 
route to Japan. Hesaid: “If Dreyfus 
is convicted, I believe that another 
revolution will be probable. The Jewish 
bankers would first exert all their in- 
fluence to secure another hearing for 
the prisoner, and, this failing, the worst 
might be expected. If Dreyfus is con- 
victed the Jewish bankers will prob- 
ably refuse to come to the aid of the 
government, and suspension of payment 
by the government banks, followed by a 
panic, would not be improbable.” 


Ca'i‘ornia’s We'come to Her Soldiers. 
San Francisco, Aug. 25.—The trans- 
port Sherman arrived yesterday from 


Manila with the First California vol- 
unteers and batteries A and D of the 
California heavy artillery. As the 


Sherman approached the Golden Gate, 
the land batteries belehed forth a na- 
tional salute, and the bay steamers took 
up the signal with their sirens. Flags 
dipped and were waved, whistles 
screamed, cannon were fired, trumpets 
were blown and megaphones and marine 
glasses were turned on the delighted 
boys who crowded the rigging of the 
steamer. Last night there was a grand 
illumination on the bay, and the city was 
lighted up with thousands of electric 
lights stretched in tasty designs. The 
celebration to be held in honor of the 
return of the soldiers has attracted 
100,000 strangers. The committee hav- 
ing the carnival in charge has col- 
lected over {60,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of the celebration. 
Considering Porto Rican Commodities. 
Washington, Aug. 25.—It is believed 
in high quarters here that many of the 
important questions relating to Porto 
Rico will be left for congress to deal 
with, instead of being settled by execu- 
tive action. One of these relates to the 
fee exchange of commodities between 
Porto Rico and this country. Another 
plan for relieving Porto Rico is to permit 
her tobacco to enter Cuba free of duty. 
This would give an easy market to Porto 
Rican tobacco, but the point has been 
raised that it would depress Cuban to- 
bacco. As between serving the Porto 
Ricans and injuring the Cubans in this 
respect considerable doubt has arisen. 


Chinese Officials Didn't Know It. 

Washington, Aug. 25.—It appears that 
General Otis’ Chinese exclusion policy 
in the Philippines was put into opera- 
tion some months although the 
Chinese officials were unaware of it, and 
were proceeding on the theory that the 
question was still open for adjustment 
between the two governments. Acting 
Secretary Adee has addressed a letter to 
the Chinese minister explaining the 
Status of the affair. It is understood 
that the operation of the exclusion un- 
der General Otis has not been attended 
With any difficulties. 


Payments Suspended. 
Havana, Aug. 25.—General Brooke has 
virtually decided not to make any pay- 
ments to Cuban troops on the basis ot

Topic For the Week Beginning Aug. 
27—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Green pastures; the Christian’s pleas- 

ures.—Ps. xxiti, 1-6. 

The Twenty-third Psalm is the most 
widely known and most popular of all 
the Psalms of David. It is taught to us 
in childhood, comforts us in youth and 
manhood, and strengthens us when ad- 
vancing age speaks of the ‘‘valley of 
the shadow of death.”” It breathes a 
spirit of calm and sublime trust in God. 
It speaks of God's care of the soul un- 
der the figures of the Shepherd, who 
leads His sheep ‘‘into the green pastures 
and beside still waters,’’ and that of 
the bountiful Host, who annoints the 
head of His guest with oil and who 
causes his cup to run over. And there 
is included also the sweet peace, pro- 
found serenity and trustful happiness 
of the one whom God thus cares and 
provides. And where in all the world 
can be found a peace and happiness 
equal to this peace and happiness of the 
soul, which may be called the Chris- 
tian’s joy or pleasure? } 

1. God is the source of the Chris- 
tian’s pleasure. He, as a shepherd, 
leads us into green pastures and beside 
still waters. He, as a host, anoints 
our heads with oil and deals so bounti- 
fully with us that our cups run over 
The joy of the Lord is our strength. 
The Christian’s pleasure is therefore 
spiritual rather than sensual. It comes 
from union with God, from blessings 
derived from God, from service for 
God, from fellowship and communion 
with the people of God. 

2. The worldling cannot understand 
the Christian’s pleasure. It is spiritual 
and can only be discerned by the spir- 
itual. It is as unintelligible to the in- 
experienced as the conversation of those 
iwho speak in a foreign, unknown 
tongue. They understand and enjoy it. 

To us it is unintelligble and uninterest- 
ing. Many people of the world doubt 
the happiness of Christians, because 
they cannot understand it, yet the joy 
of one who is saved is more profound, 
more satisfying and more rapturous 
than any worldly joy. ‘‘Eye hath not 
seen, ear hath not heard, neither hath 
it entered into the heart of man, what 
God hath in store for those who love 
Him.”’ The eye, the ear, the heart, can- 
not discern the Christian’s pleasures. 

8. The Christian’s pleasures are eter- 
nal. ‘I shall dwell in the house of the 
Lord forever.’’ To be with God forever 
is to enjoy God forever. Worldly pleas- 
ures soon vanish. Spiritual pleasures 
last forever. Which are we striving for? 

“‘Dia not God place us in this world 
to enjoy ourselves?’ said a worldly 
young man to a lady who was pressing 
Christ upon him. ‘‘Yes,’’ she replied, 
“but my pleasure is in my religion.” 
Happy indeed one who could make such 
a reply. Many professed Christians even 
find their pleasures not in their religion, 
but in spite of their religion. What a 
sad commentary on our Christianity 
when we have to go to the world for 
entertainment and amusement!

SHATTIC NOT AFRAID 


Of Any Attempt to Have His Name 
Stricken From List of Congressmen, 


Spicy Correspondence With 
Edward Atkinson 


In Which Bo!h Gentlemen Define Their Posi- 
tions In Plain Terms. 


Cincinnati, Aug. 26—The following 
correspondence between Edward At- 
kinson of Boston, the anti-Imperialist 
leader, and Congressman W. B. Shat- 
tuc of Cincinnati, explains itself: 

Mr. Atkinson's letter is dated Boston, 
Aug. 15, 1899, and reads thus: 

“Dear Sir—A copy of the “Anti-Im- 
perialist,”” returned to me with this en- 
dorsement: ‘Respectfully returned. 
Take my nage off your list. I am no 
traitor to my country.’ has been re- 
ceived. 

“I am very glad to have the informa- 
tion that you are nota traitor. Had 
you been, I should have taken your 
name off the list of members of con- 
gress, to all of whom my pamphlets in 
support of Senator Hoar and others are 
sent. I may add that since we may 
assume that you do not support the op- 
ponents of criminal aggression, our ef- 
forts to take your name off the list of 
the members of congress at the next 
election will be fully justified. In the 
interval you may receive other copies 
of documents similar to that which you 
have returned, because I cannot at pres- 
ent expurgate my mailing list.” 


Mr. Shattuc’s reply, dated 
Says: 

“Dear Sir—I have received your letter 
of the 15th instant. and beg to tell you 
that I would not, even for the nomina- 
tion to congress, support those guilty of 
criminal aggression against this govern- 
ment (as you are guilty of). Your in- 
timation that you may be able to have 
my name taken off the list of the mem- 
bers of the next congress because I de- 
cline to receive your treasonable docu- 
ments is another evidence of your mon- 
umental gall and egotism. You would 
succeed in your effort about as well as 
you did in getting your criminal lit- 
erature in the hands of Aguinaldo and 
his followers.

Scarcity of beet Cattic. 

New York, Aug. 26.—Bradstreet’s says: 

Strength of prices and steadiness of de- 


mand are still the salient features of the | 


trade situation. Iron, steel and other 
metals, most of the cereals, leather and 
cotton goods manifest upward tenden- 
cies as to prices. Other staples, with 
the exception of sugar and anthracite 
coal, retain all their old firmness. Fall 
demand is expanding at most markets, 
particularly good reports being received 
from the northwest, and that portion 
of the corn-growing country which this 
year seems likely to be notable for sur- 
plus production. Current railway earn- 
ings maintain the promise of earlier 


weeks. Aggressive strength is noted in 
iron and steel. Consideration of next 


year’s needs now seems to be the most 
prominent feature of the trade, aside 
from complaints of slow deliveries on 
nearby orders. 

Wheat has been quite firm all the 
week, partly owing to the whittling 
down of northwestern estimates, but 
also due to steady demand for the cash 
article, alike on foreign and domestic 
account. 

The shadow of the Neill estimate ts 
still over the cotton market, which, how- 
ever, is firmer, owing to reports of de- 
terioration, due to heat and drouth, and 
partly to exceptionally good reports 
from manufactured goods, quotations of 
which are tending upward. The prop- 
osition to combine Fall River mills is 
reported still under advisement. Com- 
pared with a year ago, cotton is 4% 
cent higher, but, while supplies are im- 
mensely larger, the growing crop con- 
ditions are the key to the situation. 

Additionally strong features in the 
general trade situation are the active 
demand for lumber at most markets 
at steady prices, and the firmness in the 
higher grades of wool, notwithstanding 
less active buying. A supporting fea- 
ture in this latter case, however, is the 
active demand reported alike for men's 
and women’s wear woolens. 

Conditions of supply and demand 
seem to be at the bottom of the recent 
rise in beef prices. This advance has 
attracted increased receipts of grass- 
fed cattle, and some shading of quota- 
tions is noted, but Chicago prices have 
only been equalled five times in 22 years. 
There are nearly 10,000,000 less beef cattle 
in the country than there were seven 
years and in fact there are fewer 
cattle in the country now than in any 
year since 1882. 

Reflection of the smaller supply of 
hides and of the active demand for boots 
and shoes is found in higher quotations 
for hemlock sole leather at some mar- 
kets. 

One of the least satisfactorily situated 
trades is that of anthracite coal, in 
which production appears to have out- 
stripped consumption again, and there 
is complaint of price cutting.

A LUDICROUS SCEN 


When Bertillon Had His Charts and 
Documents Lugged Into Court. 


Military Witnesses Pretend to 
Understand His Theories. 


German Government May Be Asked to Produce 
Some tsierhazy Documents. 


Rennes, Aug, 26.—M. Bertillon, the 
noted anthropometrist, was the principal 
witness in the Dreyfus case yesterday. 
M. Bertillon requested that his diagrams 
and papers be broughtin. The request 
was granted, and M. Bertillon retired for 
a moment. Later he returned at the 
head of a squad composed of an infantry 
sergeant and four privates, all stagger- 
ing under the weight of immense leather 
satchels, bulging with documents and 
charts, which they deposited on the 
stage as a roar of laughter echoed 
throughout the court. Even the judges 
were unable to suppress a smile as they 
gazed on M. Bertillon’s stage properties 
Strewn Over half the platform. 

Nevertheless, even the» Dreyfusards 
do not deceive themselves as to the ef- 
fect M. Bertillon’s testimony or “dem- 
onstration” may have upon the judges, 
who, they fear, will be gulled by what 
the Dreyfusards consider spurious. 
All the judges have passed through the 
Ecole polytechnique, the highest school 
of science in France, and they are thus 
peculiarly interested in such “evidence” 
as M. Bertillon’s. Moreover, with the 
aid of the innumerable diagrams and 
specimens of writing, which he submits 
to them, they may be able to follow his 
reasoning intelligibly, which is mor 
than any member of the audience ai 


do. If the judges accept Hertillon’s 
premises—that Dreyfus, as an expert 
spy, did not write ordinary handwrit- 


| ing, but in close imitation, even contriv-

ing to give letters the appearance 
of having traced, in order to be 
able to repudiate them as a forgery, if 
detected—then the structure built upon 
this ground-work may be scientifically 
Even Dreyfus, when shown 
Bertillon’s demonstrations, admitted the 
ingenuity and plausibility of the system, 
though he naturally declared thatit was 
built upon a false basis. 

A remarkable feature of M. Bertillon’s 


deposition was the heat and excitement 
he put into what was expected to be a 
calm, dispassionate exposition of his 
theories. He thundered, shouted and 
waved his arms, as though engaged in 
fome terrible cispute. Once he lit- 
erally shrieked, and members of the 


usual audience, who had been unable to 
follow him and were taking the air in 
the courtyard, rushed back into the 
hall breathlessly, inquiring what had 
happened, and imagining he was ful- 
minating some dreadful denunciation of 
the accused. Their excitement was 
turned into hilarity when they found 
that he was merely impressing upon the 
judges the significance of the exact 
space, measured in centimeters, between 
two words in the bordereau. 

The military witnesses, all of whom 
sit in a bunch, leaving Colonel Picquart 
and M. Bertulus severely isolated, fol- 
lowed M. Bertillon’s statements with a 
grave and wise expression of counte- 
nance, upon which never a suspicion 
of a smile appeared, as though they 
understood every word. Evidently they 
had received a “pointer” to preserve 
this attitude, for, without seeing the 
diagrams, they certainly could not have 
understood him any better than did the

QUEEN ANNE STYLE. 


Design For a Substantial and Com- 
fortable Farmhouse. 

The design shown represents a sensi- 
ble, conveniently arranged and substan- 
tially constructed cottage or farmhouse 
in the Queen Anne style of architecture. 
The foundation walls are of brick laid in 
cement mortar, plastered on the outside 
with cement, and the cellar has a con- 
crete floor three inches thick. The sills 
are built of two pieces of plank, one, 
3 by 6, laid flat upon the walls and se- 
curely anchored in place by wrought iron 
bolts set in the brickwork. The other 
piece, 2 by 8, is set edgewise upon the 


neath. The studding is notched on the 
lower end to come fiush with the outside 
of the brick wall and sill and spiked to 
both pieces, thus securing the framework 
of the entire building from being torn 
from its foundations by the most violent 
stornis. 

The framework should be hollow, with 
tongued and grooved sheathing nailed or 
diagonally. In the cottage shown the 
sheathing was covered with waterproof 
building paper and clapboarded with six 
siding. ‘The roof is also 
sheathed and covered with waterproof 
paper and shingled. Shingle lath should 
never be used in regions which are fre- 
quented by high winds, as the shingles 
bend under the pressure of the wind be- 
tween the laths, and the rain or snow Is 
driven into the building. 

The building is one and a half stories 
in height. The main roof over the second 
story chamber extends down over the 
front of the parlor, thus forming in a 
most economical manner a small veranda 
which protects the front entrance. If de- 
sired, in the winter time this porch could

an additional protection. The staircase 
hall extends through the middle of the 
building, with a door at the rear leading 
to the yard. Upon the right of the stair- 
case hall is a parlor 12 by 16, lighted by 
a window in front and rear and two 
windows in the sides. It is heated by a 
grate designed for burning soft coal—or it 
is so arranged tuat a stove can be used if 
desired. In the front, at the left side of 
the hall, is the dining room, 13 by 15, 
with windows in front and on the side. 
It is also provided with an open fireplace 
and grate for burning coal. The dining 
room communicates with the kitchen 
through the pantry. The kitchen is con- 
nected with the main hall by a door con- 
veniently near the back entrance, and is 
abundantly lighted by two large win- 
dows. In addition to the pantry the 
kitchen is provided with a large store- 
room—an essential feature, especially in 
a farmhouse. It is also fitted up with a 
portable range and suitable iron sink. In 
the second story are three good sized 
chambers, with a closet for each. At 
the front of the hall in this story is a 
large closet which may be used as a 
trunkroom or linen closet. 

The side walls and ceilings throughout 
are hard finished on two coats of brown 
mortar and lath. The steps and risers of

the stairs are of yellow pine; newels, 
rails and balusters of ash; all other wood- 
work of white pine, all painted in two 
coats—both exterior and interior. This 
building can be erected, under favorable 
circumstances, in a thoroughly substan- 
tial manner for $1,800. if a bathroom 
is desired, the extra plumbing, cesspool, 
ete., would cost about $300.

New Industry For the Small 


Truck Farmers. 


DOGS ARE TRAINED TO FIND THEM. 


The Tubers Grow Beneath the 
Ground, and a Man Cannot Locate 
Them—Professor Swingle Believes 
the Industry Can Be Established In 


the United States. 


The United States department of ag- 
riculture has received through Pro- 
fessor Walter T. Swingle, one of the 
agricultural explorers sent abroad to 
look up matters of interest to that 
branch of the number of 
seeds and plants which it is thought 
will prove of value to the American 
producer and consumer, says the 
Washington Post. All of these will be 
experimented with by the division of 
seed and plant introduction within a 
short time, and valuable results are 
confidently expected. 

Among the things sent over from 
France are some truffles, an article of 
food that is very little used in the 
United States, but which can, in all 
probability, be produced with profit 
there. In France the truffle industry 
is growing rapidly and promises with- 
in a short time to become one of great 
value to the agricultural class. Pro- 
fessor Swingle believes that we can 
produce in the United States all the 
truffles we need, whereas now we im- 
port every single one that goes on the 
table. Although not a common article 
of food in the United States, in France 
they are considered a delicacy and 
are cos&ked in uumerous different 
ways. As an accompaniment of other 
dishes they lend a rare flavor and 
richness. Some idea of the growing 
magnitude of the truffle industry in 
France can be gathered from the fact 
that within the last few years it has 
increased so rapidly that it amounts 
to more than $5,000,000 annually, and 
such is the demand for them that 
from a mere side issue on the part of 
farmers it bas developed into a reg- 
ular business of great profit. 

Truthe raising is very interesting, 
and to caygy it on successfully re- 
quires considerable skill and patience. 
Trutties, it is well known, are a fun- 
gous growth like mushrooms, but in- 
stead of growing on the surface they 
are found from 10 to 12 inches below 
the ground clinging to roots of trees, 
and it requires the aid cf trained hogs 
or dogs to discover them. The odor is 


service, a 


very strong and penetrating and is 
generally esteemed powerfully fra- 
grant. 


Like mushrooms, there are various 
species, some of which are worthless 
and dangerous, but these are easily 
distinguished from the edible trutile, 
and it is, therefore, more valuable 
than the mushroom. Truffles are rals- 
ed in England, Italy aad France, but 
the French trutiie is by far the best. 
Professor Swingle procgred the truffles 
sent the department from the choice 
of the Paris markets, and if we suc- 
ceed in introducing them into the 
United States they will be of the best 
quality. Forests that were long thought 
to be utterly valueless even for the 
timber growing upon them have lately 
been found to possess great value for 
the production of truffies. Indeed 
truffie forests within the past few 
years have increased so much in value 
that the taxes upon them have been 
quadrupled. 

The truftie grows from July till au- 
tump or winter and is found only on 
oak, beech and birch trees and re- 
quires a peculiar soil, a rich, clayey 
earth. Professor Harkness of the 
Academy of Sciences believes that the 
forests of California and the Caro- 
linas can produce the finest quality of 
truffles. There are species of truffles 
now found in California, but they are 
hardly fit for eating, and in order to 
introduce the industry into the United 
States it will be necessary to plant the 
imported tubers and experiment with 
them on different kinds of trees. In 
France the best truffles are sold for as 
high as $4.a pound. Inferior ones can 
be bought for a dollar up, and the 
wholesale price varies from 60 cents 
to $2 a pound. 

The French truffle is globular in 
shape, and in color a bright brown or 
black, with polygonal warts covering 
it. Then mature flesh is blackish 
gray, marbled within with white veins. 
The odor is very pleasant, especially 
when the tubers are young, then some- 
what resembling a strawberry. With 
age the odor gets very potent, but is 
never offensive. These are the best 
trutiies grown, and ave the ones that 
bring from $3 to $4 a pound. 

It is by the odor of the truffle that its 
presence in the earth is detected, but 
man alone cannot discover it. Squir- 
rels, hogs, dogs and other animals fre- 
quently dig up trv‘des and devour 
them, and it has been necessary to 
train the hogs and dogs to point out the 
places where they grow without eating 
them. Pigs will always eat truffles, and 
dogs will do so occasionally, and it is 
therefore usual to give the trained pig 
or dog a small piece of cheese or some 
like reward each time it 1s successful. 

The department purposes to make 
careful experimentation with the grow- 
ing of the truffle in the United States, 
and Professor Swingle thinks that 
there is little doubt it can be pro- 
duced successfully. If so, it will prove 
an additional source of income to the 
agricultural class, and with an aver- 
age price of $2.50 per pound it can 
readily be seen that it will yield a 
large income to the producer, especial- 
ly as it will undoubtedly be more uni- 
versally used as an article of food than 
* is at present. The people of the

ed States Consul at Chefu, 

The state department at Washington 
has received a valuable report from 
the United States consul at 
showing the great strides made by 
American trade throughout China. It 
is in line 
by President Schurman since he re- 
turned from the far east, and gives 
much additional information as to how 
this American trade must be directed 
if it hopes to continue in control of the 
markets of China, as against Germany, 
Russia and Japan. Summing up from 
numerous tables, the consul says: 

“It will not be long at this rate 
before the United States and Japan 
will supply the market entirely, unless 
we are shut out when Germany and 
Russia get their ports in order.” 

He shows that American trade in 
China increased throughout the list of 
articles, except kerosene, says the 
New York Tribune. Japan’s trade also 
showed marvelous strides, and Japan 
now. sells considerably more than one- 
third of the entire foreign imports and 
over $1,000,000 in gold more than the 
United States. The consul says that 
this should give food for thought, as 
Japan is beginning to be a formidable 
competitor, not only of the United 
States, but of all Europe and of Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Foster brings out the fact that 
the Russian authorities have now 
practically taken possession of the ter- 
ritory back of Port Arthur. The consul 
also shows the manner in which Rus- 
sia is developing the steamship service 
between Port Arthur and European 
and Asiatic Russia. He speaks also of 
the gradual control which the Germans 
are obtaining of the whole province 
back of Chefu.

Quincy, Aug. 26, 1899. 


Section 1.—All existing plumbing now in 
use shall be sybiect to the air-test and proven 
tight befare “be: connected with the public 


Sec. 2.—-Every fixture shall be properly trap- 
ped. In all work where round traps are already 
installed a round trap of not Jess than four 
inches in diameter will be allowed to serve for a 
bath and bowl, or a sink and tray if said trap is 
within a proper distance from the fixture stack or 
soil pipe. No ventilation will be required for a 
round trap when it is located within a proper 
distance from the stack. 

A ventilating pipe will be required for an §S 
and 1-2 § traps in all cases except those used in 
connection with water closets as specified in 
section 3. 

A four inch round trap or a Sanitas Anti- 
syphonage trap may be substituted for an S or 
1-2 5 trap and used without ventilation. 

Src. 3.—No ventilation will be required from 
Where there is 


on the same floor level and adjoining the same 
stack, the closet will be considered the highest 
fixture. Where two or more closets join the 
same stack at the same floor level and connect 
with the same horrizontal branch pipe, a vent 
will be required for both closets. Two closets 
or other fixtures connecting with a double Y 
will require no back air pipe if they are within 
the proper distance from the stack and situated 
as the highest fixtures. 

Sec, 4.—Every drain pipe before connecting 
with the sewer shall be provided with a cast-iron 
running trap of the same size as drain pipe, 
placed in line of drain pipe at a pons as near 
cellar wall as possible, the trap to have a proper 
hand hole with screwed brass cover. Traps 
with cast iron covers, or hand holes will not be 
allowed. There shall be a Y with clean-out 
calked in the run of same in direct line of sewer, 
just inside cellar wall and the Y shall be calked 
into two lengths of extra heavy iron soil pipe 
extending § feet outside of cellar wall. 

Sec. 5.—A two inch iron pipe used to ventil- 
ate a four inch soil pipe trom the highest fixture 
will be accepted. 

Sec. 6.—Branches of soil or drain pipe twelve 
or more feet in length shall have a ventilating 
pipe extending through the roof, or joining the 
stack above the highest fixture unless otherwise 
vented through a trap attached thereto. Every 
pipe before passing through the roof shall be in- 
creased to, at least, two inches in diameter 

Sc. 7.—All additions to existing plumbing, 
in the line of new work, shall be governed by 
the City Ordinance on Plumbing. > 

Sec. 8.—It is required that at least one ven- 
tilating pipe be carried through the roof for 
every system of plumbing now in use.

S!ot Machines Raided. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 28.—Sheriff Sell of 
Camden county, N. J., with 40 policemen 
sworn in as deputies, yesterday raided 
50 saloons in Gloucester, and captured 
400 gambling devices of the slot machine 
order. The raids were planned and di- 
rected by the Law and Order society of 
this city, which has been collecting evi- 
dence for some time past. In nearly 
every case the officers met with re- 
sistance, and as a result more than a 
dozen men are In the Rospital, some of 
them injured so badly that their re- 
covery is doubtful. Knives, pistols and 
blackjacks were freely used, the patrons 
of the various saloons being under the 
impression that the police were there to 
arrest them. Gloucester is a resort on 
the Delaware river, about six miles be- 
low this city, and is known as a “‘wide- 
open” town. The saloons have always 
done a flourishing business on Sunday. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Rev. Thomas Lynch, vicar general of 
Vermont, was stricken with paralysis of 
the heart while out riding, and died be- 
fore medical aid could be summoned. 
Father Lynch was born in Ireland in 
1831. 

Bridget O'Brien was burned to death 
at Fall River, Mass., by her clothing 
catching fire from an overturned lamp. 

Lorin D. Avery, 46, was found dead 
on the tracks of the New England rail- 
road at East Longmeadow, Mass. The 
head and both legs were crushed, and it 
is supposed that he was struck by a 
train. 

Fire at Reading, Mich., a town of 
1500 population, destroyed 21 buildings. 
The aggregate loss is about $75,000. 

G. Turina, a prominent sculptor, who 
has been employed for some days on 
the Dewey triumphal arch, now under 
course of construction at New York; died 
suddenly at his home. Turina was 
60 years of age, and was born in Verona, 
Italy. Casper Bubert, who was also en- 
gaged on the Dewey arch, dropped dead 
a few days ago. 

The glass works of Gill & Co. at 
Philadelphia were burned. A dozen 
dwelling houses adjoining were dam- 
aged by fire and water. The total loss 
is about $100,000. 

Steamer Mesaba, at New York from 
London, brought a full set of racing 
Spars for the cup challenger Shamrock. 
The mast is of Oregon pine and of great 
length. In addition tothe Spars brought 
by the Mesaba, three steel and alumi- 
num spars, two wooden spars and some 
sails and gearing for the Shamrock ar- 
rived on the steamship St. Louis.

The bones were bare of flesh 
or clothing. No identity has been made.

The body was found by William Jack- 
son, and a search is being made for the 
woman’s husband, who has disappeared. 

The street leading from one or two of 
the large hotels to the rdilroad station 
is lined with small structures inhabited 
by the hotel help, as well as those en- 
gaged in laundry work, and it was in one 
of these houses that Mrs. Weeden made 
her home. 
within a few feet of the house, between 
it and the railroad station. 

One of the first inquiries made by the 
police was as to the whereabouts of the 
woman's husband and of their relations. 
Numerous stories at once sprang up, the 
gist of them being that the couple had 
not lived together for some time, and 
that Weeden had been seen at the Pier 
Saturday noon. The police began a 
search for him at once. 

At Mrs. Weeden’s own home the police 
gained little in the way of information, 
except that the woman had been seen 
about the house just before dark. Notn- 
ing, however, was seen of the husband 
at that time. 

Dr. Wilcox, the medica! examiner, held 
an autopsy Sunday afternoon on the 
body of Mrs. Weeden and then turned 
it over toan undertaker. She had been 
killed by a 22-caliber bullet, which en- 
tered in front of the right ear and flat- 
tened itself in going through the cranium 
into the brain. She probably died half 
an hour after the wound was inflicted. 
No revolver has been found. She was 18 
years old and leaves onechild. She was 
married three years ago. There is Indian 
and white blood in the family, which 
has always borne a good reputation. The 
Weeden family has lived at the Pier 
and is well spoken of by acquaintances. 
It is said, however, that Andrew Weeden 
had been drinking of late and had cruelly 
used his wife, which caused her to leave 
him three weeks ago. 

There is every indication that Weeden 
was jealous of his wife after seeing her 
in company of another colored man. She 
probably aroused her husband's anger 
by attending a dance of colored people 
at Halcyon hall early in the week and by 
accepting the escort home of William 
Jackson, a truck driver, who found the 
body and notified the police Saturday 
night. Mrs. Weeden had also Visited an 
ice cream saloon with Jackson Saturday 
evening. The police do not believe Jack- 
son had anything to do with the crime, 
but he is lo¢ked up as an important wit- 
ness, 


Mormon Elger Shut Off. 

Boston, Aug. 28.—Elder Ephraim Jen- 
sen, the Mormon elder, who preached a 
week ago Sunday on Boston Common, 
Was prevented from repeating his ser- 
mon yesterday by the police, under or- 
ders of Mayor Quincy. Elder Jensen had 
received a letter from the mayor inform- 
ing him that his permit to speak had 
been revoked. The mayor stated that he 
did not understand the nature of the re- 
quest for the permit when it was made, 
and had since ascertained that the elder 
was advocating principles contrary to 
the laws of the United States. The elder 
tried to begin his sermon yesterday, but 
an officer quickly stepped forward and 
informed him that he would not be al- 
lowed to continue. 


Fast Road Wheeling. 

Springfield, Mass., Aug. 28.—Bert Rus- 
sell of this city yesterday lowered the 
road record between this city and Bos- 
ton and return. He covered the dis- 
tance of 198 miles In 14 hours and 12 
minutes, cutting down the old mark of 
14:47. This was his second attempt.

FOUR VICTIMS 


Of a Fierce Midnight 
Fire In a Convent. 


Four Hundred Inmates of In- 
Stitution Were Asleep. 


Acts of Heroism by Sisters 
and Their Charges. 


Nine Buildings Were Destroyed In 


Remarkably Short Time, 


Believed to Have Been of Incendiary Origin. 
Property Loss of $150.000. 


Blauveit, N. Y., Aug. 29.—Fire was dis- 
covered in one of the buildings of the 
convent of the Dominican Sisters at 
Sparkill and in a few mjnutes the several 
bulidings were in flames. Four persons 
were killed. The fire destroyed nine out 
of the 10 buildings in the group, and that 
it did not claim more victims is due to the 


fourth floor. Climbing out upon the 
window sill, she seized the shutter and 
swung out. clear of the building. Then she 
loosened her hold and shot downward. 
She struck the ground squarely upon 
her feet, and then fell over on her side. 
Immediutely she got up and walked 
quickly away from the burning wall. 
She had escaped unhurt. 

The fire reached the girl’ dormitory 
last, but once it took hold of the building 
wt burned fiercely. Most of the girls 
Were On the upper floors, an.) it was with 
the greatest difficulty that they were 
Gotten out. The sisters were the last 
to leave the building. Shortly after the 
last of the rescuers left the second dor- 
mitory, it was discovered tht two of the 
baby boys were missing. john Cody,a 
15-year-old boy, ran into the building, in 
spite of warnings. Nobody expected to 
see him alive again, but a minute later 
Cody come dashing out of tLe bullding, 
and under each arm he curried one of 
the missing boys. His fiends em- 
braced him in their joy. 

There were 326 children in the orphan- 
age, 60 a whom were gir and their 
ages ranged from 2 to 16 years. Moc 
of them were from New York city, and 
were in most instances co:nmitted by 
the Gerry society and city courts. 

The value of the property’ destroyed 
is placed at $150,000, and the insurance 
is roughly stated at $75,000. The heav- 
jest individual loser is Rev, Fat 
ward Cronin, chaplain, who lost his 
library, valued at $2500. and his per- 
sonal effects. 

The children are to be distributed 
among different houses of the order until 
fireproof buildings are erected. 

Coroner Kirk viewed the bodies of the 
dead, issued a burial permit, and will 
hold an inquest Monday.

Field Family.

THE PHILIPPINES OURS 


Just as Much as States of Alaska, 
Texas or Louisiana, 


Our Troops Subjected to In- 
sults and Duplicity.

President’s Tribute to Returning Volunteers 
For Services In Philippines. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 29.—President McKin- 


ley left Pittsburg last night at 9 o'clock | shrieks for aid as they fell. 


for East Liverpool a very weary man. 
The entire day had been spent under the 
most trying and the 
president was almost worn out. His 
speech at the demonstration to honor 
the homecoming of the Tenth Pennsyl- 
vania volunteers was the most remark- 
able that he has delivered for some time. 

He surprised many of his audience by 
the energy of some of his utterances. 
He asserted that the Filipinos were the 
aggressors at the opening of hostilities. 
He denounced their leaders. He criti- 
cised the anti-imperialists as “the men, 
few in®uumber, happily, who would have 
rejoiced to have seen them (the volun- 
teers) lay down their arms in the pres- 
ence of the enemy.” 

The speech of the president was, in 
part, as follows: 

“You have earned the plaudits, not 
alone of the people of Pennsylvania, but 
of the whole nation. Your return has 
been the signal for a great demonstra- 
tion of popular regard from your land- 
ing in the Golden Gate on the Pacific to 
your home-coming, and here you finda 
warmth of welcome and a greeting from 
joyous hearts which tell better than 
words the estimate of your countrymen 
and their high appreciation of the ser- 
vices you have rendered the country. 


circumstances, 


“Our troops represented the courage 
and conscience, the purpose and patriot- 
ism of their country. 
Porto Rico or the Philippines, or at home 
awaiting orders, they did their full duty, 
and all sought the post of greatest peril. 
They never faltered. The Eighth army 
corps in the Philippines have made a 
proud and exceptional record. Privi- 
leged to be mustered out in April, when 
the ratifications of the treaty of peace 
were exchanged, they did not claim the 
privilege—they declined it. 

“They did not stack arms. They did 
not run away. They were not serving 
the insurgents in the Philippines or 
their sympathizers at home. They had 
no part or patience with the men, few 
in number, happily, Who would have re- 
joiced to have seen them lay down their 
arms in the presence of an enemy W hom 
they just emancipated from Spanish 
rule, and who would have been our firm- 
est friends. They furnished an ex- 
ample of devotion and sacrifice which 
will brighten the glorious record of 
American valor. 

“The mighty army of volunteers and 
regulars, numbering over 250,000, which 
last year responded to the call of the 
government with an alacrity without 
precedent or parallel, by the terms of 
their enlistment were to be mustered 
out, with all of the regulars above 27,- 
000, when peace with Spain was effected. 
Peace br@eught us the Philippines, by 
treaty concession from Spain. Thesen- 
ate of the United States ratified the 
treaty. Every step taken was in obedi- 
ence to the requirements of the Consti- 
tution. 


“It became our territory and is ours, 
as much as the Louisiana purchase, or 
Texas, or Alaska. A body of insurgents 
in no sense representing the sentiment 
of the people of the islands, disputed our 
lawful authority, and even before the 
ratification of the treaty by the Ameri- 
can senate, were attacking the forces 
who fought for and secured their free- 
dom. 

“The world will never know the re- 
straint of our soldiers—their self-control 
—under the most exasperating condi- 
tions. For weeks, subjected to the in- 
sults and duplicity of the insurgent lead- 
ers, they preserved their status quo, re- 
membering that they were under an or- 
der from their government to sacredly 
observe the terms of the protocol] in let- 
ter and spirit, and avoid all conflict ex- 
ceptin defense, pending the negotiations 
of the treaty of peace. They were not 
the aggressors. They did not begin hos- 
tilities against the insurgents pending 
the ratification of the treaty of peace in 
the senate, great as was their justifica- 
tion, because their orders from Wash- 
ington forbade it. 


“I take all the responsibility for that 
direction. Otis only executed the orders 
of his government, 2nd the soldiers, un- 
der great provocation to strike back, 
obeyed, Until the treaty was ratified 
we had no authority beyond Manila city, 
bay and harbor. We then had no other 
title to defend, no authority beyond that 
to maintain. 

“Spain was still in possession of the 


remainder of the archipelago Spain 
had sued for peace.

STEEL ARCHES COLLAPSED. 


Nine Men Killed and Many Badly Injured In an 
Accident at Chicago. 

Chicago, Aug. 29.—The steel arches of 

} the new Coliseum, being erected on the 
} site of the old Libby prison at Sixteenth 
{street and Wabash avenue, collapsed 
| about 4:30 p. m. yesterday. The truss 
work for the roof was completed, all but 

the last girder of the north end. This 

was being put in place, when it sud- 

denly fell toward the south and carried 

the other girders down with it one by 

one like a stack of cards. Nine men 

were killed and severa] were badly hurt. 

Nearly all the men who were killed 

Were at work on top of the arches, 40 

feet above the ground. Some of them 

made futile attempts to slide down the 
side of the arches, but before they could 
save themselves were hurled to the 
ground. Many of them uttered piercing 
Most of 
them were killed outright by the awful 
Nature of their injuries. The skulls of 
the unfortunate men were crushed into 
shapeless masses; their limbs were cut 
off as if by a monster knife, and they 
were mangled beyond recognition. 

The immense structure began falling 
slowly, each arch being sustained by the 
cross beams supporting the entire struc- 
ture. As the mass gained impetus, 
thick bars of iron snapped with a loud 
report and the great mass moved faster 
and faster in its descent. With a crash 
that was heard blocks distant, the struc- 
ture fell, leaving walls practically 
uninjured.

CROPS GREATLY INJUA D. 


Geverity of the Drought Felt In the Greater 
Portion of New England. 

Boston, Aug. 29.—The New England 
section, climate and crop service of the | 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending Aug. 25: | 

General showers fell during the early} 
part of the week in coast sections of the 
district, and were also fairly well dis-| 
tributed over the interior section of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut. The amounts, in numerous in- | 
stances, were copious, thoroughly wet- 
tine the surface of the ground, filling 
streams ang temporarily breaking the 
drought. Scattered showers also oc-| 
curred in of Vermont. For the 
remaining parts of New England the} 
weather Was fair, though with more or} 
less cloudiness and fog. The showers 
and moist weather have improv: ps, | 
though with few exceptions the drought 
continues severe and is injuring corn 
and late vegetables. 

Owing to the extensive cloudiness and 
the prevailing northerly and easterly 
winds the average temperature of the 
Week was degrees, 2 degrees lower 
than for the preceding week. The tem-

In the Preliminary Skirmish For 
the Gubernatorial Nomination, 


His Men Control Platform 
and Everything Else. 


Not Giving Anything and Taking Everything In 
Committee on Credentials. 


Zanesville, O., Aug. 30.—The interest 
of the Democratic state convention 
crowds was centered largely in the selec- 
tion of the state central committee. 
The committee will hold over the presi- 
dential year, and the contest for the con- 
trol of the party machinery was a warm 
one. 

In the fight for the nomination for 
governor, the forces of John R. McLean 
and Colonel James Kilbourne were ener- 
getic and enthusiastic, although the 
general sentiment among outsiders 
Seemned to be that McLean's victory was 
a foregone conclusion. 

Although the state ticket will not be 
nominated till this afternoon, the result 
was decisively forecasted in the pre- 
liminary meetings last evening. The 
McLean men carried a large majority of 
the 21 congressional districts and will 
contro] not only the convention, but also 
al] the party machinery in Ohio until the 
next presidential election, since the 
members of all committees have been 
selected and through them all the officers 
of the convention, as well as those who 
will be in charge of the campaign. 

The McLean men are disposed to be 
liberal to their opponents, After it was 
found that McLean had at the district 
meetings secured control of all com- 
mittees, many called on him and prom- 
ised support from unexpected quarters, 
McLean and his managers then advised 
that all the candidates for governor be 
Voted for on the first ballot as originally 
instructed, and it was even suggested 
that there might be two ballots, so as to 
give as many complimentary votes as 
possible to the opposing candidates. It 
Was thought that this would make them 
feel better for the campaign and also 
show What foundation there was for the 
claims of some of the Columbus mana- 
gers of Colonel Kilbourne. At the same 
time it would afford an opportunity for 
an enthusiastic and dramatic scene when 
all the scattering delegations flocked to 
the McLean standard on the second 
ballot. 

Mr, McLean was quite modest in ac- 
knowledging the ovations. The visiting 
clubs and delegations serenaded him, 

Colonel Kilbourne was equally happy 
in his acknowledgments of serenades and 
some times did more talking. Some can- 
didates for other places on the state 
ticket had very lively demonstrationsin 
their interest and most of them were also 
enthusiastic for Bryan and McLean. 

It is quite probable that the name of 


McLean will be presented to the con- 
vention very briefly. McLean does not 
know who wil] present his name. He 
does not believe much in speeches. He 


says he would prefer to have his name 
presented without commendation or a 
word of comment, 

General A. J. Warner will present the 
name of Colonel Kilbourne in a stirring 
speech, and much eloquence will be ex- 
pended on the other candidates, 


The preliminary meetings were in 
some care much more spirited than ex- 
pected and a few continued till evening. 
The Kilbourne men contested every 
place on the long lists. The result shows 
that the McLean men carried 14 of the 
21 congressiona] districts to five for the 
combined opposition, with the two Cleve- 
land districts contested. As the Mc- 
Lean men control the committee on cre- 
dentials they claim that they have the 
convention 16 to 5 by di-_tricts, as well 
as 16 to 1 for free silver. 

At the district meeting Gencral Warner 
spoke bitterly against the McLean men. 
After a free-for-al! fight, the anti-Mc- 
Lean men bolted and left the room before 
this district meeting was concluded. The 
McLean men control the c ntests, the 
construction of the platform and every- 
thing else, as they will the convention, 
and are hc lding the most noisy jollifica- 
tions. 

The McLean men were not giving any- 
thing away and were tak ng everything 


in the committee on credentials. There 
were about 100 votes contested. The 
committee on resolutions last night 


heard representatives of labor organiza- 
tions, tax reformers and other special- 
ists, including even the latter day inter- 
preters of the “Golden Rule.” 


The Kentucky Muddie. 

Louisville, Aug. 30.—It is announced 
by the Goebel managers that every 
election officer in the 119 counties in the 
state will be removed on Sept. 11, and 
new men re-elected by Goebel's state 
election board. The names of the ap- 
pointees have not been announced, 
This is regarded by the Republicans 
and bolting Democrats as the first move 
in the conspiracy to steal the state. 
Chairman Trimble’s letter to W. E. 
Thompson, a Democrat, who was made 
an election officer, advising him to re- 
sign, as men would have to be selected 
who would see that the Democrats were 
counted in, proves that Goebel is pre- 
paring to name as election officers men 
who will do his bidding. Senator Black- 
burn, who is Goebel’s chief backer, de- 
clares that if there is any stealing in 
the November election it won't be done 
by the Republicans. Followers of 
Brown ang Taylor say that they will go 


to the polis with double-barrelled guns, 
if necessary, and see that their votes 
are counted. General Taylor, the Re- 
publican nomines, said: “By the 
eternal, I intend to see that every vote 
cast for me is counted for me.” 


Blana’s Successor. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. 30.—Incom- 
plete returns received last night from 
the Eighth Missouri district, in which 
an election was held to fill the unex- 
pired term in congress of Richard P. 
Bland, deceased, show that Dorsey W. 
Shackleford (Dem.) has been elected 
over W. J. Vosholl (Rep.) by 2200 plu- 
rality. 

Many Towns Celebrated. 

Concord, N. H., Aug. 30.—Tuesday was 
the most successful day in New Hamp- 
shire’s initial observance of old home 
week, as more than a dozen towns held 
enjoyable celebrations, in which par- 
ticipated hundreds of returning sons 
and daughters of the Granite state. 
The principal celebration yesterday was 
at Dunbarton. where Governor Rollins 
and Senator Chandler made entertain- 
ing remarks. The governor spoke along 
the line of his previous old home ad- 
dresses. Senator Chandler referred to the 
fact that 50 years ago he drove a stage 
from Concord to Dunbarton three times 
a week, and said that he had always 
retained his interest in and knowledge 
of the town. He defended the rural 
communities of New Hampshire from 
the charge of religious retrogression, 
and said that in his opinion the standard 
of morality was as high In rural New 
Hampshire today as it ®ver was, and 
that there was as much church-going 
and as much religion. 


Scquel to Runaway Match. 

Boston, Aug. 30.—A Block island 
special to The Globe says that William 
Wilson Sloan, Jr., the Harvard student 
of class ‘02, who, two months ago, sud- 
denly married Miss Rose L. Edwards of 
Cambridge, the intended bride of George 
H. Boeck of St. Louis, an@ who are sum- 
mer guests there, have been forgiven and 
the parental blessings have been copi- 
ously bestowed. This seque] to one of 
the strangest and most sensational mare 
riages ever known around Boston came 
about within the past week at this quiet 
home of fishermen and farmers, 


A Mayoralty Possibility. 

Boston, Aug. 30.—The Post says: It has 
been known that the Democratic lead- 
ers of the city have been urging Gen- 
eral P. A. Collins to permit them to use 
his name as a candidate for mayor. It 
was also known that in doing so the 
leaders were simply carrying out the 
wishes of the great army of Democratic 
voters in Boston. It is now understood 
that the general has given the required 
permission, and the announcement of his 
willingness to accept the nomination, if 
tendered, may be expected soon. 


Decision Will Come Later. 

Hartford, Aug. 30.—The county com- 
missioners have concluded their investi- 
gation of the charges against Henry M. 
Adams, superintendent of the county 
home for dependent children, and the 
case Was closed without argument by 
counsel on either side. Yesterday's 
hearing, the third that has been held, 
was occupied wholly in cross-examining 
Superintendent Adams. Mr. Adams de- 


nied several of the allegations made 
against him. The commissioners will 
render their verdict later,

GROWS MORE SERIOUS. 


Great Britain Realizes That Boers 
Can Put Up a Strong Fight. 


Bechuanaland Is Now In 
Fear of a Raid. 


Transvaal Will Resist a Demand For Giving 
Effect to the Milner Program. 


London, Aug. 30.—The Times, referring 
this morning editorially to the statement 
of William P. Schreiner, the Cape pre- 
mier, that in the event of war he would 
do his best to keep the Cape Colony aloof 
from the struggle, says: Thisisastart- 
ling misconception of duty. When the 
government of the queen declares war, 
it is the duty of all loyal subjects, what- 
ever their position, not to keep aloof, but 
to do their utmost to bring the struggle 
to a successTul end. 

Commenting on the latest utterance 
of President Kruger that the South 
African republic adhered to its latest 
offer and would not make any further 
concessions, the London papers unani- 
mously draw attention to the increased 
seriousness of the Transvaal crisis, 

But in the same breath they express 
uncertainty regarding the nature of the 
concessions beyond which President 
Kruger says he will not go. No official 
announcement has been made of these, 
though they are generally understood to 
be a five-year franchise and increased 
outlander representation, 

To whatever dispatch or conditions 
President Kruger’s defiant remark re- 
ferred, it has brought home sharply the 
keen possibility of an impending war 
against no weak-kneed adversary. It 
is said that with recruits from over the 
borders the Transvaal would have about 
60,000 men at its disposal, whereas, the 
most the British now could throw on the 
frontier would be 30,000, though of course 
this number would be materially in- 
creased within a month, 

The British public is taking intense in- 
terest in the preparations of their own 
forces already in South Africa, Indigna- 
tion against W. P. Schreiner, premier of 
Cape Colony, who, in the Cape house of 
assembly, declared that under the cus- 
toms convention, the Orange Free State 
Was justified in importing arms through 
Cape Colony, is fairly general, though 
that section which believes that a Boer 

avar would be a crime are making, by 
editorials, petitions, etc., what they ap- 
pear to think is the last effort to avert 
hostilities, 


The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says: 

Events have taken an alarming turn. 
Great Britain, at the request of the out- 
landers’ council, has enlarged the orig- 
inal demands of Sir Alfred Milner, the 
British high commissioner, and is adopt- 
ing the view of Cecil Rhodes that Presi- 
dent Kruger will never withstand an 
ultimatum, 

I have, however, high authority for 
asserting that President Kruger, the 
volksraad and the nation will unitedly 
resist an unconditional demand for giv- 
ing effect to the Milner program, but will 
concede reforms on the conditions al- 
ready reported. 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says: A pitiable scene was 
witnessed at the railway station Tues- 
day on the arrival from Johannesburg 
of 150 children whose parents are too 
poor to come themselves. It is esti- 
mated that 15,000 persons have left the 
Transvaal since the crisis began. 

In the house of assembly Tuesday-the 
government announced that it was con- 
sidering a proposal to afford greater 
facilities for women and children to 
leave Johannesburg. 

Bechuanaland is in a state of ferment, 
owing to fears of a Boerraid. Colonel 
Baden-Powell’s forces there are wholly 
inadequate to protect such an extended 
frontier, and the Boers appear to be 
quietly concentrating In the western part 
of the Transvaal. 

A Boer spy has been arrested in 
Ramattabama camp, in British Be- 
chuanaland. 

The Johannesburg Standard and Dig- 
ger’s News credits General Joubert, the 
commander-in-chief of the Transvaal 
forces and vice president of the republic, 
with the statement that, although he is 
personally desirous to do everything to 
preserve peace, the situation is such that 
the republic must be prepared for war.

Greenville, S. C., Aug, 30.—The grand 
jury has returned true bills against 
seven white men charging them with 
kidnapping and whitecapping. Friday 
night of last week Cicero Harris, colored, 
who lives on the plantation of Solicitor 
General Atkinson, was *yigfed, ‘t is 
claimed, by these white mer 0 Stated 
they had a warrant for HMatris’ arrest. 
The negro asserts that he wa faken to 
Pike county by the parties’ and un- 
mercifully beaten with buggy traces and 
whips. He exhibited his back covered 
with bleeding sores caused by the lash 
to the grand jury. He charged that he 
was whipped because he refused to work 
for one of the defendants. 


To Beccme a British Citizen. 

Halifax, Aug. 30.—H. M. Whitney, who 
was tendered a reception by the citizens 
of Sydney, C. B., last night, said ina 
speech that he had decided to become a 
citizen of Sydney. He declared his 
opinion that the iron works at Sydney 
were so well situated that they would 
successfully compete against the world. 
The speaker declared that the building 
of iron ships by the Dominion Iron 2 .d 
Steel company would be undertaken.

AN ELABORATE SCHEME 


Which, However, Fails to Withstand 
a Very Close Analysis. 


Proposed Alliance of Latin- 
American Republics 


In Which Progressive Countries Would Be 
Dominated by Little Neighbors. 


City of Mexico, Aug. 30.—An eminent 
lawyer, belonging to the Conservative 
party, publishes in the clerical organ, El 
Tiempo, an elaborate plan for the al- 
Hance of all Latin-American republics 
in a league for mutual protection. <Ac- 
cording to this plan, the league is to be 
formed for 25 years, and to commence its 
existence with the first year of the com- 
ing century. ‘There shall be a general 
assembly of delegates from all nations 
in the league. This supreme assembly 
shall have control of the combined 
fleets of the contracting powers, and 
shall also have eminent control over an 
inter-oceanic canal, which the new con- 
federation shall construct in Central 
America. The nations in the league 
shall submit to compulsory arbitration 
all international questions. The su- 
preme assembly shall establish concord 
between church and the members of the 
confederation. 


In its issue last night, El Mundo, a 
semi-official paper, tears the program to 
pieces in a brilliant analysis, saying 
that the whole plan is a scheme to bring 
the progressive Latin-American coun- 
tries, such as Mexico, Brazil, Chili and 
Argentina, under the control of an as- 
sembly in which the little republics, 
dominated by the clergy, will have a 
majority, and El Mundo adds, the first 
outcome of the league would be war with 
the United States, which would regard 
any attempt to build an inter-oceanic 
canal a declaration of hostilities against 
itself. 

El! Mundo ridicules the scheme as im- 
practicable, and opposed to the wishes 
of the liberal party in the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries. 

The Mexican Herald pronounces the 
scheme a delicious piece of Quixotry, and 
says, while it approves some such 
scheme of Latin-American confedera- 
tion, it must come as an initiative from 
one of the chief countries concerned.

Had this expectation been realized, the 
testimony would have been @ strong 
point in favor of the accused, because it 
would have been a reply to the anti- 
Dreyfusards, who have all along con- 
tended that Henry received the bor- 
dereau and forwarded it to Sandherr, 
a thing he would not have done had the 
bordereau been, as the Dreyfusards as- 
sert, written by his accomplice, Ester- 
hazy, for, in that event, Henry would 
have recognized the handwriting when 
he received the bordereau from the 
German embassy, and would have sup- 
pressed it, instead of forwarding it to 
Sandherr. 

Colonel Cordier, however, testified yes- 
terday that he was absent from the in- 
telligence department when the bor- 
dereau arrived, but that he believed it 
was received by Henry. 

Naturally this statement elated the 
anti-Dreyfusards, but the Dreyfusards 
had good reason to congratulate them- 
selves upon the remainder of Cordier's 
testimony, as it was wholly in favor 
of Dreyfus. 

On the other hand the procession of 
generals and officers of the general 
staff, who demanded an opportunity to 
confront Colonel Cordier was a good 
piece of tactics from the point of view 
of the anti-Dreyfusards, because their 
very appearance on the stage and their 
contradictions of some of Cordier’s 
statements left a disagreeable impres- 
sion. 

The appearance of General Mercier to 
question Colonel Cordier came as a sur- 
prise to many in the audience, who had 
supposed that, after last Saturday's 
scene, when Mercier was confronted 
with Captain Freystaetter, he would re- 
main quiet. But Mercier is game to the 
death. His action is interpreted as in- 
tended to show that he is not going to 
throw up the sponge. The part he 
played in 1894 lays him open to arrest, 
and this is a constant topic of discussion 
in the cafes and at other meeting places 
in Rennes. There appears, however, to 
be excellent reason why the government 
will not take any such serious step until 
the trial is over. 

All were anxious to hear the testi- 
mony of M. De Freycinet, senator, for- 
mer premier, former minister of foreign 
affairs and former minister of war. This 
adroit politician, the ‘white mouse” of 
French politics, sat upon the fence as 
well as he could. His expression of a 
fear that the Dreyfus agitation would 
injure the discipline of the army greatly 
annoyed the Dreyfusards, as calculated 
to influence the judges against the ac- 
cused. But he followed it with a 
eulogy of the pioneer of the Dreyfus 

campaign, M. Scheurer-Kestner, for- 
mer vice president of the senate. 

Mutrie Labori then secured another 
concession favorable to Dreyfus by get- 
ting M. De Freycinet to admit that he 
could not recall a single fact going to 

prove that money had been sent into 
France from abroad to promote a cam- 
paign in favor of Dreyfus. The gen- 
eral feeling is, however, that his ap- 
pearance on the witness stand has not 
materially helped the counsel of the ac- 
cused.

Paris, Aug. 30.—Major Tavernier, act- 
ing under the rogatory commission is- 
sued by Colonel Jouaust, president of 
the Dreyfus court-martial, questioned 
Colonel Du Paty de Clam at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and will continue 
the examination today. According to 
The Matin, De Clam made sensational 
revelations.

PROGRAM CARRIEDOUT, 


Democrats of Buckeye State Nominate 
John R. MeLean For Governor, 


KilbourneWouldn’t Stand For 
Lieutenant Governorship. 


Resolutions Endorse Chicago Platform and 
Bryan---Anti-Trust and Anti-imperialism. 


Zanesville, O., Aug. 31.—Every possible 
effort was made by the Democratic con- 
vention yesterday to nominate Colonel 
James Kilbourne for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, but after a dozen of the close per- 
sona] friends had withdrawn his name 
and declared that Colonel Kilbourne 
would decline, this effort was abandoned. 
The convention closed last night after 
a day of dramatic plays. While there 
were a half dozen other candidates for 
governor, the McLean men had claimed 
everything with such confidence that 
they undertook to be magnanimous in 
minor parts. They stated early in the 
day that all the candidates would have 
their respective votes on the first ballot. 
McLean was nominated on the first bal- 
lot by a half vote. 

It is claimed that he could have had 
478 votes out of the 802 on the first bal- 
lot, instead of 40244, and that he would 
have had over 500 on the second ballot. 
At any rate the delegates all voted for 
their local favorites on the first ballot, 
and thus the program of complimenting 
them was carried out without the leader 
drawing from any of his competitors. 

The convention, much of the time, was 
beyond the control of the sergeant-at- 
arms and his assistants. 

The convention was properly repre- 
sented in its platform, and the keynote 
speech of Judge Mooney. The name 
of Bryan was cheered whenever it was 
mentioned. The convention made dem- 
onstrations over free silver and anti-im- 
perialism, anti-bossism and all the in- 
dictments in the speech of Judge 
Mooney and In the platform. 


The platform heartily reaffirms the 
entire Chicago platform of 1896, especial- 
ly emphasizing the financial plank, and 
says William J. Bryan “still retains our 
entire confidence, and we demand bis re- 
nomination in 3900.” 

It declares radica] and unalterable op- 
position to imperialism in the United 
States of America, saying: “When we 
have solved some of the race problems 
that confront us at home, then by ex- 
ample, we can proclaim the blessings 
that flow upon free institutions and thus 
procure benevolent assimilation, with- 
out criminal aggression.” 

It commends the action of congress in 
declaring that the war with Spain was 
for humanity, and not for conquest. It 
refers to the “valor and glorious achieve- 
ments of our gallant soldiers and sail- 
ors,"’ and adds: “But we profoundly re- 
gret that American soldiers are being 
unlawfully used in the name of liberty, 
to crush and destroy dawning Repub- 
licanism in the Orient, and we denounce 
the secret and vicious alliance now in 
evidence between England and the Re- 
publican administration, whereby this 
nation may become involved in war with 
foreign nations.” 

It demands that the Cubans and Fili- 
pinos be encouraged to establish inde- 
pendent republics. The Republican 
party is denounced “‘for its 38 years of 
abject subse: aiency to the shipping in- 
terest of Great Britain.” Also the so- 
called Hanna-Payne_ shipping bill, 
“which, if enected into law, would 
further shackle our interests,” 

It favors the maintenance of an ef- 
ficient navy, but says that a large stand- 
ing army in our republic is a menace to 
liberty. 

It favors the initiative and referendum, 
the passage of the eight-hour law, the 
more rigid inspection of mines and work- 
shops, the prohibition of sweat shops, 
and the abolition of the contract system 
of prison labor. 

It declares that all unlawful combina- 
tions of capital are the legitimate fruits 
of a gold standard and other corrupt 
Republican legislation, demands that 
articles the prices of which are controlled 
by the trusts be placed on the free lists, 
denounces the attorney general of the 
United States for his refusal to enforce 
the statutes against trusts. 

It denounces political bosses who live 


and exist through jobs and schemes 
loaded upon the taxpayers, and con- 
cludes: “We recommend a_ constitu- 


tional amendment providing for the elec- 
tion of president, vice president and 
United States senators by direct vote of 
the people. 

“We favor such appropriations by the 
legislature as may be necessary to insure 
the success of the centennial to be held 
at Toledo. 

“That the trusts can be controlled by 
the States only, and not by the general 
government, is a matter of no conse- 
quence to us, if they can be controlled 
atall. The Republican party is at fault 
so long as the attorney general of the 
United States is selected and inducted 
into office because he is a trust lawyer, 
and so long asan attorney general of the 
gtate of Ohio is retired to private life be- 
cause he has undertaken in this respect 
to enforce the law, the Republican party 
must fail in its declaration that it is op- 
posed to trusts. 

“We charge that the Republican party, 
as at present controlled, stands for, if 
indeed it has not already entered into, 
an Anglo-American alliance. We have 
no desire, we perceive no necessity, to 
aid Britain in the maintencnce of a 
British policy anywhere, and with ful! 


confidence In the strengtn ot our cause 
and country, we ask no aid from Britain 
in maintaining American policy any- 
where that it is necessary or desirable 
to maintain one. We adhere to the 
Monroe doctrine. We are loyal to the 
counsels of Washington's farewell ad- 
dress. We are not prepared to accept 
the ancient antagonisms of England as 
Our Own, nor to participate with her in 
her new-found hates or envies, and at 
this juncture, when England sees its 
power slipping away and perceives with 
alarm the great advance of German 
manufacture in the world’s trade, we 
have not discovered any reason why we 
should side with England and oppose 
the advance of Germany. We oppose 
the Anglo-American alliance, we would 
equally oppose any olher alliance, and 
our motto will continue in the 
future as in the past, one flag. one coun- 
try and one allegiance.”

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TO RECLAIM ABANDONED FARMS. 


Scientists Will Investigate the Existing Ccn- 
ditions In New England. 


Washington, Aug. 31.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson is arranging for an 
exhaustive scientific investigation of 
the abandoned farms of New England, 
with a view to their reclamation. He 
has had many letters from New Engiand 
inviting his attention to this subjcct, 
and has resolved to send several of the 
scientists of the department thither to 
make a study of the conditions, Later 
the secretary himself will make a per- 
sonal inspection. 

Without having investigated the con- 
ditions, Secretary Wilson inclines to 
the opinion that the abandoned farms 
in New England have been deprived of 
phosphates, potash, nitrogeneous mat- 
ter and the other essential ingredients 
of production by unscientifle farming, 
and that by eareful culture the fertility 
of the soil can be restored. A soil 
physicist will be despatched to make a 
careful analysis of the soil to determine 
exactly what it lacks. The secretary 
thinks that the planting of grasses, 
legumes, clover, ete., will restore the 
nitrogen, and that phosphates can be 
had by the introduction of domestic 
‘animals. Potash must be purchased.

CUCUMBER PICKLES. 
Two Recipes From an Excellent 
Household Authority. 

To fulfill its mission as;a tempting 
relish a pickle should be mot too large, 
but firm, crisp and well flavored. For 
the realization of this condition the 
cucumbers must be well selected and a 
good formula for their preparation 
carefully followed out. In Table Talk, 
Cornelia C. Bedford gives two pickling 
recipes. The first is for “sweet pickled 

green cucumbers,” as follows: 

For one-half of a bushel of small cu- 
cumbers allow one-half of a pound of 
white mustard seed, one-half of a 
pound of black mustard seed, one-half 


of ap ounce of peppercorns, one-half of 
an ounce of mace, one ounce of freshly 
grated horse radish, one-half of an 
ounce of celery seed, one-half of an 
ounce of stick cinnamon, one dozen-red 
peppers and one-half of a pint of white 
button onions. Pour boiling water over 
the cucumbers and let them stand un- 
til cold, then drain. Sprinkle them with 
salt, one-half of a pint to each 100 cu- 
ecumbers, and again cover with boiling 
water. Let stand in this brine for 24 
hours, drain and cover with fresh, cold 
brine of the strength. Drain 
daily for six days and cover with fresh 
brine. On the seventh day drain and 
wash in fresh water, cover with weak 
vinegar, heat slowly and keep at a 
| very slow simmer for five or six hours 
until the cucumbers look plump. Drain 
them, wipe dry and pack in jars, add- 
ing to them the mixed spices. Cover 
with boiling hot cider vinegar, to which 
| is added for each quart one-half of a 
pound of brown sugar. 

Recipe No. 2 reads thus: Select the 
smallest cucumbers possible. To each 
100 allow one ounce of whole cloves, 
one ounce of white mustard seed, one 
large tablespoonful of salt one cupful 
of sugar and two small red peppers. 
Put the spices in thin muslin bags, lay 
them in a kettle with the washed cu-

The Boer officials, after reading the 
cabled reports of Mr. Chamberlain's 
Birmingham speech, consider that war 
is inevitable. The speech has undoubt- 
edly inflamed the war spirit here. The 
Boers are now all armed, except those 
in Johannesburg. Their commissariat 
is fairly good. Al] the forts are amply 
victualled. The Johannesburg fort has 
been strengthened with several quicke 
firers, 

The ammunition which Mr. Schreiner 
allowed to pass through Cape Colony 
came direct to Pretoria. It was never 
intended for the Orange Free State. 

President Kruger does not hesitate to 
express the view that war is almost in- 
evitable.

ESTERHAZY WROTE IT, 


Opinion of Distinguished Experts In 
Regard to the Bordereau, 


Generals Upset by Evidence 
In Dreyfus’ Favor. 


Air Filled With Rumors of Conspiracies and 
Predictions of Coups de Theatre. 


Rennes, Aug. 31.—In the matter of evi- 
dence, Wednesday was quite a Drey- 
fus day. After hearing MM. Molinier 
and Giry, and M. Picot, a member of 
the institute, all of whom testified in 
favor of Dreyfus, General Deloye tes- 
tifled against the prisoner on the ar- 
tillery references in the bordereau. 

The evidence of MM. Meyer, Molinier 
and Giry, all of whom are handwriting 
experts of the first rank, was a strong 
point for Dreyfus. They were most em- 
phatic in declaring that the bordereau 
was written by Esterhazy, and created 
a better impression that M. Bertillon by 
not introducing the fantastic diagrams 
which the latter deemed necessary 

Today's proceedings, behind closed 
doors, will deal with the question wheth- 
er Captain Dreyfus was in a position 
to divulge the information regarding 
the artillery which was promised in the 
bordereau. The session will be very 
important, and is bound to have a tre- 
mendous influence upon the judges, one 
way or another, because they are all 
artillery and will be able to 
appreciate such evidence better than the 
eryptographic intricacies that have been 
laid before them by the handwriting ex-

The Dreyfusards express confidence

All these rumors may be without 
foundation, but, in any event, they are 
Symptomatic of the feeling in Rennes 
that something is going on under the 
surface, and that the complexion of the 
trial may be altered by Some coup at any 
moment.
